Medicine  and  Surgery,  was  presented  by  the  Dean  of  the  Medical 
Faculty,  and  is  as  tbIlowB : 

lb  the  Honorable,  the  Board  o{  Regents  of  the  DniiiersUy  <tf  Miehigan : 

The  FaeultyofMedloIne  and  Surgery  111  preaentingthelr  Annual  Report, 
beg  leave  to  Bay;  That  the  session  wMoh  has  Just  closed  hae  been  marked  by 
new  relations  and  eomplleatlons,  but  has  been  attended  by  unabated  efforts 
BJid  labors  on  thepartof  theProfesaora,  and  by  more  than  the  usual  suocess  on 
the  part  of  the  students.  Althoush  the  requirements  for  graduation  have  In 
no  respect  been  diminished,  but  rather  Increased,  yet  a  lai^er  proportion  of 
the  candidoteB  than  (br  many  years  before  have  been  recommended  for  the 
honors  of  this  Department  of  the  University;  and  (t  Is  confidently  believed 
that  no  previous  class  has  left  the  institution  with  so  clear  perceptions  of  the 
contrast  between  the  broad  common-sense  principles  of  what  the  Faculty 
regard  as  Sclentlflo  Medleloe  and  the  teachings  of  peculiar  and  exclusive 
systems. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  term  of  Instruction  now  closed,  a  more  uniform 
and  regular  sysh:m  of  examinations  for  admission  than  heretofore  practiced, 
was  put  In  operation ;  by  which  our  numbers  were  diminished  by  more  than 
a  dozen  KsJectlons,  and  doubtless  to  a  much  laiger  extent,  by  the  fear  of  the 
examinations;  butthequaJlty  of  the  classawbole  has  been  materially  Im- 
proved, and  the  members  of  the  Faculty  have  had  the  satisfaction  of  feeling 
that  their  Instructions  have  been  directed  to  persons  all  of  whom  were  quali- 
fied to  appreciate  and  profit  by  them. 

The  Faoulty  are  gratified  in  being  able  to  report  that  this  pUmeer  move- 
ment  in  Preliminary  Examinations  In  American  Medical  Colleges  has  been 
attended  with  consequences  so  fkvorable;  and  that  there  are  Indications  of 
the  example  being  fbllowed  by  a  few  o(  the  other  Medical  Schools  of  the 

Though  It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Faculty  U 
keep  pace  with  the  advancement  of  general  educ 
and  so  that  none  should  be  deprived  of  the  advantages  of  the  Institution  who 
are  properly  qualified  (o  enjoy  them— refusing  admission  and  advising  to  go 
back  to  elementary  studies,  or  to  other  pursuits,  none  but  those  to  whom 
such  refkiBal  and  advice  would  be  a  kindness,  yet  a  real  advancement  has 
been  made,  and  It  Is  the  wish  and  Intention  of  the  Faculty  to  Increase  the 
requirements,  both  fbr  itdmlsslon  and  graduation,  as  f^t  as  Is  consistent 
with  justice  to  the  citizens  of  the  State  who  desire  medical  instractlon,  and 
as  the  general  Interests  of  all  concerned  will  admit- 
Not  only  has  advancement  been  made  In  relation  to  preliminary  exam- 
Inations  and  the  requirements  for  graduation,  but,  as  will  be  seen  by  refer- 
ence to  the  Announcement  for  the  next  session,  distinct  provision  will  be 
made  for  a  longer  and  improved  oourse  of  Instruction  continuing  three  years; 
and  combining  the  advantages  of  a  successive  or  graded  course  with  those 
repetitions  which  are  absolutely  essential  to  a  full  comprehension  of  the  vari- 
ous Intricate  branches  of  the  proftession ;— and  while  this  course  Is  not  required, 
(assuchrequlrementwoulddeprlve  many  who  cannot  command  the  time  and 
the  means  for  so  long  a  college  life,  of  the  privileges  or  the  school,)  yet  It  is 
strongly  advised  to  all  who  can  |>osslbly  avail  themselves  of  It. 

It  is  the  earnest  request  of  Che  Fu/?ulty  that  the  subjects  of  Materia 
MeJIca  and  Thorapeutlcs,  and  of  Physiology,  now  embraced  in  one  professor- 
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ship,  bedtvldedand  veairanxed;— uniting  Materia  Medica  nniJ  Thcrapeutios 
to  the  present  chair  of  Ophthalmolt^y,  and  creating  Q  uew  profeesorehip  of 
"Physiology,  Pathological  Anatomy  and  Histology,"  embracing  Experi- 
mental and  Practical  Physiology  and  the  use  of  the  Mloroscdpe,  and  as  soon 
ae  practicable  appointing  a  suitable  person  to  lake  charge  of  It. 

This  measure  Is  recommended  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  health  of 
Prof.  Cheevef,  at  present  occupying  the  chair  of  Materia  Medlca  and  Phy- 
siology, will  npt  allow  him  longer  to  perform  the  arduoas  duties  of  the  posi- 
tion. The  Facnlty  very  deeply  regret  that  they  are  llkel;  to  lose  the  eoOpei^ 
fttlon  of  an  Alumnus  of  the  University  who  has  proved  himself  so  competent 
and  successnil,  and  has  bo  honored  his  Aima  Mater  as  a  papll  and  a  teacher. 
The  present  Importance  of  Physlolf^y  and  the  subjects  proposed  to  be  asso- 
ciated with  it  calls  for  a  distinct  chair  and  the  devotion  of  one  man  to  Its 
duties  alone. 

In  consequence  of  the  Increased  duties  which,  by  the  proposed  arrange- 
ment, win  devolve  upon  the  Professor  of  Ophthalmology  and  Pratlcftl 
Anatomy  by  his  assuming  the  dalles  of  the  department  of  Materia  Medlca 
and  Therapeutics,  and  a  necessary  relinquishment  of  a  large  part  of  the  labor 
In  the  Anatomical  Department,  great  Increase  of  labor  and  responsibility 
must  devolve  upon  the  Dembnstrator  of  Anatomy,  end  In  view  of  this  the 
Faculty  recommended  an  Increase  of  his  salary  to  Jl,nUO.  The  cfHclent  per- 
(brmance  of  the  duties  of  that  otece,  (and  nothing  short  of  very  eltlclent 
service  will  meet  the  necessities  which  exlat|,  deserves  at  least  the  compensa- 
tion named. 

Should  these  changes  be  made,  It  Is  recommended  that  Prof.  Frotbing- 
ham's  title  be  that  of  Professor  of  Materia  Medlca  and  Ophthalmology. 

The  new  Pavilions  of  the  Hospital  are  now  completed,  and  the  attentiou 
of  the  Board  Is  respectfully  called  to  the  necessity  of  more  completely  organ- 
Izlt^  this  Important  adjunct  to  the  Department  of  Medicine  and  i4urgery, 
providing  for  Its  support  and  putting  tt  in  successful  operation.  Without  at 
present  entorii^  Into  details.  It  will  be  sulHcient  to  say  that  much  care  and 
thought,  combined  with  the  results  of  observation  and  experience,  will  be 
necessary  to  secure  the  best  form  of  organization  for  the  greatest  usefulness 
to  the  afflicted,  and  for  the  proper  supply  of  materials  for  Illustrating  to  stu- 
dents the  different  forms  of  diseases  and  Injuries,  and  the  best  modes  of 
detecting  and  treating  them. 

The  Faculty  would  also  call  attention  to  the  necessity  for  certain  Im- 
provements In  the  condition  of  the  Lecture-Rooms  of  the  Medical  College. 
in  which  large  numbers  of  students  spend  at  least  four  hours  of  each  day. 

The  particular  seats  or  spaces  on  the  benches  occupied  by  students  are. 
numbered,  and  each  student  la  required  to  occupy  the  special  one  assigned 
him.  aa  the  uncovering  of  a  number  subjects  the  occupant  to  a  mark  of  ab- 
sence. Bo  little  space  Is  allowed  for  eaeh  as  to  render  these  seats  uncum/oi'hi- 
ble;  and  asmedl  appropriation  Is  requested  for  repairing  and  renumbering 
them,  giving  each  more  space. 

But  &r  more  sertous  than  this,  affecting  not  only  the  comfort  hut  the 
capacity  to  listen  to  and  understand  the  lectures,  and  also  affecting  the  health 
of  students.  Is  the  mode  of  beating  and  ventilation  of  the  rooms.  It  Is  un- 
necessary here  to  enter  to  enWr  into  details,  but  the  complaints  on  the  part 
6f  students  are  too  constant  and  too  earnest,  and  the  jUKtlce  of  such  com- 
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plaints  1B  too  obTiouR  to  allow  the  matter  to  be  longer  Ignored  or  negLectecl. 
It  is  therefore  eorneetly  requested  that  early  attention  be  given  to  this  aab- 
Ject,  and  that  such  alterations  be  made,  which  It  la  believed  may  be  done  at 
but  little  expense,  as  wl.l  correct  the  evllB  ao  bitterly  complained  of. 

It  la  a  strange  inconsistency  to  have  the  aelenee  of  health  taught  In  rooms 
where  the  principles  of  that  science  are  violated  In  a  manner  no  glaring.

With  thevouahersforisoe  were  found  two  blllB  and  receipts  for  the  smiis 
of  S58.75  and  87.50  respectively  ttiat  would  seem  to  be  proper  ohai^ee,  nnd 
which  hove  evldeiiee  of  having  been  essmined  and  allowed,  but  we  failed  to 
find  tiiem  chained  against  the  University.  It  wonld  seem  that  they  should 
be  placed  to  the  credit  of  Dr.  Douglas. 

The  houses  which  have  largely  furnished  the  materials  used  in  the  Lab- 
orsitoi-y  were  requested  to  forward  fltatements  of  their  atcouiits.  Tliese  were 
fully  verified  by  the  Annual  Repoi'ta  with  the  asception  of  an  item  of  jaiilJ.82 
In  1873  In  the  account  of  E.  B.  Benjamin,  who  acknowledges  receiving  pay 
fi)r  goods  purchased  for  and  used  in  the  Laboratory,  but  which  has  not  been 
chained  up  agaJuat  tlie  University.  Dr.  Douglas  shoold  also  have  credit  for 
this  amount. 

Summarizing  the  ahove  we  would  find,  allowing  the  Items  lu  the  reports 
of  1388  nnd  ISSr  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  otherwise  unexplahied  creditor

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The  Committee  find  in  many  of  the  Annual  Reports  a  number  of  charges 
for  Interest  in  '■  Dr.  Balannee".  We  were  unable  to  satlsfhctorlly  verify  them 
owing  tfl  the  manner  in  which  the  accounts  had  been  kept.  Tailing  the  view 
of  the  case  that  the  amounts  reported  by  Dr.  Douglas  as  received  by  him  ns 
correct,  It  is  likely  tliat  these  accounts  of  Interest  on  advances ^or  "  Dr.  Dai- 
nnoes"  would  be  found  sufficiently  correct.  Taking  the  view  that  Dr.  Doug- 
las should  be  charged  with  all  moneys  whicli  he  ouf/h/  lo  luiif:  received,  a 
tai^e  amount  of  which  he  claims  not  to  have  received— as  will  be  hereaCtev 
noted— OS  the  correct  one,  it  would  wipe  out  the  jviatter  of  "  Dr.  Balances," 
the  only  foundation  of  the  Interest  charged,  and  of  course  the  charges  ibr  in-

Both  Regent  Cliinle  and  myself  desjre  to  express  our  very  high  opiniim 
of  the  character  of  the  work  dons  by  the  imoountniits.  A  Birefiil  examinii- 
tion  and  supervision  nf  it  iiH  in  progress,  princiipnity  by  Regent  Clinlle  nnd 
to  some  ex(«nt  by  myself,  Is  the  bnsis  of  our  opinion  that  this  portion  of  the 
labor  accomplished  can  be  relied  upon  as  accnrnte— at  least  as  nearly  so  us 
ei>ulil  he  made  Il'om  the  data  had  to  work  upon.  It  Is  the  baslH  of  this  repoia, 
and  in  any  particulars  wherein  they  nnay  not  agree,  shuuJil  such  be  fonnd,  I 
prefer  to  lake  the  flgurcs  In  the  work  of  the  accnuntjinls,  having  been  nnnble 
totlioroi^hly  correct  and  review.  There  are  also  several  points  of  tlepidoi! 
Interest  as  shown  by  the  work  of  the  acoouiitunts,  on  which  I  have  not 
touched,— aa  the  matter  of  unoollccted  \MilancoK,  which  in  the  aggregate 
amounts  to  quite  a  sum,  and  should  more  properly  be  chargeil  to  Front  and 
Loss  than  to  the  deficiency  or  deftilcntlon  with  which  I  think  if  Is  nowem- 

The  labors  of  your  Committee  have  not  been  without  results  Inn  gen- 
eral way.  In  the  cniirse  of  onr  investigation  we  have  boon  impressed  with 
the  general  lock  of  proper  system  tn  the  financial  affairs  of  the  University. 
We  are  led  to  belive  that  the  Steward,  who  has  enough  of  his  own  legitimate 
duties  to  perfiirm  is  largely  burdened  with  duties  that  properly  belong  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  University.  In  the  course  of  our  Investigation  we  liavn 
found  no  books  belonging  tn  the  Treasurer's  Bcpnrtment  In  the  poscsslon  of 
the  University,  the  only  records  being  the  Proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Re- 
gents, from  winch  alone  It  would  he  very  difficult  and  uusatlsfhetory  to 
"pick  out"  a  "Financial  History  of  tlie  Unl  vereity." 

The  position  of  the  Laboratory  with  reference,  financially,  to  the  Uni- 
versity has  until  the  present  boon  an  anomaly,  a  wheel  within  a  wheel,  run- 
ning Itself,  which  It  han  done  most  succcssfnlly,  notwithstanding  tiic  lai^e 
deficiency  or  deMcatlon  above  shown,  netting  to  the  University  a  laiije  fund 
Invested  In  apparatus  and  mnchlnery.  It  was  the  Intentlim  of  your  Commit- 
tee to;show  this  In  detail,  but  fn>m  the  labor  and  time  already  consumed 
they  have  been  unable  to  do  so.  The  Nyet«m  at  present  tn  operation  plaiics 
the  Laboratory  on  the  same  basis  as  the  other  IKipartmcnta.  acccmnting 
through  the  Hteward  and  Treasurer  fur  all  funrls  received  and  all  oxpendl- 
tures  miule.  Had  such  a  system  been  long  ago  adopted,  tliere  wonld  have 
been  little  need  of  our  labora. 

In  ooneluslon  I  have  to  say  that  while  having  full  eonllilenec  In  the 
work  of  the  aocountjints  and  the  data  now  gathered.  I  am  not  satisHed  that 
In  the  report  of  Regent  Clliuie  or  my  own  the  material  lias  been  properly 
digested,  and  trust  the  matter  may  be  Airtlicr  arroJiged  anil  tabulated  hy  the 
Finance  Committee,  W  whom  I  trust  the  whole  subleet  may  bo  referred.

The  examination  which  np  to  that 
time  had  been  made,  and  the  results  reached,  were  stated  b;  the  Pregldent 
and  Prof.  Douglas.  The  committee  then  learned  that  the  accounts  for  the 
college  year  of  1874-6  showed  a  large  delinquency,  and  that  tbe  matter  had 
been  brought  \o  the  attention  of  Prof  Bose.  who  had  acknowledged  his  lia- 
bility for  the  same  by  making  with  his  own  hand  a  list  of  sutli  delinquent 
accounts,  and  paying  over  to  Prof.  Douglas  tbe  amount  of  the  same.  Also 
that  the  President  and  Prof.  Douglas  liad  pursued  the  investigation  back  of 
the  year  ie7*-75,  and  were  convinced  that  there  were  large  defleieneles  for 
several  years  prior  to  that  time. 

After  examining  the  work  which  had  been  done  so  far  as  they  could  In  one 
evening,  the  committee  determined  to  send  Ibr  Prof,  Bose  the  next  morning, 
and,  Ifposslble,  make  some  arrangement  to  secure  the  University  against  all 
loss  that  a  full  examination  of  the  Laboratory  accounts  might  disclose. 
Accordingly,  a  meeting  was  had  between  such  committee  (Walker  and  Mc- 
OowanJ  and  Prof.  Bose.  at  which  time  the  committee  stated  to  Prof.  Rose 
that  they  were  aware  of  the  deficit  in  the  Laboratory  accounts  for  the  past 
year,  and  that  he  had  met  the  same  by  payment ;  but.  that  farther  examina- 
tion showed  that  there  were  deflclencles  In  the  years  preceding  the  year 
1ST4-T9,  and  that  they  had  called  upon  him  with  reference  to  the  same;  but 
they  desired.  If  possible,  to  secure  tbe  University  against  loss.  Prof  Kose,  in 
the  midst  of  great  agitation,  said  he  was  not  aware  of  any  shortage  in  his 
accounts  for  other  years  than  1S74-75,  but  that  he  desired  to  do  what  was 
right,  and  so  t^r  as  he  could  would  secure  the  University. 

Thereupon  aji  arrangement  was  made  by  which  Prof.  Rose  deeded  over 
to  Mr.  Knight.  Treasurer  of  the  University,  his  house  and  lot,  the  com- 
mittee, on  behalf  of  the  Regents,  giving  him  bEick  a  written  statement  setting 
forth  that  such  conveyance  was  made  in  trust  fi>r  the  benefit  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  tliat  upon  said  Rose  paying  over  whatever  sum  might  be  found  due 
from  him  to  the  University  the  said  house  and  lot  should  be  redeeded  to  him, 
and  that  he  ralgbthave  one  year  in  which  to  make  such  payment. 

The  committee  being  unable  to  remain  and  personally  prosecute  the  in- 
vestigation, asked  President  Angell,  Treasurer  Knight  and  Steward  Bennett 
to  continue  tbe  work  already  begun  of  determining  the  amount  of  the 
delinquentaccountsfor  the  yearsprevious  to  1874-75.  They  also  said  to  Prof. 
Douglas  and  Prof.  Rose  that  they,  being  fkmiliar  with  the  books  and  records 
of  the  Ijibocatary  and  method  of  keeping  the  accounts,  should  each  assist  in 
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thp  work,  and  they  both  promised  so  to  do.  The  gentlemen  above  named 
entered  upon  the  work,  taking  up  the  accounts  In  the  order  of  the  years 

quency  was  determined  upon,  an  Itemized  Hat  at  the  same  was  puased  over 
ta  Prof.  Kose  who  reviewed  and  corrected  It,  in  aomo  instances  rewriting  the 
whole  list,  and  Tor  the  year  |[n3~T4,  after  copying  the  corrected  list  In  his  own 
hand,  adding  a  certiflcste  to  the  same,  statin);  that  the  accounts  contained  in 
said  list  were  correct  so  Ikr  as  he  knew,  according  to  the  examlnatlou  of  the 
books.  Owing  to  the  foct  that  the  gentlemen  engaged  in  this  work  were  at  the 
same  time  attending  to  their  ordinary  duties,  the  pn^ress  of  the  examina- 
tion was  slow,  and  when  only  a  portion  of  the  work  had  been  aceomplished. 
the  fiict  of  a  supposed  de&lcation  in  the  Laboratory  was  made  public  In  the 
newspapers,  and  from  that  time  Prof.  Rose  refused  to  render  further  asaiat- 

Soon  thereafter  the  Executive  Committee,  together  with  Regent  Gilbert 
as  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  were  called  to  review  the  work  and 
determine  deflnttely  what  course  should  then  be  pursued.  Regent  MoOowan 
being  unable  to  attend,  Regents  Gilbert  and  Walker  carefully  reviewed  and 
verifled  the  work  which  had  been  done,  and  then  oalled  a  meeting  of  the 
Board,  to  which  they  presented  the  report  t«  be  found  In  the  proceedings  of 
December  21,  l«7o,  beginning  on  page  490.  By  reference  to  tills  report  It  will 
be  seen  that  Prof.  Rose,  who  ha<l  lieen  previously  noUlied  of  the  meeting  of 
the  committee,  declined  giving  them  the  benefit  of  his  knowledge,  but,  in- 
stead gave  aformal  notice  in  adocument  printed  with  said  report  and  marked 
"  B,"  that  he  did  not  and  would  not  recognize  any  of  the  work  done,  and 
invoking  the  decision  of  a  legal  tribunal  upon  all  matters  in  dispute.  After 
the  report  of  Regents  Olibert  and  Walker  bad  been  submitted,  the  Board,  by 
a  fbrmal  resolution,  lnvit«d  Prof.  Rose  to  be  present  at  their  afternoon  meet- 
ing, "and  that  he  be  permitted  to  malce  a  statement,  either  in  person  or 
otherwiae."  This  invitation  the  professor  accepted,  and  presented  to  the 
Board  a  written  document,  which  will  be  found  printed  in  the  proceedings  of 
said  meeting.  Following  this  statement,  the  minutes  show  a  resolution  sus- 
pending Prof.  Rose  from  his  duties  as  assistant  professor  until  the  further 
action  of  the  Board,  and  at  the  same  time  the  following  reaolution  waa 
adopted  t 

Reaotved,  That  conformably  with  the  reiiuest  of  Prof  S.  H.  Douglas,  a 
committee  of  three  Regents  be  appointed  to  investigate  thoroughly  his  ac- 
counts with  the  University,  and  report  to'  this  Board;  and  that  they  have 
power  to  employ  an  accountant  for  such  examination. 

In  pursuance  of  said  resolution.  Regent-elect  8.  8.  Walker  and  Regents 
Climle  and  Rynd  were  made  such  committee.  They  met  on  the  19th 
day  of  January  last,  and  commenced  the  wort  as  provided  in  said 
resolution,  and,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  on  the  ^th  of  March,  sub- 
mitted the  result  of  their  labors  In  two  reports,  one  signed  by  Regents 
Climle  and  Rynd,  and  one  by  Regent  8.  S.  Walfter.  At  this  meeting  of  the 
Board,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  minutes,  "B.  A.  Beal  being  present 
was  permitted  to  address  the  Board  In  behalf  of  his  friend,  Prof,  P,  B.  Rose." 
Mr.  Beal  then  stated  tliat  Prof.  Rose  was  able  to  render  a  complete  and  satla- 
fitctory  account  for  all  the  money  which  had  come  Into  his  hands  at  the 
Laboratory.  That  his  accounts  had  been  examined  by  experts,  and  papers 
and  documents  were  In  the  hands  of  Prof.  Rose  and  his  friends  that  would 
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Resolved,  That  Dr.  P.  B.  Rose  be,ftna  Is  hereby  restored  to  his  position  eib 
OGsIstHiit  proressor  In  the  UnlTersltj,  and  that  he  be  paid  since  Januaiy  1st 
at  his  former  salary. 

The  reports  above  mentioned  only  purported  to  have  flxcfl  the  gross 
amount  of  delinquency  In  the  Laboratory  accounts  without  determining  to 
whom  such  delinquency  should  'he  charged.  Hence,  pending  the  adoption 
of  aaid  reports,  the  fallowing  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  two  reports  submitted  by  the  committee  on  the  ac- 
ooanteof  Dr.  Douglas,  and  now  pending  before  the  Board,  be  referred  (flthe 
Finance  Committee  with  Instructions  to  call  to  their  aid  the  accountant,  Mr. 
Tregaskis,  and  determine  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  so  <Br  as  they  can, 
where,  or  to  whom  the  deftelenoy  In  the  laboratory  should  be  charged,  and 
as  soon  as  their  Investigation  is  completed  to  calla  meeting  of  the  Board  of 

Resolvett,  That  the  committee  be  requested  to  Invite  Prof.  Douglas  and 
Prof.  Etose  to  appear  before  them,  and  lo  give  these  gentlemen  every  opportn- 
nity  to  present  such  testimony  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

Regent  S.  8.  Walker,  a  member  of  said  Finance  Committee,  being  a 
member  of  the  former  Investigating  committee,  was  excused  from  aetlng, 
and  Regent  Kstabrook  was  appointed  to  fill  hla  place.  Your  conkmlttccae 
then  cunstruoted,  consisting  of  Regents  McGowan,  Grant  and  Estabrook, 
were  further  instructed  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  as  follows ;

Owing  to  sickness  and  other  unavoidable  obstacles,  the  committee  were 
unable  to  meet  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work  thus  imposed  upon  them 
until  the  Ist  day  of  June  inst.  The  committee  met  In  the  Lieclure  Boom  of 
the  T^aw  Building,  having  previously  notified  Prof.  Douglas  and  Prof.  Rose  of 
the  time  of  meeting.  Both  these  gentlemen  appeared  by  counsel,  and  the 
committee  announcedthat  the  examination  would  be  public,  and  suggested 
that  all  parties  giving  testimony  should  be  sworn. 

After  a  full  statement  of  the  course  the  committee  proposed  to  pursue 
in  the  investigation,  the  counsel  fbr  Prof.  Rose  presented  a  bond  In  the  penal 
sumof  S10,00a,  conditioned  that  if  the  said  Preston  B.Rose  shall  faithntlly 
pay  to  the  said  Regents  of  the  University  of  Michigan  all  sums  of  money  tor 
thepaymentof  whichhemay  be  Ibund  l^^ally  liable  to  said  Regents  by  the 
final  judgment  of  any  court  of  competent  Jurisdiction,  or  by  the  award  of 
any  board  of  any  board  of  arbitrators  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  parties 
within  sixty  days  after  the  rendering  of  such  final  Judgment  or  rendering  of 
such  award,  then  the  above  obligation  to  be  void;  otherwise  to  be  and  remain 
In  full  force  and  virtue.  Provided,  however,  that  this  bond  shall  not  become 
operative  until  the  said,  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  Michigan  shall  re- 
deed  or  cause  to  be  redeeded  to  said  Preston  B,  Rose  the  house  and  lot  now 
occupied  by  him  as  a  homestead,  and  situated  on  the  corner  of  JclTerson  and 
Stal«  streets  in  the  city  of  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan.    Nor  until  the  said  the 
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Begentaof  the  University  of  Mlchigaa  shall  i 
thaaumof  eight  hundrea  and  tivlrty-one  dolls 
interest  ftom  the  sixth  day  of  JJovemher,  1875.

I.  Toat  once  Join  issue  with  the  Regents  in  an  amicable  suit,  and  proceed 
to  the  trial  of  the  chief  issue  at  the  present  June  term  of  the  Washtenaw

An  arbitration  or  an  amicable  suit  Isonly  possible  where  both  parties  are 
willing  to  enter  upon  the  same.  If  either  party  declined  this  mode  of  settle- 
ment, the  discretion  given  the  committee  by  the  resolution  is  at  an  end.  The 
parties  were  unable  to  agree.  Prof.  Douglas  declined  any  terms  offered,  Insist- 
ing that  his  business  was  with  the  Regents,  and  he  could  enter  into  no  negotia- 
tion with  Prof.  Rose.  Hence  the  committee  determined  to  proceed  with  the 
examination,  whereupon  Prof.  Rose  filed  with  us  the  paper  hereto  attached, 
and  marked  "  Exhibit  A,"  Eind  withdrew,  declining  to  take  part  In  or  aid  the 
invest^aUon. 

The  pending  reports  of  the  former  Committee,  which,  by  the  resolution, 
were  referred  to  us,  only  purported  to  carry  the  examination  Into  the  Labor- 
atory accounts  down  to  June  30th,  lS7d:  and  as  considerable  sums  of  money 
appearii^  on  said  reports  as  due  trom  the  lAboratory  and  unaccounted  for 
had  already  tieen  reported  by  the  Direolor,  between  the  said  3t)th  June  and 
the  1st  day  January  last,  your  Committee  determined  in  entering  upon  their 
work:  First,  to  ascertain  as  nearly  as  possible  the  exact  amount  of  the  delin- 
quent accounts  as  the  same  should  appear  by  the  records  of  the  Laboratory 
(him  the  year  18BI-8o  to  Jan.  1st,  ISr8  Ineloeive.  Second,  where,  or  to  whom 
this  deflcleney  should  be  charged;  and  Third,  what  otlier  irregular  I  ties.  If 
any,  there  were  In  the  conduct  of  the  Laboratory. 
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WUh  this  In  view,  the  Committee  at  onoe  pcoceeiled  with  the  examina- 
tion of  witnesKes,  first  i.dml metering  t^)  them  the  oath  usuaLLy  taken  by  wit- 
nesses in  coarta  of  justice,  efter  which  they  were  examined  and  eross-exam- 
ined  on  the  various  points  in  question.  The  testimony  was  taken  down  hy 
Hteni^raphers,  has  been  tranBCrlbed,  and  aooompaniea  this  report.  It  will  be 
Been  that  Richard  Tre?;aakiB,  Silaa  H.  Dov^las,  James  B.  Angeil,  Edwin  C. 
Walker,  H.  D.  Bennett,  Prof.  A.  B.  Prescott,  C  H.  Richmond,  Alpheus  Felch, 
and  Andrew  Climie  were  Bworn,  and  testified.  The  Committee  also  served 
notices  on  Rice  A.  Heal  and  Prof.  Rose,  asking  tliera  to  come  before  us,  and 
presentany  evidence  they  might  have  touching  other  matters  under  consid- 
eration, aside  llMim  what  are  known  as  the  delinquent  accounts,  especially 
evidence  tonching  the  allegations  that  Prof.  Douglas  had  received  eommls- 
Blons  on  chemicals  puroliaaed,  had  paid  excessive  prices  for  chemicals,  mat«- 
rlalB,  etc.  Mr.  Beal  appeared  by  his  counsel,  the  Hon.  Judge  CraJie.  and  de- 
clined the  invitation  for  reasons  set  forth  in  a  paper  by  him,  flled  and  hereto 
attached,  marked  Exhibit  B. 

I^of.  Rose's  counsel  came  before  the  Committee  in  response  to  the  invi- 
tation, and  in  the  absence  of  Prof.  Rose,  proposed  to  submit  an  affidavit  of 
his  client,  which  the  Committee  declined  to  receive.  Prof  Rose  was  on  the 
ground,  and  if  he  proposed  to  furnish  any  evidence,  he  should  have  come  in 
person,  been  sworn,  and  testified  as  the  other  witnefises,  submitting  himself 
to  cross-examination.  The  Committee  offered  to  allow  him  to  appear  upon 
the  stand  and  teatlfi'  to  whatever  point  and  upon  whatever  subject  he  saw 
tit,  and  they  would  hold  the  cross-examination  to  the  subjects  on  which  he 
had  testilled  in  chief,  bat  this  offer  bis  oonnsei  declined. 

The  first  object  to  which  the  Committee  addressed  itself  wa«  the  delin- 
quent accounts.  These  are  accounts  where  the  ledgers  of  Laboratory  show 
payments  made  by  the  student,  whlcb  payments  are  unaccounted  for  In  the 
Director's  reports  to  the  Board  of  Regents. 

That  the  Regents  my  understand  the  bearing  of  the  testimony  relating 
to  the  deficiency,  we  quote  from  the  report  of  Regent  Gilbert  his  concise 
statement  of  the  method  of  keeping  the  books  aiid  accounts  at  tlie  Labora- 

"  Each  student  on  entering  the  Laboratory  Ibr  a  course  of  instruction, 
made  a  deposit  with  Dr.  Rose,  the  boolc-lceeper  and  cashier,  which  was 
placed  to  hie  credit  In  a  ledger  prepared  tor  the  purpose ;  and  for  which  he 
was  given  a  receipt  signed  by  Dr.  Rose,  and  taken  from  a  book  prepared  with 
stubs,  upoD  which  entries  were  wero  made,  corresponding  In  name,  dato 
and  amount  with  the  receipts  given.  On  tJie  side  of  the  ledger  opposite  his 
credit,  the  student  was,  from  time  to  time,  charged  with  such  material  as  he 
purchased  for  the  prosecution  of  his  studies.  All  the  entries  In  the  ledger 
seem  to  have  been  made  by  Dr.  Rose.  From  time  to  time,  when  called 
upon.  Dr.  Rose  paid  over  these  original  deposits  to  Dr.  Doi^ias,  and  he  ae- 
knowledged  the  reeelpl  by  placing  on  each  stub  his  initial  letter, '  D,'  The 
book  of  stubs,  the  receipts  detached  therefrom  and  given  the  students,  and 
the  original  credit  entries  to  each  student  In  the  ledger  should  correspond, 
and  ti^ether  afford  ample  lUoUltleB  Ibr  a  verification  of  this  branch  of  the 
accounts.  We  say  above,  'the  original  credit  entries,'  tor  we  notice  no  evi- 
dence from  the  stubs  that  receijtts  were  ever  given  lOr  subsequent  depoMils. 
made  by  the  students,  to  cover  the  value  of  the  materials  bought  by  them , 
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after  they  [lail  exhausted  the  flret  deposit;  each  aubeequpnt  deposits  hnvlnB 
been  credited  In  the  ledger  only,  leaving  no  stub  to  vorify  the  aceount.  or 
call  attention  to  tte  act  that  subsequent  deposits  hod  been  made.  This 
mode  of  conducting  the  business  seems  iA>  leave  an  open  door  fbr  error  and 
fraud,  and  so  it  would,  but  for  the  fiict  that  these  original  receipts  are  re- 
turned to  Dr.  Rose  by  the  students  at  the  close  of  the  course,  and  on  the  back 
of  each  U  a  statement  algned  by  the  student,  in  which  he  uertines  to  the  total 
amount  he  has  paid  Dr,  Rose  for  chemioalg,  etc.,  during  the  course.  If  these 
students'  statements  correspond  with  the  ledger,  the  proof  is  ooneluslve  as  to 
the  accuracy  of  the  whole.  The  final  Uabliity  of  Dr.  Bose  to  Dr.  Douglas  is 
the  aggregate  amount  called  for  by  the  students'  statements  on  the  back  ol 
the  receipts,  less  the  amount  of  the  original  deposits,  previously  paid  by  Dr. 
R.  to  Dr.  D.,  and  for  which  Dr,  Rose  holds  the  stubs  signed  '  D.'  by  Dr,  Doug- 
las, as  vouchers.  When  this  final  settlement  between  Dr.  Douglas  uni 
Rose  was  made,  tliere  sliould  have  been  a  careful  comparison  of  tliese  certifl. 
catea  with  the  corresponding  accounts  on  the  ledger.  Had  this  comparison 
twen  made.  It  would  seem  as  though  there  was  no  possible  chance  for  error, 
unless  the  cashier  should  keep  some  of  the  students'e  accounts  on  a  separate 
iKiok,  and  neglect  lo  produce  It,  and  the  corresponding  vouchers,  of  which 
we  see  no  direct  evidence.  It  will,  however,  be  seen,  that  if  Dr.  Douglas  had 
habitually  neglected  lo  compare  tlie  statements  of  tbe  students  with  the 
ledger,  it  was  possible  for  the  cashier  to  wlthold  as  many  of  the  former  as  he 
m\Kht  think  prudent,  and  to  tliat  eitent  retain  the  money  he  had  received. 
At  the  time  of  the  tlnai  settlement  between  Dr,  Douglas  and  Dr.  Rose,  it  was 
the  practice  for  Dr.  D.  lo  read  the  vouchers,  and  Dr.  Rose,  in  his  presence, 
would  draw  a  red  line  diagonally  across  the  fece  of  the  corresponding  stubs. 
Thcsebooksof  stubs  were  left  in  the  possession  of  Dr.  Rose;  the  letter'D., 
and  the  red  line  on  the  fece  of  the  stub  being  his  only  vouchers  that  he  had 
settled  his  accounts.  Dr.  Douglas  asserts  that  he  never  compared  these  stu- 
dents' vouchers  with  the  ledger,  always  accepting  the  statements,  as  pro- 
duced by  Dr.  Rose,  as  correct.  Whatever  may  he  thought  of  this  mode  of 
doing  business,  it  aSVirds  touching  evidence  of  the  confldentlal  relations  that 
existed  between  these  gentlemen.  In  his  annual  settlements  with  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Board,  Dr.  Douglas  produces  the  students'  vouch- 
ers to  show  what  amount  of  money  he  lias  received  trom  Dr.  Rose,  and 
should  be  held acconntable  for:  and  at  the  same  time  his  bills  of  purchase 
and  other  evidences  of  expenditure  In  behalf  of  the  Laboratory. 

"  It  will  now  be  understood  that.  If  Dr.  Rose  neglected  to  produce,  in  his 
settlements  with  Dr,  Douglas,  voucliers  representing  ail  the  money  paid  him 
by  the  students,  or  If  Dr.  Douglas  should  neglect  to  produce  in  his  annual 
settlements  with  the  Finance  Committee,  all  of  the  vouchers  in  his  posses- 
sion for  money  paid  him  by  Dr.  Rose,  the  result  would  i>e  loss  to  tbe  Univer- 
sity, and  beaeflt  to  one  or  the  other  of  the  above  named,  as  the  case  might 
be,"

From  this  table.  It  will  be  seen  that,  according  to  the  system  of  keeping 

the  accounts,  there  were  no  vouchers  or  certificates  for  the  sum  of  »1355.26  of 

the  dellnqnency.

i  and  BosB.  it  would  indicate  that  all  sums  of  money  appear- 
s,  where  th»  stubs  iwre  neither  the  red  line  nor  the  letter 
"D,"  should  be  charged  to  Rose;  of  these  there  are  two  accounts,  amounting 
to  $33.85.  He  should  also  i>e  held  responsible  for  the  stub  money  on  any  ac- 
count where  the  stub  showed  the  red  line  and  not  the  letter  "  D."  There  Is 
one  aooonnt  of  this  kind,  amounting  to  J3S.S0,  ten  dollars  of  which  should  be 
chained  to  Rose.  This  now  leaves  to  be  accounted  for,  the  delinquent  ac- 
counts having  stubs,  each  with  a  red  line  and  letter  ''D."  All  this  money 
having  been  received  in  the  flrst  Instance  by  Prof.  Rose,  any  evidence  show- 
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iiig  that  Prof.  Douglass  Eiccoimted  to  the  Regents  for  whnt  eamo  into  his 
Lauds  would,  of  coursi!,  fls  all  the  balance  in  the  hands  of  Rose.  The  method 
of  passing  money  ftom  the  hands  of  Rose  to  the  hands  of  Douglas  Is  fully  set 
.o  the  Board  of  Regents  at  their  last  De- 


"AtthebeglnnlnBOf  each  month,  during  college  year  or  soon  thereafter, 
the  said  Director  called  upon  me,  and  togethec  we  looked  over  the  amonut  ol 
deposits  made  since  last  settlement,  together  with  the  ajnount  certified  to  by 
theetudentupon  the  back  of  all  vouchers  that  had  been  returned  tomesinoe 
the  last  settlement.  The  amounta  so  certified  to  were  then  footed,  and  from 
the  amount  so  found  was  deducted  the  ajnount  of  deposits  which  the  stub 
book  showed  that  I  had  theretofore  paid  over  to  said  Director,  and  to  the  re- 
mainder was  added  all  deposits  which  I  had  received  since  tlie  last  preceding 
settlement;  and  from  this  sum  was  then  taken  all  bills  paid  by  me,  if  any, 
and  all  cancelled  tickets,  and  t.he  amount  thus  found  to  be  left  In  my  hands 
was  then  and  there  paid  over  to  said  Director."

"It  isalao  apparent  that  the  connecting  link  between  the  account  kept 
by  myself  and  that  kept  by  eald  Director,  are  those  certain  bits  of  paper  on 
whlchenumeratlon  and  memoranda  were  mode  in  the  handwriting  of  said  Di- 
rector, sometimes  debiting,  sometimes  crediting  me  in  the  same  column  of  fig- 
ures. And  when  this  loose  and  clumsy  reckoning  was  finally  supposed  to  be 
adjusted,  tlie  bits  of  paper  were  destroyed  or  thrown  aside,  some  of  which, 
however,  I  have  since  found,  and  a  copy  of  one  1  have  appended,  marked  'A,' 
and  without  any  further  special  memorandum  made  by  either  person,  the 
Bald  Director  put  the  money  and  vouchers  In  his  pocket  and  carried  them 
OlT." 

This  statement,  except  as  to  the  A'equency  of  the  settlements,  and  other 
minor  points,  is  fully  corroborated  by  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Douglas  and 
President  Angell.  Besides,  many  of  those  certain  bits  of  paper  above  re- 
ferred to,  have  been  preserved,  and  your  Committee  agree  with  Prof.  Rose  as 
to  tiielr  importance.  They  are  indeed  the  "  connecting  link"  which  seems  to 
complete  the  chain  of  evidence,  and  fix  these  delinquent  balances  where 
they  belong.  The  whole  number  of  these  bita  of  paper  now  In  tlie  possession 
of  the  Regents  is  forty.  It  appeais  by  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Dov^las,  that  it 
was  his  custom,  on  completing  the  settlement  with  Dr.  Rose,  to  take  the  slip 
of  paper  on  which  the  amoant  of  each  certificate  was  set  down  and  tlie  ad- 
ditions and  computations  made,  and  wrap  It  around  the  certificates  and  thus 
carry  them  to  his  office,  and  when  he  came  to  make  his  annual  report  to  the 
Regents,  would  return  these  certificates  (which  were  his  vouchers  tbr  such 
report),  still  in  the  wrappers,  as  he  had  brouglit  them  from  the  Laboratory, 
We  find  these  vouchers  ft>r  Dr.  Douglas'  report  fbr  the  year  1373-1  In  twelve 
separate  packages,  each  package  having  a  wrapper  of  thin,  soft  paper,  on 
which  ie  set  down  the  amount  of  each  certificate  enclosed.  These  wrappers 
areevldently  the  "bits  or  paper"  referred  to  by  Dr.  Rose.  They  are  all  In  the 
handwriting  of  Dr.  Rose,  except  two,  one  of  which  Is  In  the  handwriting  of 
Dr.  Douglas  and  one  pai'tly  in  that  of  Dr.  Rose.  The  dates  on  the  vouoliers 
contained  in  these  wrappers  run  through  the  whole  year. 
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The  delinquency  tor  this  year  ie  *1,I51.40,  being  the  largest  amount  for 
any  one  year  covered  by  this  examination.  Keeping  in  mind  tlie  solemn 
statement  of  both  the  Director  and  his  assistant  as  to  their  method  or  Aettle- 
menl>-tliat  the  Director  called  upon  the  assistant,  and  they  together  "looked 
over  the  amount  of  the  deposits  made  since  last  settlement,  together  with 
the  amount  certified  to  by  the  student  apon  the  back  of  all  vouchers  that 
had  been  returned  tome  (Rose)  since  the  last  settlement,"  that  such  amounts 
so  certified  to  were  footed  up  on  '■  bits  of  paper,"  etc.,  the  conclusion  Is  irre- 
sistible that  all  the  money  paid  by  Dr.  Rose  to  Dr.  Douglas  tor  the  said  year 
of  IS78-'7i  was  ftilly  accounted  for  to  the  Board  of  Regents,  and  the  delln- 
qaency  for  that  year  Is  still  in  the  hands  of  Dr.  Rose. 

This  disposes  of  twelve  of  the  forty  wrappers  above  mentioned.  The  other 
twenty-eight  have  not  been  kept  with  the  vouchers  which  they  originally 
contained.  Steward  Bennet  intorms  us  that  before  the  first  Committee  com- 
menced their  work  of  examination,  these  twenty-eight  wrappers  were  In 
their  places,  as  returned  by  the  Director,  enclosing  the  packages  of  vouchers 
corresponding  with  the  Items  In  each  wrapper.  They  were  detached  by  the 
Committee,  and  the  whole  vouchers  for  the  year  put  in  a  single  package. 
The  Steward  also  says  that  he  eiamined  some  o[  these  wrappers  where  they 
still  contained  the  corresponding  vouchers,  and  found  that  the  items  on  the 
the  wrappers  tallied  with  voucher  in  number  and  amounts.  The  Director's 
reports  for  the  five  years,  beginning  with  the  year  1369-T(i  and  ending  with 
the  year  lST3-'^,  Inclusive,  do  not  show  the  receipts  l^om  the  Lalwratory  in  de- 
tail. The  amounts  are  aggregated  Into  lai^e  it*ms,  corresponding  with  the 
footings  on  these  wrappers,  and  enter  on  the  reports  as  received  from  "sun- 
dry persons."  This  enabled  the  Committee  to  readily  compare  these  loose 
wrappers  with  the  reports  back  of  1873-1.  and  we  find  that  for  these  years, 
ISJiS,  1S71-2 and  1870-1,  therearecompietesetsof  wrapperscorresponding  with 
theamountson  the  reports,  and  tor  the  year  ISBft-'TO,  there  are  seven  Items  on 
the  report  as  receipts  ttom  "  sundry  persons,"  for  four  of  which  we  find  the 
corresi)ondIng  wrappers.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  in  all  four  years 
trora  ISTO-'Tl  to  t8TS-74,  incinslve,  in  which  there  are  complete  sets  of  wrap- 
pers accompanying  the  Director's  returns  to  the  Board  of  R^enta.  These 
tour  years  show  deilnqaencieB  as  follows:

Adding  to  this  the  delinquency  for  the  year  1869-711.  where  these  wrap- 
pers are  missing,  we  have  an  aggregate  shortage,  for  the  five  years,  o(  *4.SSS.61. 
A  tabular  statement  of  these  fiictB  annexed  to  tills  report  and  marked  Exhibit  C 
will  show  that  the  reports  of  Prof.  Douglas  indicate  but  little  differencein  the  re- 
ceipts from  year  to  year,  for  the  five  years  mentioned.  Prom  the  above,  your 
Committee  conclude  that  Prof.  Douglas  reported  to  the  Board  for  these  five 
years,  all  the  vouchers  that  came  tnto  his  hands  from  his  assistant  and  the 
money  represented  by  them,  and  that  the  balance  of  receipts  at  the  Labora- 
tory for  that  time,  vii-..,  the  Sl.386.61,  less  a  curtain  amount  of  deposit  or  stub 
money  hcreailer  mentioned,  was  retained  by  Prof  Rose.    It  this  conclusion 
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should  be  the  corrt-ct  one,  then,  even  without  further  testimony,  the  pre- 
sumption would  he  strong  indei^d  tliut  he  bad  retained  the  balance  for  the 
Other  years  covered  by  the  inveatigatiou.  But  other  fiwtg,  proven  lu  the  ex- 
amlnHtlon,  tend  to  the  same  conclusion.  It  will  be  observed  from  the  tBble 
Of  delinquencies  hereto  attached  and  marked  Exhibit  D,  that  from  the  time 
Prof.  Bose  entered  the  LaboraMry,  up  to  the  time  when  thts  defalcation  was 
flrflt  dlBoovered,  there  was  a  steady  increase  of  dedelency  from  year  to  year, 
ruonlns  from  mm  In  1885-9  up  to«l,I5I  in  1S73-1. 

Prof.  Rose  became  the  cashier  and  book-heeper  at  the  Laboratory  In  the 
latter  partDf  the  year  !«»-'«».  The  examination  of  this  Committee,  as  well 
as  of  the  former  Committees,  extended  back  to  the  beginning  of  the  year 
IgeJ-'ds.  in  that  year  there  is  an  apparent  deOulenuy  of  SS;  KiU.  at  least,  of 
which  Prof.  Douglas  claims  was  accounted  fl)r  in  an  item  of  credit  of  SlOl.M, 
appearing  on  his  report  for  the  year  I!«7-'(I8.  Accepting  this  explanation  as 
the  correct  one  (and  we  see  no  reason  to  donbt  it),  it  leaves  the  year  vm-'es 
without  any  deficiency,  unless  it  be  a  possible  one  of  t5.  We  find  that  during 
the  nrst  six  months,  or  thereabouts,  of  the  year  ISea-Vm.  the  moneys  were 
received  and  also  kept,  at  the  Laboratory,  by  one  C  H.  Lewis.  During  this 
time,  there  were  no  settled  accounts  which  were  delinquent,  and  the  whole 
delinquency  of  tliat  year  appears  to  have  occurred  after  Prof.  Rose  succeeded 
Lewis,  which  was  sometime  In  March.  ISSe.  From  this,  it  appears  that  the 
delinquency  In  the  Laboratory  first  commenced  almost  Immediately  on  Prof. 
Rose's  connection  with  It,  and,  as  above  stated,  steadily  Increased  until  the 
year  lB73-i,  when  Itreached  the  highest  amount  of  any  one  year.  Thesame 
phenomenon  will  appear  In  the  steady  Increase  of  the  stubless  accounts. 
The  first  year  there  were  any  accounts  without  stubs  was  18S6-7.  when  there 
were  only  two.  In  lSff7-'e8,  there  were  nine  |9).  In  1M«S-'6B,  there  were  (8) 
eight.  In  1969-70.  there  were  seven  <7).  In  IS/O-'TI,  there  were  twenty  (30),  In 
im-TS,  there  were  twenty-flve  (25).  In  1872-'T3,  there  were  torty-flve  (45).  In 
lST8-71.therewerethlrty-two(S2).  In  1»74-'T5.  therewerethirty.four(84).  The 
steady  increase  In  the  whole  number  of  the  delinquent  accounts  from  lSm-7 
to  I873-i  Is  also  noticeable,  running  from  nine  (9)  in  the  former  year  to  sixty- 
four  (61)  m  the  latter. 

The  attention  of  the  CommUtee  has  been  called,  during  the  Investiga- 
tion, to  the  character  of  the  red  lines  drawn  on  many  of  the  stubs  of  the  de- 
linquent accounts,  and  the  question  has  been  raised,  whether  they  are  genu- 
ine or  not.  If  the  conclusion  Is  reached,  that  in  any  one  year  the  Direclor 
turned  over  to  the  Regents  all  the  vouchers  transferred  to  bim  for  the  same 
time  by  his  assistant,  then  It  would  seem  dear  that  any  red  line  stubs  on  de- 
linquent accounts  (Or  that  year  would  be  spurious.  The  red  line  on  a  stub 
■ays  that  the  corresponding  voucher  has  been  turned  over  to  Prof.  Douglas. 
If  the  corresponding  voucher  has  not  been  turned  over  to  him,  then  the  red 
line  tells  a  falsehood-  And  here  we  again  invite  the  attention  of  the  Board 
to  the  year  1873-4,  when  It  seem*  c<»iiiluslve  llMt  aR  the  vouchers  received  by 
Douglas  were  returned  to  the  Regents ;  yet  Uiere  are  twenty  stubs  in  the  de- 
linquent accounts  for  that  year,  bearing  the  red  line  and  the  letter  "  D."  In 
the  year  1873-3,  when  the  wrappers  show  that  we  got  all  the  vouchers  sur- 
rendered by  Rose,  there  were  sixteen  delinquent  accounts,  where  the  stubs 
bore  the  red  line ;  In  ISTl-S,  there  were  twenty-seven  siieti  stubs,  and  in  I8T0-1, 
there  were  thirty-one.    To  recapltulate.during  the.fouryearsof  1876-1  lo  1*73-1 
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,Bscd  Ui  the  DnivorsitJ,  yet  during  these  yeni-s  there 

on  thctn.  From  the  premises  reached  by  the  Committee,  viz.,  that  these 
wrappers  concluBtvely  show  that  the  Director  honestly  accounted  to  the 
Board  for  the  fiiur  years  named,  there  can  be  but  one  conclusion  as  lo  the  red 
tines  on  the  stubs  for  the  same  years,  viz..  that  they  are  gpurioua.  An  analy- 
sis of  the  delinquent  list  made  by  Prof.  Base  himself  for  the  year  1^74-5,  loads 
your  Committee  to  the  conclusion  that  there  were  spurious  red  lines  placed 
upon  the  stubs  of  delinquent  accounts  for  that  ye»r. 

Prof.  Rose,  as  we  are  Informed,  made  the  delinquent  list  himself  and 
placed  It  la  a  book,  whieh  Is  one  of  the  exhibits  accompanying  this  report. 
At  the  foot  of  the  list  la  a  certificate  signed  by  him,  tending  strongly  to  show 
that  he  knew  what  he  was  doing,  and  knew  the  accounts  there  set  down  were 
delinquent,  and  he  had  nut  surrendered  to  the  director  the  vouchers  for  the 
same.  That  delinquent  list,  so  made  by  prof.  Rose,  contains  37  a< 
of  which  are  stubless,  and  six  have  stubs,  each  with  red  line 
If  Dr,  Rose  had  not  before  that  time  surrendered  these  ei: 
were  the  red  lines  on  the  stub?  Again,  in  the  certificate  In  the  same  book,  at 
the  bottom  of  another  list  of  aoeoun  Is,  Dr.  Rose  certltles  that  he  has  delivered 
the  University  receipt  vouchers,  named  in  said  list,  escepllng  the  receipts  of 
Little,  Fantiind.  Thomas  and  Hubbard,  which  have  been  mislaid  or  lost. 
Now,  of  the  four  accounts  represented  by  these  four  names,  three  are  stubless 
aooounla,  and  one  hasa  stub  with  a  red  line  and  lnitlal"D."  How  could 
they  be  mislaid  or  lost?  According  to  the  system  of  accounts  and  of  ac- 
eountlng,  there  was  but  one  voucher  In  theae  tour  accounts,  and  tlie  red 
line  is  an  averment  that  that  was  turned  over  to  Dr.  Douglas.  The  other 
accounts  being  without  vouchers,  it  could  not  be  said  the  vouchers  were  mis- 
laid or  lost. 

There  is  still  ajiother  subject  connected  with  these  delinquent  accounts 
to  which  the  committee  call  attention.  There  are  a  number  of  delinquent 
accounts  with  stubs  bearing  the  Initial "  D."  This  indicates  that  Prof. 
Douglas  received  the  deposit  money.  The  amount  of  such  deposit  money 
unaccounted  for  la  Sl,174.e5.  If  these  initial  letters  are  genuine,  then  clearly 
Prof.  Douglas  still  owes  the  University  this  amount.  He  claims  that  they,  or 
a  portion  of  tbem  at  least,  are  not  genuine,  and  that  the  money  they  pretend 
to  receipt  for  never  came  into- his  hands.  In  proof  of  this  he  exhibits  one 
stub  signed  with  the  Hill  name  "Douglas"  and  apparently  spelled  "  Dottles." 
This  Is  Ibund  In  Htiib  Book  No.  2,  on  stub  No.  44.  second  series,  dated  sept.  2a, 
IStn.  This  signature.  Prof.  Douglas  says  under  oath,  Is  not  in  his  hand  writ- 
ing, and  Insists  In  addition  that  he  knows  how  to  spell  his  own  name.  He 
has  alsos'liown  to  the  committee  other  "D's"at  various  places  through  the 
stub  books  which  he  claims  to  be  forgeries.  There  were  no  expert  witnesses 
examined  on  this  subject,  and  the  committee  feel  unable  to  pass  upon  the 
genuineness  of  these  single  letters,  although  they  are  all  of  the  opinion  that 
the  word  *'  Doi^les,^'  as  mentioned  above,  is  not  In  the  hand  writing  of  the 
Director.  Prof.  Douglas,  to  further  support  his  allegation  that  these  letters 
are  not  genuine,  put  Into  the  bands  of  the  committee  his  private  books  ot 
account,  purporting  to  show  his  cash  receipts  and  cash  expenditures  from  all 
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not  came  into  his  hands  and  remain  there  from  year  to  year  without  show- 
ing a  <l  Is  turban  ee  In  his  t>ala.Qces.  The  committee  found  these  bouliE  to  show 
the  receipt  and  disbursement  of  large  sums  of  money,  cjming  from  various 
Boorces.  There  was  aji  annual  balance  of  the  books,  but  only  In  two 
Instances  during  such  period  of  nine  years  did  the  balancing  show 
anything  wrons.  On  the  balance  Kheet  taken  olf  in  December,  1868,  It 
appears  that  the  professor  fijnnd  himself  In  possession  of  about  fl89  more 
than  he  vas  able  to  account  for.  and  again  In  December,  1S70,  the  sum 
of  #:fi^.lM.  These  he  had  minuted  to  be  aecounted  for  when  found.  The  testi' 
mony  of  Prof.  Douglas  shows  that  it  was  his  custom  each  January  to  get 
ftom  Prof,  Rfflse  a  statement  of  the  stub  money  In  his  {Douglas')  hands,  Ibr  the 
purpose  of  settling  and  balancing  his  own  private  books.  He  kept  but  one 
bank  account,  and  as  this  money,  what  ever  there  might  be  of  It,  would  be 
part  of  his  bank  balance,  it  would  be  necessary  to  know  the  amonnt  and  de- 
duct It  In  order  to  ascertain  his  true  bank  balance  and  properly  adjust  his 

According  to  Prof  Douglas'  custom  of  doing  business  with  the  Board  of 
Regents  and  with  Frof.  Rose,  there  were  three  ways  In  which  he  finally  dis- 
posed of  this  stub  money  which  came  into  his  hands.  First,  in  case  the  stu- 
dent making  the  deposit  filled  to  get  a  table  in  the  Laboratory,  or  for  any 
other  reason  did  not  enter  upon  his  work  there,  his  deposit  or  stub  money 
was  withdrawn,  and  the  stub  crossed  with  the  black  line  and  marked  "ean- 
celled."  Second,  If  a  student  left  the  Ijaboratory  .without  settling,  and  it 
became  evident  that  he  would  not  return  or  adjust  his  account,  then  the 
stub  to  his  account  was  marked  "forfeited,"  and  the  Director  accounted 
Hir  his  stub  money  as  a  fiirtelture,  the  report  showing  hundreds  of  dollars 
so  accounted  for.  Third,  if  the  student  continued  his  work,  and  flnatly  set- 
tled his  account,'bls  receipt  was  taken  up  by  Rose,  as  heretofore  explained, 
and  turned  over  by  him  to  Douglas,  and  Douglas,  In  settling  with  the 
Board,  accounted  for  the  amount  on  the  bacic  of  the  receipt,  which  always 
included  the  stub  money  or  original  deposit.  It  will  now  be  seen  that  If 
the  assistant  suppressed  these  receipts,  or  in  any  way  failed  to  turn  them 
over  to  the  IMrector,  there  would  be  Jiothing  to  call  his  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  stnb  money  still  remained  In  his  hands  except  the  condition  of 
his  own  cash  account.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  hU  cash  account  only  shows 
the  discrepancy  above  named,  and  fl-om  the  appearance  of  the  stubs  the 
alleged  foi^ery  of  the  word  "  Douglas"  on  one  of  them,  and  the  evidence 
tending  hi  sliow  that  the  red  line  In  some  Instances  was  wrongfully  placed 
on  the  stnb,  Frof.  Douglas  urges  that  he  should  not  be  charged  with  the 
whole  amount  of  the  deposit  money  in  these  delinquent  a^jcounts. 

Your  committee  believe  that  a  portion,  at  least,  of  this  stub  money  is 
in  the  hands  of  Prof.  Douglas.  We  have  found  no  reason  to  believe  that  he 
has  wronglhlly  kept  it.  While  we  reci^nlze  the  fbrce  of  his  argument  con- 
cerning the  same,  we  are  quite  unable  to  determine  how  much,  if  any, 
should  he  charged  bacfe  to  Prof.  Rose.  To  determine  that  wOuld  be  to  de- 
termine how  many.  If  any,  of  the  "D's"  were  forgeries.  This  we  are  unable 
111  do.  Had  the  Director  used  proper  diligence  and  care  In  his  settlements 
with  his  assistant,  the  dedication  would  long  since  have  been  detected  and 
the  University  saved  from  loss.  The  t^t  that  we  are  unable,  from  any  evi- 
dence bcftire  us,  to  say  what  portion  of  this  stub  money  is  In  h(s  bonds,  und 
from  the  ftirther  fact  of  his  negllgenue  as  above  stated,  we  deem  (t  but  just  t« 
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the  UniverEiiti'  that  he  should  be  held  respansible  in  the  first  instance  for 

A  cbarge  was  mads  before  the  Board  of  Keffents,  at  a  iate  meeting,  that 
Dr.  Douglas  had  received  commlBslonG  for  chemicals  and  apparatus  pur- 
chased In  New  York  ulty  of  the  houees  of  RohrbeckJtGtebeler  and  Benjamin 
for  use  In  the  Laboratory.  Your  committee  find  tbat  the  chemicals  and 
apparatus  used  In,  the  Laboratory  have  nearly  always  been  purchased  of 
theee  two  houses.  The  affldttvlte  of  Hr.  0«el>eler  and  of  Mr.  Benjamin  were 
produced  to  the  committee  on  this  point,  also  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Donglas 
and  that  of  Begent  Glimle,  who  had  iieen  to  Ne\F  York  and  Investigated  this 
matter,  Dr,  Douglas  also  submitted  his  correspondence  with  these  gentle- 
men, and  the  drafts  drawn  by  blm  In  payment  for  the  goods  purchased, 
which  correspondence  and  droits  are  herewith  returned.  Your  committee 
conclude  that  there  Is  no  foundation  In  fiict  for  this  charge;  that  no  commis- 
sions were  received  by  Douglas,  and  that  the  University  received  the  full 
benefit  of  all  discounts  obtained  from  these  gentlemen  In  the  purchase  of 
material  for  the  Laboratory. 

A  charge  was  also  made  that  Douglas  had  charged  students  excessive 
prices  for  chemicals  and  apparatus.  By  section  i,  chapter  8  of  the  By-Laws 
of  the  University,  adopted  Feb.  IS.  1)^.  it  Is  provided  that  students  shall  be 
famished  wltn  apparatus  and  chemicals  at  cost  price,  or  according  to  the 
price  list  uf  a  New  York  dealer,  and  that  the  amount  so  received  shall  constl- 
tate  a  fund  In  the  hands  of  the  Professor  of  Chemistry  for  the  purchase  of 
apparatus,  which  amount  shall  be  properly  accounted  tor  at  the  close  of  the 
year.  The  testimony  shows  that  Douglas  Instructed  Kose  to  chaise  the  stu- 
dents tha  catalogue  price  of  the  New  York  dealers,  adding  the  premium  on 
gold,  and  10  per  cent,  to  cover  freight,  breakage  and  wastage;  that  Rose  had 
charge  of  Using  and  marking  the  price  of  chemicals,  etc,  under  these  in- 
structions; that  printed  catalogues  of  the  prices  of  the  two  houses  above 
referred  to  have  been  constantly  kept  in  the  Laboratory,  and  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  Rose  and  the  students;  and  that  after  Rose  was  suspended  In 
December  last.  Dr.  Douglas  went  through  the  Laboratory  and  marked  the 
price  of  chemicals,  and,  in  some  instances,  reduced  the  price  which  had  be- 
fore been  charged. 

A  charge  has  also  been  made  befbre  the  Board  that  Dr.  Douglas  had  pur- 
chased an  Instrument  in  London  f)>r  the  sum  of  11.168.07  without  warrant  or 
authority  from  (he  Board  of  Bflgents.  and  that  considerable  money  had  been 
spent  on  this  Instrument  without  warrant.  By  the  By-Laws  above  referred 
to  Dr.  Douglas  was  authorized  to  purchase  apparatus  and  chemicals.  All  the 
income  in  the  Laboratory  derived  from  the  sale  of  chemicals,  etc.,  to  the 
students  has  l>een,  ever  since  the  organization  of  the  Laboratory,  expended 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Douglas  In  the  purchase  of  apparatus  and  ma- 
terial for  the  same,  and  by  this  means  chiefly  the  University  has  become 
possessed  of  one  of  the  beet  equipped  laboratories  In  the  United  States,  Dr. 
Douglas  has  annually  accounted  to  the  Board  for  such  espendlturesi  He 
purchased  this  Instrument  of  W.  W.  Ladd  4  Co.,  of  London,  In  the  same 
manner  and  under  the  same  autliority  as  he  has  purchased  other  apparatus, 
andaccountedforlt  to  the  Board  in  his  annual  report  for  the  year  187S-1.  The 
testimony  taken  discloses  the  fact  that  the  Instrument  did  not  come  up  to 
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the  expeclatlons  and  representations  of  Messrs.  Ladd  it  Co.,  some  parts  of  it 
broke  when  Oret  used,  and  the  broken  part  wae  returned  to  them  for  repairs. 
It  was  repaired  and  again  returned  to  tlie  Laboratory,  where  it  now  is.  Stili 
the  instrument  did  not  do  wliat  was  represented,  and  Dr.  Dougias  made  ex- 
ertions to  have  Ladd  &  Co.  take  it  back.  They  declined  to  do  this,  and  Dr. 
Douglas  opened  correspondence  with  parties  in  London,  who  had  several 
interviews  with  Ladd  &  Co.  In  regard  to  the  matter,  and  flnally,  rather  than 
have  a  lawsuit,  the  matter  was  dropped.  The  instrument  is  still  In  the  Lab- 
oratory, and  does  tuii  work,  though  not  what  was  expeeted  of  It.  The  corres- 
pondence In  regard  to  the  matter  was  laid  before  the  commiltee,  and  is 
herewith  returned.  We  cannot  see  that  Ur,  Douglas  deserves  any  censure  for 
this  transaction. 

It  has  also  been  charged  that  Dr.  Douglas  unjustly  or  Improperly  re- 
ceived certain  commissions,  for  superintending  additions  to  the  Laboratory 
and  putting  in  permanent  apparatus  In  1808,  which  commissions  amount  in 
the  aggregate  to  t48S ;  and  also  eommlsslons  for  superintending  the  putting  In 
of  steam  heating  apparatus  in  1889,  amounting  to  £741.2(1.  Dr.  Douglas  claims 
that  these  oommlBsions  were  allowed  him  by  a  previous  agreement  with 
the  Board,  through  its  proper  committee.  By  referring  to  the  report  of  the 
committee  authorized  to  put  In  the  steam  heating  apparatue,  which  report  is 
on  Hie  In  the  Secretary's  ofllce,lt  will  beseen  that  thecommlttee  invited  bids, 
and  that  the  lowest  bid  obtained  was  (11,000.  The  committee  thought  it  conld 
be  done  cheaper,  and  It  was  put  under  the  charge  of  Dr.  Dougias  at  o  total  cost 

reported  to  the  then  Board  of  Regents  and  allowed.  In  view  of  the  (hct  that 
this  work  was  done  chiefly  during  the  Bummer  vacation  when  every  profes- 
sor's time  is  his  own,  and  the  further  liictthat  these  eommli^slons  were  passed 
upon  and  settled  by  the  Board  under  whose  supervision  the  work  was  done, 
we  ace  no  Justice  lu  going  back  seven  or  eight  years  and  setting  aside  such 

On  the  slith  day  of  their  investigation,  an  allldavit  purporting  to  have 
been  made  by  Wllliajn  Lewitt,  of  8an  Francisco,  was  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  committee,  which  affidavit  is  herewith  returned.  Said  Lenltt  was 
Demonstrator  of  Anatomy  In  the  Medical  Department  for  several  years.  He 
says  in  his  affidavit  that  he  was  instructed  by  Douglas,  then  the  Dean  of  the 
Medical  Faculty,  to  retain  in  his  hands  any  surplus  money  that  he  (Lewlttj 
might  have,  and  not  report  the  some  to  the  Board,  but  expend  It  as  the 
Medical  Faculty  might  ftom  time  to  time  direol.  Dr.  l,ewltt  annually  pre- 
sented lo  the  Board  his  report,  showing  an  itemized  account  of  receipts 
and  expenditures  In  ttie  anatomical  department,  which  reports  are  now  on 
file  in  the  Secretary's  office.  In  his  final  report  to  the  Board,  said  Lewitt 
gives  a  full  statement  of  his  disbursements  during  his  term  of  service,  and 
in  his  report  says  that,  by  the  advice  of  some  of  the  members  of  the  Medical 
Faculty,  he  held  such  surplus  and  expended  it  fi>r  necessary  purposes  as 
the  I'aoulty  saw  fit  for  the  benefit  of  the  college.  Dr.  Lowitt  further  says 
In  his  affidavit,  that  Dr.  Douglas  said  to  him  that  he  IDouglasI  "  kept  back 
and  retained  In  his  possession  and  under  his  control  over  il/m,  as  a  teerel 
funii,  and  that  the  said  Douglas  did  not  report  said  sum  to  said  itegents, 
nor  did  they  know  anything  of  the  same,  or  of  such  retention;  and  the 
reason  given  by  said  Douglas  for  such  retention  and  such  neglect  to 
report,  was  that  he  eould  Dot  run  hia  department  If  he  was   compelled 
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to  go  to  the  RfgentB  for  what  he  wanted."  We  find  that  Douglas  did 
not  receive  any  money  from  the  Hedlcal  Department*  and  had  no  con- 
trol over  any  funds  in  connection  with  it.  This  secret  fumJ,  if  it  existed, 
did  not  then  come  from  any  i^inds  received  in  the  HedVcal  Depart- 
ment. The  only  other  sonrcc  from  frhich  It  could  come  is  &om  the 
Laboratory,  but  the  history  of  the  management  In  the  Laboratory  shows 
that  no  occasion  existed  for  any  such  fund  there,  aa  all  the  moneys  reeelvetl 
were  expended  there.  Dr.  Douglas  swears  that  no  conversation  in  regard 
to  a  secret  fund  ever  took  place  with  Dr.  Lewitt,  and  that  no  snch  thing 
ever  eiisted.  The  testimony  taken  upon  this  point  dlseloees  other  circum- 
stancoH  tending  to  throw  discredit  upon  this  aflldavtt.  The  fScts  above 
stated  seem  to  your  committee  to  form  a  complete  answer  to  it. 

The  attention  of  your  committee  was  called  to  a  charge  contained  in  a 
newspaper  published  in  Washtenaw  county  that  Dr.  Douglas  had  let  a  con- 
tract for  digging  a  ditch  at  twice  (he  cost  charged  for  digging  another  on 
the  University  grounds.  The  f^ts  about  this  are  these;  Dr.  Douglas  and 
Secretary  Bennett,  with  Regent  Cllmle,  were  appointed  a  committee  to  su- 
perintend the  putting  in  of  water  worlisnow  in  operation.  Bids  wore  solic- 
ited from  various  parties  for  digging  both  the  said  ditches,  and  Id  both  cases 
the  work  was  let  Ifl  the  lowest  bidder,  and  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  at 
very  reasonable  rates.  Both  contracts  were  niade  by  Secretary  Bennett,  and 
were  paid  for  by  hiro.  Dr.  Douglas  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  contract  (Or 
dicing  the  ditch,  for  which  the  highest  price  was  charged,  except  to  assent 
to  the  contract.  The  whole  transaction  Is  fully  set  forth  in  the  testimony 
of  Secretary  Bennett  and  Dr.  Douglas. 

These  matters  have  no  direct  bearing  upon  the  deticiencles  in  the  labo- 
ratory, but  inasmuch  as  the  attention  of  the  committee  was  called  to  them, 
and  Inasmuch  as  corruption,  dishonesty,  and  dJr  dealing  or  falsehood  in  any 
transaction  would  affect  the  credibility  to  be  given  to  testimony  produced 
In  regard  to  the  I.aboiatory  defalcation,  and  Involve  the  fllness  of  Dr. 
Douglas  to  All  a  responsible  position  In  the  University,  your  committee 
deemed  it  their  duty  to  give  them  a  searching  and  thorough  investigation. 

The  question  of  interest  charged  by  Douglas  in  the  Unlversilj  Is  also 
raised  In  this  connection.  Unless  the  amount  of  the  deflcleucles  was  re- 
ceived by  him.  then  we  think  that  the  Items  of  Interest  were  correct  and 
properly  charged  to  the  Unlverslij,  and  that  their  allowance  by  the  Board

and  to  which  your  committee  now  call  attention, 

1st,  That  Dr.  Douglas  reiwived  flum  Rose  only  the  vouchers  and  the 
memoranda  of  figures  made  at  the  time  of  settlement,  and  that  he  kept  a 
book,  of  his  own  containing  his  accounts  with  the  Laboratory,  in  which  he 
testJfles  that  he  at  the  time  of  reception  entered  the  amounts  received  from 
Kose.  sometimes  entering  the  names  of  the  students  and  the  amounts  re- 
ceived ftvm  each,  and  at  other  Umes  entering  only  the  segregate  amount  re- 
ceived. The  annual  reports  of  Dr.  Dooglas  correspond  substantially  with  the 
entries  made  in  this  book.    This  book  is  now  In  possession  of  the  Board. 

2nd,  That  after  Rose  had  settled  with  Douglas  tar  the  year  l87*-5.  Dr. 
Douglas  discovered  the  names  of  four  students  which  did  not  appear  In  the 
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Ilets  turned  over  to  hliii  by  Rose.  That  upon  making  this  dtscovery,  he  went 
to  the  laboratory,  took  down  the  ledger,  and  eomraeneed  to  examine  it;  that 
Dr.  Rose  stepped  up  Immediately,  and  asked  him  what  ho  wanted;  that 
Douglas  then  showed  htm  the  four  names,  and  asked  hlni  ir  he  had  not  made 
s  mistake;  that  Rose  told  him  he  bad,  and  gave  him  a  due  bill  for  the 
amount;  that  afterwards  on  dllTerent  occasions,  Dr.  Douglas  submltled  other 
names  to  Rose,  and  asked  him  It  be  had  not  made  a  mistake  In  not  report- 
ing them,  and  that  as  ftst  aa  these  names  were  submltt«d.  Rose  admitted 
that  he  had  not  paid  or  aceounted  fbt  them  to  Doi^las. 

M.  That  Rose,  after  Douglas  began  to  submit  these  names  to  him,  vol- 
untarily s^d  to  Doi^las  that  he  had  a  list  of  the  names  and  amounte  turned 
over  to  Dov^las  for  18T»-5,  and  that  he  would  furnish  the  same  to  Douglas ; 
that  Bald  Rose  did  so,  and  placed  the  said  list  In  the  book  herewith  returned 
and  adding  thereto  his  certificate,  stating  that  he  had  that  day  delivered  the 
University  receipt  vouchers  named  in  the  list  excepting  four  which  had  been 
mislaid  or  lost,  said  vouchers  covering  the  receipts  of  the  Laboratory  ftom 
OctoberSStb,lS74,  to  Jnne  a  th,  1375,  to  S.H.Doi^las  as  Director;  thatsaldllst 
contained  the  names  of  Ave  students  whose  accounts  had  not  been  paid  to 
the  University,  aud  Douglas  swears  that  the  vouchers  did  not  reach  him,  and 
that  Rose  aflerwards  paid  him. 

4th,  That  after  Douglas  had  submitted  several  lists  of  the  names  which 
Itose  admitted  he  had  not  paid,  Rose  said  he  had  a  list  of  the  names  and 
amounlfi  which  he  had  not  paid  over  or  Eiccounted  for  to  Dr.  Doi^las  for  the  year 
18T1-5,  and  that  he  would  nimlsh  such  a  list;  that  he  did  make  out  such  a  list 
In  the  book  above  referred  to,  and  attached  his  certificate  thereto,  stating 
that  said  Hat  embraced  all  the  receipts  of  the  Laboratory,  not  heretofore  ren- 
dered, (or  the  time  embraced  between  July  Ist,  187i,  to  October  Ist,  1875;  that 
such  list  amounted  to  the  sum  of  1584,  and  contained  thirty-seven  names; 
that  of  such  list,  S2  had  no  stubs,  and  that  five  had  stubs  marked  with  the 
red  line  and  the  lettor  "  D." 

5th,  That  on  or  about  the  Sthday  of  Nov.,  lS75,l>eR)^etbe3■:xecntlveCom- 
mIttee  had  been  called  together,  Rose  paid  over  to  Dr.  Doi^las  the  sum  of 
about  te*5,  as  an  admitted  deficiency  for  the  year  1871-5. 

6th,  That  Rose  said,  during  the  first  investigation,  that  he  (Rose)  was 
responsible  for  all  the  accounts  where  there  were  no  stubs. 

Tth,  That  Rose,  before  any  chaise  had  been  made  against  him,  and  while 
all  the  delimiuenoles  up  to  that  time  had  been  treated  as  mistakes,  said  to 
Prot  Prescott,  with  whom  he  was  talking  about  the  deficiency, "  I  had  rather 
be  under  the  sod." 

8tb,  That  la  many  Instances  the  delinquent  a< 
the  students  on  the  same  day  that  the  other  ai 
to  Dr.  Rose,  and  which  he  paid  over  to  Douglas. 

Sith,  That  In  several  inslancBE,  when  the  stubs  were  marked  cancelled, 
showing  that  the  deposit  money  had  been  paid  back  to  the  students,  the 
students  had  accounts  at  the  same  time  and  settled  them,  as  for  instance  In 
the  year  I878-<,  the  accounts  of  Cady  and  Avery, 

lOth,  That  In  several  Instances,  Dr.  Douglas  had  received  from  these  Ken 
York  houses  commissions  Rir  purchases  made  by  other  Institutions  In  the 
Stiite,  on  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  Douglas,  and  then  the  amounts  of  these 
commissions  have  been  credited  by  Dr.  Douglas  to  the  University. 
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We  cannot  do  Justice  to  the  whole  oaae  without  here  alluding  to  the  con- 
duct of  Prod  I>ouglas  and  of  Prof.  Rose,  since  thedlscovery  of  the  deliil cation. 
Dr.  Douglaa  has  furnished  every  tacllltj'  In  his  power  for  a  full  and  thorough 
exnmtnation,  always,  so  far  as  we  know,  being  ready  and  willing  to  aid  by 
counsel  or  labor.  Apparently,  he  has  kept  nothing  back.  The  search  of 
tbe  Committee  through  his  official  reports  and  papers  and  his  private  books, 
has  strongly  Impressed  them  that  In  his  bosiness  relations  with  the  Univer- 
sity and  with  others,  his  purpose  has  l>eeii  one  of  honesty  and  Integrity.  By 
reference  to  the  records.  It  will  be  seen  that  ProC  Rose  has  refused  to  oome 
before  or  assist  any  of  the  Committees  appointed  to  Investigate  this  matter. 
He  baa  persistently  and  determinedly  kept  in  the  dark  whatever  knowledge 
hemlght  have  concerning  it.  In  conversation  with  Professor  Prescott  and 
Regents  Walker  and  McOowan,  he  exhibited  trepidation  and  feeling, 
that  seemed  to  imply  gailty  knowledge.  Being  refused  permission 
by  President  Angell  to  carry  away  a  delinquent  list  on  which  he  had  made  a 
certificate,  he  exhibited  an  excitement  and  violence  inoonaiatent  with  an  in- 
uocent  purpose.  In  a  word,  his  whole  conduct  has  not  been  in  keeping  with 
any  theory  of  honest  purpose  and  &iir  dealing. 

After  a  carelhl  review  of  the  whole  case  as  the  same  has  reached  us,  your 
Committee  recommend  that  Assistant  Prof.  P.  B.  Rose  be  dismissed  from  the 
employ  of  the  Regents,  and  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed  to  take 
such  measures  for  re-lmbursing  the  University  as  they  shall  deem  expcdi-

WHEBBA9,  Three  committees  of  this  Board  have  examined  and  reported 
upon  the  aeeouiita  of  the  Chemical  laboratory ;  and  whereas,  Professor  P.  B. 
Kose  has  twlee  declined  to  appear  befbre  the  duly  authorized  committees  of 
thlB  Board;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  It  la  not  expedient  that  this  Board  should  again  enter  Into 
the  details  of  said  accounts,  but  that  Professor  P.  B.  Rose  himself  may  be 
now  examined  under  oath,  by  hU  counsel,  and  the  counsel  of  Professor  8.

Whbbfas,  The  Board  of  Regenia  have  this  day,  by  vote,  eipelled  Pres- 
ton B,  Rose  for  alleged  retention  of  University  funds  In  his  hands,  to  the 
amount  of  S4,332.^:  and 

Whereas,  It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  that  there  is 
also  In  the  bands  of  Silas  H.  Douglas  ftinds  to  a  considerable  amount--to  wit, 
Sl,lT4.aj— which  belong  to  the  Universlly,  and  that  portions  of  the  total 
amount  in  the  hands  of  said  Douglas  have  been  retained  by  said  Douglas  for 
several  years  past;  and 

AVnERKAS,  FUUTiiEB,  It  Is  evident  that  he  has  been  recreant  to  the  trust 
reposed  In  him.  In  that  ho  has.  by  his  own  confession,  habitually  neglected 
to  examine  the  accounts  of  the  Laboratory;  therefore, 

Ittaotved,  That  Silas  H.  Douglas  be  and  is  hereby  dismissed  from  service 
in  the  University. 

At  the  close  of  a  somewhat  lengthy  discussion  of  the  resolu-

The  changes  in  our  Faculties  have  been  as  follows  t 
John  VV.  Langley.  B.  S.,  was  in  August,  187^,  appointed  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  Acting  Professor  of  Genera!  Cheinis-. 
try  and  Physics,  and  in  June,  1S76,  was  promoted  by  the  Boai'd 
of  Regents  to  the  full  Professorship.  In  March,  1S76,  J.  B. 
Steere,  Ph.  D.,  was  elected  Assistant  Pi-ofessor  of  Paleontology. 
Preston  H.  Rose,  M.  A.,  M.  D.,  Instructor  in  the  Chemical 
Laboratorv,  was  in  C)ctober.  1S75,  made  Assistant  Pi-ofessor  of 
Physiological  Chemistry,  was  suspended  in  December,  lestored 
to  his  work  in  March,  1876,  and  was  dismissed  from  his  office 
in  June  last.  In  June,  [S76.  H.  B.  Hutchins,  Ph.  B.,  Assistant 
Professor  of  History  and  Rhetoric,  resigned  his  chair  and  Isaac 
N.  Denimon.  M.  .\.,  was  chosen  to  succeed  him.      In  August. 
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1S75,  John  J.  M.-tpel,  M.  A.,  was  appointed  Instructor  in  German 
and  French  for  one  year,  during  the  idisence  of  Instructor  Hen- 
nequin  in  Europe.  Samuel  T.  Douglas.  Ph.  B.,  Ph.  C.  was  in 
June,  1875,  appointed  Assistant  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory. 
In  August,  1875,  Abram  V.  E.  Young,  Ph.  B.,  Ph.  C,  was 
appointed  Assistant  in  Chemistry  and  Physics.  In  December, 
1875,  V.  C.  Vaughan,  M.  S.,  and  Kate  Crane.  Ph.  C,  were 
appointed  Assistants  (for  temporary  service)  in  the  Chemical 
Laboratory.  In  June,  1876,  Mr.  Vaughan  received  a  permanent 
appointment  to  the  same  post  which  he  had  occupied  tenipoi-a- 
rily.  In  June,  1S76,  M.  W.  Harrington,  M.  A.,  Assistant  Pro- 
fessor in  charge  of  Zoology  and  Botany,  received  permission  to 
be  absent  in  Europe  for  two  years,  aiid  Vohiey  M.  Spalding,  M. 
A.,  was  appointed  Instructor  in  those  branches. 

The  continued  illness  of  Dr.  Henry  S.  Cheever  constrained 
him  to  resign  in  April  last,  the  chair  of  Physiology  and  Materia 
Medica,  which  he  had  so  ably  filled  for  several  years.  Prof. 
Frothingham  is  lienceforth  to  give  the  instruction  in  Materia 
Medica,  and  the  title  of  his  Professorship  has  accordingly  been 
modified. 

W.  L.  B.  Jeiiney,  C  E.,  was,  in  March  last,  appointed  to  the 
chair  of  Architecture  and  Design. 

Injuiv  the  Executive  Committee,  who  at  the  June  meeting 
of  the  Board  were  charged  with  the  duty  of  appointing  two 
Lecturers  in  the  Homreiopathic  Medical  College  for  one  \eai-, 
selected  F.  A.  Rockwith,  M.  D..  as  Lecturer  on  Obstetrical  Ther- 
apeutics, and  J.  C.  Gilchrist  as  Lecturer  on  Surgical  Thera- 
peutics. 

The  same  Committee  have  also  selcctuci  Prof,  liurt  C.  Wil- 
der, M.  D.,  as  Lecturer  on  Physiology  for  one  colusc  in  the 
Department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery.

Just  one-half  of  ull  the  students  this  year  were  from  Michi- 
gan, which  is  :i  larger  proportion  than  usual.  Thirty-four  of 
our  Stales  and  Territories,  and  Ontario  (Canada)  and  Japan, 
have  furnished  us  students.  Illinois  sent  us  98,  Ohio  85,  New 
York  75,  Pennsylvania  47,  Indiana  46,  Wisconsin  36,  Iowa  ao, 
Minnesota  so,  Missouri  15.  Kentucky  10,  CaUfornia  10.  From 
New  England,  every  State  being  represented,  we  had  14.  From 
the  Middle  States,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  Dela- 
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wiire,  we  had  129.  Seven  ut"  tlie  Soiitheni  States  were  repre- 
sented in  the  classes.  When  we  consider  the  financial  embarrass- 
ments of  our  people,  and  remember  how  professional  schools  have 
been  multiplying,  the  attendance  upon  the  University  must  be 
considered  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  women  in  attendance  during  the  past  year 
is  loi,  distributed  as  follows:  in  the  Department  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery,  37  ;  in  the  Law  Department,  3  ;  in  the  Homu:- 
opathic  Medical  College,  3  ;  in  the  Department  of  Literature, 
Science,  and  the  Arts,  60.  Of  these  last  there  were  in  the  Senior 
Class  1 1  ;  in  the  Junior  Class  11;  in  the  Sophomore  Class  15  ; 
in  the  Freshman  Class  16  :  in  Select  studies  3  ;  in  Pharmacy  3, 
The  experience  of  this  last  year  confirms  the  opinion  we  have 
been  led  to  form  by  the  experience  of  previoils  years,  that 
women  who  coine  iiere  in  goud  health  are  able  to  complete  our 
collegiate  or  professional  courses  of  study  without  detriment  to 
their  health.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  number  of  women  in 
the  University  has  Taried  very  little  during  the  last  three  years. 
This  fact  may  indicate  that  we  are  not  to  expect  at  present  any 
further  rapid  inci-ease  in  the  proportion  of  women  to  men  in  the 
University.  The  great  majority  of  women  will  for  the  present 
probably  seek  at  least  theii'  collegiate  education  in  schools  and 
colleges  established  for  their  sex  alone.  But  we  may  well 
beheve  that  the  opening  of  this  University  and  of  other  colleges 
to  students  of  both  sexes,  has  furnished  a  healthful  and  powL'rI'ul 
stimulus  to  those  Institutions  to  improve  the  quality  and  widen  the 
range  of  their  work.

The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  was  for  the  first  time 
conferred  on  examination.  This  degree,  wliich  is  bestowed  only 
on  candidates,  who  liave  pLn*sued  extended  post-graduate  coin-ses, 
and  sustained  most  rigorous  examinations  is  sought  by  some  of 
our  most  aspiring  and  energetic  graduates.  Aftei'  this  year 
degrees  in  course  will  not  be  given.  Every  degree  bestovvi;d 
will  then  have  a  real  significance. 

The  plan  of  receiving  sttidents  from  certain  approved  High 
Schools  on  diploma  and  without  examination  by  ns  has  worked 
50  satisfactorily  that  the  Faculty  have  deemed  it  prtident  and 
wise  to  orter  to  receive  students  on  diploma  from  a  class  of  High 
Schools  whose  graduates  have  heretofore  been  admitted  by  lis 
only  on  examination.  We  have,  until  this  vear,  declined  to 
approve  any  school  which  was  not  so  organized  and  equipped 
as  to  be  able  to  prepare  students  simultaneously  for  all  our 
undergraduate  courses  of  stiidv.  But  we  now  propose  to 
approve  any  good  High  School,  which  can  show  that  it  is  thor- 
oughly preparing  students  for  anj'  one  of  our  classes.  It  seems 
better  that  a  school  should  be  encouraged  to  train  students  well

Another  year's 
e  j  e  ce  continns  tlie  impression  indicated  in  my  last  report 
th  t  tl  t  11  erty  in  the  choice  of  studies  in  the  Senior  year  now 
left  to  the  students  has  greatly  increased  the  value  and  amoimt 
of  work  accomplished  in  that  year.  To  a  limited  extent  elec- 
tions of  studies  have  been  opened  in  the  Jnnior  and  JSophomore 
vears.  We  ai*e  constantly  making  progress  in  the  application  of 
hiboratoiy  niethotls  nf  instruction  in  botany  and  biology.  Ad- 
mirable work  has  been  accomplished  in  these  studies.  It  is  hard 
to  be  patient  nnder  the  delav  to  which  the  scantiness  of  our 
means  fitrces  iis,  in  equipping  our  physical  laboratory.  If 
jihysics  are  to  be  adequately  taught  to  advanced  students,  it 
they  are  to  be  taught  as  chemistry,  botany  and  biology  are  now 
taught,  we  must  furnish  ourselves  with  apparatus  for  our  physi- 
cal laboratory.  We  aie  in  danger  of  falling  behind  most  of  tiie 
better  institutions  of  the  country  in  this  regard. 

Prof  Watson  retiunecl  from  his  journey  to  China  in  time  to 
resume  !iis  labors  at  the  beginning  o*^  the  academic  year. 
Within  the  past  twelve  months  he  has  discovered  three  more 
asteroids,  making  twenty  in  all,  which  are  credited  to  him.  It 
is  much  to  be  regretted  that  an  Observatory,  at  which  so  much 
work  is  clone,  giving  u  wide  reputation  Co  the  University  and 
making  most  valuable  contributions  to  science,  is  not  provided 
with  an  adequate  fmid  for  the  payment  of  assistants  and  com- 
puters, and  foi"  the  publication  of  full  reports  of  the  labor 
accomplished. 

The  chiiir  of  Geology  has  now  been  vacant  for  a  year  and 
a  half.  Most  of  the  instruction  properly  falling  to  that  chair 
was  given  last  year  and  is  to  be  given  this  year  by  Prof  Pettee. 
You  are  aware  that  oin-  dela}  in  filling  the  chair  has  been  mainly 
due  to  economical  considerations.  It  is  at  considerable  incon- 
\enience  that  Piof.  Pettee  rescues  time  this  year  from  his  work 
of  Mining  Engineering  to  discharge  his  present  duties.  The 
claims  of  his  own  department  will  be  so  pressing  after  this  year 
that  soine  other  provision  must  be   made  for  the   instruction  in 
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Geology.  I  hope  the  condition  of  our  treasury  "ill  permit  us 
to  call  some  suitable  person  to  the  Professorship. 

We  had  last  \ear  three  new  schools  to  organize,  the  School 
of  Mines,  the  Dental  School,  antt  the  Ilomn'Opathic  Medical 
School.  The  means  placed  at  our  dispossd  for  the  purchase  of 
apparatus  for  the  School  of  Mines  enabled  lis  to  provide  oiirselves 
with  a  fair  equipment,  comprising  furnaces,  stamp  mil!,  crusher, 
ores,  furnace  products,  etc.  Although  the  announcement  of  the 
organization  of  the  school  could  not  be  made  luitil  just  before  the 
opening  of  the  academic  year,  fifteen  students  were  registered  on 
its  roll.  It  is  evident  that  there  is  ii  real  want  for  the  training 
which  this  school  aims  to  give. 

It  is  with  peculiar  pleasure  thitt  I  announce  tlie  generous 
purpose  of  the  Directors  of  the  Calumet  and  Hecla  Mining  Com- 
pany to  present  to  the  School  of  Mines  a  beautiful  model  of  their 
stamp  mill,  after  tlie  close  of  the  Centennial  Exhibition  at  Phila- 
delphia. It  has  there  attracted  much  attention.  The  cost  of  this 
model  is,  I  am  told,  at  least  twelve  thousand  dollar.  This  giflr 
is,  therefore,  larger  than  an}'  befoie  maile  to  the  University  bv 
any  individual  or  pi'ivate  corporation.  Mr.  Alexander  Agassiz, 
President  of  the  Company,  in  a  letter  tlated  Sept.  ist.  made 
known  die  intention  of  the  company  to  favor  us  with  this  most 
valuable  addition  to  our  means  of  illustrating  the  instruction  in 
mining.  We  cherish  the  gift  not  imly  for  its  intrinsic  value,  but 
also  because  it  evinces  on  the  part  of  those  actively  engaged  in 
the  mining  industry  of  ourState  a  most  lively  and  heljjful  inter- 
est in  our  enterprise. 

I  beg  leaie  to  direct  \our  attention  to  a  report  hei-ewitli  sub- 
mitted, from  the  Profsssor  of  Mining  Engineering,  concerning  the 
School  of  Mines,  its  work,  expend i tines  and  needs.  It  will  be 
seen  from  his  detailed  statement  that  a  got)d  beginning  has  ijecn 
made  towards  the  outfit  of  the  School.  The  funds  appropriated 
have,  I  think,  been  carefully  and  judiciously  expended.  A  revcr- 
beratory  furnace,  a  blast  furnace  anrl  books  are  among  the  pres- 
sing wants,  for  which  appropriatitms  are  desired.  Prof.  Pettee's 
suggestions  concerning  a  summer  trip  of  the  students  to  the  min- 
ing regions  of  the  Upper  Peninsula   fur  special  study  there  and 
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the  inquiry  as  to  wii.il;  sliall  be  tlie  requisites  for  tlic  degrees  of 
Civil  Engineer  and  Mining  Engineer  are  commended  to  your  con- 
sideration. Of  tlie  great  prospective  usefulness  of  this  School,  if 
the  Legislatnre  shall  provide  for  its  continuance,  there  is  no  longer 
room  to  doubt.  For  the  deep  interest  which  our  friends  in  the 
Upper  Peninsula  have  taken  in  it,  and  for  the  valuable  assistance 
tliey  have  rendered  us,  we  are  very  thankful. 

The  act,  which  establishes  the  School  of  Mines,  piovides  for 
a  chair  of  Architecture  and  Design.  We  were  unable  to  fill  the 
chair  in  time  to  begin  instruction  last  year.  But  Mr.  W.  L.  B. 
Jenney,  of  Chicago,  having  accepted  tlie  Professorship  last  spring, 
preparations  were  at  once  commenced  for  the  work  of  the  new 
academic  year.  Orders  were  given  for  books,  models,  casts,  and 
other  necessary  materials  for  illustrations  In  teaching.  Prof.  Jen- 
ney also  gave  two  introductory  lectures  on  Architecture.  We 
have  not  looked  for  a  large  number  of  students  the  first  year,  but 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  there  will  be  a  considerable  demand* 
for  instruction  in  this  department.  Certainly  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  there  is  a  great  need  of  thoroughly  trained  architects, 
who  can  bring  to  their  work  refined  and  educated  taste  and  scien- 
tific knowledge. 

The  Dental  School  opened  with  an  attendance,  which  in  the 
circumstances  must  be  deemed  fair.  It  was  not  until  a  short  time 
before  the  beginning  of  the  term  that  the  announcement  of  the 
School  could  be  put  in  circulation.  A  class  of  twenty  received 
instruction,  of  whom  four  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Dental  Surgery.  We  have  aimed  to  make  the  course^/^one  of 
great  thorough i] ess,  and  to  a  certain  extent  to  grade  the  work. 
The  exceptional  advantages  furnished  to  dental  students  by  our 
medical  college  and  our  chemical  laboratory  must  make  this 
School  especially  atti'active  and  serviceable  to  all  w^ho  desire  a 
complete  knowledge  of  dental  science.  We  desire  to  recognize 
with  appreciation  the  hearty  support  and  the  timely  help,  whieh 
the  dentists  of  Michigan  have  given  to  the  School.  If  the  attend- 
ance increases,  as  we  have  a  right  to  expect  it  wi!t,  ampler  accom- 
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modations  will  be  needed.  A  somewhat  Larger  aunuul  appropri- 
ation is  indeed  quite  indispensable  U>  tlie  largest  prosperity  of  the 
School. 

I  desire  to  c:iH  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  and  of  all  the 
friends  of  the  University,  to  the  fact  that  the  Acts  establishing  the 
School  of  Mines  and  the  Dental  School,  provided  only  two  years' 
support  for  those  schools.  Unless,  therefore,  the  Legislature  at 
its  coming  session,  renews  the  appropriations,  the  existence  of 
those  two  schools  must  terminate  at  the  close  of  the  pi'esent  Univer- 
sity year.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  same  generous  spirit,  which 
prompted  the  originxd  endowment,  will  also  lead  the  Legislatnrc 
t(t  provide  foi"  their  continnance.  They  itre  both  giving  a  prom- 
ise of  prosperity  and  usefulness,  v.-hich  justifies  the  fostering  care 
of  the  State. 

The  Homa-opathic  Medical  College  started  under  special  dif- 
ficulties. Like  the  other  new  schools  it  had  but  small  opportuni- 
ty to  make  known  in  advance  its  plan.  The  plan,  when  an- 
nounced, met  with  some  spirited  opposition  from  a  certain  num- 
ber of  homeopathic  physicians  in  the  State.  A  class  of  twentj- 
four  attended  the  lectures,  bnt  as  they  were  all  Hrst  year  students, 
none  were  prepared  to  graduate  at  tiie  end  of  the  term.  There 
was,  however,  a  good  esprit  dc.  coi-fis  M-ar^ng  the  students,  and 
now  that  the  Faculty  has  been  enlarged,  the  prospect  for  the 
School  seems  satisfactory. 

Though  it  had  been  feared  and  predicteil  by  many  that  the 
establishment  of  the  Homiropathic  Medical  College  would  cause 
a  great  reduction  in  the  nimiber  of  students  in  the  Department  of 
Medicine  and  Surgery,  (the  old  Medical  College),  yet  three  hun- 
dred and  twelve  were  actuallv  in  attendance.  While  this  is  a 
somewhat  smaller  number  than  the  average  tor  several  years  past, 
it  is  almost  exactly  the  same  as  the  nnmber  in  attendance  in 
1872-3.  It  is  probable,  however,  diat  some  were  induced  to  go 
elsewhere  on  account  of  the  founding  of  the  Homo:opathie  Col- 
lege. Diligent,  and  f  ninst  be  permitted  to  say,  discourteous 
efforts  were  several  times  made  by  interested  pei-sons  to  breed 
disaffection  among  onr  students,  and  to  frighten  them  away  from 
here,  under  the  warning  that  their  time  of  sludv  here  would  not 
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be  recognized  at  otlier  sclinols.  and  that,  if  tliey  graduated,  their 
diplomas  would  not  be  accepted  by  tbe  profession.  These 
attempts  to  interfere  with  us  failed  of  their  ond,  and  a  class  of 
about  the  usual  size  was  graduated. 

Much  interest  was  very  properly  felt  in  oin-  second  wear's 
trial  of  examinations  for  admission  to  the  Medical  School,  since 
no  other  school  in  the  coinitry  had  yet  ventured  to  take  this  slight 
step  towards  raising  the  grade  of  niedical  educatioii.*  We  have 
been  somewhat  criticised,  and  singiilarlv  enough,  by  friends  of 
schools  which  hold  no  examinations  for  entrance,  because  our 
examination  papers  were  not  more  difficult.  But  easy  a.s  they 
were,  making  only  a  demand  for  a  decent  English  education,  they 
were  severe  enough  to  exclude  several  applicants,  who,  however, 
found  no  difficulty  in  gaining  immediate  admission  to  other 
schools.  We  shall  continue  to  elevate  the  standard  of  examin.v 
tion  just  as  rapidly  as  the  diffusion  of  education  among  the  class, 
which  finishes  medical  students  and  the  co-operation  of  other 
schools  will  warrant. 

Owing  to  various  unforeseen  delays,  our  new  Hospital  Huild- 
ings  were  not  completed  in  time  for  occupancy  last  year.  This 
was  a  sericns  disappointment.  But  we  are  now  to  enjoy  the 
advantages,  which  they  will  offer,  tor  clinical  teaching.  This 
will  be  a  most  valuable  addition  to  our  means  of  instruction. 
The  buildings  are  so  tasteful  that  they  enhance  the  beauty  of  our 

A  considerable  number  of  tbe  medical  profession  have  seen 
lit  to  indulge  in  very  sharp  criticisms  of  our  Medical  Kaculty.  the 
Kegents  and  the  Legislature,  because  students  in  tbe  lloma^o- 
pathic  College  are  allowed  to  attend  lectures  in  the  old  Medical 
School.  I  do  not  refer  to  this  fact  for  the  sake  of  discussing  the 
position  of  these  critics-  but  simply  for  the  purpose  of  reminding 
you  that  these  unpleasant  attacks  have  not  driven  oin-  Professors 
from  their  posts.  In  these  most  tr\ing  circmnstiuices  they  have 
been  faithful  to  the  University,  and  are  deserving  of  all  commend- 
ation for  their  devotion  to  her  interests.     We  have  abundant  and 
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most  gratifviiig  proofs  tliat  the  attacks  which  have  bcL-n  so  freely 
iiiiide  on  us  for  our  plan  of  funiUhing  medical  education  to  stu- 
dents of  two  schools,  have  not  diminished  the  respect  and  esteem 
in  which  the  University  is  lielil  bv  the  citizens  of  this  and  other 
States. 

The  Law  School  has  liad  a  very  prosperous  year.  Its  hold 
upoii  the  piiijlic  seems  to  he  deep  and  strong.  Professor  C.  [, 
Walker,  who  had  at  our  request  held  his  i-esignatioii  in  abeyance 
for  a  year,  was  compelled  by  the  pressure  of  his  proressioiial  busi- 
ness to  ask  a  permanent  release  from  the  duties  of  the  chair  which 
he  had  m  long  and  so  ably  filled.  We  have  been  fortunate 
enough  to  secure  as  his  successor.  William  P.  Wells.  Esq.,  who 
has  so  acceptably  occupied  the  chair  during  the  absence  of  Pro- 
fessor Walker. 

The  School  of  Pharmacv  in  its  prosperity  coAitinues  to  make 
larger  and  larger  demands  especially  upon  the  Professors  and 
Instructors  in  Chemistry  and  Botany.  In  my  opinion  a  larger 
force  is  now  required  for  the  proper  instruction  of  our  various 
classes  in  Chemistrv.  To  a  greater  extent  than  is  now  possible, 
the  instruction  of  the  College  class  and  of  the  Pharmacy  class. in 
Chemistr^■,  shonld  be  separated.  The  graduating  class  in  the 
Pharmacy  School,  in  June,  numbered  thirty-one. 

The  Librarian's  report  shows  that  there  have  been  ad<ied  to 
the  Library  during  the  past  year  by  purchase  33Z  volinnes  and 
S  pamphlets,  by  gift  1S3  volumes  and  131  pamphlets,  and  by 
binding  107  volumes.  Total  increase,  631  volumes  and  131) 
pamphlets. 

We  are  suttering  a  two-fold  inconvenience.  In  the  first  place 
we  are  not  able  to  supply  by  purchase  more  than  a  tenth  of  the 
books  we  most  urgently  need  to  purchase  every  year.  In  the 
second  place  our  Librarv  room  is  too  small  for  the  proper  accom- 
modation either  of  our  books  or  of  our  readers.  The  Regents 
have  directed  a  plan  of  a  new  building  to  be  prepared,  though 
private  munificence,  or  public  appropriation  must  furnish  the 
means  for  erecting  the  building.  If  we  are  to  have  a  great  and 
flourishing  University  here,  we  must  have  a  great  Library. 

Our  Museum  continues  to  grow  with  a  good  degree  of  rapid- 
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ity.  Tlie  most  vahiai)Ic;  :uklitioiis  this  ycuv.  lv.xv<:  liceii  those  tVoiii 
(he  collections  fruf.  Htcere  made  in  Formosit  and  the  I'hilip- 
piiies.  He  hiiH  taken  a  portion  of  his  collections  to  London  to 
identify  and  name  theni.  He  finds  that  he  has  manv  new  species 
of  birds.  Tlie  books  of  the  Miiaeum  give  the  following  figures  : 
Added  during  the  year,  icoology  ;  general  donations,  325  species, 
1,300  specimens.  Prof.  Steere's  collection  23,900.  Botany,  gen- 
eral donations,  4,000 species,  6,000  specimens.  PioC  Steere's  col- 
lection, 2,506  specimens.  Archeology;  general  donations,  14. 
The  entire  number  of  specimens  in  our  Musenm  is  nearly  355,000. 
If  tlie  whole  of  the  collection,  wliich  Prof.  Steei-e  has  brought 
home,  remains  pei-manently  with  us,  it  is  clear  that  we  must  have 
more  spacious  quarters  for  our  Museum.  We  are  already  strait- 
ened for  room.  Our  collections  have  already  become  so  numer- 
ous that  they  naturally  atti'act  gifts.  We  are  constautly  receiving 
valuiible  donations.  Persons,  who  wish  to  bestow  choice  speci- 
mens on  some  institution,  geneially  prefer  to  add  them  to  a  chi>icc 
collection.  Since,  also,  we  make  it  our  constant  study  to  inci'easc 
our  supply  of  illustrative  scientific  specimens,  we  niay  reitsonably 
hope  for  a  coiitiuous  and  rapid  growth  of  our  Museum,  We 
must  pi-ovide  foi-  such  agrowth.  I  think  wt;  have  already  reached 
the  point  where  a  new  and  CO  n  d"  b  '1  ling  for  the  storing  of 
our  collections,  and  perhaps  f  f  I  us  a  few  more  lecture 
rooms  for  classes  in  Science         pi  1  1  boratory,  and  large 

working  100ms  for  the  instru  and  in  architecture, 

is  a  real  and  pressing  need.     \\  1     1  a  building  or  a  new 

Lihraiy  building  is  most  need    1  !    b     litTicult  to  say.     But 

it  is  not  easy  to  see  how  we  c      1  1  work  with  efficiency, 

unless  we  have  them  both,      'V  !  eeting,  you  directed 

the  Professor  of  Architectm-e  to  prepare  a  plan  of  an  edifice  suit- 
able for  botli  purposes.  Reflection  has  bronght  me  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  it  will  be  better  to  eix-ct  separate  buildings  foi-  the  Libra- 
ry anil  the  Museum.  To  the  Library  a  wing  might  be  added  for 
the  Art  Gallery.  If  fin-  no  other  reason,  I  should  recommend  the 
separation  of  the  iluseum  from  the  [library  :is  :i  precaution 
against  tire.  But  our  fricnils  everywhere  should  understand  the 
serious  incooveiilencc  we  ;nT  salVeriiig  for  the  lack  of  both  huild-

injTK.  If  the  present  Museum  is  vac^itcd.  it  will  supply  us  with 
;idditional  recitation  rooms,  for  thu  wiuit  of  which  wu  nre  now,  at 
times,  somewhat  embaiTasseti. 

Prof.  Frieze  has  this  year  kindly  given  himself  the  trouhle  to 
prepare  and  print  a  new  and  instructive  cutabgH©  of  the  collec- 
tions in  the  Art  giillery.  It  was  a  long  and  laborious  task  to  edit 
the  work  with  the  critical  care  whicii  he  gave  to  it  This  catii- 
logue  sjreatly  enhances  the  value  of  the  collections  to  all  visitors. 

At  the  request  of  the  Centennial  Commission  from  Michigan 
and  of  Governor  Bagley,  we  sent  to  tlie  Centennial  Exhibition  at 
Philadelphia,  the  folKiwing  articles  to  form  part  of  the  educational 
exhibit  of  Michigan  :  A  volume  containing  the  last  Triennial 
Catalogue,  the  last  Annual  Calendar,  and  a  very  succinct  and 
intei-esting  Historical  Sketch  of  the  University,  wliich,  at  my 
rccpiest.  Prof.  C.  K.  Adams  liad  the  kindness  to  write,  and  Prof. 
Frieze's  catalogue  of  the  Museum  of  Art  and  History.  A  vol- 
ume containing  Photographs  of  our  [iuildings.  A  volume  of 
Engineering  Drawings,  executed  hy  our  students.  Other  Engin- 
eering Drawings,  accompanying  graduation  tiieses.  A  volume  of 
Drawings,  illustrating  micro.scopicaj  studies  hi  Hotany.  A  simi- 
lar voinme  of  studies  in  Biology.  A  case  of  rare  sliejls  and  one  of 
rare  birds  from  the  Heal-Hteere  collection.  (The  cases  were  fnr- 
Liihhed  by  Mr.  K.  A.  Jieal.)  A  complete  set  of  PJiarmaceutical 
Preparatioiis,  as  pi-cpare<I  lij-  members  of  graduating  classes  in 
our  school  of  Pharmacy.  A  chart,  showing  the  full  course  of  free 
public  instruction  in  Michigan  through  the  Primary,  Grammar 
and  High  Schools  and  tlie  University:  also,  through  the  Norma! 
School  and  the  Agricultural  College.  This  chart  was  e.\ecuted 
by  order  of  Governor  Uagley  in  our  Engineering  Department 
under  the  special  direction  of  Instructor  C.  S.  Denison.  Lastly,  a 
brief  explanation  prepared  hy  Prof.  Frieze,  of  the  system  repre- 
sented on  the  chart.  Onr  contribution  to  the  Exhibit  seems  tc 
have  been  examined  with  interest  by  the  students  of  our  Ameri- 
can educational  systems;,  and  has  received  tlie  formal  approba- 
tion of  the  Judges. 

The  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  which  is  presented  at 
tliis  meeting,  gives  tiie  details  of  our  receipts  and  disbursements, 
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Oin  inconiu  liarulv  suffices  to  muet  the  prehsiij^  demuiuls  made 
Iij'  our  iarjje  and  varied  w(nk.  It  is  only  by  deiiyiiif^  ourselves 
help  wliiuh  we  iifreatly  need  both  in  teachers  and  in  means  of 
illustratioiis  that  we  are  able  to  get  on.  When  the  Act  grunting 
us  the  uiie-twentieth  mill  tax  was  passed,  we  hoped  that  at 
the  re-appraisul  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  State  in    1S76.  an 

liut  iiB  tlie  valuation  stands  iinchauged.  our  resources  are  not 
enlarged.  Widi  a  plain  statement  of  our  condition  we  "must 
therefore  leave  run  case  in  the  hands  of  the  people  of  Michigan, 
and  ask  them  to  do  for  us  what  seems  to  them  wise.  As  we 
recall  the  generosity  whicli  they  manifested  through  their  Legis- 
lature two  years  ago,  we  do  not  suHer  ourselves  to  douh)  that  the 
interests  of  the  Institution,  iu'wiiich  thev  have  shown  so  mncli 
pride,  are  safe  in  iheir  care.

Deak  Sir:— In  view  of  the  approaching  meeling  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,  1  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report 
and  suggestions  in  relation  to  the  School  of  Mines, 
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The  amount  of  the  special  fund  provided  by  the  last  Legis- 
lature foi-  the  equipment  of  the  School,  exclusive  of  sularies,  was 
five  thousand  doilavs.  One-i.hird  of  this  sum  was  set  aside  at  the 
June  meeting  of  the  Board  for  the  iise  of  the  Department  of 
Architectuie  and  Design.  The  remaiiuler,  with  the  exception  of 
a  small  balance  of  less  than  seventy-Sve  dollars,  hardly  sufficient 
to  cover  the  necessary  incidental  outlays  of  the  current  year,  has 
been  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Pi-ofessors  of  Metallui- 
gy  and  Mining  Engineering.  The  statement  below  shows  in 
round  numbers  how  much  has  been  iisecl  for  the  different  purpo- 
ses specified.

Nothing  further  can  be  added  to  the  equipment  of  the  school, 
without  aid  from  the  Legislature  or  from  some  other  source. 

In  the  metallurgical  laboratory  as  now  eqtiipped,  there  aie 
good  facilities  for  giving  instruction  in  Assaying,  but  for  the  ilbis- 
tration  of  more  extensive  operations  and  the  importiiiit  methods 
employed  in  actual  practice,  other  appliances  will  be  needed.  A 
reverberatory  fmniace  and  a  small  blast  furnace  ought  to  Ijc 
erected  at  an  early  day. 

The  ores  of  gold,  silver,  and  lead,  with  wliich  the  laboratory 
lias  been  stocked,  were  obtained  in  part  tioni  the  Wyandotte 
Silver  Works,  and  in  part  through  tiie  kind  assistance  of  Mr.  A. 
It.  Wood,  of  Ann   Arbor,   from    Colorado.      They   are  mostly   of 
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high  grade.  rikI  arc  well  adapted  for  the  use  nf  students  Iieghi- 
ninff  the  subject  of  Assaying.  The  piice  paid  for  tJiem  was 
simply  their  market  viUue,  reference  lieiiig  had  solely  to  the 
amount  of  metal  contahied.  as  shown  hy  the  assays.  The  labora- 
tory nt)W  needs  a  supply  of  ores  of  lower  grade;  and  large  qiiun- 
tities  of  copper  rock  and  iron  ores  from  Lake  Superior  and  other 
mineral  regions.  The  chief  item  of  cost  of  such  ores  wili  he  the 
transportation  from  the  mines. 

The  value  of  this  laboratory  to  the  I'niversitv  is  not  to  be 
estimated  bv  the  nnmher  of  students  entered  upon  the  annual 
calendar  under  the  head  of  Mining  Engineering.  The  courses  in 
Defcnn illative  Miueralog)-,  Ulow-pipe  Analysis,  and  Assaying, 
have  proved  attractive  ti>  students,  whose  principal  work  was  in 
other  tlepartmeuts.  and  tliere  will  undoubtedly  be  in  the  future  a 
large  nmnber  each  jear  of  special  students,  who  wish  to  obtain 
a  knowledge  of  Mineralogy,  or  Assaying,  without  being  able  to 
spend  the  time  necessary  for  a  compiete  course  of  study.  It  seems 
to  be  a  gooil  |iolicy  for  the  School  of  Mines  to  encoiu-age  such 
students,  as  far  as  it  can  he  done  without  detriment  to  the  work 
of  i-egiilar  classes. 

In  connection  with  the  labmatory  a  lieginning  has  been  made 
toward  tiie  formation  of  a  nietallurgic  and  industrial  cabinet. 
Through  Mr.  C.  R.  Wells,  of  Bay  City,  a  collection  of  iron  ores 
and  products,  comprising  one  hundred  specimens,  has  been  se- 
cured for  this  cabinet  from  Cincinnati,  and  Mr.  D.  T.  McDonald, 
of  Calimiet,  has  seLit  a  set  of  sixteen  specimens  of  copper  and 
silver  ores  from  Lake  Superior.  Messrs.  Rhodes  &  Co.,  of 
Cleveland,  have  exprcsseil  a  willingness  to  place  at  the  disposal 
of  the  University  their  valuable  collection  of  iron  ores  and  man- 
ufactured products,  now  on  exhibition  at  Philadelphia.  Mr.  S. 
W.  Baird,  of  Cincinnati,  agent  of  the  Seima,  Rome  and  Daiton 
Railroad,  has  also  generously  ottered  to  give  to  the  University  a 
collection  of  mineral  specimens,  selected  from  the  exhibit  made 
by  that  road  at  the  Centennial  exliibition,  at  no  expense  to  us  but 
the  freight.  This  offer  has  been  accepted,  and  con-espoudence 
has  been  opened  with  other  exhibitors,  with  good  prospects  of 
receiving  other  contributions  similar  in  kind.     A  set  of  fortv-two 
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samples,  to  illustrate  the  method  of  separating  tlie  metallic  copper 
from  the  enclosing  rock,  was  collected  by  myself  at  the  Atlantic 
Mill,  near  Houghton,  last  Jime,  and  will  be  ready  for  exhibition 
as  soon  as  the  proper  bottles  for  it  are  received.  For  this  collec- 
tion the  thanks  of  the  school  are  really  due  to  Mr.  W.  J.  Evans, 
superintendent  of  the  mill,  who  fi*ce!y  granted  me  every  desired 
facility,  and  spent  himself  the  greater  part  of  one  day  in  the  work 
of  collecting.  From  Mr.  A.  J.  Corey,  Superintendent  of  the 
Quincy  Mine,  I  also  obtained  a  diamond  drill  core,  illustrating 
the  character  of  the  country  I'ock. 

The  mineral  collection  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  students, 
comprises  between  675  and  yoo  specimens.  It  is  at  present  kept 
in  drawers  in  the  room  adioining  the  geological  lecture  room, 
where  it  is  easy  of  access  whenever  wanted.  A  few  of  the  glass 
crystal  models  imported  from  Germany  a  year  ago,  were  injured 
in  transportation.  It  will  be  desirable  to  replace  these  with  new 
ones,  and  to  purchase  about  fitly  models  in  addition  to  what  we 
now  have.  The  number  of  wooden  models  can  also  be  increased 
to  advantage. 

For  the  illustration  of  lectures  to  be  given  in  Geology,  Min- 
ing, and  Metallurgy,  walPdiagrams  in  considerable  quantity  will 
have  to  be  provided.  The  most  satisfactory  way  of  supplying 
oui"  needs  in  this  direction  will  be  Ijy  employing  a  competent 
draughtsman  upon  the  work  for  two  or  three  montiis,  or  longer 
if  necessary.  Models  of  furnaces  and  of  such  mining  machinery 
as  cannot  be  sufficiently  well  illustrated  by  diagrams  will  also  be 
needed. 

The  model  of  the  stamp  mill  of  the  Calumet  and  Hecia 
Mining  Co.,  presented  by  the  Company,  will  be  of  great  use  to 
us.     The  gift  is  as  timely  as  it  is  munificent. 

The  general  library,  as  is  well  known,  is  poor  in  the  litera- 
ture of  raining  and  metallurgy  ;  and  the  small  annual  allowance 
from  the  library  fqnd  is  insufficient  to  supply  the  deficiencies. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  next  legislature  will  appropriate  a  generous 
sum,  to  be  available  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

The  distance  of  the  University  from  the  inining  regions  of 
the  country  is  so  great  that  it  will  not  be  practicable  to  arrange 
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for  very  frequent  excursions  to  places  where  works  of  the  kind 
described  in  the  text-books  and  lectures  are  to  be  seen  in  actual 
operation.  In  place  of  such  excursions,  which  might  be  made 
extremely  proiital)le  to  the  students,  it  is  recommended  that 
portions  of  the  long  vacation  he  regularly  devoted  to  tield  instruc- 
tion. Summer  schools  conld  be  established  at  such  places  as 
Maiqnette.  Ishpeming.  or  Houghton — :it  different  places  in  differ- 
ent years — where  the  students,  under  the  giiidnnce  of  the  professor 
or  other  instructor,  could  acquire  an  insight  into  the  methods  of 
actual  practice.  A  portion  of  the  time  could  be  spent  in  visit- 
ing the  mines,  mills,  and  furnaces  of  the  neighborhood,  and 
tlie  remainder  in  arranging  notes,  collecting  specimens,  and 
pj-eparing  a  detailed  report  upon  the  work  of  the  season.  The 
chief  objection  to  such  a  scheme  will  doubtless  be  the  expense, 
and  the  objection  is  in  truth  a  serious  one.  StiU,  in  consideration 
of  the  pohitive  advantages  to  be  gained,  it  seems  worth  while 
to  make  the  suggestion  at  this  time,  in  the  hope  that  some  means 
may  be  devised  for  carrying  it  into  eft'ect. 

No  large  sum  would  be  i-equired  for  tiie  general  expense  of 
such  a  school.  It  is  the  increased  personal  ontlay.both  in  the  case 
of  student  and  of  instructors,  for  which  provision  would  have  to  be 
made.  If  there  were  a  permanent  fund,  created  bv  voluntary 
subscription,  or  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  the  income  of  which 
could  be  used,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  for 
paying  a  portion  of  the  extra  expenses  incun'ed  by  meritorious 
students,  the  remaining  difficulties  could  be  easily  o 

During  the  past  ye;.r  there  has  been, considerable 
both  in  public  and  private,  among  the  leading  civil  and  mining 
engineers  of  the  country,  upon  the  subject  of  technical  education. 
The  discussion  has  not  yet  led  to  the  adoption  of  any  definite 
plan  of  action,  but  there  is  one  point  upon  which  there  has  been 
great  imanimity  of  opinion  -,  and  that  is,  the  undesirability  of 
conferring  upon  young  men,  at  the  time  of  their  graduation,  the 
degrees  of  Civil  Engineer  and  of  Mining  Engineer.  The  rea- 
sons for  this  opinion  are  not  difficult  to  understand  ;  but  whether 
it  would  be  a  wise  policy  foi  this  University  to  make  any  change 
in  the   style  of  degree,  which  it  confers,  is  a   question  of  a  com- 
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plicated  chiiractcr,  but  it  is  a  question  liable  to  be  called  up  for 
discussion  at  an  early  day.

It  will  be  remembered  that  this  is  a  reiteration  of  rei-olutions  passed 
on  several  former  occasions,  years  ago,  but  the  request  has  hitherto  been 
answered  by  the  Board  by  the  statement  that  the  condition  of  the  finan- 
ces of  the  University  would  not  justify  the  increased  expenditure. 
Whether  such  objection  has  been  removed,  the  Board  will  judge.

The  Faculty  of  the  College  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  in  presenting 
this  annual  report  beg  leave  to  say  that  the  course  of  instruction  in  their 
Department  just  closed,  has  been  conducted  in  the  usual  manner,  and,  so 
far  as  the  qualifications  of  the   candidates  fur   ;;rAdaation   iiri- i-onccrned. 
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Although  tlie  statidarJ  tor  graduntion  lla^  been  graduallj'  raised,  iind 
ia  higher  this  year  than  ever  before,  yet  the  number  failing  to  reach  that 
standard  has  diminished,  and  never  has  a  dass  left  the  college  so  fully 
instructed  in  what  the  Facultj-  tielieve  to  be  the  truth,  in  opposition  to 
what  they  regard  as  false  systems;  and  never  was  a  class  so  fully  and  uni- 
versally impressed  with  the  errors  and  absurdities  of  such  systems  as  the 

It  has  been  a  source  of  much  satisfaction  ti  the  Fatuity  that  the 
attention,  application  and  order  of  the  class  in  the  College  have  been 
excellent,  and  so  far  as  the  conditions  for  graduation  of  those  who  have 
been  more  particularly  under  our  observation,  are  concerned,  not  a  sin- 
gle instance  of  dereliction  of  duty,  even  in  the  smallest  degree,  has  been 
observed. 

Improvement  in  the  ventilation  of  the  lecture  roonis,  which  was 
urged  in  the  last  annual  report,  has  been  eftected  to  a  fair  degree  of  sat- 
isfaction at  a  trilling  espenee,  and  at  a  further  moderate  expense  entirely 
within  the  limits  of  the  contingent  appropriation  made  for  that  purpose, 
should  the  size. of  the  class  or  the  condition  of  the  weather  render  it  nec- 
essary, the  warming  and  ventilation  may  he  still  farther  improved,  and 
made  nearly  perfect. 

The  Faculty  would  again  call  attention  to  the  subject  of  the 
lengthening  of  the  term  of  instruction  to  the  full  coUe.^e year,  and  would 
further  say  that  from  statements  and  intimations  from  various  soui-ces — 
from  resolutions  of  Medical  Societies,  from  u  report  of  a  legislative  com- 
mittee, and  from  the  expressions  of  students,  the  plan  seems  to  me  t  with 
general  favor.  That  it  would  enable  the  Faculty  to  give  a  much  more 
complete  course  of  instruction,  and  to  require  and  effect  a  higher  degree 
of  professional  culture  in  candidates  for  the  honors  of  the  University  and 
the  responsible  duties  of  the  profession,  there  can  be  no  doubt,  the  only 
objection  being  the  possible  diminution  of  students,  and  the  increased 
pecuniary  expenditure  which  it  would  involve. 

The  Faculty  would  earnestly  call  the  attention  of  the  Regents  to  tlie 
condition  and  future  management  of  the  hospital.  The  State  has  under- 
taken to  establish  a  hospital,  not  for  the  benefit  of  the  University  alone, 
but  for  the  suffering  and  unfortunate  of  the  State  as  well,  and  has  placed 
it  in  the  care  of  the  Regents ;  but  it  requires  means  to  conduct  such  an 
institution  successfully,  and  unless  such  means  are  from  some  source  pro- 
vided in  greater  abundance  than  hitherto,  failure  rather  than  success 
must  be  the  consequence. 

A  further  and  more  detailed  report  on  the  subject  from  a  committee 
of  the  Faculty  appointed  for  that  purpose,  is  herewith  submitted. 

The  wants  of  a  physiological  laboratory,  and  the  necessitv  of  making 
provision  lOr  a  permanent  professor  for  that  important  branch  of  -lience 
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have  already  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Regents  and  the  Leg- 
islature, and  it  is  hoped  that  men  and  means  for  the  establishment  and 
support  of  this  indispensable  department  will  be  lurnished. 

The  Faculty  would  also  ask  attention  to  the  desirability  of  increasing 
the  force  for  giving  instruction  in  the  dissecting  room.  As  now  consti- 
tuted, the  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy  Is  charged  with  the  duty  of  pro- 
curing the  supplies  of  material  for  the  use  of  students,  and  of  superin- 
tending their  work  during  the  study  of  the  same  by  dissecting. 

Here  during  four  or  five  months,  are  from  one  hundred  to  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  persons  engaged  in  this  appropriate  work  from  three  to  four 
hours  in  the  afternoon.  It  is  obviously  impossible  if  he  had  no  other 
duty,  for  one  man  to  do  justice  to  such  a  number  of  students ;  aud  it  has 
been  the  practice  to  secure  the  aid  of  some  of  the  better  qua  I  ifie 
to  go  about  from  class  to  class  in  the  dissecting  room,  giving  ii 
This  volunteer  service,  though  useful,  is  by  no  means  what  the  students 
ought  to  have,  for  they  need  skilled  instruction,  as  it  seems  to  us,  just  as 
much  as  the  workers  in  the  Laboratory;  and  it  is  obvious  that  for  the 
most  successful  work,  and  the  best  good  of  the  students,  we  need  men 
who  can  give  their  time  and  attention  wholly  to  the  work,  for  a  compen- 
sation which  shall  secure  persons  competent  for  the  position. 

We  believe  that  two  men  who  have  graduated,  and  who  desire  to  go 
beyond  the  requiremeuts  of  graduation  in  the  study  of  anatomy,  may  be 
iuduced  to  come  here  for  the  winter  and  give  their  services  to  the  Univer- 
ty,  having  a  partial  equivalent  in  recf^nition  in  the  calendar  as  Assist- 
in  t  Demonstrators. 

If  these  can  be  obtained,  it  might  and  should  be  a  part  of  their  duty 
:  the   permanent  means   of  instruction  by   additions   to   the 
n  of  such  interesting  specimens  as  are    now  often  lost  for  want  of 
of  some  one  whose  duty  is  to  make  them  available. 

Such  assistants  shoald  also  as  a  part  of  their  duty,  render  aid  to  the 
Professor  of  Anatomy,  who  for  more  than  twenty  years  has  made  all  his 
own  preparations  for  illustrating  his  lectures— for  the  Demonstrator  ren- 
ders him  no  aid  whatever.  He  is  no  longer  a  young  man  with  unlimited 
powers  of  endurance,  and  such  aid  as  a  qualified  assistant  could  render, 
would  increase  the  facilities  for  illustrating  important  regions  often 
requiring  more  labor  than  one  man  can  at  jthe  time  bestow.  In  no  other 
college  known  to  us  is  such  preparatory  labor  performed  by  the  Professor 
of  Anatomy  alone.     A  competent  man  could  also  render  valuable  assist- 

We  believe  that  $500  a  year  would  secure  the  services  indicated,  and 
therefore  ask  that  the  Faculty  be  authorized  to  select  from  the  graduates 
such  qualified  persons  as  give  promise  of  accomplishing  the  objects 
sought,   to  be   paid  $2$o   a  year   each,   for  their   service  during  the  six 
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months  oT  the  session;  that  time  being  all  that  is  suitable  for  the  prose- 
cution of  this.  work.

The  follo^ving  report  relative  to  "  The  Hospital,  its  Condition 
and  Future  Needs,"  was  received  and  read  by  Professor  D.  Mac- 
lean, of  the  Medical  Faculty  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery  : 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Regeuti  of  the  University  of  Michigan  : 

Gbntlemen  ;  The  undersigned,  committee  of  the  Medical  Faculty, 
desire  to  approach  your  honorable  body  for  the  purpose  of  calling  your 
attention  to  the  urgent  necessity  which  exists  for  placing  the  University 
hospital  upon  a  different  footing  in  the  future. 

The  conditions  upon  which  this  institution  has  hitherto  been  con- 
ducted have  been  such  that  the  result  could,  not  be  otherwise  than 
unsatisfactory  to  the  patients,  humiliating  to  the  Faculty,  and  discredita- 
ble to  the  University.  In  view  of  the  inestimable  importance  of  practical 
instruction,  such  as  can  only  be  acquired  from  living  cases,  the  Medical 
Faculty  have  made  persistent  efforts  to  build  up  a  clinical  department, 
and  the  hospital  ever  since  its  inception  has  been  the  object  of  their 
warmest  solicitude.  For  years  the  want  of  adequate  facilities  and  mate- 
rial for  clinical  instruction  constituted  the  only  plausible  objection  which 
the  opponents  of  the  medical  school  were  able  to  urge  against  it. 

It  is  therefore  matter  of  sincere  gratification  that,  notwithstanding 
the  comparatively  inadequate  hospital  accommodations  and  equipment 
furnished  by  the  University,  our  enemies  can  no  longer  reproach  us  with 
want  of  material  for  practical   illustmtion  of  the  treatment  of  patients. 

The  number,  variety  and  importance  of  the  case?  treated  before  the 
students  has  rapidly  increased  from  year  to  year,  and  for  several  years 
past  all  the  essential  requirements  of  a  fundamental  medical  education 
have  been  fully  met  so  far  as  clinical  material  is  concerned. 

This  committee  are  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  has 
come  when  justice  to  all  concerned  demands  that  one  or  other  of  the  two 
following  alternatives  should  be  adopted,  viz  :  either  the  University  hos- 
pital must  be  placed  upon  a  respectable  footing,  or  it  must  be  closed  and 
the  public  informed  of  the  fact. 

Very  little  argument  is  necessary  to  demonstrate  that  the  former 
alternative  is  the  one  which  should,  if  possible,  be  adopted.  During  the 
session  just  closed,  upwards  of  six  hundred  patients  have  been  treated  at 
the  University  clinique,  fully  one-half  of  whom  declined  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  rather  uninviting  accommodations  provided  at  the  hospital. 

Of  these  patients  the  great  majority  belonged  to  the  surgical  or  tlieoph- 
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Ihalmological  department,  and  with  very  tew  exceptions  left  here  either 
completely  cured  or  very  greatly  relieved.  The  benefit  thus  afforded 
directly  is  very  apparent,  and  may  be  estimated,  but  it  must  not  be  for- 
gotten that  these  cases  were  treated  in  the  presence  of  nearly  four  hun- 
dred students  of  medicine,  through  whom  indirectly  an  amoimt  of  bene- 
fit is  afforded  to  the  public  which  it  is  practically  impossible  to  estimate. 
The  closure  of  the  hospital  would  Inevitably  give  a  most  serious  check  to 
the  current  of  patients  which  now  flows  annually  in  this  direction,  and 
which  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  welfare  and  usefulnfss  of  the 
Medical  Department. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Inst  I.tgislature  supplemented  by  that 
of  the  people  of  Ann  Arbor,  a  very  suitable  building  for  a  hospital  has 
been  provided,  and  now  in  order  that  the  benefits  of  this  generosity  mav 
be  realized,  it  is  only  necessary  that  a  small  annual  appropriation  be 
made  by  which  the  ordinary  and  unavoidable  running  uxpenses  of  the 
hospital  shall  be  provided  for.

With  the  object  of  hiaking  this  Department  of  the  University  still  more 
useful  and  efficient,  and  with  the  specific  purpose  of  systematizing  its 
enlarged  and  constantly  enlarging  course  of  study,  your  committee  earn- 
estly recommend  the  inauguration  of  a 

FULL  NINE  MONTHS'  COURSE  OF  LECTURES, 
beginning  on  the  iirst  of  October  next,  embodying  all  the  latest  research- 
es in  Medicine  and  the  collateral  sciences,  and  securing  extended  clinical 
advantages.  The  scheme  of  such  extended  course,  properly  graded, 
should  be  matured  by  the  Faculties,  and  reported  to  the  Board  for  adop- 
tion at  the  June  meeting.  This  will,  in  justice  to  the  eminent  gentlemen 
who  are  engaged  in  the  work  of  teaching  medicine,  involve  an  additional 
expenditure,  which  we  trust  the  Legislature  will  furnish. 

It  is  more  than  probable  that  such  extension  will  somewhat  reduce  the 
size  of  the  medical  classes,  while  it  will  materially  improve  their 
quality.  Any  reduction  of  our  numbers  will,  of  course,  cut  down  our  re- 
sources. We  cannot  doubt  that  the  Legislature  will  second  our  earnest 
determination  to  make  this  Department  worthy  of  the  University  and  of 
the  State,  and  will  furnish  aid  to  meet  any  reduction  of  resources  which 
may  occur  from  this  important  advance  in  medical  education.  Our  object 
is  to  give  to  the  people  the  best  possible  quality,  ratherthan  a  large  quan- 
tity, and  in   this  we  anticipate  the  co-operation  of  all   intellijrent   people. 

In  this  connection  we  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the 
following  resolution  which  was  unanimously  passed  by  the  alumni  of 
the  Medical  Department,  composed  of  many  representatii-e  men  in  the 
profession,  from  many  parts  of  the  State,  last  evening: 

Whereas,  The  Regents  and  faculty  have  repeatedly  committed  them- 
selves to  the  policy  of  advancing  the  standard  of  medical  education  in 
the  University, 

Resolved,  That  the  Alumni  Associa.tion  most  heartily  appi-ove  of  the 
proposal  now  before  the  Board  of  Regents  to  extend  the  lecture  term  in 
the  Department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  to  nine  months.

lutely necessary.  The  science  of  medicine  and  the  interests  of  the 
afflicted  alike  demand  such  an  addition  to  our  present  means  of  instruc- 
tion. The  best  colleges  of  the  country  have  such  facilities.  It  will  be 
equally  important  for  students  of  both  schools.  Twenty-five  hundred 
dollars  will,  with  economy,  cover  the  expense  the  first  year,  and  a  thous- 
and dollars  per  annum  will  meet  the  subsequent  expense.  It  is  respect- 
fully urged  that  the  Legislature  afford  us  the  necessary  aid.  Under  our 
present  arrangements  no  duplicating  of  this  department   will   be  neces- 

This  department  of  science  contemplates  the  study  of  the  various  tis- 
sues and  component  parts  of  the

and  must  be  understood  by  our  students  as  the  ground-work  of  a  correct 
knowledge  of  the  various  forms   of  diseased   action.     The  result  will  be 
much  more  than  commensurate  with  the  small  allowance  solicited.

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Homoeopathic  Fiiciiltv  to  oc:i:iipy  for  clinical  work,  a  portion  of  llic  pres- 
ent Hospital  buildings.  Had  uuch  desire  been  communicated  to  us,  we 
would  not  have  hesitated  for  a  moment  in  giving  our  sanction  to  the  use 
of  a  portion  of  that  institution.  Indeed  v/e  distinctly  understood  from 
the  Pi-esident  of  the  State  Homoeopathic  Society,  in  his  official  capacity, 
while  addressing  your  honorable  Board,  that  the  Homoeopathists  had  no 
desire  to  occupy  the  hospital  in  connection  with  the  other  school. 

We  understood  him  as  stating  distinctly  that  they  did  not  wish  a  place 
in  the  buildings  now  erected.  Now  understanding,  however,  that  the 
Homoeopathic  branch  of  the  profession  desire  to  engage  in  clinical  work, 
(although  no  request  has  been  made  to  us),  we  cheerfully  grant  them  the 
use  of  such  portion  of  the  present  Hospital  as  they  may  require,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  termt  of  the  following  resolution  offered  by  Regent  Cutch- 
eon,  referred  to  us,  and  to  which  we  desire  your  assent ; 

Resolved,  That  a.  portion  of  the  University  Hospital  be  set  apart  and 
placed  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Homoeo- 
pathic College,  to  which  section  or  ward  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  com- 
mitted for  treatment  all  such  patients  as  shall  elect  that  system  of  treat- 
ment :  Provided,  That  such  section  or  ward  of  the  Hospital  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  restrictions  and  regulations  as  to  registration  of  cases, 
treatment  and  results,  and  in  all  other  respects,  that  the  other  portions  of 
said  Hospital  are  subject  to. 

This  will  involve  at  least  the  espense  of  an  additional  nurse  for  nine 
months  in  the  year.  In  view  of  the  extra  espense  of  maintaining  the 
Hospital  for  nine  months  (instead  of  six)  ;  the  extending  of  its  work  by 
the  Medical  Department;  the  affording  its  facilities  to  the  Homoeopathic 
College ;  the  absolute  need  of  nurses,  servants,  fuel,  lights,  and  other 
incidentals,  your  committee,  with  much  earnestness,  ask  that  this  Board 
respectfully  solicit  from  the  Legislature  a  sum  of  not  less  than  $2,000  per 
annum.  No  other  institution  in  the  State  will  give  so  good  returns  on  so 
small  an  investment. 

Failing  in  securing  the  necessary  aid  the  gratuitous  work  of  our  pro- 
fessors in  the  Hospital  must  cease;  nor  can  we  receive  the  afflicted  when 
no  provision  exists  for  properly  taking  care  of  them.

Yon  will  be  asked  to  do  this  on  die  faith  of  the  i-ecent  repoit  of  the 
Legislative  committee,  without  any  examination  or  opportunity  for  ex- 
amination, by  vourseive*  of  the  evidence  upon  which  the  findings  of  that 
report,  so  radically  diOerent  from  those  of  your  own  committees,  profess- 
0-^  to  be  based.  I  stiy  without  opportunity,  because  the  evid'^nee  is  but 
just  published,  and  there  has  as  yet  been  no  time  for  its  Cxamiaation. 

Of  the  report  itself  it  does  not  become  me  to  speak.  That  must  be 
judged  of  for  the  present  by  what  is  apparent  upon  its  f;u:e.  reading  it  iii 
the  light  of  the  fact  that  the  committee  persistently  refnsed  to  allow  any 
oral  cross-osaminalion  o!'  witness.^s,  or  any  oral  argument  upon  the  evi- 
dence, and  grudgingly  and  at  the  last  m')nient  consented  to  ret^eive  briefs 
from  counsef  which  were  nut  to  exceed  thirty  page=.  thus  voluntarily  de- 
priving themselves  if  mos;  of  the  ordiniiry  means  of  avoiding  errars. 

(  have  alto.s;ether  too  much  ^elf-respect  even  to  deny  the  extraordina- 
ry imputations  of  this  report.  I  have  lived  in  this  State  nearly  forty 
years,  and  have  been  connected  with  the  University  for  iipwardf  of  thirty 
years  of  this  period  Mv  relations  with  lis  citi;(ens,  business,  social  and 
educatioFiul.  have  not  been  limitL-d.  Very  many  of  them  have  known  me 
well,  and  not  u  lew  intimately.      Th..>y  have  had  ample  means  of  judging 
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and  equal  Juf  tice.

That  suit  is  now  pending  and  in  roadiiie^s  for  boarin^  in  _|mii-.  N 
new  suit  which  might  be  institntcd  could  probably  be  bi-oiii,-lit  ti,  trial  i 
hearing  at  so  early  a  period. 

The  form  of  that  proceedins-  '  am  advised,  is  the  only  one  kiunvii  i 
our  system  of  jurisprudence,  which  is  adapted  to  the  investigation  of  sue 
matters  as  are  hei-e  involved.  This  the  court  in  which  the  suit  is  pendiii 
have  already  decided.  Oti  the  demurrer  of  some  of  the  defendants  i 
your  bill,  that  court  has  held  that  the  proper  remedy  in  such  a  case  Ji 
this  is  in  equity,  and  they  haic  .so  held  on  the  ground  that  there  is  ii 
complete  and  adequate  remedy  at  law  :  that  the  subject  matter  ol  it  is  ui 
fit  for  investijjation   in  an  action  at  law  by  a  jury. 
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No  one  who  is  not  iilraid  the  truth  will  be  brought  to  light,  and  jus- 
tice doi'.e,  will  object  to  the  fitness  of  the  tribunal  before  which  this  cause 
is  jiendinf",  or  that  to  which  it  may  be  taken  by  appeal.  The  supreme 
court  is  the  highest  court  known  to  onr  laws.  It  commands,  as  it  deserves 
public  confidence  in  the  highest  degree.  On  appeal  in  this  suit  it  will  re- 
view every  finding  of  the  court  below  in  respect  to  matters  of  fact  as  well 
as  of  law,  and  may  bring  up  and  inspect  the  mass  of  dociimentary  evi- 
dence which  must  constitute  the  main  basis  of  any  intelligent  cor.clusion. 
Its  decision  and  that  alone  can  now  put  an  end  to  popular  agitation.  The 
verdicts  of  juries  would  probably  only  tend  to  increase  it. 

The  request  that  this  chancery  suit  shall  be  wholly  discontinued  is  so 
unreasonable  that  it  wiil  probably  be  abandoned  after  a  brief  struggle. 
But  ynu  will  be  urged  with  extreme  pertinacity  to  discontinue  it  as  to 
Rose  and  his  sureties. 

Whether  a  discontinuance  as  to  these  parties  can  or  cannot  be  reas- 
onably asked  for  on  the  faith  of  the  committee's  report,  and  without  in- 
quiry  by  youi-sslves,  whether  having  a  due  regard  to  the  interests  of  th6 
LIniversity  in  reclaiming  ti.  its  treasury  the  missing  funds,  a  discontinu- 
ance would  be  wise  or  prudent,  are  matters  with  which  !  have  no  especial 

To  nie  pcciKiiarily,  it  is  of  little  moment  as  to  whether  there  Is  a  dis- 
continuance as  to  Rose  and  his  surdities  or  not.  If  the  suit  now  pending 
goes  oil  as  aiiainst  me  alone  to  a  final  decree,  that  decree  will  alford  nie 
the  same  piotection  a^'iiinst  all  future  pecuniary  claims  as  if  Rose  had 
had  remained  a  party,  whatever  ni»\-  be  the  result  of  any  siibseqi.ent  suit 
ajiainst  Rose.  Beyond  the  expense  it  may  impose  on  me  of  attending 
two  ac<:ountiiigs  instead  of  one.  the  discontinuance  as  to  Rose  will  not 
alfect  my  pecuniary  interest  in  any  m it nner  whatever. 

But  such  interesth  are  to  uie  matters  of  secondary  importance.  What  I 
chicdy  cai-e  for  now  is  the  vindication  of  my  character  from  the  aspersions 
of  the  Legislative  committee;  and  for  this  purpose  mainly  I  desire, 
and  unless  there  are  strong  couutcrbalancinjT  equities  in  favor  of 
others,  as  I  think  there  are  not.  1  have  a  right  to  ask  that  when  this  suit 
is  hfought  to  hearing  and  an  accounting  is  had  with  respect  to  this  labor- 
atory money,  all  the  parties  who  are  interested  in  charging  me  with  it. 
oi  with  any  portion  of  it.  shall  be  before  the  court,  and  shall  he  com- 
pelled, for  the  protection  of  their  own  interests  to  make  the  stroii  -est  case 
ihey  can  a{,'ainst  me.  and  to  appeal  to  the  court  of  last  resort  if  the  result 
in  the  circuit  court  is  not  to  them  satisfactory :  that  they  shall  be  com- 
pelled to  nuike  their  case  against  me  then  and  there,  or  forever  alter  hold 
their  peace.

The  Fiicully  ol'  the  Department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  in  view  of 
the  reeent  liberal  Act  of  the  Leginlatine  of  the  State,  making  provision 
for  extending  and  imiiroving  the  course  of  instruction  in  this  Depart- 
ment; and  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  your  Honorable  Body, 
have  liad  under  caret\il  consideration  the  subject  of  providini;  a  plan  for 
carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  made  for  a  higher  grade  of  Medical 
Education ;  and  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  propositions  as  their 
report : 

1.  The  course  of  Instruction  commencing  with  the  approachinfj  ses- 
sion, to  be  extended  to  nine  months,  or  the  full  University  year,— it 
being  understood  that  the  fees  of  students  are  not  in  consequence  to  be 

2.  Students  who  have  already  matriculated  are  to  be  allowed  t-i  con- 
tinue the  course  on  the  hasis  upon  which  they  entered  the  Department,  pre 
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the  first  six  months  of  the  session;  but  having  the  privjlej^  ol"  attending 
the  additional  three  months  and  coming  up  lor  graduation  at  the  June 
Cominencement. 

3.  Students  entering  the  Department  after  this  present  date,  to  be  pro- 
vided with  aconsecutive  course  of  instruction  and  study  continuing  three 
years — (lie  first  year  special  attention  being  given  to  Anatomy,  Chem- 
istry, Physiology  and  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutica,  with  the  appro- 
priate work  in  the  Chemical,  Anatomical  and  Physiological  Labora- 
tories, and  such  examination  of  drugs  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Laboratory 
as  will  render  the  student  familiar  with  their  sensible  properties. 

The  Second  y^as  of  this  course  the  students  are  to  review  the  studiet 
of  the  first  year,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  prepare  for  their  esamina 
tion  upon  them,  and  in  addition,  to  take  Pathology,  (including  Patliotogi 
cal  Anatomy  and  Pathological  Histology),  Hygiene  or  Preventive  Medi 
cine,  Medical  Chemistry  (Physiological  and  Pathological),  including 
practical  work  in  the  Laboratory;  and  in  addition  to  attend  such  Lectui 
on  the  Practical  Branches,  Didactic  and  Clinical,  as  may  be  thought 
advisable  in  each  particular  case. 

At  the  end  of  the  A'ccu«rf  year, /««/ examinations  are  to  take  place  in 
Chemistry,  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Preventive  Medicine,  Materia  Medica 
and  Therapeutics. 

The  third  yt3,x  the  students  are  to  review  General  Pathology,  Patho- 
logical Anatomy  and  Pathological  Histolojjy,  and  dc\'ote  themselves  to 
the  BrancheH  of  Obstetrics  and  Diseases  of  Women  and  Children,  Opthal- 
mology.  Surgery  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  and  to  the  application  in  the 
Hospital  and  the  College  Clinics  of  the  principles  taught  in  the  didactic 
lectures — receiving  practical  illustrations  and  drillings  in  Diagnosis  and 
Treatment,  preparatory  to  the  final  examination  which  is  to  test  their 
knowledge  of  diseases  and  their  management,  and  their  fitness  for  assu- 
ming the  responsible  duties  of  the  Physician  and  Surgeon, 

4.  Students  properly  qualified  may  enter  the  Department  of  Medi- 
cine and  Surgery  at  any  time,  and  pursue  such  branches  of  study  taught 
as  they  may  select,  receiving  specific  certificates  for  the  time  spent  and  for 
the  subjects  pursued ;  hut  after  the  session  of  187S-9,  no  student  shall  be 
recotnmended  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  who  has  not  passed  a 
thorough  and  satisfactory  examination  on  all  the  subjects  taught  in  this 
Department,  and  who  has  not  been  in  regular  attendance  upon  Medical 
Lectui-es  in  this  or  some  other  reputable  School  of  Medicine,  recognized 
by  this  University,  for  at  least  two  full  Courses,  the  last  of  which  must 
have  been  spent  in  this  Department.  And  after  the  above  mentioned 
session  of  1878-9,  graduation  will  duly  occur  at  the  June  Commencement. 

5.  The  further  conditions  of  graduation  are  :  Evidence  of  the  pos- 
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of  having  pursued  the  regular  study  of  Medicine  for  the  period  of  three 
years;  but  to  encourage  a  higher  grade  of  preliminary  acqnirements,  an 
allowance  of  six  months  from  the  term  of  study  may  be  made  in  favor  of 
graduates  of  the  Department  of  Literature,  Scietice  and  the  Arts,  in  the 
University,  and  of  other  respectable  literary  colleges  ;  and  also  an  allow- 
ance of  twelve  months  is  made  for  graduates  of  the  Department  of  Phar- 
macy In  this  University. 

6.  Final  examinations  shall  be  conducted,  in  part,  at  least,  in  wri- 
tinjr;  and  during  the  course  of  study,  each  candidate  will  be  requited  to 
submit  to  written  examinations,  and  may  be  called  upon  to  write  upon 
some  theme  assigned  by  the  instructors,  or  selected  by  the  student ;  the 
essay  to  be  defended  before  the  class.

Maclean,  M.  D.,  as  Hospital  Surgeon,  at  a  salary  of  $450  per  year,  with 
the  understanding  that  he  shail  be  furnished  a  room  in  the  building,  in 
which  he  shall  lodge,  and  also  contingent  upon  his  assuming  the  general 
control  of  the  work  of  the  Matron,  and  giving  a  good  and  suDicient  bond 
in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  his 
duties  as  such  Hospital  Surgeon  and  Superintendent.

No  more  advantageous  place  for 
such  a  school  can  be  found  than  at  fhis  University.  The  school  has  suc- 
ceeded beyond  the  anticipations  of  its  most  enthusiastic  friends.  Should 
it  now  be  discontinued,  we  fear  that  years  might  pass  before  a  successful 
attempt  could  be  made  to  renew  it. 

Your  committe  therefore  recommend  that  Prof.  W.  H.  Pettee  be  placed 
in  charge  of  Mining  Engineering  without  any  additional  compensation. 

That  Prof.  John  W.  Langley  be  placed  in  chai^  of  Metallurgj-  and 
Chemical  Technology,  without  any  additional  compensation. 

Your  committee  further  report  that  other  necessary  instruction  in  said 
school  can  be  rendered  by  the  other  Professors,  Assistant  Professors, 
and  Instructors  in  the  Polytechnic  School. 

While  this  arrangement  is  not  so  satisfactory  as  we  could  desire,  yet 
we  believe  that  the  school  can  in  this  way  he  maintained  with  credit  for 
the  next  two  years. 

Your  committee  further  report  that  Prof.  W.  L.  B.  Jenncy  has 
requested  a  leave  of  absence  for  two  years  as  per  his  letter  wiiich  is  here- 
with submitted,  and  they  therefore  i-ecommend  that  he  l>e  granted  leave 
of  absence  for  two  years  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  October  next. 
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Architecture  and  Design  will  be  without  instritction  except  such  as  may 
be  rendered  hy  Instructor  C  S.  Deiiison. 

Prof.  Langlej-  will  assume  the  work  of  instruction  heretofore  done  by 
Prof.  S.  H.  Douglas,  and  all  the  otherwork  will  be  done  by  other  Profes- 
sors and  IiiEtructors.

I  am  glad  to  Iw  able  to  report  tlie  steadily  growing  prosperity  of  the 
school,  now  in  the  ninth  year  of  its  establiahment  as  a  course  for  a 
degree.  The  number  of  HtudenU  leaving  the  required  course  ineomplete 
has  from  year  to  year  diminished,  while  the  number  competin;,'  for  grad- 
uation has  been  quite  as  large  as  is  favorable  to  good  results. 

The  addition  to  the  requirements  made  in  1874,  a  semester  of  struc- 
tural and  microscopic  botany  and  pharmacology,  following  systematic 
botany,  a  decided  extension  of  the  basis  of  pharmaceutical  education,  has 
been  carried  very  well  by  the  classes,  and  materially  strengthens  the  work 
in  all  the  subjects  of  the  curriculum. 

The  provision  for  teaching  materia  medica  heretofore,  namely, 
atlendance  on  lectures  in  the  Medical  Department,  is  not  satisfactory  to 
the  Professor  of  that  branch,  or  to  the  Faculty  or  students.  Deficiencies 
in  this  subject  are  especially  felt  soon  after  graduation;  but  they  are 
repaired  to  a  greater  extent  than  defects  In  other  branches.  Professor 
Frothingham  designs  to  find  time,  the  coming  year,  to  give  some  clasK- 
work  in  materia  medica,  to  the  senior  pharmacy  class  separately,  and  by 
this  or  other  means  it  is  hoped  u  thorough  drill  in  the  study  of  dosefi,  at 
least,  will  be  effected.  Also  Professor  Spalding  will  make  some  exten- 
sion in  the  work  in  pharmacology  for  the  recognition  of  crude  druys. 

The  accomplishment  of  some  original  work  of  professional  value,  by 
the  undergraduates,  has  been  in  view  from  the  first,  and  since  1873-4  such 
work  has  been  [-eguiated  as  a  requirement  for  the  degree,  employing  from 
one  to  two  months  of  the  senior  year.  I'rom  1S70  to  1876,  (inclusive) 
forty-three  per  cent  of  the  graduates  have  made  original  contributions  in 
their  pral'ession;  the  praportiou  for  the  last  two  years  being  seventy  to 
eighty  per  cent.  These  contributions  have  mostly  been  given  to  the 
American  Journal  of  Pharmacy  (Philadelphia)  and  the  American  Chem- 
ist (New  York),  afterwards  appearing  in  other  periodicals  of  Chemistry 
and  Pharmacy.  About  one-fourth  of  them  have  obtained  European  cir- 
culation. Research  conducted  as  undergraduate  work  in  our  course  is 
necessarily  restricted  in  extent  and  dependent  on  the  instructors  for  direc- 
tion and  for  communication,  but  it  adds  life  to  the  work  of  the  school, 
favors  acquaintance  with  the  professional  public,  and  renders  some 
return  to  science.  There  is  reason  to  hope  that  more  extended  investiga- 
tions will  he  obtained  in  the  opportunity  of  a  thii-d  collegiate  year,  as  post 
graduate  work.  Several  contributions  of  value  have  been  furnished 
from  this  source,  the  present  vear.

jStb,  1875.  adopted  the  following  resolution  :   ■'  Resolved,  that  the  Chair- 
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men  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  the  Secrefarv  and  Pro- 
fessors Maclean  and  Dunster  he  and  are  hereby  instructed  and  empow- 
ered to  adopt  plans  and  proceed  with  the  erection  and  ei|uipmen(  of  (he 
contemplated  University  Hospital;  further,  that  upon  Ihc  adoption  of 
snch  plans,  the  work  be  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder ;  and  further, 
that  the  total  expenditure  shall  not  exceed  $10,000."  The  committee  pro- 
cured plans  and  specifications  from  E.  E.  Mjers,  Architect,  of  Detroit,  and 
advertised  for  proposals  for  construclion  of  buildings.  The  lowest  offer 
by  responsible  parties  was  received  froin  Richards  &  Mickle,  to  whom  the 
contract  was  let  on  September  6th,  1871;,  for  the  sum  of  $9,271,  which  said 
contract  was  completed  and  accepted  by  the  committee  in  January,  1876. 

The  equipment  account  for  said  Hospital,  for  the  sum  of  $2,7^8.36, 
detailsof  which  are  fully  stated  in  bill  submitfed  with  thi.s  report,  and 
which  have  been  fully  compared  with  vouchers,  is  now  on  file  with  tiie 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  found  to  be  correct.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  and  opened  with  devotional 
services  by  the  President.

PRESIDENT'S  K.EPORT. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Regents : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  report  for  llie  year  onding' 
J..ne3o,  .877. 

The  follos\iiig  changes  have  taken  place  in  our  Faculties  : 
In  March,  1877,  Silas  H.  Douglas,  M.  A.,  M.  D.,  Professor 
of  Metallurgy  and  Chemical  Technology  and  Director  of  die 
Chemical  Laboratory,  was  dismissed.  In  June,  1877,  Raymond 
C.  Davis  was  apjwinted  Librarian  tosncceed  Rev.  Andrew  Ten 
Brook,  M.  A.,  on  tl<e  first  of  October.  Owing  to  the  faihu-c  of 
appropriations  for  the  School  of  Mines  (including  the  School  of 
Architecture),  VV.  L  li.  Jenney,  C.  E.,  Professor  of  Architecture 
and  Design,  asked  and  received  leave  of  absence  for  two  years, 
and  W.  H.  Pettee,  M.  A.,  Professor  of  Mining  Engineering, 
resigned  his  chair.  Prof.  Pettee  was  then  appointed  Professor  of 
Geology,  in  charge  of  Mhiing  Engineering.  John  W.  Langley, 
S,  B.,  M.  D.,  who  hud  lilled  tlie  chair  of  General  Chemistry  an  1 
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Physics,  was  made  Professor  of  General  Chemistry,  in  charge  of 
MetaUurgy.  Charles  K.  Wcaci,  M.  A.,  was  elected  Acthig  Pro- 
fessor of  Physics.  The  resignation  of  Mark  W.  Harrington.  M. 
A.,  Assistant  Professor  in  charge  of  Zoology  and  Botany,  was 
accepted.  The  title  of  Joseph  B.  Steere,  Ph.  D,,  was  changed  so 
as  to  read.  Assistant  Professor  of  Zoology  and  Paleontology. 
Volney  M,  Spalding,  M.  A,,  was  elected  for  another  year  Instruc- 
tor in  Zoology  and  Botany.  Otis  C.  Johnson,  M.  A.,  Assistant 
in  the  Chemical  Laboratory,  was  appointed  also  Purchasing 
Agent  for  the  Laboratory.  Owing  to  the  pecuniary  necessity  of 
reducing  for  the  present  the  number  of  our  teachers,  leave  of 
absence  for  an  indefinite  period  was  granted  to  Alfred  Ilenne- 
qnin,  M.  A.,  Insti'uctor  in  French  and  German,  to  Charles  N. 
Jones,  M.  A.,  Instructor  in  Mathematics,  and  to  Abram  V.  E. 
Young.  Ph.  B.,  Ph.  C,  Assistant  in  Chemistry  and  Physics.  The 
Executive  Committee,  under  instruetions  given  them  at  the  Jnne 
meeting,  have  appointed  Miss  Louisa  M,  Reed.  M.  S.,  Assistant 
in  the  Microscopical  Laboratory,  D.  J.  Higley,  B,  A.,  Assistant' 
in  the  Museum,  Henry  B.  Parsons,  Ph.  C,  and  Henry  Stecher, 
Assistants  in  the  Cliemical  Laboratory,  and  William  H.  Dorrance, 
Demonstrator  in  the  Dental  College.  Charles  H.  Stowell,  M.  D., 
was  appointed  in  Jiuie  Instructor  in  the  Physiological  Laboratory. 

In  the  Honuropathic  Medical  College  John  G.  Gilchrist,  M. 
D.,  was  appointed  Lecturer  on  Surgical  Therapeudcs  for  the 
coming  year,  and  W.  J.  Hawkes,  M.  D.,  was  elected  Professor  of 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine  in  place  of  J.  C.  Morgan,  M.  D.

A  few  more  than  half  of  the  total  number,  to  be  exiict,  53  per 
cent,  were  Michigan  stii(ients.  In  the  year  previous,  exactly  one- 
half  were  from  our  State,  The  proportion  of  Michigan  students 
to  the  whole  number  is  slowly  increasing  from  yearto  year.  Still 
the  attendance  from  other  States  is  gratifying.  Last  year  Illinois 
sent  us  103,  Ohio  72,  New  York  71,  Pennsylvania  41,  Iiuliaiia 
37,  Wisconsin  30,  Minnesota  27,  Iowa  17,  Missouri  16,  Kansas 
13.  California  13.  As  usual,  we  had  representatives  from  all  the 
New  England  States.  We  had  one  student  from  Russia,  one 
Armenian  from  Asiatic  Turkey,  and  one  Japanese, 

The  number  of  women  in  attendance  was  97,  as  follows; 
Department  of  Medicine  and  Sui^ery,  36  ;  HonKeopathic  Medi- 
cal College,  9  ;  Law  Department,  2  ;  School  of  Pharmacy,  2  ; 
Department  of  Literature,  Science  and  the  Arts,  48.  These  last 
were  distributed  thus:  Resident  Graduate,  I,  Seniors,  12,  Jun- 
iors, M,  Sophomores,  9,  Freshmen,  15,  Select  Courses,  3,  The 
proportion  of  women  to  men  scarcely  changes  from  year  to  year. 
The  women  form  a  little  less  than  nine  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
number  of  students.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  see  how  readily  the 
more  g!fte;i  young  women,  who  havu  graduiiled  here,  especially 
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those  who  have  taken  the  classical  course,  have  Secured  conspic- 
uous positions  as  teachers  in  High  Schools,  Seminaries  of 
advanced  grade,  and  Colleges  for  women.  In  those  positions 
they  are  justifying  the  wisdom  of  the  Regents,  who  opened  to 
them  the  opportunities  for  a  tJiorough  collegiate  training  in  this 
institution,  and  are  doing  their  full  part  in  winning  a  reputation 
for  the  University.  Since  we  are  pledged  to  the  co-education  of 
the  sexes,  it  is  with  special  interest  that  we  see  one  after  another 
of  the  higher  schools  of  Europe  admitting  women  to  courses  of 
study  and  to  degrees,  and  that  we  see  women,  there  as  here,  win- 
ning their  fair  share  of  the  honors  awarded  to  brilliant  scholar-

Henceforth  no  second  degrees  in  course  are  to  be  given.  We 
may  therefoj^e  reasonably  expect  that  the  number  of  applicants  for 
the  degrees  on  examination  willinci*ease.  We  desire  it  to  be  under- 
stood that  the  examinations  for  the  second  degrees  are  by  no 
means  a  mere  form.  We  malte  them  rigorous  and  searching. 
We  intend  that  the  degrees  shall  have  a  real  significance.  It  is  a 
question  worthy  of  consideration  whether  candidates  for  the  first 
degree  might  not  well  be  subjected  to  some  special  examination 
in  addition  to  the  term   examinations,  which  they  now  receive. 
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Such  an  eKamination,  if  huld,  should  probably  not  be  technical 
and  dii-L-cted  to  minute  details,  but  should  rather  call  for  a  bruad 
and  comprehensive  survey  of  thf;  course  pursued   or  of  the  last 
two  years  of  it. 

We  received  last  year  55  students  on  diploma  from  the  follow- 
ing High  Schools,  from  Ann  Arbor.  39;  from  Batde  Creek,  1  : 
from  Coldwater,  4  ;  from  Detroit,  i  ;  from  Fenton,  2  ;  from  Flint, 
1 ;  from  Grand  Rapids,  4  ;  from  Jackson,  4  ;  from  Niles,  4 ;  from 
Pontiac,  4 ;  from  Ypsilanti,  i .  This  system  of  receiving  students 
from  approved  schools  continues  to  justify  itself.  We  take  some 
students,  it  is  true,  who  ought  not  to  have  been  sent  to  us,  and 
who  prove  incompetent  to  go  on  with  the  class.  But  we  always 
take  some  such  on  examination.  And  if  in  any  case  a  Superin- 
tendent has  been  lax  in  scrutinizing  the  attainments  of  a  pupil, 
whom  he  has  recommended  to  us.  the  dropping  of  the  pupil  from 
our  class  with  a  kind  and  frank  statement  of  the  facts  to  the 
Superintendent  has  always  pi'oved  a  sufficient  incentive  to  him  to 
greater  caution  the  next  year.  I  cannot  repeat  with  too  much 
emphasis  my  testimony  to  the  fidelity  and  earnestness  of  the 
Superintendents  and  teachers  of  our  principal  High  Schools  in 
directing  the  preparatory  work  for  the  University.  I  am  gratified 
to  say  also  that  the  work  shows  a  steady  and  rapid  increase  in  its 
thoroughness  and  range,  and  that  the  schools  are  in  every  respect 
worthy  of  the  pride  which  is  felt  in  them.  Whatever  success 
the  University  is  achieving  is  due  in  no  small  degree  to  the  excel- 
lence of  the  schools,  which  give  their  pupils  so  good  a  foundation 
for  their  studies  here.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  no  unwise  ;ind  false 
ideas  of  economy  will  lead  to  the  weakening  of  the  High  Schools 
of  Michigan. 

The  custom  of  receiving  students  without  examination  from 
approved  schools  is  rapidly  extending.  Not  only  has  it  been 
adopted  in  some  of  the  State  Universities  of  the  west,  but  some 
of  the  eastern  colleges  are  receiving  students  without  examina- 
tion from  academies  of  established  reputation.  I  think  their 
example  will  be  imitated  by  otlier  colleges. 

The  Act  passed  in  1873,  establishing  a  School  of  Mines  here 
(including  also  a  School  of  Architecture)  made  provision  for  its 
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support  for  only  two  years.  The  Regents  organized  the  School 
so  that  it  began  the  work  in  Mining  Engineering  in  the  autumn 
of  1875.  The  instruction  in  Architecture  was  delayed  until  the 
autumn  of  1876.  Nearly  the  whole  of  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  appropriated  for  apparatus  has  been  expended,  two-thirds 
of  the  amount  on  the  apparatus  for  the  mining  work,  and  one- 
third  on  the  apparatus  for  the  Architectural  School.  Competent 
professors  have  been  secured,  and  students  have  been  attracted  in 
good  numbers  from  various  parts  of  the  Union,  We  had  every 
reason  to  expect  a  satisfactory  career  for  the  Schools.  To  our 
great  regret  the  Legislature  failed  to  continue  the  appropriations 
for  their  support.  We  could  spare  nothing  from  our  general 
fund  to  carry  them  on.  It  was  a  grave  question  whether  we 
should  not  drop  them  altogether,  in  spite  of  the  great  disappoint- 
ment to  the  students,  who  had  been  drawn  hither  by  the  assur- 
ance that  we  could  give  them  full  courses  of  instruction  in  Mining 
and  Architecture.  But  Prof.  Langley  having  kindly  ottered  to 
give  for  the  present  the  instruction  in  Metallurgy  in  addition  to 
his  regular  duties,  and  Prof.  Pettee  having  also  oflered  to  teach 
Mining  Engineering  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  Professor  of 
Geology,  (both  of  them  without  any  compensation  for  the  extra 
work),  we  are  able  to  continue  to  care  for  the  students  in  Mining. 
But  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  instruction  in  Architecture  must  be 
suspended  until  from  some  source  we  can  receive  more  funds. 
The  class  in  Architecture  were  pursuing  their  study  with  great 
enthusiasm  and  with  escellent  promise.  Surely  in  the  downfall 
of  badly  planned  and  iil-constructed  buildings,  causing  not  only 
destruction  of  property  but  also  of  life,  we  are  receiving  eloquent 
appeals  for  the  thorough  training  of  architects.  We  do  not  need 
to  leave  our  own  grounds  to  be  reminded  of  the  advantages  which 
might  accrue  to  us  from  the  employment  of  architects  of  chaste 
and  cultivated  taste. 

The  School  of  Mines  was  not  established  at  our  sohcitatioii, 
but  on  the  suggestion  of  intelligent  legislators  from  the  Upper 
Peninsula.  It  was  they  also,  who  decided  that  this  was  the  proper 
place  for  it.  We  were  gratified  at  their  decision,  and  have  gladly 
and  in  good  faitli  labored  to  make  the  school  meet  their  expecta- 
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tioiis  as  far  as  was  pi)snible  in  this  brief  |)eriocl.  It  is  therefore 
with  peculiar  regret  that  we  learn  that  the  faiUire  to  renew  our 
appropriations  for  the  school  was  chie  in  part  at  least  to  an 
attempt  of  menihers  of  the  Legislatm-e  from  tlie  Upper  Penin- 
sula to  ti-ansfer  the  school  from  Ann  Arbor  to  some  point  in  the 
mining  districts.  The  bill,  which  was  iiitroduced  to  effect  the 
removal,  proposed  however  to  leave  the  school  in  the  control  of 
the  Regents  and  so  a  part  of  the  University. 

I  think  I  appreciate  the  force  of  the  arguments  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  school  in  the  mining  regions.  I  would  not 
undervalue  them.  It  is  unquestionably  advantageous,  nay,  it  is 
absolutely  necessary  tliat  the  students  should  spend  some  time 
with  their  instructors  at  the  mines.  But  conceding  this,  it  seems 
to  me  by  no  means  proved  that  the  school  should  be  altogether 
removed  from  the  University.  The  results  desired  can  be  as  suc- 
cessfully and  far  more  economically  secured  by  leaving  the  main 
pari  of  the  class-room  work  to  be  done  at  the  University  and  hy 
establishing  u  summer  school  for  the  students  near  the  mines.  If 
a  separate  school  is  established,  a  lai-ge  part  of  the  expense 
already  incurred  must  be  duplicated.  Furnaces,  models,  crushers, 
and  other  apparatus  like  tliat  already  procui*ed  at  an  expense  of 
nearly  four  thousand  dollars  must  be  obtained.  Such  collections 
as  we  possess  for  illustrating  the  general  scientilic  teaching,  which 
is  a  part  of  the  thorough  education  of  a  Mining  Engineer,  could 
be  gathered  only  at  great  cost  and  trouble  and  after  a  long  time. 
A  laboratory  for  chemical  and  metallurgical  and  assaying  work 
would  be  a  necessity  and  must  involve  a  large  outlaj'.  But  per- 
haps the  increased  cost  of  instruction  would  be  a  more  serious 
matter  still.  To  give  the  needed  teaching  in  mathematics,  the 
languages,  and  the  sciences,  would  reqm're  a  considerable  corps 
of  professors  and  assistants  in  a  separate  school.  At  the  Uni- 
versity all  that  part  of  the  instruction  of  the  students  is  done 
without  the  cost  of  an  additional  penny  to  tiie  State.  It  need 
hardly  be  said  that  all  this  teaching,  which  is  not  purely  techni- 
cal, can  be  done  quite  as  well  here  as  in  the  Upper  Peninsula. 
Add  to  this  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  the  !ibrai-y  and  the 
general  advantages  of  culture  afforded  by  life  at  the  University, 
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and  it  seems  clear  that  the  school  should  he  retained  here.  But 
must  the  students  forego  the  opportunity  to  ohserve  actual  work 
at  the  mines?  By  no  means.  They  should  he  required,  and  if 
necessary,  be  aided  to  spend  some  time  there  during  each  of  the 
two  last  years  of  their  course.  Appended  to  my  last  report  was 
a  somewhat  detailed  sketch  by  Prof.  Pettee  of  a  plan  for  such  a 
summer  school.  It  is  estimated  that  two  thousand  dollars  a  year 
will  suffice  to  meet  its  expenses.  The  students  could  spend  a 
part  of  their  time  at  the  iron  mines,  and  a  part  at  the  copper 
mines,  and  could  reap  all  the  substantial  benefits  to  be  derived 
from  a  permanent  school  in  the  mining  districts  and  alsn  the 
benefits  of  life  at  the  University,  and  their  instruction  would  cost 
the  State  less  by  inany  thousands  of  dollars  annually  than  it 
would,  if  the  school  should  be  transferred  from  Ann  Arbor  to 
any  point  in  the  Upper  Peninsula. 

While  I  deem  it  an  advantage  to  the  Universtty  to  have  the 
school  here,  I  would  not  say  a  word  to  keep  it  here,  if  I 
did  not  think  it  best  for  the  State  that  it  should  not  be  removed. 
Anil  althougli  we  shall  try  even  at  great  inconvenience  to  carry 
it  on  for  the  present,  yet  the  arrangement  now  made  cannot  easi- 
ly be  continued  for  a  long  tiiTie.  If  the  next  Legislature,  speak- 
ing foi'  the  State,  do  not  wish  us  to  take  charge  of  this  work, 
nay,  if  the  citizens  of  the  Upper  Peninsula  after  careful  reflection 
wish  us  to  drop  it,  I  strongly  recommend  that  we  abandon  our 
etlbrt  to  carry  it  on.  Yet  I  cannot  but  think  that  the  considera- 
tions here  presented  will  ultimately  lead  the  State  to  the  convic- 
tion that  if  a  School  of  Mines  is  to  be  maintained  at  all,  the  plan 
which  has  liere  been  commended  is  the  wisest  one  to  be  pursued. 

The  history  of  the  legislation  on  the  School  of  Minos  must 
impress  all,  who  bestow  any  careful  thought  on  the  subject,  with 
the  desirableness  of  having  legislative  action,  which  atfects  the 
University,  sliaped  so  far  as  possible  with  relation  to  some  fixed 
and  definite  plan  of  development  of  the  institution.  To  estab- 
lish a  school,  and  just  as  it  is  fairly  organized  to  desli'oy  it,  not 
only  disappoints  and  incommodes  the  teachers  and  students  in 
that  school,  it  must  make  it  difficult  to  secure  accomplished  pro- 
fessors and  earnest  students  for  otlier  schools  in  the  University, 
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since,  rightly  or  wrongly,  they  infer  that  there  is  instability  in 
the  whole  institution.  Of  course  one  legislatuie  cannot  control 
the  action  of  its  successors.  But  reflection  upon  the  evil  results 
of  a  vacillating  policy  towards  the  University  must  impress  all 
wise  legislators  with  the  importance  of  avoiding  hasty  and  fre- 
([iient  changes  in  its  OTganization  and  work. 

The  Sehool  of  Pharmacy,  which  has  heretofore  been  treated 
in  our  Calendar  as  a  part  of  the  Department  of  Literatnre,  Sci- 
ence and  the  Arts,  was,  at  the  request  of  the  officers  of  instruction 
in  the  School,  in  Deeember,  1876,  recognized  by  you  as  a  sepa- 
rate organization.  It  had  long  been  so  in  fact.  Its  students  are 
to  a  very  small  extent,  instructed  with  the  classes  in  the  Literary 
Department,  and  they  have  never  been  governed  or  directed  by 
tlie  Facidty  of  that  Department.  Their  comse  is  purely  techni- 
cal. They  will  henceforth  feel  an  increased  pride  in  their  School, 
and  will  cheerfully  co-operate  with  the  Faculty  in  raising  its 
grade  of  work.  The  elevation  of  the  standard  of  admission  will 
apparently  become  a  necessity,  if  for  no  other  reason,  in  order  to 
prevent  the  classes  from  becoming  too  large  for  our  accommoda- 
tions. The  growth  of  the  School  has  been  natural  and  steady,  its 
courses  of  study  have  been  made  broader  and  more  thorough  and 
exacting  from  year  to  year,  and  its  graduates  are  doing  credit  to 
the  training  they  have  leceived. 

The  Law  School  goes  steadily  on  in  its  prosperous  course 
with  scarcely  any  fluctuation  in  its  numbers.  Its  Facultv  have 
made  so  few  demands  on  the  Board  for  help,  that  possibly  there 
is  danger  that  we  fail  to  inquire  with  sufficient  care  whether  its 
resources  shotdd  not  at  the  earliest  practicable  day,  be  somewhat 
enlarged.  While  pains  have  been  taken  to  raise  the  requirements 
for  admission  and  foi'  graduation  in  the  Literary  and  Medical  De- 
partments, and  to  lengthen  the  terra  of  study  in  the  Medical 
Schools,  the  whole  scheme  of  labor  in  the  Law  School  has 
remained  unchanged.  It  is  worthy  of  consideration  whether 
something  may  not  be  done  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
School.  I  think  it  would  be  gratifying  to  the  Faculty  and  condu- 
cive to  the  best  interests  of  the  School,  if  another  Professor  could 
be  appointed,  and  if  more  of  what  wc  may  term  class-room  work. 
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conviction  that  there  should  he  some  test  of  admission  to  the 
School,  or  at  any  rate  of  admission  to  the  senior  class.  The  siih- 
ject  of  legal  education  and  especially  of  the  hest  methods  of  train- 
ing men  in  law  schools  for  the  legal  profession,  is  receiving  large 
attention  just  now  throughout  the  country,  and  we  must  spare  no 
pains  to  retain  for  our  Scliool  the  high  reputation  it  has  always 
cnioyed. 

The  Dental  School  has  h:id  a  year  of  satisfactory  work.  We 
have  reason  to  believe  that  it  has  commencled  itself  to  the  Dentil 
Piofessioii  in  tlie  west,  and  now  that  the  actioii  of  the  Legislature 
has  removed  all  doubts  of  its  continuance,  we  may  expect  an 
increased  attendance.  It  is  now  provided  with  its  own  building, 
and  the  inconveniences  under  which  it  and  the  Homosopathic  Col- 
lege suftered  from  l>eing  crowded  iiito  the  same  edifice  with  inade- 
tjiiate  room,  will  henceforth  be  avoided. 

The  Department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  in  spite  of  bitter 
attacks  upon  it  on  account  of  the  establishment  of  the  Homteo- 
puthic  Medical  College  iiere.  and  in  spite  of  the  predictions,  which 
its  enemies  have  indulged  iji.  of  its  appro  iching  dclme  persists 
in  continuing  a  vigorous  e\istence.  Indeed  itistiking  i  bold 
step  forward.  With  a  view  to  insuring  higei  ittunmenti  m  its 
graduates,  it  now  extends  its  aLinual  touise  fiom  si-s.  moiithi>  to 
nine  months,  and  so  grades  the  work  is  t6  secmt,  in  orderh  and 
systematic  education.  Only  two  other  Schooh  m  the  (.ounttv, 
those  at  Harvard  College  and  the  Unntisity  ot  Pennsvlvjuia 
have  attempted  this  marked  improvement  m  medic  U  tducation 
But  alt  overthe  land  there  is  among  the  more  intelligent  members  of 
the  medical  profession  a  profound  conviction  that  an  elevation  of 
the  standard  of  medical  education  is  in  the  highest  degree  neces- 
sary. Yet  since  a  large  pi'oportion  of  the  schools  graduate  stu- 
dents after  two  courses  of  six  months  each,  or  even  of  four  months 
each,  while  we  ask  an  attendance  oli  two  courses  of  nine  months, 
and  by  rigid  examinations  make  stringent  demands  on  the  candi- 
date for  graduation,  we  were  prepared  to  expect,  at  hr.-it-  a  con- 
siderable decline  in  the  attendance,  liut  as  the  school  at  Harvard 
after  an   experiment  of  three  or  four  years  has  fully  regained  its 
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old  numbers,  so  we  hoped  that  after  a  brief  jieriod  we  should 
enroll  as  many  on  our  books  as  we  had  been  accustomed  to  see 
for  the  years  past.  Hut  whetiier  we  did  or  not,  we  resolved  to 
adhere  so  long  as  the  resources  of  the  University  would  permit,  to 
t!:'?  policy  of  giving  the  highest  grade  of  medical  education  which 
is  provided  in  the  best  schools  of  the  land.  That  we  deemed  the 
only  course  worthy  of  a  University.  We  believed  that  if  a  few  of 
tlie  leading  schools  would  courageously  persist  in  this  policy,  they 
would  not  only  attract  the  choicest  and  most  aspiring  students, 
but  they  would  soon  lift  many  of  the  other  schools  to  a  higher 
plane,  and  so  compel  the  much  needed  elevation  of  t!:e  training  of 
the  medical  profession. 

But  to  our  great  gratification  we  find,  as  our  new  year  opens, 
that  our  expectation  of  a  decline  in  attendance  is  disappointed. 
The  classes  bid  fair  to  exceed  in  size  those  of  last  year.  And  it 
is  a  cause  of  especial  encouragement  tliat  students,  who  have 
cunie  from  distant  States,  as  well  as  some  who  have  come  from 
our  own  State,  assure  us  that  they  have  been  attracted  kither  by 
the  extension  of  our  term.  They  desire  the  largest  and  best 
training  they  can  secure.  They  do  not  ask,  what  is  the  shortest 
turn,  in  which  we  can  obtain  a  diploma?  They  seek  rather  the 
fullest  preparation  for  their  professional  work.  That  is  the  class 
of  students  we  have  hoped  to  secure. 

The  Homceopathic  Medical  College  had  fully  twice  as  many 
students  last  year  as  in  the  preceding  year,  and  the  number  this 
vear  promises  to  be  at  least  half  larger  tlian  it  was  last  year. 
jV  growth  so  rapid  ought  to  be  satisfactory  to  its  fi'iends.  Now 
that  it  may  be  said  to  have  passed  its  experimental  stage  and  that 
its  existence  is  assured,  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  the  Homo;- 
opathic  branch  of  the  medical  profession  will  lend  it  a  cordial 
support.  It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  course  in  this  school 
is  also  lengthened  from  six  months  to  nine  months.  The  remarks 
made  above  concerning  the  importance  of  the  extended  course  in 
the  Department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  are,  of  course,  equally 
applicable  to  the  Homceopathic  practitioners  and  schools.  This 
is  tiie  onlv  Ilomosopathic  School  which  hascoursesof  nine  months 
and  it  must  attract  the  students,  who  desire  a  thorough  training. 
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Lej;islativc  action  lias  broiijilit  some  very  valuablo  additions 
to  oLir  resources  for  furnishing  medical  education  by  aiding  in  the 
support  of  tlie  hospital  and  by  establishing  a  Physiological  Labo- 
ratoiy.  Our  funds  have  heretofore  enabled  us  to  keep  the  Hos- 
pital open  only  a  part  of  the  year,  and  have  not  sufficed  to  care 
for  it  as  we  could  have  wished.  But  the  appropriation  made  at 
the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  will  enable  us  to  provide  for 
patients  through  the  whole  year  and  insure  them  every  needed 
comfort.  During  the  last  year  a  large  number  of  important  ope- 
ration in  surgery  and  on  the  eye  and  the  ear  have  been  success- 
fully, and  of  course  gratuitously  performed,  and  so  the  Hospital 
has  been  a  great  public  benefit  to  the  State,  which  supports  it. 
But  it  will  now  be  able  to  multiply  its  blessings,  while  it  also 
becomes  a  more  valuable  adjunct  to  the  Medical  Schools.  A 
portion  of  the  Hospital  is  to  be  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  Horn 
a;opathic  College  and  of  the  patients  who  prefer  to  be  treated  by 
Professors  of  that  school. 

The  Physiological  and  Histological  Labi)ratoiy  we  also  expect 
to  be  of  the  greatest  service  to  the  medical  students,  who  may 
avail  themselves  of  its  advantages.  By  experiments  upon  the 
lower  animals  and  by  the  use  of  the  microscope  and  other  iustiu- 
ments  of  observation,  the  minute  and  scientific  study  of  the  struc- 
ture of  the  tissues  and  of  the  various  parts  of  the  human  organism 
both  in  the  diseased  and  in  the  healthy  state  is  pursued  with  the 
most  helpful  results. 

We  may  therefore  eontidencly  alhnu  that  our  juovisions  for 
instruction  in  medicine  are  not  only  materially  ampler  and  better 
than  tliey  have  ever  before  been,  but  that  we  may  reasonably  expec) 
them  to  draw  to  our  halls  those  earnest  men  and  women,  who  are 
not  content  to  receive  the  minimum  of  knowledge  with  which  they 
can  be  allowed  to  practice  medicine,  but  who  aspire  to  that  com- 
plete and  generous  training,  which  shall  prepare  liiem  to  adoiii 
their  profession  and  bless  their  generation.  Even  if  the  number 
of  such  should  not  prove  as  great  as  the  number  of  Chose,  who 
wish  for  a  mere  smattering  of  medical  learjiing,  and  who  are  will- 
ing to  play  the  part  of  ignoramuses  or  cliailataiis,  it  is  very  clear 
that  we  should  not  mourn  over  the  loss  of  the  latter  class  from  our 
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lecture-rooms,  but  should  use  every  worthy  means  to  atimulato 
and  prepare  the  thorough  and  hig-h-mindeti  students  for  the  best 
work  of  which  tliey  are  capable.  But  the  large  classes  who  are 
thronging  the  medical  lecture-rooms  this  year  indicate  that  the 
sentiment  of  the  medical  profession  in  favor  of  improving  medical 
education  was  riper  than  some  had  supposed,  and  that  the  pro- 
portion of  students  who  earnestly  desire  prolonged  and  thorough 
instruction,  is  already  veiy  great.  We  may  well  be  cheered  and 
encouraged  by  the  response  which  is  thus  made  to  our  endeavoi" 
to  lift  the  standard  of  medical  education. 

The  Legislative  Committee  made  a  very  "careful  iiiquirv  into 
the  condition  and  wants  of  the  University,  and  presented  a  report 
with  very  generous  re  Co  mm  end  at  ions  in  our  behalf.  Most  of 
these  recommendations,  I  am  happy  to  say,  were  adopted.  The 
following  appropriations  were  made  : 

For  the  salary  of  the  Professor  of  Geology,  for  1S77,  $3,000  ; 
for  187S,  $2,000.  For  the  Physical  Laboratory,  1877,  $1,000; 
1878,  $500-  For  the  salary  of  the  Professor  of  Physics,  1S77,  $2,- 
000;  1878,  $3,000.  For  the  Hospital,  1877,  $2,000;  1S7S,  $3,- 
000.  For  the  Physiological  Laboratory,  1S77,  $2,500;  1878,$!,- 
000.  For  the  General  Library,  1877,  $2,500;  187S,  $3,500.  For 
salaries  of  Professors  in  the  Dental  School,  1877,  $4,500;  187S, 
$4,500.  For  apparatus  in  the  Dental  School,  1877,  $1,000 ;  1878, 
$500.  For  repairs  of  a  building  for  the  Denta!  School,  $1,000. 
For  the  purchase  of  instruments  for  the  Astronomical  Depart- 
ment, $1,500.  For  the  extension  of  the  term  in  the  Department 
of  Medicine  and  Surgery  to  nine  months,  1877,  $4,500  ;  1878, 
$4,500.  For  the  same  extension  of  the  term  in  the  Homceopathic 
College,  1877,  $2,500;   1878,  $3,500. 

Of  the  specific  advantages  to  be  derived  from  most  of  these 
appropriations,  I  have  already  spoken.  But  I  desire  to  call  espec- 
ial attention  to  the  legislation,  which  enables  us  to  establish  it 
fair  equipment  for  a  physical  iaboi  atory  and  to  provide  a  Profes- 
sor, whose  whole  attention  can  be  given  to  instruction  in  Phvsics. 
For  years  we  have  been  striving  to  bring  to  the  stiidy  of  I'hysics 
the  same  help  from  laboratory  processes  which  has  been  furnisli- 
ed  to  the    study  of  Chemistry  and  to  some  extent  of  the  Nutnrul 
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Sciences.  We  have  been  compelled  to  see  mirselves  outstripped 
in  that  particular  by  many  institutions,  whose  equipment  in  most 
respects  was  far  inferior  to  ours.  The  introduction  of  the  labo- 
ratory work  renders  the  division'of  the  duties  of  the  chair  of  Plij's- 
ics  and  Chemistry  an  absolute  necessity.  We  may  now  hope  to 
do  far  more  than  we  have  ever  befoi-e  done  in  preparing  students 
to  investigate  or  to  teach  the  science  of  Physics. 

I  would  also  refer  to  the  appropriation  for  the  increase  of  the 
General  Library.  The  Legislative  Committee  appreciated,  it  is 
believed,  the  importance  of  a  new  fire-proof  building  for  the  Li- 
brary, but  did  not  deem  it  expedient,  it  is  presumed,  in  the  pres- 
ent depressed  state  of  business  to  recommend  the  erection  of  it. 
They  saw,  however,  how  inadequate  is  the  Library  itself  to  the 
needs  of  such  an  institution  as  this,  and  wisely  urged  an appropii- 
alion  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  for  this  year  and  an  equal 
sum  for  the  next.  This  will  furnish  a  most  welcome  additiou  to 
our  shelves  and  will  enable  us  to  do  much  towards  filhng  some 
very  bad  gaps.  The  Library  must  be  the  fountain  of  strength  in 
a  University.  If  our  collection  of  books  were  trebled  or  quadru- 
pled in  numbers  at  once,  it  would  not  be  at  all  beyond  the  real 
demands  of  the  institution.  For  in  addition  to  a  rich  general 
library  we  ought  to  have  for  each  of  our  special  and  professional 
schools  a  large  and  choice  technical  library.  We  trust  that  com- 
ing Legislatures  may  imitate  the  last  in  an  appi'eciative  care  for 
the  Library,  unless  private  munificence  should  make  provision  for 
it.  I  cannot  relinquish  the  belief  that  some  man  will  yet  be  wise 
enough  to  link  his  name  permanently  with  the  University  by  erect- 
ing us  a  suitable  building  for  the  Libiary. 

The  total  sum  appropriated  isfor  1877,  $37,000,  and  for  187S, 
$33,500.  The  aid  thus  furnished  will  prove  very  helpful  to  us  b)- 
enabling  us  to  enlarge  our  facilities  for  instruction  in  various  wavs. 
We  appreciate  it  also  at  this  time  as  an  encouraging  evidence  that 
even  when  a  temporary  excitement  caused  by  exceptional  circum- 
stances might  be  supposed  to  precludethe  hope  of  generous  appi  o- 
priations  from  the  Legislature,  yet  that  body  could  be  relied  on  to 
express  by  its  action  the  deep  interest  which  the  citizens  of  Michi- 
gan really  feel  in  the  prosperity  and  efficiency  of  this  institution. 
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Rut  it  must  not  be  foi'o'otten  that  tlie  deuiitnds  upon  us  are  con- 
stantly outninniiig  our  resources.  A  great  institution  with  a  wor- 
thy ambition  ;ind  a  vigorous  life,  is  constantly  tending  to  expand 
its  work  and  is  ever  tempted  to  increase  little  by  little  its  outlay 
in  order  to  enrich  its  instruction.  But  with  a  tirm  resolve  to  keeji 
out  of  debt,  we  have  decided  for  the  present  to  reduce  slightly  our 
teaching  tbrce  and  increase  the  labor  of  the  instructors  and  to  cur- 
tail our  present  and  miscellaneous  expenses  to  the  last  degree 
compatible  with  the  continuance  of  our  work  in  a  manner  wortliy 
of  our  reputation.  U  is  e^;pected  that  a  saving  of  several  thous- 
and dollars  will  be  made  for  Che  current  year,  and  of  a  sum  nearl\' 
as  large  for  the  year  to  come.  But  this  has  been  made  possible 
only  by  placing  on  some  of  our  college  officers  an  amount  of  class- 
room work  with  undergraduates,  which,  for  the  best  good  of  the 
University,  they  shoultl  not  be  asked  to  do  permanently.  There 
is  ground  for  fear  that  the  efficiency  of  some  of  our  teaching  will 
be  impaired  to  a  certain  extent.  Certain  it  is  that  less  time  can 
be  given  by  some  of  our  most  experienced  Professors  to  the  higher 
grades  of  instruetion,  especially  the  work  with  resident  graduates 
and  specialists,  than  has  been  given,  and  with  results  which  have 
j-etlected  great  credit  u]>on  us.  The  present  reduction  of  our  foi-ce 
is  absolutely  necessary.  We  must  at  all  hazards  keep  out  of  debt. 
But  it  should  be  borne  constantly  in  mind  that  the  reduction  in 
the  Literary  Department  is  in  itself  considered  a  misfortune,  aiul 
therefore  that  if  our  number  of  students  does  not  materially  dimin- 
ish, the  number  of  our  stafl'of  teachers  must  be  made  good  again 
as  soon  as  our  funds  will  allow. , 

In  reviewing  the  year,  we  may  say  with  tnith  that  the  work  <if 
the  University  in  all  its  Departments  has  gone  on  with  marked 
efficiency  and  success.  Tlie  prospei^ity  of  the  Institution,  x^c 
belie\-e,  has  not  beeii  checked  even  by  the  misfortune,  wliich  has 
made  the  Chemical  Laboratoiy  tlie  object  of  an  luidesirable  notu- 
I'iety.  With  the  fixed  purpose  to  keep  its  expenses  carefully  with- 
in its  income,  to  practice  in  everv  particular  the  utmost  economw 
and  to  secure  the  largest  and  best  results,  which  ii"S  resources  will 
aliow,  we  arc  contident  that  the  Ihiiversity  will  not  forfeit  the 
place  it  has  so  long  hdd  in  tlie  allbclions  of  the  people  of  Michi- 
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gan,  nor  lose  the  pre-eminence  it  has  attained  as  an  Institution  of 
Higher  Learning.

Regent  Rynd  presented  a  communication  from  the  Dean  of 
the  Homseopathical  Medical  College  relative  to  the  assignment 
of  seats  in  the  Department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  which,  on 
motion,  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  following  resolution  submitted  by  Regent  Rynd  wiis 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  question  of  purchasing  the  Medical  and  Scien- 
tific library  of  the  late  Prof.  Sager  be  referred  to  the  Library  Committee 
of  the  Regents,  and  Professors  Dunster,  Palmer  and  Maclean  of  the 
Medical  College,  who  shall  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  this  Board. 

Regent  Rynd  submitted  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted  : 

Resolved.  That  the  resolution  of  Juiy  1;,  1877,  page  146,  be  so 
amended  as  to  read; — That  the  President  and  Secretary  be  instructed  10 
have  the  Calendar,  Announcements  and  Regents'  Proceedings  printed  by 
the  person  or  firm  furnishing  the  lowest  satisfactory  and  responsible  bid, 
and  thai  the  printing  be  contracted  for  annually. 
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On  motion  of  Regent  E.  C.  Walke:-,  the  Board  went  into 
executive  session,  at  the  close  of  which  the  business  of  the  open 
session  was  resumed. 

The  following  communication  from  solicitors  of  the  Board, 
in  the  Rose-Douglas  suit,  so  called,  now  pending,  was  read  by 
the  Hon.  W.  D.  Webber  at  the  request  of  the  Board. 

LansinGi  October  5,  1877. 
To  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  Uni-uirsHy  of  Michigan  : 

Gentlemen — After  being  engaged  to  act  as  counsel  in  the  suit  in 
equity,  pending  in  Washtenaw  Circuit  in  May  last,  we  met  at  Ann  Arbor 
and  examined  the  case.  We  found  that  there  were  several  questions 
raised  by  the  pleadings,  which  would  require  time  anil  expense  to  settle, 
and  which  did  not  go  to  the  real  merits  of  the  controversy.  We  saw  the 
solicitors  for  the  defendants  and  learning  from  thein  that  thev  were  anx- 
ious for  a  speedy  trial  on  the  merits,  we  proposed  to  them  a  stipulation  in 
which  all  questions,  not  affecting  the  merits  were  waived,  and  as  the  amount 
of  the  Laboratory  deficit  was  then  supposed  to  be  known,  it  was  stated,  leav- 
ing only  the  question  for  trial,  as  to  who  was  liable  for  such  deficit.  The 
solicitors  for  the  defendants  assented  to  this  stipulation,  and  it  was 
signed.  Before  signing  it  however,  the  question  was  raised  whether  the 
trial  might  not  show  a  deficit  somewhat  less  than  it  was  then  supposed  to 
be,  and  we  then  gave  assurance  that  should  the  trial  show  that  the 
amount  of  the  deficiency  was  overstated,  we  would  ask  at  the  final  hear- 
ing for  a  decree,  only  for  so  much  as  the  trial  should  show  was  actually 
due  the  University.  Pursuant  to  this  stipulation  an  interlocutory  decree 
was  rendered  by  the  Court  June  19,  1877,  and  after  the  necessary  prelimi- 
nary proceedings,  the  trial  as  between  defendants  Rose  and  Douglas 
cominenced  on  July  5th  and  the  Case  tried,  and  was  submitted  to  the 
court  on  the  11th  of  August,  and  on  or  about  Sept.  iSth  the  decision  wat: 
filed,  which  determined  the  general  prinuiples  relative  to  the  respective 
liability  of  defendants  Rose  and  Douulas,  and  referred  the  case  to  a  com- 
missioner to  ascertain  and  report  according  to  those  principles,  the  pre- 
cise amount  for  which  each  is  liable.  This  opinion  having  bjen  pub- 
lished, we  assume  you  are  informed  concerning  it.  When  the  report  of 
the  commissioner  is  made,  a  decree  will  be  entered,  which  will  deti- 
nitely  settle,  in  dollars  and  cents,  the  amount  for  which  each  of 
said  defendants  is  liable.  It  was  deemed  best  that  at  least  one  of  us 
should  be  present  during  the  trial,  and  Judge  Christiancy  was  pres- 
ent during  the  entire  trial  and  Mr.  Webber  was  present  a  portion  of 
the  time.  Until  the  question  as  between  Rose  and  Douglas  shall  be 
fully  decided,  so  that  we  can  know  the  items  and  totals  due  from  each, 
we  can  take   no  step   in  the   case  (except  by  consent)  as  to  the  ra.mi-rs 
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mentioned  in  the  resolution  adopted  on  motion  of  Regent  Rjnd  at  vour 
Maj  meeting,  as  against  Bi*.  Douglas  alond.  We  have,  however, 
examined  as  to  those  matters,  as  far  aa  is  at  present  practicable,  and  it  is 
our  opinion  that,  as  to  the  charges  for  commissions  and  traveling  espen- 
ses  mentioned,  those  charges  and  like  charges  have  been  so  often  and  so 
long  recognized  and  approved,  the  Regents  cannot  now  open  the  account 
and  recover  the  sums  charged. 

The  question  aa  to  interest  chargea  rests  on  a  different  basis,  and 
our  present  opinion  ia,  that  you  should  not  concede  the  right  to  make 
those  charges.  We  do  not  think  them  warranted  by  the  law  on  the  facts 
as  we  understand  them.  As  to  the  other  matters  mentioned,  we  cannot 
advise  until  the  final  adjustment  or  decree  aa  between  Rose  and  Douglas. 

In  the  management  of  this  case  for  the  Regents,  we  have  had  in 
view  first  of  all  the  interests  of  the  University  committed  to  your  charge. 
We  found  here  a  controversy  between  two  men,  both  conceding  that  the 
Regents  had  not  received  what  money  was  their  just  due,  and  each  charg- 
ing that  the  other  had  the  money.  To  recover  it,  the  first  thing  was  to 
tind  which  had  it,  and  this  called  for  judicial  inquiry.  We  have  seen 
nothing  in  the  case  to  call  for  popular  attention  or  to  justify  popular 
excitement.  It  is  the  common  course,  in  case  of  disputed  rights  to  appeal 
to  the  courts  for  a  settlement,  and  this  case  is  no  exception  to  the  general 
rule.  So  far  as  we  have  been  able,  we  have  endeavored  to  allay  excite- 
ment and  bitterness,  by  reason  of  or  growing  out  of  this  controversy,  on 
the  part  of  the  public,  for  the  reason  that  we  could  perceive  no  good  to 
result  therefrom,  hut  on  the  contrary  we  feared  it  would  injure  the  pros- 
perity and  usefulness  of  the  University,  Allow  us  also  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  large  expense  attending  litigation  of  this  character.  We 
understand  that  the  trial  between  the  two  defendants  named,  cost  each 
of  them  nearly  or  quite  as  much  as  the  entire  laboratory  deficit,  and  in 
the  interest  of  the  University,  we  shall  do  what  we  can  to  bring  about  an 
end  to  the  controversy  as  early  as.  practicable  and  as  ^near  to  right  and 
justice  as  the  great  uncertainty,  arising  from  the  manner  in  which  the 
business  has  been  transacted,  and  the  hooks  kept  will  permit.

The  resignation  of  Prof.  W.  J.  Hawkes  wns  leceivecl.  :nul  on 
motion  of  Regent  Rvnd  it  was  tenijxn'aiily  laid  on  the  table.

The  undersigned  have  the  honor  to  report  that  immediately  on  b  ing 
authorized  to  purchase  microscopes  and  other  needed  faciHtiee  for  estab- 
lifliing  and  equipping  a  Pli3'6ioIogical  Laboratory,  we  set  about  ascer- 
taining what  was  required  to  accomplish  the  desired  result. 

At  our  request  Dr.  Stowell  came  to  Ann  Arbor  for  conference  on  the 
subject,  and  as  the  result  of  such  conference,  Dr.  Stowell  went  to  New 
York,  examined  instruments  and  various  other  appliances  required, 
talked  with  dealers  and  obtained  information  from  various  sources  in 
reference  to  our  anticipated  needs. 

He  subsequenth  Msited  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  where  Messrs.  Bausch  & 
Lomb  ire  making  microscopes  and  all  accessory  apparatus. 

He  went  thence  to  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  where  Mr.  Spencer,  who  has  a 
world  wide  reputation  is  a  maker  of  object  glftsses,  now  resides. 

As  the  result  of  conference  by  personal  intercourse  and  by  letter,  we 
decided  to  order  the  stands  of  Bausch  &  Lomb  and  Spencer. 

Fitleen  microscope  stands  and  three  objectives  for  each  one  were 
ordered,  which  we  confidently  believe  will  be  entirely  satisfactory  in 
quality  for  our  wants. 

Some  delay  in  completing  that  number  of  instruments  was  inevita- 
ble, but  a  part  are  already  on  hand  and  the  i-emainder  are  to  be  delivered 
this  week. 

A  microscope  already  the  property  of  the  University  lias  been 
repaired  at  an  expense  of  fifteen  dollars. 

Instruments  were  purchased  of  Tiemaii  &  Co.  to  the  amount  of 
$18.  .so. 

A  mahogany  case  to  contain  microscopic  object.-,  a  reflector  for 
drawing,  and  some  lenses  of  common  glass,  for  illustrating  the  structure 
of  lenses,  were  purchased  of  McAllister  for  $31-75.

We  have  purchased  books  from  the  libiary  of  tlie  late  Prof.  Cheever, 
10  volumes,  costing  S30, 

There  arc  also  other  bills  to  be  paid  the  precise  amount  of  which 
cannot  now  be  given. 

Other  expenses  will  be  incurred  in  arranging  apparatus  and  com- 
pleting our  facilities  for  instruction,  as  we  get  fairly  at  work,  for  which 
we  hope  the  remainder  of  the  appropriation  may  prove  adequate. 

The  total  indebtedness  already  due  for  goods  on  hand  and  ordered 
is  about  $1300. 

Prof.  S.  A.  Jones  has  shown  his  interest  in  the  Physiological  Labora- 
tory by  presenting  to  the  University  for  the  library  of  the  Laboratory, 
twenty-seven  volumes  of  microscopic  works  (among  which  are  18  volumes 
of  the  "  Moiilkly  Microscopical  Journal  and  Transactions  of  the  Royal 
Microscopical  Society  of  London  ")  and  has  loaned  for  the  use  of  the 
same  forty-one  volumes.  He  has  also  presented  two  valuable  objectives 
of  high  power  for  the  benefit  of  the  department.

The  following  is  the  paper  read  and  submitted  by  Regent 
Rynd  : 

To  Ike  Board  of  Rege.nU: 

As  defendants  we  desire  to  present  the  following  cl 
ry  of  the  case  of  The  Regents  V  "-  -  ""-  '  " 
for  rehearing: 

1st,  An  application  for  rehearing  na.^  made  and  argued  before  his 
Honor  Judge  Huntington, 

2d,     On  the  30th  day  of  November  last  the  decision  was  rendered  de- 
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that  the  pfoofs,  should  be  taken  in  behalf  of  Rose  in  fifteert  davs,  and 
that  Douglas  should  have  ten  days  in  which  to  introduce  rebutting  testi- 
mony, and  added  the  further  condition  that  the  cause  should  staii.l  for 
hearing  at  the  then  next  term  of  court  without  notice.  The  order  allow- 
ing a  rehearing  was  settled  and  filed  on  the day  of 

Mr.  Bishop,  attorney  for  Rose,  asked  the  court  to  add  to  the  urder 
a  provision  that  it  should  not  take  effect  until  signed  and  filed ;  this  re- 
quest the  court  refused.  By  the  terms  of  the  order  Rose  was  compelled 
to  give  Douglas  four  davs'  notice  before  he  could  take  his  proofs,  and  the 
order  was  not  signed  and  filed  by  the  Judge  until  eight  days  allier  it  was 
announced  orally  from  the  bench,  although  it  was  dated  upon  the  day  it 
was  orally  announced  by  the  judge.  Thus  before  Rose  could  -^et  his 
order,  and  get  notice  served  for  takinghis  testimony,  twelve  of  the  fifteen 
days  allowed  had  elapsed.  The  proof  tha:  Rose  desired  to  make  consist- 
ed of  the  testimony  of  students,  whose  accounts  were  involved  in  the 
controverted  items,  or  delinquent  accounts.  Two  of  these  students  were 
residing  in  Ohio,  when  last  heard  from,  one  at  Grand  Trunk  Junciioii, 
another  was  in  the  United  States  Army,  and  his  precise  whereabouts  un- 
known. Itwasimpossible  to  obtain  the  witnesses  withinthe  time  mention- 
ed in  the  order.  Mr.  Rose  secured  what  proof  he  could  within  the  time 
mentioned  in  the  order.  Mr.  Rose  secured  what  proof  he  could,  and  on 
some  of  the  points  involved  it  was  absolute  and  conclusive.  As,  for  in- 
stanee,  on  the  question  whethe'  or  not  there  was  an  annual  settlement 
between  Rose  and  Dounlas  each  year. 

On  the  first  day  of  the  present  term  Rose  made  application  to  the 
court  in  the  usual  form  for  further  time  in  which  to  procure  the  i-tmainder 
of  his  testimony,  and  asked  the  court  to  be  permitted  to  take  his  proofs 
during  the  time  which  must  elapse  before  the  court  could  reach  the  case 
during  the  present  term,  thus  avoiding  any  delay  in  the  final  hearing  of 
thecause.  Thisapplication  the  court  denied,  with  ten  dollars  cost  against 
Rose,  thus  allowing  a  defendant  costs  against  a  co-defendant  in  the  same 
cause,  stating  at  the  time  that  he  denied  the  motion  because  the  ap- 
plication was  made  for  delay.  The  order  granting  the  rehearing  provid- 
ed that  the  interlocutory  dicree  should  beset  aside,  except  that  portion 
ordering  an  accounting  before  a  commissioner.  On  the  l8th  day  of  Jan- 
uary. 1878,  Douglas  made  a  motion  to  restore  the  original  decree.  On 
the  argument  of  the  motion,  the  counsel  for  Rose  cited  two  decisions 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  in  which  that  court,  on  granting  a 
rehearing  did  precisely  what  Judge  Huntington  had  done  in  this  case, 
namely,  set  aside  the  decrelal  or  interlocutory  decree,  and  ordered  a  re- 
hearing. The  Judge,  in  order  to  comply  with  the  request  of  the  attorney 
of  Mr.  Douglas  in  this  case,  was  compelled  to  overrule  the  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  which  he  did  in  the  following  language.  "The  case  of 
Sheldon  vs.  Howe,  15  Mich,,  isthecaseapparently  most  in  point.  There  the 
Supreme  Court  did  substantially  what  was  done  in  this  case,  but  it  is  not 
clear  but  that  it  was  done  with  as  little  thought  as  the  decrei-  was  made 
ill  this  case."  Thus,  this  decision  of  the  Supreme  (,!ourt  was  overruled, 
and  the  request  of  the  attorney  of  Mr.  Douglas  complied  with,  for  no 
other  apparent  reason  than  to  forestall  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
at  its  present  session.  This  was  manifest  from  tlie  fact  that  judge  Doug- 
las forced  the  motion  to  a  hearing  by  the  declaration  that  they  had  an 
object  in  having  the  motion  disposed  of  at  that  time,  which  he  did  not 
choose  to  disclose,  and  the  court  recognized  that  to  be  the  object  of  Doug- 
las by  using  the  following  language  in  the  decision  of  said  motion,  viz  : 
"Each  party  seems  to  be  seeking  to  bring  about  something  that  they  no 
doubt  very  properly  withhold  from  the  court." 

On  the  2lst  inst,  the  counsel  for  Douglas  moved  the  rehearing  of  the 
cause  in  the  absence  of  the  counsel  for  iJose,  and  without  any  notice  to 
Rose  or  his  counsel,  and  although  the  coramissioner  had  not  reported  the 
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testimony  taken,  under  such  order  for  rehearing,  or  made  a  report  un- 
der the  order  of  reference  for  aceounting,  and  the  court  upon  the  motion 
of  the  counsel  of  said  Douglas,  dismissed  the  petition  for  reliearing  and 
vacated  the  order  for  rehearing,  thus  excluding  from  the  consideration 
of  the  court  all  the  testimony  taken  nnder  such  order  for  rehearing  on 
hehalf  of  said  Rose,  which  is  material  and  important  to  this  case. 

These  facts  appear  by  the  records  and  files  in  said  cause  and  hy  the 
notes  of  the  reporter  of  said  court,  and  eitn  be  corroborated  by  the  testi- 
monv  of  disinterested  persons  present  in  Ciiurt.

The  majoritv  report  ()f  the  committee  was  adopted. 

Regent  Rynd  submitted  the  following  resolution: 

Resol-oed,  That  from  and  after  the  present  college  year,  the  salaries 
of  all  employees  in  every  department  of  the  University  receiving  more 
than  $1700  per  annum  be  reduced  ten  per  cent.,  with  the  exception  of 
those  of  Professors  Frieze  and  Pettee,  whose  salaries  have  been  already 
arranged  and  the  further  exception  of  the  Professors  of  the  Law  Depart- 
On  motion  of  Regent  E.  C.  Walker,  the  resolution  of  Regent 
Rynd  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  with  insliiictions 
to  report  at  the  March  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Regent  Rvnd  read  a  petition  from  students  in  the  Department 
of  Medicine  and  Surgery  asking  that  the  diplomas  hereafter  be 
printed  in  Latin,  and  offering  to  give  $150  towards  procuring  a 
new  plate.  The  petition  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance, 

Regent  Climie  read  a  communication  from  Hon.  1.  V.  Chris- 
tiancy,  announcing  his  withdrawal  from  the  position  of  solicitor 
ot  the  Board  in  the  pending  chancery  suit  of  the  Regents  vs. 
Rose,  Douglas  and  others,  and  then  submitted  the  following  res- 
olution : 

Resolved,  Tliat  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Regents  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  pay  I,  P.  Christiancy  the  balance  due  him  for  services  as  coun 
sel  for  said  Board,  receiving  from  him  the  proper  vouchers  for  the  same. 
I  The  balance  of  Hon.  I.  P.  Christiancy's  claim  was  $424.69.) 
The  resolution  of  Regent  Climie  was  adopted  by  the  follow- 
ing vote  : 

Ayes— Regents  Grant.  Rynd.  E.  C.  Walker,  Climie,  Cutch- 
eon, S.  S  Waiker,  Duffield  and  MaltK, 

Regent  E,  C.  Walker  stated  that  a  paper  had  been  placed  in 
his  hands  with  the  request  that  it  be  read,  and  with  tlie  permis- 
sion of  the  Board  he  would  comply  witli  the  request.  Permis- 
sion to  read  the  paper  was  granted,  which  is  as  follows  : 
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To  the  Honorable  Board  of  BegmiU  of  the  University  of  Michigan  : 

The  undersigned  have  read  the  etatement  of  R,  A.  Beal  and  P.  B. 
Rose  ill  respect  to  the  proceedings  in  the  Laboratory  suit  since  tlie  grant- 
ing of  the  order  for  rehearing  on  the  30th  day  of  November  last.  To  us 
it  appears  to  contain  numerous  misstatements  which  the  time  at  our  dis- 
posal does  not  enable  us  to  correct,  but  we  beg  leave  to  refer  to  some  of 

It  is  true  that  the  order  for  rehearing  made  on  the  30th  of  October 
was  not  settled  and  signed  until  the  7th  of  November.  But  under  the 
construction  claimed  for  it  for  the  defendants  Rose,  Beal  and  Smith,  and 
which  we  believe  to  be  correct,  thej  were  entitled  to  fifteen  days  from  the 
time  when  the  order  was  signed  and  filed  to  take  their  testimony,  and 
they  actually  took  this  time  with  our  assent,  and  they  even  took  some  tes- 
timony after  the  expiration  of  said  fifteen  days. 

The  two  students  claimed  by  this  statement  to  be  residing  in  Ohio 
when  last  heard  from  were  Mr.  Massey  and  Mr.  J.  E.  Hewitt,  and  Mr. 
Massey  is  the  same  person  claimed  in  the  statement  to  be  in  the  U.  S. 
Army,  and  whuse  whereabouts  is  unknown.  As  to  diligence  used  by 
Rose  to  obtain  the  testimony  of  Hewitt,  and  the  value  of  that  testimony 
if  obtained,  we  refer  to  the  accompanying  affidavit  of  Samuel  T.  Doug- 
las, and  the  correspondence  thereto  annexed.  As  to  the  character  of  tes- 
timony which  was  taken  before  the  commissioner,  it  will  best  speak  for 
itself.  It  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  commissioner  and  accessible  to  the 
Board-  We  submit  that  on  the  question  as  to  annual  settlements  between 
Rose  and  Douglas  of  the  kind  described  by  Rose,  it  neither  proves  nor 
tends  to  prove  them.  The  testimonv  of  two  students  named  in  the 
petition  for  rehearing  luas  taken,  namely,  Mr.  Hoyt,  of  Grand  Trunk 
Junction,  and  Mr.  O.  C.  Johnson,  assistant  in  the  Laboratory.  The  object 
of  the  testimony  of  these  students  was  to  explain  why  the  last  credit 
entries  in  their  accounts,  and  the  red  lines  on  the  stubs  of  their  accounts 
were  in  a  kind  of  red  ink  which  was  not  used  in  the  Laboratory  until 
November,  1871,  by  showing  that  they  were  not  paid  until  after  the  set- 
tlement between  Rose  and  Douglas  near  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  1870- 
71.  The  red  line  was  drawn  on  the  stub,  as  a  voucher  when  the  student's 
ticket  cotresponding  was  turned  over  to  Dr.  Douglas,  and  as  evidence  of 
that  fact.  Rose  has  testified  on  all  previous  occasions  that  the  tickets  of 
these  and  the  other  students  named  in  the  petition  for  rehearing  were 
turned  over  to  Dr.  Douglas  in  the  fiscal  year  1870-71.  If  such  was  the 
fact,  the  color  of  the  ink  of  the  red  lines,  as  we  claim,  showed  that  they 
were  forgeries.  Hoyt  testified  that  he  paid  his  account  in  March,  1871, 
which  corresponded  with  the  date  in  the  ledger,  and  showed  that  if  he 
(Rose)  paid  Hoyt's  account  t.i Dr.  Douglas,  it  must  have  been  in  the  fiscal 
year  1870-71.  He  also  produced  his  ticket  from  which  it  appeared  that 
jt  never  had  been  turned  over  to  Dr.  Douglas,  whence  it  appeared  that  the 
red  line  of  the  stub  of  his  account  was  a  forgerj-. 

Mr.  Johnson  testified  to  nothing  which  we  deem  at  all  material  to  the 
matter  in  controversy. 

The  action  of  the  court  in  refusing  to  extend  the  time  for  taking  tes- 
timony under  the  order  for  rehearing  was  based  upon  affidavits  on  the 
part  of  defendant  Doui;las,  to  which  we  beg  leave  to  refer,  and  which  set 
forth  fuliy  the  course  of  proceedings  in  taking  testimony  under  the  order 
for  rehearing,  and  refer  at  larfie  to  the  testimony  which  has  been  taken, 
from  which,  as  we  claim,  the  court  was  fully  justified  in  refusing  to  extend 
the  time. 

The  court  at  the  same  time  announced  that  if  the  defendants,  Rose, 
Beal,  and  Smith  should  be  able  to  produce  any  further  testimony,  itmiirht 
be  heard  iu  open  court  on  the  final  hearing  of  the  case.  The  giving  of 
ten  dollars  costs  against  Rose,  and  in  favor  of  his  co-defendant  Douglas 
was,  we  submit,  proper,  and  in  Bccord^nce  with  the  practice  of  the  court; 
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for  rehearing  we  b  g  h      th  as  placed  on  the  cal- 

endar for  the  present  terra  on  application  of  counsel  for  the  Regents  on 
the  first  day  of  the  term,  none  of  the  defendants  interposing  any  objec- 
tion thereto ;  this  occurred  on  January  2d.  The  cause  was  not  taken  up 
until  after  the  jury  business,  and  all  other  business  of  the  term  was  dis- 
posed of,  and  the  court  was  about  to  adjourn,  this  being  the  last  case  on 
the  docket.  On  Thursday  of  last  week  the  court  in  the  presence  of  the 
counsel  for  the  defendants  Rose  and  Douglas  set  down  the  rehearing  for 
Monday  morning,  January  2i£t.  On  Monday  morning,  the  case  being 
called  up  on  the  opening  of  the  court,  the  counsel  for  Rose  and  Beal  were 
not  present,  the  counsel  for  Douglas  announced  their  readiness  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  rehearing.  The  court  suggesting  that  possibly  Mr.  Saw- 
yer was  ill,  waited  until  about  ten  o'clock,  meanwhile  sending  an  officer 
in  search  of  him.  He  had  been  seen  by  the  party  in  charge  of  the  court 
house,  near  the  I'ourt  house  between  Sa  and  p  o'clock  in  the  morning  in 
conference  with  defendant  Beal.  The  officer  in  search  could  not  find  him 
in  his  office.  He  was  then  directed  by  the  court  to  go  to  his  house  for 
him.  On  his  way  he  met  the  defendant  Beal,  and  was  informed  by  him 
that  Mr.  Sawyer  had  gone  to  Detroit,  and  said  soon  after  that  he  had 
gone  to  Chelsea.  The  officer  went  to  his  house,  did  not  find  him  in  his 
house,  hut  found  him  in  his  barn.  The  officer  notified  Mr,  Sawyer  that 
this  case  had  been  called  on  and  the  court  desired  his  presence.  Mr. 
Sawyer  soon  thereafter  came  to  his  olBce,  and  in  the  meantime  the  court 
took  up  another  case,  and  postponed  the  hearing  of  this  until  it  should 
be  disposed  of  and  sent  Mr.  Davis,  who  has  charfre  of  the  court  room  to 
notify  Mr.  Sawyer  that  this  case  would  be  taken  up  as  soon  as  the  case 
then  before  the  court  was  disposed  of  Mr.  Davis  did  so.  to  which  Mr. 
Sawyer  replied,  go  on  with  the  hearing  and  be  damned,  that  he  would 
give  it  no  further  attention,  and  would  not  attend  upon  the  hearing.  The 
case  was  not  again  reached  until  the  evening  session,  and  no  counsel 
appearing  on  the  part  of  the  defendants  Rose,  Beat,  et  al.,  and  the  peti- 
tioners not  being  present,  but  having  refused  to  attend,  the  petition  was 
dismissed  according  to  the  established  practice  in  chancery  in  such  cases. 
It  i.-;  true  that  the  testimony  taken  before  the  commissioner  under  the 
order  for  rehearing  had  not  been  filed,  and  we  venture  the  prediction  that 
it  never  will  be,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  favorable  to  the  defendant  Doug- 
las and  adverse  to  the  defendant  Rose.  On  the  part  of  the  defendant 
Douglas,  repealed  applications  have  been  made  to  the  commissioner  to 
return  that  testimony  into  court,  to  which  his  only  reply  has  been  that  he 
would  see  Mr.  Sawyer  about  it.  It  is  also  true  that  the  commissioner  has 
not  ^et  filed  his  report  under  the  reference  for  an  accounting,  but  it  was 
not  in  any  way  important  that  it  should  be  filed  for  any  purpose  of  the 
rehearing. 

As  counsel  for  Dr.  Douglas,  we  hereby  consent  that  the  testimony 
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taken  under  the  order  for  rehearing  may  be  filed  and  may  be  used  as  part 
of  the  evidence  in  this  case  on  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court.

ment it  appear  desirable  and  necessary.

Regent  Climie,  presented  the  bill  of  P.  Tuite,  clerk  of  the 
Washtenaw  County  Court  for  fees  and  services  rendered  in  caring 
for  books  and  papers  in  the  Rose-Douglas  Chancery  suit,  which 
was  referred,  on  motion  of  Regent  Grant,  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance. 

Regent  Rynd  read  a  communication  from  the  Hospital  Phy- 
sician and  Surgeon,  giving  a  memorandum  of  things  needed  at 
the  hospital,  which  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Grounds. 

The  following  report,  submitted  by  Regent  Cutcheon,  was 
accepted  and  adopted : 

The  Executive  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  process  in  cause 
of  The  Regents  of  the  University  of  Michigan  at  the  suit  of  Silas  H. 
Douglas  recommend  that  said  matter  be  referred  to  the  present  counsel 
of  the  Board,  and  .such  other  counsel  as  the  Executive  Committee  may 
hereafter  employ,  with  directions  to  protect  the  interests  and  rights  of  the 
University  therein. 
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On  motion  of  Regent  Grant  the  Board  went  into  executive 
session,  at  the  dose  of  which  business  was  resumed  in  open 
session. 

Regent  Rynd  submitted  the  follow^ing  resolution  :

The  Board  of  Regents  reassembled  in  the  room  of  the  Presi- 
dent, as  8  o'clock  p.  m.

The  undersigned  would  most  respecfully  request  that  he  may  be  |isr- 
mitted  to  correct  some  erroneous  statements  contained  in  the  communi- 
cation this  day  filed  with  the  Steward  and  signed  by  E.  D.  Kinne  and  S. 
T.  Douglas. 

ist.  The  statement  that  Hoyt  testifies  that  he  paid  his  account  in 
March,  1871,  is  not  correct.  He  testified  that  he  had  no  knowledge  on 
the  subject,  but  presumed  he  had  paid  it  from  the  fii.ct  that  he  alwav? 
intended  to  pay  his  debts. 
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The  testimony  of  O.  C.  Johnson,  I  deem  very  material,  and  if  this 
testimonj'  was  so  favorable  to  Douglas,  can  any  reason  be  assigned  wlij 
Douglas  should  make  such  frantic  efforts  to  suppress  it? 

2d.  Whether  the  court  was  justified  in  refusing  to  extend  the  time 
for  Rose  to  complete  his  testimony,  will  depend  entirely  upon  whether  it 
is  the  object  of  this  suit  to  arrive  at  justice  irrespective  whom  it  may  bene- 
fit, or  to  arrive  at  a  decree  within  a  given  time. 

3d.  The  statement  that  the  court  at  the  time  he  refused  the  applica- 
tion of  Rose  for  further  time,  announced  that  if  the  defendant  Rose  should 
be  able  to  produce  any  further  testimony,  it  might  be  read  in  open  court 
on  the  final  hearing  of  the  cause,  is  so  wide  of  the  truth  that  it  requires 
the  exercise  of  great  Christian   meekness  not  to  pronounce  it  designedly 

The  truth  is  that  counsel  for  Rose  fairly  supplicated  the  court  to  be 
permitted  to  introduce  their  testimony  at  the  hearing,  if  Rose  should  be 
able  to  obtain  it  at  that  lime,  to  which  counsel  for  Douf,'la8  objected,  and  the 
court  refused  the  request. 

I  have  in  my  possession  a  copy  of  the  stenographer's  notes  of  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Judge"  in  restoring  the  decretai  order,  and  the  extract  from  it  in 
the  statement  made  by  Beal  and  Rose  is  correct,  and  I  will  produce  the 
entire  decision  for  the  inspection  of  any  person  interested. 

4th.  To  the  statement  that  no  counsel  for  the  defendant  objected  to 
the  placing  of  the  case  on  the  docket  on  the  first  day  of  the  present  term, 
I  desire  to  say  the  statement  is  a  mistake.  I  not  only  opposed  it  but  the 
court  himself  intimated  that  he  had  some  doubt  about  sucli  a  practice. 

5th.  To  the  statement  that  on  Thursday,  of  last  week,  the  court  in 
the  presence  of  the  counsel  of  defendants  Rose  and  Douglas,  set  down  the 
rehearing  for  Monday  morning,  January  2i6t,  I  desire  to  say  I  heard  no 
such  thing  and  had  no  knowledge  thereof. 

6th.  To  the  statement  that  on  Monday  morning  I  was  seen  between 
8i  and  9  o'clock  in  the  morning  in  conference  with  defendant  Beal,  and  to 
the  effort  to  make  it  appear  that  I  hid  away  or  evaded  meeting  any  respon- 
sibility, I  wish  to  say  that  the  statement  does  not  contain  a  word  of  truth. 
The  following  are  tfie  facts :  On  Saturday  afternoon,  my  brother  called 
to  visit  me ;  I  visited  with  him  until  Monday  morning.  While  I  was 
assisting  him  in  getting  up  his  horse,  the  officer  came  and  notified  me 
that  the  court  desired  to  see  me.  This  was  as  late  as  10  o'clock  a.  m.  I 
had  not  seen  Beal  that  morning.  As  soon  as  my  brother  had  taken  his 
departure,  I  repaired  to  the  court  room,  where  I  found  the  court  engaged 
in  the  trial  of  another  cause,  which  could  not  well  have  been  If  the  Rose- 
Douglas  case  had  been  the  last  case  as  stated.  I  make  this  statement 
because  of  the  unprovoked  attack  made  upon  me,  and  beg  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Honorable  Body  hereto  as  an  act  of  self-defense.

Resolved,  That  in  deference  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
of  the  Legislature,  the  bill  in  chancery  now  pending  in  the  Circuit  Court 
for  the  County  of  Washtenaw,  entitled,  The  Regents  of  the  University  of 
Michigan,  complainants  vs.  Preston  B.  Rose,  Silas  H.  Douglas,  and  Rice 
A.  Beat  and  WiUard  B.  Smith,  John  O.  Wilson  and  Harvey  S,  Street, 
executors,  defendants,  he  dismissed  as  to  Preston  B.  Rose  and  his  sure- 
ties, and  without  expense  to  the  complainants. 

Regent  Grant  moved  that  the  resolution  submitted  by  Regent 
Climie  be  made  the  special  order  for  9  o'clock  to-morrow, 
Wednesday  morning. 

Agreed  to. 

Prof.  Frothingham  appeared  before  the  Board,  and  by  per- 
mission stated  the  need  of  additional  instruments  and  appliances 
in  his  department,  and  asked  that  an  appropriation  of  $50  be 
made  at  the  present  meeting  of  the  Board  tor  the  purposes  sug- 
gested by  him.  Whereupon  Regent  Climie  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  be  and  is  hereby  appropriated 
for  the  purchase  of  cylindrical  glasses  for  the  use  of  the  Professor  of 
Ophthalmology.

The  Board  of  Regents  reconvened  in  the  room  of  the  Presi- 
dent at  9  o'clock  A.  M. 

Present,  a  full  Board. 

The  resolution  submitted  by  Regent  Climie  yesterday,  which 
was  made  the  special  order  for  this  hour  was  taken  tip,  and 
Regent  Grant  addressed  the  Board  at  length.  At  the  conclu- 
sion of  Regent  Grant's  remarks  the  discussion  of  the  resolution 
was  continued  by  Regent  Rynd,  and  during  his  address  he  sub- 
mitted and  read  tiie  following  communication  from  Hon.  I.  P, 
Christiancy  : 

United  States  Senate  Chamber,  > 
Washington,  January  4,  1878,         J 
Dr.  C.  Rynd,  Regent  of  the  University ; 

Dear  Sir,—Voars  of  the  first  inst.  received.  Being  a  Regent  of  the 
University,  gives  you  the  right  to  call  upon  me  for  the  information  you 
seek;  and  if  I  had  all  the  papers  relative  to  the  Rose-Douglas  case  here, 
and  the  necessary  time  for  the  purpose,  I  should  answer  ali  the  specific 
inquiries  which  you  make,  with  more  certainty  than  I  can  now.  But 
want  of  papers  and  want  of  time  compel  me  to  answer  more  generally 
and  in  a  briefer  form  than  I  otherwise  should. 

I  consented  to  go  into  the  snit  on  behalf  of  the  Regents  with  the 
hope  that,  by  a  fair  and  impartial  trial,  and  one  which  should  be  seen  by 
the  public  to  be  so,  the  popular  excitement  and  hostility  to  the  University 
which  had  been  created,  would  be  allayed,  and  the  University  strength- 
ened in  the  confidence  of  the  people.  But  to  accompUsh  this  end,  it  was 
not  only  necessary  that  entire  impartiality  should  be  observed  by  the 
Regents  as  between  Rose  and  Douglas,  and  that  the  trial  between  them 
should  be  fair  and  impartial,  but  it  was  equally  necessary  that  it  should 
be  shown  to  the  pubUc  to  be  so. 

As,  in  a  prior  stage  of  the  case,  much  feeling  had  been  excited  between 
one  of  the  parties  and  the  Judge,  or  the  active  friend  of  one  of  them  against 
the  Judge  of  that  circuit,  and  a  large  portion  of  the  people  had  been 
made  to  suspect  that  the  Judge  would  not  be  able  to  lay  aside  all  feeling  or 
prejudice  which  they  feared  would  naturally  grow  out  of  prior  occur- 
rences in  the  suit;  and  as  the  Judge  himself  would  naturally  feel  the 
embarrassment  of  his  position  from  this  cause,  in  trying  the  suit,  under 
the  consciousness  that  such  a  feeling  existed,  and  would  be  much  more  lia- 
ble to  have  his  actions  and  motives  misconstrued,  than  a  Jud.;e  who  had 
never  had  any  connection  with  the  case ;  and  that  even  the  same  rulings 
and  decisions  by  another  Judge,  would  be  more  likely  to  command  the. 
ready  acquiescence  of  the  people,  and  allay  public  excitement,  and  avoid 
popular  prejudice,  I  did  hope  and  believe  that  the  Judge  of  this  circuit 
would  see  the  propriety  of  calling  some  other  Circuit  Judge  to  hear  the 
cause.  And  the  Judge  seemed  at  Grst,  if  not  afterwards,  to  have  felt  the 
force  of  these  considerations  himself,  and  made  arrangements  with  an- 
other Judge  to  come  and  try  the  cause.  On  the  part  of  Rose  and  his 
friends,  the  feeling  was  very  strong  against  having  the  case  tried  by  Judge 
Huntington;  while  they  seemed  to  be  quite  willing  that  it  should  be  tried 
beforeany  other  Circuit  Judge.  But  on  the  other  hand  I  could  not  fail 
to  see  that  Douglas  and  his  friends  were  unwilling  to  try  the  case  before 
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any  ottier  Judge.  It  seems  to  me  that  both  parties  en^d  in  this,  Believ- 
ing Judge  Huntington  an  honest  man,  and  that  he  would  decide  the  case 
upon  his  own  convietions  of  right,  I  thought  Rose  and  his  friends  erred 
in  judgment  through  what  I  deemed  an  honest  prejudice;  and  satisfied 
that  any  other  Circuit  Judge  wiiuid  be  just  as  likely  to  decide  it  correctly 
I  thought  the  other  side  equally  erring  in  insisting  that  the  case  should 
not  be  tried  by  any  other  Judge. 

Some  days  previous  to  the  commencement  of  the  trial  the  Judge  had 
announced  that  he  expected  another  Judge  to  come  and  try  the  cause; 
but  a  day  or  two  before  the  trial  was  to  open,  I  learned  that  the  other 
Judge  would  not  be  present,  and  that  Judge  Huntington  intended  to  try 
the  case  himself.  I  regretted  this,  not  because  I  had  any  doubts  of  the 
integrity  of  Judge  Huntington,  but  because  I  saw  from  the  agitation  in 
the  public  mmd,  that  the  rulings  and  decisions  which  he  should  make,  if 
against  Rose,  would  not  be  likely  to  quiet  the  public  excitement,  nor  to 
secure  the  popular  acquiescence;  and  that  the  University  would  still  be 
likely  to  feel  the  force  of  popular  hostility.  And  I  felt  that  justice  might 
have  been  just  as  well  subserved,  and  ail  public  prejudice  and  hostility  to 
the  University  avoided.  Now  in  this  connection  I  will  answer  your  ques- 
tion as  to  a  jury  trial  of  the  facts.  It  was  a  case  in  which  the  Judge  had 
a  right,  but  it  was  not  his  imperative  duty  to  call  a  jury.  The  question 
of  forgery  was  a  proper  question  for  a  jury ;  but  it  involved  all  the  evi- 
dence in  the  cause,  and  all  the  accounts  between  the  parties;  and 
the  Judge  in  trying  the  case  would  not  have  been  bound  by  the 
verdict.  It  was  purely  a  matter  of  discretion  whetherhe  would 
order  a  jury  or  not.  But  in  deciding  the  question,  the  Judge  would 
have  probably  avoided  some  unfavorable  comments,  if  he  had  decided  it 
at  once,  when  the  argument  was  made  on  the  motion  for  a  jury,  instead 
of  reserving  the  question  for  a  future  stage  of  the  case,  for  the  purpose 
of  seeing  more  clearly  the  nature  of  the  questions.  These  were  as  appa- 
rent after  the  first  day's  evidence  as  they  ever  became  afterwards.  But  he 
waited  until  all  the  evidence  was  in,  and  then  proposed  to  remove  the 
case  to  the  Jackson  Circuit  and  call  a  jury,  for  which,  to  say  the  least, 
the  power  is  very  questionable,  and  the  whole  evidence  would  have  had 
to  be  taken  again  before  the  jury,  just  as  it  had  been  already  for  five  or 
six  weeks  before  the  court,  and  the  whole  proceeding  might  have  to  be 
disregarded  for  want  of  power,  and  even  if  the  power  existed,  he  might 
refuse  to  he  bound  by  the  verdict.  But  the  course  taken  by  the  Judge, 
while  it  may  have  been  an  error  of  judgment,  does  not  warrant  anv  im- 
peachment of  his  integrity. 

As  to  your  first  question  whether  I  think  the  Regents  could  or  should 
have  held  Douglas,  as  director  and  manager  responsible  primarily  for 
any  defalcation  which  may  have  existed;  and  the  second  qvestion,  wheth- 
er the  financial  interests  of  the  Regents  required  that  Rose  should  be 
made  a  party  to  the  suit? 

I  think  it  quite  clear  that  for  defaults  happening  during  the  fore  part 
and  greater  part  of  the  period  while  Rose  was  assistant,  and  certainly 
until  the  Regents  expressly  recognized  him  by  name  as  such,  Doug- 
las could  have  been  held  primarily  responsible.  Afler  that  period  it  is 
not  so  clear  that  he  conld,  though  1  am  inclined  to  think  that  he 
could.  But  to  avoid  this  doubt,  and  because  a  bill  against  the  two  would 
give  each  an  opportunity  of  trying  the  whole  controversy  in  a  single  suit, 
It  was  entirely  proper  to  make  both  parties  defendants,  and  place  them 
upon  an  equal  footing,  as  was  done  by  the  amended  bill,  not  by  the 
original. 

As  to  your  eighth  question,  on  what  points  in  vour  resolution  for 
amendment  to  the  bill  have  the  Regents  a  legitimate  claim?  I  have 
not  that  resolution  before  me;  but  speaking  from  recollection,  I  should 
say  that  the   only  legitimate  claim  under  those  amendments  would  be 
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that  for  interest  against  Douglas.  The  others,  as  I  remember  them, 
besides  the  objection  for  multifarioiisnese,  could  not,  so  far  as  the  esami- 
nations  by  Mr.  Webber  and  myself  extended,  be  substantiated  by  the 
proofs;  or  atleast  we  did  not  find  such  proofs.  But  all  right  of  amend- 
ment ia  still  reserved  by  stipulation  as  against  Douglas,  until  the 
accounting  is  complete  between  Rose  and  Douglas. 

The  fifth  and  sixth  question  I  answer  together.  As  to  the  question  of 
forgery  of  the  letter  "  D"  and  the  "  red  lines,"  upon  which  the  merits 
mainly  turn,  I  wii]  say  that  the  direct  evidence  bearing  upon  this  point, 
such  as  given  by  experts,  by  comparison  of  hands,  and  the  color  of  the 
ink,  failed  to  make  upon  my  mind  the  strong  impression  which  they  seem 
to  have  made  upon  the  mind  of  the  Judge.  And  upon  the  hearing  of  the 
evidence,  and  such  examination  as  I  was  able  to  make  of  the  papers 
during  the  trial,  I  li'oked  upon  this  evidence  as  a  failure.  But  I  am  bound 
in  candor  to  say  that  I  did  not  have,  and  could  not  get,  during  the  time, 
the  same  full  opportunity  for  thorough  examination  and  comparison  that 
the  Judge  had  when  he  came  to  take  up  the  papers  at  his  leisui-e,  and 
which  it  is  fair  to  presume  he  made  before,  or  at  the  time  of  writing  his 
opinion.  And  it  is  therefore  possible  that  if  I  had  had  the  same  opportunity 
and  made  such  thorough  esamination  at  my  leisure,  1  might  have  found 
some  force  in  the  evidence  furnished  by  comparison  of  hands,  and  of 
colors  of  lines,  which  with  the  opportunity  I  had,  I  failed  to  discover. 

But  there  was  another  and  very  important  branch  of  evidence  in  this 
cause  which  must  not  be  overlooked;  and  which  has  an  important 
bearing  upon  the  question  of  forgery.  If  there  was  no  forgery  of  letters 
"  D"  or  of  red  lines  or  others  upon  stubs,  then  Rose  was  not  a  defaulter ;  or 
at  least  a  defaulter  to  any  amount  which  would  have  been  so  material  as  to 
lead  to  this,  orto  any  other  litigation.  And  yet  the  conduct  of  Rose  upon 
being  charged  with  the  default  in  reference  to  a  large  part  of  the  items, 
and  for  some  time  after  the  investigation  commenced,  was  such  as  might 
well  be  cijnstrued  into  an  admission  of  the  charge.  This  conduct,  and 
the  reasons  for  it,  Rose  undertook  to  explain ;  and  the  force  oY  the  evi- 
dence, and  its  effect  as  tending  to  prove  forgery,  must  depend  upon  the 
view  taken  of  the  explanation.  I  can  readily  see  that  this  conduct  and 
this  explanation  of  it,  will  naturally  make  very  different  impressions  upon 
different  minds  To  me,  the  explanation  seemed  probable  and  reasonable; 
and  I  therefore  saw  nothing  in  the  case  satisfying  me  of  Rose's  guilt.  But 
I  can  well  see  that  minds  equally  honest  and  equally  intelligent  might 
reach  the  opposite  conclusion. 

I  have  not  had  the  testimony  before  me  since  the  trial,  having  handed 
over  the  copy  belonginj;  to  the  counsel  of  the  Regents  to  the  Judge.  He 
has  had  a  be'tter  opportunity  than  I  had  to  make  a  critical  examination. 
It  is  fair  to  presume  that  he  has  made  it.  Ceitainly  under  these  circum- 
stances, I  can  see  no  ground  for  charging  the  Judge  with  dishonesty ;  nor 
even  for  asserting  that  he  has  reached  a  wrong  conclusion  because  it 
happens  to  be  a  different  conclusion  from  what  I  drew  at  the  time  with 
less  opportunity  for  careful  examination. 

As  to  your  seventh  question — whether  the  ends  of  justice  will  be  fully 
subserved  bj'  the  Regents  collecting  the  amount  of  the  defalcation  based 
upon  the  judgment  given  by  the  court — this  upon  the  explanation 
already  given  is  a  question  which  the  Regents  are  as  competent  as  I  am 
to  decide.

Regent  Rynd  read  the  following  paper  and  asked  that  it  be 
spread  upon  the  minutes. 

The  undersigned,  Regents  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  deem  it 
their  duty  to  place  on  rei:i>rd  the  following  statement  of  facts.  They  find 
themselves  assembled,  under  the  call  of  the  President,  and  at  the  usual 
time,  unable  to  proceed  in  the  proper  exercise  of  their  functions  as  Re- 
gents, because  of  the  fact  that  a  quorum  of  the  Board  is  not  in  atten- 
dance at  the  appointed  a.nd  usual  place  of  meeting,  and  they  further  find 
that  from  the  above  cause  the  work  of  the  University  is  being  obstructed, 
and  its  interests  are  being  neglected.  The  cause  or  causes  which  have 
resulted  in  the  present  condition  of  aft'airs  may  be  stated  as  follows ; 

On  the  26th  day  of  March,  1878,  Regent  Maltz  introduced  the  follow- 
ing preamble  and  resolutions ; 

Whereas,  In  the  judgment  of  this  Board,  Preston  B.  Rose,  late 
Assistant  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory,  is  not  a  defaulter  in  the  matter  of 
jhe  so  called  Laboratory  Deficit;  and, 

Whereas,  such  opinion  based  upon  the  researches  and  investigations 
of  this  Board,  is  supported  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  and  confirmed 
by  the  written  opinion  of  Senator  Christiancy,  late  senior  counsel  of  this 
Board;  therefore, 
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Resolved,  That  in  the  matter  of  the  suit  of  the  Regents  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan  against  Preston  B.  Rose,  Silas  H.  Douglas  and  Rice 
A.  Bea],  and  Willard  B.  Smith,  John  Q^  Wilson  and  H.  S.  Street,  execu- 
tors, in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of  Washtenaw,  State  of  Michi- 
gan, in  chancery,  that  so  much  of  the  decree  in  said  suit  as  orders  or 
adjudges  any  sum  of  money  whatever  to  be  paid  by  said  Preston  B.  Rose 
as  principal,  or  his  sureties,  is  fally  remitted  and  cancelled;  and  that  B. 
F.  Granger,  solicitor  and  counselor  for  complainants  in  said  suit,  be  and 
is  hereby  directed  to  discharge  decree  of  record  as  against  said  Preston  B. 
vine  all  the  rights  of  the  corn- 
aid  decree  as  against  Silas  H.  Douglas, 
be,  and  is  hereby,  appointed  Assis- 


ge,  a  free  discussion  of  the  preamble  and  resolution 
was  permitted. 

Regent  Grant  made  a  lengthy  speech  in  opposition  thereto.  During 
the  progress  of  Regent  Grant's  speech,  Regents  E.  C.  Walker  and  S.  S, 
Walker  retired.  On  the  conclusion  of  his  remarks  the  Board  was  notified 
by  that  gentleman  that  "  he  did  not  care  to  stay  any  longer."  As  this 
action  would  leave  the  Board  without  a  quorum.  Regent  Climie  moved 
the  previous  question,  which  was  recognized  by  the  chair  before  Regent 
Grant  left  the  room.  This  was  done  to  secure  a  vote  on  the  question  at 
issue,  it  being  the  evident  purpose  of  the  voluntary  absentees  to  prevent 
a  quorum,,  regardless  of  the  consequences  which  might  ensue,  either  to 
the  students  who  had  not  been  graduated,  Or  to  the  University. 

Since  that  time  there  has  not  been  a  quorum  present.  The  under- 
signed have  adjourned  from  time  to  time,  with  the  hope  thiit  a  sufficient 
number  of  the  Regents  would  be  present,  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
office  to  which  they  had  been  elected.  The  President  of  the  Board  and  the 
undersigned  Regents  have  earnestly  invited  tiieir  presence,  and  have  af- 
orded  them  every  possible  facility  for  such  attendance. 

They  have  refused  except  on  terms  which  involved  the  surrender  of 
the  rights  of  the  Board  in  the  business  which  is  properly  before  it;  and 
the  further  surrender  of  the  parliamentary  rights  of  a  majority  present, 
to  an  absenting  minority. 

We  have  no  design  at  this  time  to  discuss  the  merits  or  demerits  of 
the  resolutions.  For  our  official  action  we  are  responsible  to  the  people. 
We  do  not  wish  to  shirk  by  absenteeism  or  otherwise,  such  responsibility. 
Our  absent  colleagues  were  not  denied  the  right  of  making  such  record 
as  to  tliem  might  seem  proper,  Wc  were  anxious  to  settle  the  unfortunate 
B 
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difficulty  and  so  far  as  we  had  the  power,  right  the  wrongs  of  the  past  two 

We  believe  that  we  are  i-ight.  We  solemnly  assert  that  we  are  acting  ac- 
cording to  our  convictions  of  duty.  The  minority,  from  their  stand-point, 
may  have  been  honest  in  their  opposition.  We  were  willing  and  anmious 
to  join  with  them  in  making  a  record,  leaving  such  record  lu  the  supreme 
arbiters,— the  people  of  Michigan.     We  will  add  ; 

ist.  The  resolutions  of  Regent  Maltz  were  not  presented  in  a  surrep- 
titious manner  to  the  Board,  as  similar  action  was  proposed  at  the  Janu- 
ary meeting, 

id-  Due  notice  was  given  at  that  meeting  that  we  should,  in  future, 
endeavor  to  accomplish  what  was  then  proposed. 

3d.  No  advantage  was  taken  of  Regent  Cutcheon's  absence.  We  had 
no  knowledge  touching  his  probable  vote.  His  absence  was  due  to  the 
serious  illness  of  his  wife.  We  repel  the  insinuations  made  by  interested 
parties  that  General  Cutcheon  either  absented  himself  from  unworthy 
motives,  or  that  his  vote  in  January  was  given  on  the  merits  of  the 
case.  He  distinctly  stated  in  his  place  that  his  action  "  was  not  based 
upon  a  consideration  of  the  merits  of  the  case,  but  upon  what  he  believed 
to  be  the  well  established  rules  of  legal  procedure."  This  much  in  jus- 
tice to  a  gentleman  who  is,  in  our  judgment,  incapable  of  an  unworthy 
motive,  and  who  would  not  consent  to  occupy  a  dishonorable  position. 

4th.  The  recommendations  of  the  various  Faculties  were  referred 
to  the  appropriate  Committees,  on  motion  of  one  of  the  absentees.  That 
of  the  Law  Faculty  was  at  once  reported  upon,  and  action  taken  by  the 
Board  without  obstruction  or  opposition.  The  recommendations  in  the 
hands  of  the  Medical  Committee  could  not  be  so  disposed  of,  as  there 
were  disputed  questions,  involving  investigation  on  the  part  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  the  re-esamination  ot  a  number  of  candidates.  We  are  con- 
vinced that  our  duty  required  us  to  do  justice,  by  patient  and  careful  in- 
vestigation, to  every  candidate,  at  the  same  time  protecting  the  interests 
of  the  University. 

5th.  We  submit  that  no  such  action  as  that  taken  by  the  minority 
was  ever  attempted  by  the  undersigned,  when  in  a  minority  on  questions 
connected  with  the  same  case. 

6th.  In  June,  1876,  the  absentees  with  others,  then  a  majority  of  the 
Board,  at  a  meeting  held  at  an  unusual  time,  and  against  the  earnest  pro- 
test, in  writing,  of  General  Cutcheon,  and  the  verbal  protest  of  Regent 
CHmie,  then  present,  proceeded  to  expel,  and  did  expel  Preston  B,  Rose, 
in  the  absence  of  two  members  of  the  Board,  who  were  known  to  be  op- 
posed to  such  expulsion,  and  before  any  action  had  been  taken  in  the 
imurts  touching  the  guilt  or  innocence  of  said  Rose. 
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7th.  Dr.  Angell,  the  President,  and  the  undersigned  members  of  the 
Board  have  been  and  are  now  present  for  the  transaction  of  its  business. 
We  respectfully  submit  the  above  to  the  people  in  the  full  confidence  that 
a  course  which  necessarily,  and  from  present  indications  perroaneiitlj, 
obstructB  the  business  of  this  Board  will  not  meet  the  approval  of  fair- 
minded  and  honorable  men.

ive  hold  at  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars.

A  preamble  and  resolutions  were  submitted  by  Regent 
Orant  as  a  substitute  for  Regent  Maltz's  resolution  to  rein- 
state Dr.  P.  B.  Rose  in  his  former  position  in  the  University, 
which  resolution  Submitted  by  Regent  Maltz  reads  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  Preston  B.  Rose  be  reinstated  in  his  former  position 
in  the  Chemical  Laboratory  as  Assistant  Professor,  duties  commencing 
at  the  fiBcal  year  1878-9.     Salary  same  as  heretofore. 

The  substitute  above  referred  to  and  submitted  by  Regent 
Grant  reads  as  follows  : 

Whereas,  great  scandal  has  arisen  on  account  of  the  Laboratory 
defalcation,  so  called,  and. 

Whereas,  said  defalcation  could  not  have  occurred  if  Profensors 
Rose  and  Douglas  had  done  their  duty,  and, 

Whereas,  by  the  consent  of  all  parties  and  the  unanimous  vote  o' 
this  Board  the  controversy  was  transferred  to  the  courts  where  the  matter 
now  rests,  and  both  parlies  were  removed  from  the  University,  therefore. 
Resolved,  That  the  interests  of  the  University  require  that  neither 
Professor  Douglas  nor  Rose  should  ever  be  appointed  to  any  position  in 
this  University,  and  that  the  best  interests  of  the  University  require  that 
there  be  no  further  agitation  of  this  subject. 

At  the  close  of  Regent  Grant's- remarks  in  suppQrt  of  the  sub* 
stitute,  and  of  Regent  Rynd's  in  opposition  thereto,  the  Board 
-adjourned  to  7J  o'clock  p.  m. 


The  Board  of  Regents  re-assembled  in  the  room  of  the  Presi- 
dedt  at  7J  o'clock  p.  m.  with  the  Pi'csident  in  the  chair.  Roll 
called.  A  full  Board  present,  except  Regent  Climie,  who  was 
absent  from  illness. 

The  discussion  ori  the  substitute  for  Regent  Maltz's  resohition 
was  briedy  continued  by  Regent  Grant  and    Regent  Rynd.     A 
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the  close  of  their  remarks,  Regent  Cutclieon  re(juested  that  Pro- 
fessor J.  B.  Steere,  who  was  then  present,  be  permitted  to  make 
a  statement  relative  to  the  cost,  present  condition,  and  value  of  the 
Beal-Steere  collection,  so-called.  Permission  was  granted; 
whereupon  Professor  Steere  made  a  verbal  statement  in  accord- 
ance with  the  request  of  the  Board. 

The  further  discussion  of  Regent  Grant's  substitute  for  Regent 
Maltz's  resolution  was  then  resumed  by  Regent  Diiffield,  and  con- 
tinued hy  Regent  Cutcheon.

Pending  the  vote  on  the  resolution,  Regent  Cutcheon  requested 
that  the  resolutions  be  voted  upon  by  the  Board  separately.  The 
request  was  not  agreed  to.  The  roll  being  Called,  the  vote  was 
as  follows :

Resolved,  In  view  of  the  very  peculiar  history  and  complicated  rela- 
tions of  the  Rose-Douglas  controversy  to  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  to 
the  decree  in  the  court  of  chancery,  to  a  divided  Board  of  Regents,  and 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  University  and  people  of  Michigan,  that  this 
whole  matter  be  referred  in  good  faith  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Legis_ 
lature,  for  such  advice  to  the  Regents  and  such  further  action  in  the  prem_ 
ises,  as  they  may  deem  wise  and  necessary. 

On  the  adoption  of  Regent  Duffield's  resolution  the  vote  was 
as  follows : 

Ayes— Regents  Rynd,  Climie,  Duffield  and  Maltz. 
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Nays—Regent  Grant,  E.  C.  Walker,  Cutcheoii  and  S.  S. 
Walker. 

The  resolution  was  lost. 

On  motion  of  Regent  Grant,  the  communications  submitted 
by  him  containing  legal  opinions  relative  to  matters  discnssed  at 
the  present  meeting  of  the  Board,  were  accepted  and  ordered  to 
be  placed  on  file. 

Regent  S.  S.  Walker  rose  to  a  question  of  privilege.  He 
said  he  desired  to  place  upon  record  the  reasons  why  he  declined 
to  participate  in  the  proceedings  of  the  last  meeting  of  this  Board. 
He  further  stated  that  he  held  in  his  hand  a  paper  which  clearly 
set  forth  the  reasons  that  influenced  him  in  his  action  at  that  time, 
and  requested  that  said  paper  be  piinted  in  the  minutes.  Ob- 
jected to  by  Regent  Rvnd. 

Regent  Grant  submitted  the  following  resolution  :

C.  Walker  and  S.  S.  Walker  on  the  26th  and  J7th  uit.,  be  and  are  hereby 
permitted  to  spread  on  the  published  minutes  of  the  Board  such  paper  in 
answer  to   that  presented   to   the  seceding   Regents   as  they  may  deem 

The  amendment  was  accepted  by  Regent  Grant. 

The  resolution  of  Regent  Grant  as  amended  was  adopted  by 
the  following  vote : 

Ayes— Regents  Grant,  Rynd,  E.  C.  Walker,  Cutcheon,  S.  S. 
Walker,  Duffield  and  Maltz. 

The   following   is    the    paper    submitted  by   Regent    S.    S. 

Walker,  and  referred  to  in  Regent  Grant's  resolution  : 

STATEMENT  OF  A  PORTION  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  REGENTS. 

We,  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan  make  this  statement  to  the  public  in  explanation  and 
defence  of  our  course  to-day  in  leaving  the  Board  without  a  quorum  and 
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Hereby  preventing  the  passage  ,of  the  following  resolutions  introduced 
bj'  Regent  Mallz : 

Whereas,  In  the  judgment  of  this  Board,  Preston  B.  Rose,  late  an 
assistant  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory,  is  not  a  defaulter  in  the  matter  of 
the  so-cafled  Laboratory  deficit,  and 

Whereas,  Such  opinion  based  upon  the  researches  and  investiga- 
tions of  the  Board  is  supported  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  and  con- 
firmed by  the  written  opinion  of  Senator  Christiancy,  late  senior  counsel 
for  the  Board,  therefore 

Resolved,  In  the  matter  of  the  suit  of  the  Regents  of  the  University 
of  Michigan  against  Preston  B.  Rose,  Silas  H.  Douglas  and  Rice  A. 
Seal,  and  Willard  B.  Smith,  John  O.  Wilson,  and  HarvejjS.  Street,  exec- 
utors, in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of  Washtenaw,  State  of  Mich- 
igan, in  chancery,  that  ao  much  of  the  decree  in  said  suit  as  orders  or 
adjudges  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  whatever,  to  be  paid  by  said  Preston 
6.  Rose  as  principal,  or  his  sureties,  is  fully  remitted  and  cancelled;  and 
that  B.  F.  Granger,  solicitor  and  counsel  for  the  complainants  in  said 
suit,  be,  and  is  hereby  directed  to  formally  discharge  said  decree  of  Rec- 
ord, as  against  said  Preston  B.  Rose  and  his  sureties,  saving  and 
reserving  ajl  the-rights  of  the  complainants  in  said  suit  and  under  said 
decree  as  against  Silas  H.  Douglas. 

liesnlved.  That  Preston  B.  Rose  be,  and  hereby  is  appointed  Assist- 
ant Professor  of  Physiological  Chemistry  at  a  salary  of  $i,8oo  per 
annum,  commencing  April  1st,  187M. 

After  two  years'  contest  in  the  Board  over  the  Laboratory  defalcation 
it  was  at  the  'October  meeting  of  1877  considered  that  it  was  forever 
taken  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Regents  and  transferred  to  the  courts.  All 
the  Regents  expressed  themselves  gratified  that  the  contest  was  forever 
ended  and  that  the  University  would  soon  get  the  money  that  had 
so  long  been  its  due.  This  was  stated  with  special  vigor  by  Regent 
Rynd. 

At  the  next  January  meeting  upon  the  coming  inof  two  new  Regents. 
Maltz  and  Duffield,  we  were  astonished  by  the  unexpected  introdnction 
by  Regent  Climie  of  a  resolution  proposing  to  surrender  without  any 
consideration  all  claim  of  the  University  to  the  decree  for  $4,634.40, 
rendered  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of  Washtenaw,  in  chan- 
cery, in  favor  of  the  University  and  against  Preston  B.  Rose  and  his 
sureties.  Regent  Rynd  advocated  the  resolution  in  a  prepared,  elabo- 
rate speech,  but  the  resolution  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  four  to  four. 
Regent  Cutcheon  voting  with  the  undersigned. 

Immediately  thereafter,  Regent  Maltz,  a  new  member  of  the  Board, 
who  could  have  known  little  of  the  merits  of  the  case,  introduced  a 
resolution,  declaring  the  innocence  of  Dr.  Rose  in  the  face  of  the  decree 
of  the  court  and  restoring  him  to  his  position  in  the  University,  which 
resolution  failed  to  pass  by  the  same  vote. 

At  the  present  meeting  of  the  Board  Regent  Cutcheon  was  detained 
by  the  dangerous  illness  of  his  wiie.  Immediately  this  morning  upon 
the  opening  of  the  Board,  Regent  Maltz  introduced  the  above  resolutions, 
being  almost  the  identical  resolutions  introduced  at  the  January  meeting 
and  voted  down.  A  motion  was  made  to  make  the  resolutions  the  special 
order  for  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  which  was  voted  down  by  an  aye 
and  nay  vote,  Regents  Rynd,  Climie,  Duffield  and  Mnltz  voting  no.  A 
motion  was  then  made  to  separate  the  resolutions,  which  was  voted  down 
by  the  same  vote.  After  Regent  Grant  had  discussed  the  resolutions  a 
short  time,  the  previous  question  was  moved,  pending  which  we  left  the 
room  and  the  Board  was  without  a  quorum. 

The  reasons  for  our  course  are  as  follows  : 

ist.  The  question  of  the  relative  liability  of  Rose  and  Douglas  had 
by  the  unanimous  action  of  lh3  Board  and  consent  of  the  parties  inter- 
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e5ted  been  transferred  to  the  court.  It  would  be  most  unfair,  after  a 
final  decree  for  the  University  to  override  and  reverse  the  decision  of  the 
legal  tribunal  as  to  one  only  of  the  contestants. 

2d.  Prior  to  entering  upon  the  trial  of  the  case  in  court  all  the  parties 
to  the  litigation  had  volunlaril)'  entered  into  a  written  stipulation  that  the 
amount  dne  the  University,  was  $5,671.87,  and  that  the  court  was  to 
ascertain  how  much  of  this  amount  was  in  the  hands  of  each  of  the  par- 
ties defendant. 

3d.  Under  this  stipulation  the  parties  went  to  trial  and  the  court 
fixed  the  liability  of  Rose  for  $4,624.40,  and  the  payment  of  that 
amount  was  well  secured  by  his  bondsmen.  We  consider  it  a  gross  breai:h 
of  trust  on  the  part  of  the  Board  to  surrender  without  consideration,  in 
obedience  to  outside  and  partizan  pressure,  that  sum  of  money  to  the 
bondsmen  of  Dr.  Rose,  money  which  should  be  in  the  treasury  and 
belongs  to  the  people  of  this  State. 

4lh.  The  bondsmen  of  Dr.  Rose  signed  his  bond  with  full  knowledge 
of  the  circumstances  and  that  Rose  had  been  charged  with  the  defalca- 
tion and  after  a  committee  of  the  Board,  upon  a  careful  and  searching 
investigation  had  found  Rose  liable  for  about  the  same  amount  as  the 
decree  fixed  upon  him. 

5th.  We  consider  the  surrender  of  a  legal  and  collectable  decree  in 
favor  of  the  University,  without  consideration,  to  be  illegal,  and  beyond 
the  power  of  the  Board.  The  Board  might  as  lawfully  vote  away  the 
people's  money  to  any  other  party  or  for  any  other  purpose,  benevolent 
or  otherwise.  The  funds  of  the  University  are  placed  in  our  hands  for 
other  and  specific  purposes. 

6th,  We  consider  the  appointment  of  P.  B.  Rose  to  any  position  in 
the  University  to  be  most  unwise,  because,  ist,  there  is  no  vacancy  in  the 
University  and  the  duties  of  the  position,  to  which  by  the  resolution  he 
is  to  be  appointed,  are  very  ably  performed  by  a  competent  person  at  less 
than  half  the  proposed  salary;  2d,  we  believe  him  to  be  a  defaulter  to 
the  University  and  unworthy  of  any  place  of  honor  or  trust  in  the  gift  of 
the  Board;  3d,  no  committee  of  investigation  has  ever  CKonerated  him 
from  liability  for  a  portion  of  the  defalcation. 

7th.  Here  was  an  attempt  to  set  aside  the  conclusions  of  .two  com- 
mittees of  former  Boards  of  Regents  and  the  decisions  of  the  Board  based 
upon  them,  and  to  reverse  the  decree  of  the  court,  by  four  Regents,  not 
a  majority  of  the  Board,  two'  of  whom  have  just  become  members,  and 
not  one  of  whom,  we  venture  to  say,  has  ever  read  the  testimony  taken 
upon  the  trial  of  the  case  before  the  court. 

We  desire  to  treat  the  questions  involved  in  this  controversy  on  the 
basis  of  accepting  the  judgments  of  the  courts  as  Jiu/il.,  and  we  believe 
that  the  reinstatement  of  either  party  to  the  controversy  would  be  unwise, 
of  no  possible  good,  but  of  great  injury  to  the  interests  we  have  sworn  to 
protect. 

We  did  not  withdraw  from  the  meeting  in  any  captious  spirit.  The 
only  business  of  importance  left  undone  was  the'  conferring  of  degrees 
upon  the  graduates  of  the  Medical  Department,  the  Homeopathic  Col- 
lege and  the  Dental  College.  We  proposed  to  the  other  four  members  of 
the  Board  present,  to  meet  with  them  for  the  purpose  of  acting  upon  the 
degrees,  if  they  would  agree  to  postpone  action  upon  these  resolutions  to 
a  full  meeting.  We  further  proposed  to  telegraph  Regent  Cutcheon  to 
know  if  he  could  be  here  to-morrow  and  then  bring  the  resolutions  up, 
but  these  propositions  were  rejected,  thereby  showing  a  determination  to 
force  a  vote  on  the  resolutions  without  a  full  meeting. 


Under  the  circumstances  we  saw  no  other  way  to  prevent  the  peipe- 
tration  of  an  outrageous  wrong  and  injustice,  the  perversion  of  trust 
funds,  as  well   as  injury  to  the  University,  than   to  withdraw.     In  doing 
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this  we  think  wc  did  our  whok  duty  and   we  willingly  submit  it  to  the 
judgment  of  the  people.

The  following  is  tlie  "  Answer."  which  has  been  commimi_ 
cated  to  the  Secretary  by  Regents  R^'nd,  Climie,  Dufficld  and 
Maltz. 

The  undersigned,  Regents  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  desire  to 
place  on  record  the  following  statement  of  facts,  touching  certain  points, 
made  (or  attempted)  in  a  document  signed  by  Regents  C.  B.  Grant,  E. 
C.  Walker,  and  S.  S.  Walker,  who  absented  themselves  from  the  regular 
March  Meeting  of  the  Board,  and  thus,  by  leaving  only  the  undersigneil 
in  attendance,  who  did  not  constitute  a  quorum,  succeeded  in  preventing 
the  transaction  of  all  business, — the  graduating  of  the  Medical  and  Den- 
tal students  included.  Although  the  paper  of  the  absentees  was  not  pre- 
sented to  the  undersigned,  nor,  so  far  as  we  know,  to  either  the  President  or 
Secretary,  but  was  prepared  for  the  newspapers,  yet  we  have  made  no- 
objection  to  its  being  spread  upon  the  minutes,  and  are  willing  that  the 
absentees  should  have  all  the  credit  of  their  voluntary  withdrawal,  and 
also  of  the  above  document,  which  seeras  to  be  a  sort  of  argument  in  de- 
fense of  such  an  unusual  and  revolutionary  proceeding. 

I.  The  public  are  told  that  "  by  the  unanimous  action  of  the  Board, 
and  consent  of  the  parties  interested,  the  case  (of  the  University  vs. 
Douglas  and  Rose)  has  been  transferred  to  the  courts."  The  public  are 
not  told  that  Regents  Cutcheon,  Collier,  Climie  and  Rynd  voted  in  May, 
1877,  to  dismiss  the  chancery  suit  as  against  Rose  and  his  sureties, — just 
what  the  undersigned  proposed  at  the  March,  1878,  Meeting;  that  the 
original  suit  in  chancery  was  not  instituted  by  authority  of  the  Board  of 
Regents,  but  was  the  surreptitious  action  of  a  part  of  the  Executive 
Committee ;  that  it  was  held  in  chancery  bv  a  tie  vote  of  the  Regents ; 
that  four  of  the  Regents  endeavored  to  mend  what  they  could  not  dis- 
miss,—'th  is  being  the  "  unanimous  action  "  referred  to;  that  the  attorney 
of  Dr.  Douglas,  one  of  the  defendants,  was  the  solicitor  of  record  for 
th$  Regents  in  a  suit  against  JDouglns  and  Rose;  that  Rose  was  willing 
as  stated  by  Senator  Christiancy,  to  have  his  case  submitted  toany  other 
judge,  but  Douglas  was  opposed  to  the  submission  of  his  case  to  any 
other  judge  than  Mr.  Huntington;  that  Judge  Huntington  refused  to 
grant  a  jurv;  that  he  finally  offered  to  submit  certain  points  at  issue  to  a 
jury  in  Jackson  County;  that  such  submission  would  have  necessitated 
a  partial  rehearing,  involving  great  expense  to  the  litigants;  that  the 
counsel  of  the  Regents  doubted  the  legality  of  such  transfer  to  Jackson 
Countv,  and  that  from  the  beginninu  of  the  case  till  this  time  every  step 
taken  by  the  prosecutors  and  the  court  seemed  to  be  eminently  satisfactory 
to  one  of  the  defendants,  and  to  compromise  the  interests  of  the  other. 

2-  The  public  are  told  that  "  all  the  parties  to  the  litigation  volun- 
tarily entered  into  a  written  stipulation  that  the  amount  due  the  Univer- 
Eity,was  $^,671.87." 

That  this  amount,  and  much  more,  was  due  the  University  was  never 
questioned  by  the  undersigned,  and  we  were  fully  satisfied  that  not  onh 
was  the  late  Director  of  the  Laboratory  primarily  responsible  tor  the  de- 
falcation, but  also  that  the  Legislature,  through  its  able  and  impartial 
joint  committee,  was  correct  in  tracing  all,  or  nearly  all,  the  defalcation 
into  the  treasury  of  Silas  H.  Douglas.  Unquestionably  the  defendant 
Rose  entered  into  this  stipulation,  confcioiie  of  his  innocence  ind  fully- 
believing  that  an  able  and  unprejudiced  judge  would  so  determine 
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The  public  are  wo/ told  that  the  "voluntarv"  action  of  Rose  and  his 
bondsmen  was  secured  by  the  grasp  of. an  existing  suit  in  chancer3%  from 
which  thej  could  not  escape;  the  information  is  not  given  that  the 
chancery  suit,  at  least,  so  far  as  it  might  prejudice  the  interests  of  Rose's 
bondsmen,  was  a  violation  of  good  faith  and  common  honesty:  that  it 
was  a  trick  to  which  honorable  men  would  not  resort;  and  that  the  bond 
was  given  in  view  of  a  simple  suit  in  law  (before  a  jury). 

The  "voluntary  stipulation"  was  necessitated  by  a  combination  of 
circumstances  which  neither  Rose  nor  his  bondsmen  could  have  pre- 
vented, and  which  were  the  outgrowth  of  the  machinery  set  in  motion  bv 
some  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  maintained  throughout  bV 
the  defendant  Douglas,  and  sustained  by  the  court, — a  decree  being  grarT- 
ted  which,  we  presume,  was  eminently  satisfactory  to  the  absentee 
Regents,  and  which  was  equally  satisfactory  to  Douglas,  if  we  may  be 
permitted  to  judge  from  the  urgencv  of  his  counsel  in  having  it  entered. 
The  "  stipulation  "  was  forced  on  ilose  by  measures  iniquitously  legal, 
and  from  which  he  had  neither  appeal  nor  remedy,  except  through  tiie 
Regents,  and  the  four  men  who  voted  to  discontinue  in  Maylastwere  not 
3.  majority. 

3.  The  attention  of  the  public  is  called  to  a  decree  in  favor  of  the 
University  of  $4,624.40,  and  which  cannot  be  surrendered  without  a 
■"  great  breach  of  trust." 

If  the  absentees  had  been  as  anxious  to  prevent  the  occurrence  of  a 
"  great  breach  of  Crust "  when  they  permitted  Douglas  to  "  run  "  the  con- 


aiiy  j'ears,  without  let,  hindrance,  or  examination,  as  they 

are  to  make  R.  A.  Seal  pay  for  the  result  of  the  Ex-Directors  misn 

jigement  and  utter  neglect  of  duty,  the  defalcation  never  would  have 
occurred.  Had  they  been  as  faithful  in  the  effort  to  hold  Douglas,  as 
agent  of  the  University,  to  a  strict  accounting,  as  they  now  seem  to  be  in 
extracting  jnoney  from  the  bondsmen  of  Rose  by  measures,  which  mav 
meet  their  approval,  hut  which  certainly  do  not  command  the  i-espcct  o'f 
the  people  of  Michigan,  the  expense,  strife,  and  wretchedness,  growing 
out  of  nearly  two  years  of  tortuous  litigation  would  have  been  unneces- 
sary. Whether  viewed  in  the  light  of  simple  j«slice  to  Rose  and  his 
bondsmen,  or  from  the  stand-point  of  public  morality,  we  pity  the  men 
who  can,  without  compunction,  take  from  Rose  that  which  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  State  traced  to  the  capacious  pockets  of  Douglas,  a  finding 
which  we  believe  to  have  been  essentially  correct.  Without,  at  this  time, 
committing  ourselves  in  regard  to  the  collecting  of  the  defalcation,  on 
the  basis  of  Judge  Huntington's  decree,  we  snbmit  that  the  people  of 
Michigan  could  better  aftbrd  to  lose  the  money,  than  appear  as  aiders 
and  abettors  to  the  meandering  course  which  has  culminated  in  a  verdict. 
— a  verdict  which  has  utterly  failed  to  secure  the  assent  of  the  people. 
and  which  cannot  be  considered  as  either  equitable  or  just.  If  the  refusal 
to  stamp  with  our  approbation,  a  verdict  at  variance  with  our  ideas  of 
right ;  if  our  hesitation  to  take,  even  nnder  the  forms  of  law,  money  from 
the  bondsmen  of  a  person  whom  we  consider  innocent,  and  which  we 
firmly  believe  is  in  the  possession  of  another,  be  considered  a  "great 
breach  of  trust "  by  the  absentees,  we  shall  make  an  appeal  to  the  people, 
who  generally  give  an  ultimate  verdict  for  the  right.  Let  our  constitu- 
ents decide  as  to  who  has  committed  an  official  "breach  of  trust." 

4.  The  public  are  informed  that  the  bond  was  given  "with  full 
knowledge,  of  the  circumstances,"  and  "  after  a  committee  of  the  Board 
had  found  Rose  liable." 

The  public  are  ?iot  informed  that  the  chancery  suit  had  not  been  in- 
stituted when  the  bond  was  given;  that  the  bond  was  given  with  the 
clear  understanding  on  the  part  of  the  sureties  that  the  cause  should  be 
tiled  before  a  jury.     There  is  no  intimation  that  the  at  tome  v  of  Rose 
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law;  tiiat  tiie  person  Ivlio  then  assigned  to  direct  the  interests  of  the 
University  refused  to  meet  the  issue  as  had  been  agreed  upon,  and  subse- 
quently, instituted  a  chancery  suit,  based  on  a  bill  of  complaint  which 
was  a  special  plea  for  Douglas,  and  aa  argument  against  Rose;  that  in 
view  of  the  history  of  the  case  in  relation  to  the  institution  of  chancery 
proceedings,  "  the  bond  was  net  given  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the  cir- 
cumstances." The  information  is  not  ^iven  that  the  "  Committee  of  the 
Board"  but  registered  the  Dec.  'J.^  findings  of  Douglas.  The  public  are 
not  told  that  Rose  "  had  been  found  liable  "  viithout  any  forta  of  hearing\ 
that  he  was  expelled  on  ■i.-aex-farte  investigation,  against  the  remonstrance 
of  two  absent  members  of  the  Board,  and  at  an  unusual  time  of  meeting, 
and  that  the  late  absentees  votedfor  the  dismissal,  in  the  light,  and  as 
tlie  result,  of  thi'ir  own  investigation. 

5.  The  absentees  object  to  the  reinstatement  of  Dr.  Rose,  because 
"acompetent  person  performs  the  work"  at  a  salary  of  $75operannum. 

This  is  a  tranBparen.t  begging  of  the  question.  This  method  of  ap- 
pointing- men  has  never  obtained  in  the  University.  An  examination  of 
the  CMse  may  not  only  convince  our  absentee  friends,  but  may  also  satisfy 
the  public  as  to  the  economy  resultin'/  fram  the  dismissal  of  Rose.  By 
referring  to  the  reports  made  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  we 
tind  that,  (in  addition  to  the  salary  paid  Douglas,  whose  place  as  Profes- 
sor of  Chemistry  is  now  filled  by  Dr.  Langley,  and  also  omitting  the 
salary  paid  to  Dr.  Langley)  there  were  employed  in  the  Laboratory  in 

1873,  two  persons,  salaries  83,500, — 48  students  in  Pharmacy. 

1874,  two  persons,  salaries  ^'[■.'Joo, — 70  students  in  Pharmacy. 

1875,  three  persons,  salaries  $4,000, — 68  students  in  Pharmacy. 
1S76,  seven  persons,  salaries,  $6,750,-79  students  in  Pharmacy. 
1877,  seven  persons,  salaries,  $6,000, — 64  students  in  Pharmacy. 

In  1876,  the  son  of  Dr.  Douglas  was  provided  for.  Rose  was  first 
dismissed  in  1875.  Vaughan  and  Crane  were, appointed  in  his  place,  and 
(he  amount  given  is  what  the  salaries  would  have'  aggregated  had  all 
been  employed  and  paid  for  a  full  year  which  was  not  the  case.  In  1877, 
Mr.  Young  was  emplojfed  in  "  Chemistry  and  Physics,"  therefore  we 
have  charged  but  half  his  salary,  in  the  above  exhibit,  to  the  Laboratory. 
In  1878,  we  are  employing  seven  persona  in  the  Laboratory,  besides  three 
others,  with  "  Divided  duties  in  the  Literary  and  Pharmaceutical  Depart- 
ments," at  a  salary  of  $3,600. 

It  is  true  that  Dr.  Vaughan  has  been  receiving  a  salary  of  $750.00  as  "  a 
competent  person,"  in  the  Laboratory.  He  also  graduated  in  the  Medical 
Department  in  April,  1878.  The  duties  of  the  senior  year  in  the  Medical 
Department  usually  occupy  the  full  time  and  entire  energies  of  an  ordin- 
ary man.  This  young  man  was  a  successful  student;  graduated  with 
honor,  and  proved  to  be  a  "  competent  person,"  as  an  instructor  in  the 
Laboratory,  all  aS  the  same  time.  It  would  be  interesting  to  ascertain 
the  exact  nature  and  extent  of  the  work  which  he  performed  and  for 
which  he  received  $750.03.  We  do  not  understand  the  matter.  Probably 
the  absentees  can  enlighten  us.  To  us  It  appears  that  the  expense  has 
been  greatly  increased  since  the  dismissal  of  Rose  in  1875,  and  we  would 
be  gratified  to  learn  the  number  of  persons  now  engaged  in  performing 
the  work  which  the  late  assistant  was  required  to  perform  alone.  In  addit- 
ion to  the  above  we"  might  question  the  economy  of  paying  Douglas  at 
the  rate  of  $2,500.00  per  annum,  during  the  years  ending  in  1876  and 
1877,  when  engaged  in  the  laudable  work  of  vindicating  himself  from 
the  consequences  of  his  own  short-comings.  What  duty  did  he  perform 
for  this  $5,ooo.oof  What  did  he  teachf  Tell  the  public  specifically  the 
nature  of  the  duties  which  the  late  Dr.  D.  performed. 

6.  The  absentees  tell  the  public  in  March,  1878,  "that  the  reinstate- 
ment of  eilher  party  would  be  unwise,  of  no  possible  good,  but  of  great 
njury  to  tlie  interests  we  have  sworn  to  protect." 
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Th;s  is  the  most  remarkable  Statement  in  (he  letter  of  our  colleagues; 
In  December,  1871;,  the  Douj^las  Committee  found  in  substance  as  the  Mc- 
Gowan-Grnnt  Committee  of  June,  1876,  and  as  the  ludge  has  lateJy  de- 
creed. In  iSj"!,  the  absentees  voted  to  suspend  Rose  ;  they  refused  to  sus- 
pend Douglas;  (Regent  S.  S.  Walker  was  not  then  a  member  of  the 
Board) ;  in  June,  1876,  they  voted  to  expel  Rose  and  voted  against  the  ex- 
pulsion  of  Douglas;  in  March,  1877,  Whwn  Douglas  was  expelled,  they 
voted  against  such  expulsion.  Those  of  the  undarsi^ned.  who  were  then 
members  of  the  Board,  labored  and  voted  to  purge  the  University  of  the 
man  who  had  been  false  to  the  great  trust  r^>posed  in  him,  in  that  he 
habitually  neglected  a  very  important  dutv;  we  believed  him  guilty,  and 
with  the  aid  of  Regents  Cutcheon  and  Collier  dismissed  him  in  March, 
i8;7 —twp  of  the  absentees  voting  against  his  removal,  the  third  being 
absent.  We  are  now  told  by  the  men  who,  in  the  light  of  all  the  facts, 
uniformly  supported  him,  ''that  it  would  be  a  great  injury  to  the  interests 
we  have  sworn  to  protect"  to  "  reinstate"  him.  What  has  occurred  since 
the  close  of  March,  1877,  to  accomplish  such  a  wonderful  change?  Is  this 
wonderful  virtue  the  otfspriiig  of  necessity?  What  has  Douglas  done 
since  March,  1877,  to  produce  such  a  radical  change  in  the  opinions  of  our 
conscientious  colleagues?  He  has  not  been  a  defaulter  to  the  University 
since.  He  has  had  no  opportunity.  No  better  endorsement  of  oar  con- 
duct as  regards  Douglas  could  be  hirriished.  We  believed  and  have  acted 
as  Regents  on  the  ground  that  his  presence  in  the  University  "would  be 
unwise,  of  no  possible  good,  but  of  great  injury  to  the  interests  we  have 
sworn  to  protect."  We  rejoice  over  the  conversion  of  ourcolleagues,  and 
it  costs  us  nothing  to  accept  the  remarkable  change  which  they  so  sol- 
emnly publish  to  the  world  as  genuine,  and  the  result  of  their  belief  in 
his  g..ift. 

vVe  desire  to  reinstate  Rose,  because  we  believe  with  the  legislative 

believing,  desire  his  reinstatement;  because  we  consider  him  thoroughly 
adapted  to  the  work  as  an  Assistant  Professor  in  Physiological  Chemis'- 
try;  and  because  we  believe  that  it  is  always  "good"  and  "wise"  to 
Fipair,  so  far  as  may  be,  the  wrongs  of  the  past,  and  administer  justice, 
however  tardy.  We  have  no  apology  to  make.  With  our  present  infor- 
mation we  are  now  (and  shall  be}  ready  to  vote  for  his  reinstatement. 

Finally.  The  absentees  were  unfortunate  in  that  they  prejudged  the 
case  in  December,  1875.  Without  meaning  disrespect,  it  was  the  na!u.-e 
of  the  human  mind  to  receive  a  bias  from  the  character  of  the  primary 
influences  which  were  brought  to  bear  1^  Douglas,  through  the  Execu- 
tive, on  the  Regents,  then  controlling  affairs. 

In  our  opinion  they  made  a  great  mistake  when  they  refused  in  1875, 
to  place  both  on  the  same  footing.  Their  second  grave  mistake  consisted 
in  appointing  on  the  June,  1876,  Committee,  the  most  active  member  of 
which  testified  that  he  believed  Rose  guilty  before  commencing  the  inves- 
tigation. Tlie  third  serious  blunder  made  was  in  dismissing  Rose  with- 
out a  hearing.

gents ;  permitting  the  accountants  of  Douglas  to  carry  the  books  to  De- 
troit; allowing  the  ex-Director  free  access  to  the  counsel  first  employed 
by  the  Executive  Committee,  together  with  various  other  acts,  indicating 
an  unfortunate  bias,  which,  in  our  opinion,  has  been  etiually  disasti-ous 
to  the  interests  of  Rosi  and  the  cause  of  justice. 
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There  is  an  essential  difference  between  tlie  three  absentees  and  the 
undersigned.  They  were  committed  to  theDouglasreport  of  December,  1875. 
We  were  untrammelled  bj  preconceived  opinions.  TJiej  have  stood  for  the 
June,  1876.  report.  We  think  conviciioa  without  a  hearing,  and  bv  a  tri- 
bunal without  powers,  unusual.  We  accept  the  findings  of  the  tegisla- 
ture — from  our  own  investigations  we  have  arrived  at  substantially  the 
same  conclusions.  They  have  been  cribbed,  confined  and  limited  bj'  their 
original  endorsement  of  the  Douglas  findings.  We  refuse  to  malse  Ro'e 
the  scape-goat  of  another  man's  transgressions.  We  believe  Douglas 
guilty  and  will  oppose  liie  reinstatement.  We  have  confidence  in  the  in- 
tegrity of  Rose,  and  think  the  long  travesty  on  justice  will  be  defeated  by 
his  reappointment. 

Our  colleagues  resorted  to  revolutionary  methods  to  defeat  tiie  will  of 
the  Mareh,  1878,  meeting.  We  are  opposed  to  every  such  act,  and  con. 
sider  it  unjustifiable.  Confident  that  full  and  exact  justice  will  yet  be 
extended  to  Rose,  we  submit  the  whole  question  to  that  court  of  Inst  re- 
sort— on/-  constituents.

Christiancy  has  furnished  in  response  to  the  above  resolution : 

Washington,  D.  C,  April  20,  187S. 
Doctor  J.  B.  Angell,  President  Board  of  Regents : 

Dear  Sir: — On  mj-  arrival  here  from  Michigan,  whence  I  have  jnst 
returned,  I  find  a  letter  from  Regent  Cutcheon,  of  April  12th,  and  one 
from  Mr.  Bennett,  Secretary,  covering  a  resolution  of  tlie  Board  and 
what  purports  to  be  a  printed  copy  of  part  of  R.  A.  Seal's  memorial  or 
petition  to  the  Board,  none  of  which  1  ever  saw  before,  escept  a  part  of 
the  third  paragraph  (on  page  196  as  printed)  which  I  think  is  the  same  in 
substance  as  purported  to  be  quoted  in  the  Free  Press  in  a  printed  letter  of 
Messrs.  Douglas  and  Pond.  To  this  part,  so  quoted  in  the  Free  Press,  I 
have  already  replied  in  my  published  letter  to  Messrs.  Pond  and  Douglas 
to  which  I  refer.  And  I  will  here  reiterate  that  I  never  represented  or 
promised  to  Mr.  Beal  that  "incase  he  (the  Judge)  should  so  find,  etc.," 
as  then  stated,  nor  in  any  other  contingency,  I  would  malte  a  representa- 
tion of  the  facts  to  the  Board  by  which  he,  (Beal),  would  be  relieved  in  the 
premises;"  nor  did  I  ever  think  of  making  any  such  promise  or  agree- 
ment ;  nor  was  any  inducement  held  out  or  offered  to  Mr.  Beal,  so  far  as 
I  know,  for  his  withdrawing  hie  demand  for  a  jury.  In  confirmation  of 
this  I  refer  to  the  letter  of  Mr.  Webber  of  the  13th  February  last,  which 
I  inclose.    And  I  will  here  say  that  my  letter,  which  was  published  in  the 
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Post  &  tribune,  was  written  just  as  it  now  is  and  shown  to  Mr.  SackuS 
of  that  paper  here,  before  I  had  concluded  to  telegraph  Mr.  Webber,  and, 
though  I  retained  that  letter  until  I  ^ot  Mr.  Webber's  reply,  I  did  not  find 
it  necessary  to  alter  a  single  word  of  my  letter  as  previously  written. 

Now,  as  to  the  second  paragraph  on  page  196  of  the  printed  slip  sent 
me,  whieh  represents  that  Mr.  Beal  was  induced  to  enter  into  the  stipu- 
lation upon  my  representations  and  assurances  that  the  cause  would  be 
tried  befi)re  some  other  Judge  than  Judge  Hiintinaton,  I  will  say  that  I 
never  gave  any  such  "  assurances,"  but  always  told  him  that  was  a  mat- 
.  ter  over  which  I  had  no  control.  I  did,  however  say,  substantially,  to 
Mr.  Beal  and  to  one  of  the  counsel  of  Doctor  Douglas,  that  I  thonght  for 
several  reasons,  it  would  be  better  that  some  other  Judge  should  try  the 
cause;  not  because  I  doubted  the  integrity  of  Judge  Huntington — fori 
never  doubted  his  iiitegrity  nor  have  I  ever  said  anything  which  I  sup- 
posed in  any  manner  impugned  his  integrity.  But  as  much  feeling  had 
been  aroused  in  the  case  hi  some  of  Its  tbnrier  stages  before  Jud^re  Hun- 
tington, and  Mr.  Beal,  who  was  the  active  party  in  the  defence  of  Ruse, 
had  once  been  fined  by  Judge  Huntington  for  contempt,  and  the  matter 
had  been  discussed  in  the  papers  and  talked  of  among  the  members  of 
the  leuislaLure  and  others,  and  people  had  taken  sides  upon  the  case,  and 
some  distnist  seemed  to  exist  in.  the  minds  of  some  who  favored  Rose, 
that  the  Judge  might  not  feel  entirely  unbiased — which  though  I  believed 
to  be  without  any  real  foundation,  I  nevertheless  saw  would  be  likely  to 
weaken  the  confidence  of  some  portion  of  the  people  in  tlie  findings  of 
the  Judge,  if  he  should  iind  against  Rose,  and  because  the  Judge  himself, 
owin^  to  these  and  like  reasons,  might  feel  more  embarrassed  in  the  trial 
of  this  than  of  ordinary  causes.  For  these  and  like  reasons  and  to  pro- 
tect the  University  against  the  effects  of  popular  prejudice  and  excite- 
ment, however  groundless,  I  did  think  it  wise  and  best  for  the  public 
interest  that  the  case  should  be  tried  before  some  Jud^  who  had  had  no 
previous  connection  with  the  cause  and  whose  decisions  and  rulings 
would  be  moi*e  likely  to  command  the  confidence  of  all  the  people.  I  did 
not  keep  those  views  a  secret  from  either  side,  but  expressed  them  freely 
to  both.  I  soon  found  however  that  none  of  these  considerations  had 
any  weight  with  the  counsel  of  defendant  Douglas,  and  that  they  were 
or,  at  least  one  of  them  was,  strongly  opposed  to  having  any  other 
Judge  trv  the  cause.  I  never  approached  the  Judge  upon  tlie  subject  of 
calling  in  another  Judge.  But  through  a  mutual  friend,  a  gentleman  of 
high  character  on  mtimate  friendly  relations  with  the  Judge,  and  who 
thought  as  I  did,  I  learned  that  the  Judge  was  inclined  not  to  try  the 
cause  himself,  but  to  call  in  another  Judge.  This  was,  I  think,  after  the 
stipulation  to  which  Mr.  Beal  refers.  And  I  think  after  the  stipulation 
was  filed  I  received  a  letter  from  the  clerk  of  the  court,  (or  it  may  have 

the 
doing  so,  and  wishinj;  to  know  whom  I  preferred,  c 
I  had  any  preference;  to  which,  I  think  I  replied  substanti.illy,  that  I 
had  no  preference,  so  that  it  should  be  one  wl.o  had  had  no  connection 
with  the  cause,  etc.

The  following  is  Mr.  Webber's  letter,  referred  to  above : 

East  Sagi.vaw,  February  13,  1S78. 
Hon.  I.  P.  Christiancy,  Washington,  D.  C.  : 

Dear  Sir:— 1  received  jour  telegram  to-day,  d.ited  Fehruarj-  13th 
and  referring  me  to  the  Free  Press  of  the  8th  inst.,  where  a  quotation 
was  made  from  Beal's  petition  to  the  Regents  relative  to  the  reasons 
which  induced  him  to  withdraw  his  demand  for  a  jury.  In  your  telegram 
-you  say  that  the  interview  was  in  your  room   at  (he  hotel   and  that  I 
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was  present.  The  statement  as  made  in  the  Free  Pfess  of  the  Stli  Is  that 
he  (Beat)  "was  induced  to  withdraw  his  claims  to  a  jury  to  try  such  ques- 
tions (questions  of  the  forgery  of  the  letter  'D'  and  the  red  Hne,  etc.) 
upon  the  statement  and  representations  of  the  said  Christiancy,  who  had 
been  present  and  heard  all  the  evidence  given  upon  said  trial,  that  there 
was  no  evidence  in  the  cause  by  which  the  Judge,  Hon.  Geo.  M.  Hunt- 
ington, would  be  authorized  to  lind  that  any  such  red  lines  or  initial 
'  D 'b  were  forged;  and  that  in  case  he  should  so  find,  he  (you)  would 
make  a  representation  of  the  facts  to  this  Board  by  which  your  petitioner 
would  be  relieved  in  the  premises." 

In  response  to  your  request  I  can  only  say  that  there  was  no  such 
language  used  nor  anything  that  would  bear  that  construction  or  which 
represented  that  idea,  in  any  interview  between  Beal  and  yourself  at 
which  I  was  present.  I  never  heard  you  express  such  an  intention  eitliei- 
in  the  presence  of  Mr.  Beal  or  at  our  private  consultations.  I  would 
state  further,  that  my  recollection  of  the  interview  at  your  room  where 
Mr.  Beal  was  present  and  at  which  interview  I  was  first  informed  th.it 
Mr.  Beal  had  concluded  to  withdraw  his  claim  for  a  iury  and  submit  the 
case  to  the  Judge,  is  substantially  this : — Premising  that  Judge  Hunting- 
ton had  expressed  his  intention  of  removing  the  case  to  Jackson  county 
and  submitting  it  to  a  jury,  and  that  I  was  very  decidedly  of  opinion  that 
he  had  no  jurisdiction,  sitting  in  chancery,  to  transfer  a  feigned  issue  to 
another  county  for  trial,  and  had  consequently  so  argued  in  court  and 
that  you  entertained  grave  donbts,  as  you  stated  in  open  court,  concern- 
ing the  legality  of  such  a  course,  and  the  matter  being  submitted  to  the 
Judge  (after  counsel  for  all  parties  had  been  heard)  for  his  consideration, 
the  interview  spoken  of  was  at  your  room.  My  recollection  is  that  Mr. 
Beal,  without  any  representations  from  either  of  us,  at  that  time  an- 
nounced that  he  had  concluded  to  instructed  his  coansel  to  withdraw 
their  demand  for  a  jury.nnder  the  circumstances,  assigning  as  reasons, 
that  as  counsel  in  the  case  seemed  to  entertain  so  much  doubt  about  the 
legality  of  that  course,  and  as  the  verdict  of  the  jury  when  obtained,  (as 
all  conceded)  would  not  be  binding  upon  the  Judge  but  would  be  merely 
advisory,  and  as  the  expense  of  a  trial  was  so  exceedingly  burdensome, — 
in  view  of  these  considerations,  he  had  concluded  to  instruct  his  counsel 
to  withdraw  all  opposition  to  the  question  being  submitted  to  the  Judge 
for  his  decision.

Will  jou  oblige  me  bj'  bringing  the  matter  here  referred  to  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Regents,  and  if  I  have  not  addressed  the  proper  officer,  will  joii 
please  refer  this  letter  to  such  an  one  as  you  shall  deem  proper.  It  would 
atVord  great  relief  to  the  State  Public  School  and  the  class  it  would  aid,  if  the 
State  would  make  provision  for  the  malntenanceand  treatment  of  depend- 
ent children  who  are  afflicted  with  chronic  diseases  or  requiring  sut^cal 
operations.  They  are  not  admissible  to  this  school,  and  when  they  are 
sent  here  we  are  obliged,  reluctantly,  to  return  them  to  the  poor  houses, 
where  they  have  no  proper  treatment.  If  the  Regents  would  recommend 
the  action  here  suggested  by  the  Legislature,  it  would  have  much  influence 
in  the  desired  direction.  The  proper  place  for  such  luaintenance  woulil 
be  of  curse  at  the  State  Hospital  at  Ann  Arbor. 
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Should  it  be  desired.  I  will  write  move  in  full,  giving  statistics,  nura- 
bei-  requiring  treatment,  reasons  for  State  aid,  etc,  etc.

Gentlemek — It  will  doubtless  be  remembered  that  in  October,  1877, 
a  report  was  presented,  showing  what  had  been  done  at  that  date  in 
equipping  the  Physiological  Laboratorv  for  the  work  contemplated  in  its 
organizntion. 

The  mieroBCOpes  then  expected  wereduh-  received,  and  work  was 
commenced  immediately. 

The  room  and  instruments  would  accommodate  fificen  students  at  a 
time ;  and  to  give  the  benefit  of  such  instruction  to  as  many  Uis  practica- 
ble, six  classes  of  fifteen  each  were  formed. 

Each  of  these  classes  devoted  one  afternoon  cvei-y  week  to  practical 
work  on  die  following  plan : 

A  lecture  varying,  as  the  subject  of  study  required,  was  the  first 
exercise,  and  the  balance  of  the  afternoon  was  devoted  to  personal  work 
with  the  microscope  and  such  tissue  or  fluid  as  formed  the  subject  of 
study,  each  student  having  the  use  and  cai*e  of  an  instrument,  the  neces- 
sary accessories  for  that  afternoon. 

The  course  of  study  consisted  of  ten  lessons,  occupying  the  same 
number  of  weeks.  Thus  three  courses  have  been  given,  and  over  two 
hundred  and  fifty  students  have  received  instruction  in  this  department 
during  the  year. 

It  is  not,  of  course,  to  be  presumed  that  all  these  students  have,  in 
this  brief  time,  become  experts  in  microscopy,  but  they  have  been 
instructed  how  to  use  the  microscope,  how  to  prepare  specimens,  and  how 
to  recognize  the  minute  and  important  Bubstances  which  form  the  objects 
of  study,  and  are  thus  fitted  to  go  on   with  their  investigations  elewhere 
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until  t[iey  become  proficients  in  the  work  thus  iiiaiigiirated  on    a  lij 
basis. 

In  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  state  that  for  purposes  of  instr 
tion  in  the  Laboratory  we  have  the  following  facilities,  viz ; 

Fifteen  American  microscopes  of  superior  construction,  each  insl 
ment  having  two  eye  pieces,  micrometer,  camera-lucida,  a  one-inch,  o 
fourth-inch  and  one-eighth- inch  Spencer  objective. 

There  is  also  a  Marcj's  stereopticon,  with  an  attachment  for  eshil 
ing  microscopical  preparations  on  the  screen. 

The 'cabinet' is  supplied  with  some  four  hundred  specimens,  ill 
t  rat  ing  normal  and  pathological  tissues. 

The  Library  contains  about  one  hundi-ed  volumes  of  standard  works 
on  microscopy  and  allied  subjects. 

We  have  likewise  a  Sphygmograph,  transfusion  apparatus,  and  sucl> 
accessories  as  are  required  for  thorough  work  in  this  department.

The  Board  of  Regents  reassembled  in  the  room  of  the  Presi- 
dent at  4^  o'clock  p.  M. 

On  being  called  to  order  a  fidl  Board  was  present  except 
Regent  Grant. 

Regent  E.  C.  Walker  read  and  then  subiiiitted  to  tire  Board 
the  following  report : 

The  special  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  charges  brought  by 
Prof.  Donald  Maclean  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  against 
TProf.  J.  G.  Gilchrist,  of  the  Homceopathic  Medical  College,  respectfully 

That  the  substance  of  the  charges  was  that  Dr.  Gilchrist  had  falsely 
and  maliciously  in  the  public  prints  accused  Dr.  Maclean  of  groes  unpro- 
fessional conduct  in  enticing  away  from  the  Homceopathic  clinic  patients 
who  were  under  treatment  by  Dr.  Gilchrist,  that  he  (Dr.  Maclean)  might 
operate  upon  tliem  as  a  surgeon,  especially  in  the  case  of  oue  Sheriff  who 
had  been  under  the  care  of  both  for  "  perineal  fistula.'' 
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Your  committee  being  of  the  opinion  that  the  disa.^rccmcnt  betwi^oii 
tlie  parties  was  the  result  of  a  misunderstanding  of  the  facts,  called  before 
tliem  both  parties  to  the  controversy,  and  Mr.  Sheriff  himself,  whose  case 
had  caused  the  difficulty. 

Mr.  Sheriff  stated  that  he  never  saw  Dr.  Maclean  till  afler  he  had 
ceased  to  be  under  the  care  of  Dr.  Gilchrist,  and  had  been  considered  bv 
him  incurable.  That  he  then  approached  Dr.  Maclean  and  stated  his 
case;  that  Dr.  Maclean  made  no  advances  to  him;  that  he  afterwards 
returned  to  Ann  Arbor,  was  operated  upon  by  Dr.  Maclean  to  his  almost 
perfect  cure. 

Upon  hearing  these  facts,  Dr.  Gilchrist  at  once  withdrew  all  charges 
of  unprofessional  conduct  a;,'ainst  Dr.  Maclean,  and  admitted  that  he  was 
entirely  mistaken  in  the  facts  on  which  he  had  made  his  charges. 

Dr.  Gilchrist  then  detailed  the  evidence  given  to  him  by  different 
parties  on  which  he  had  founded  his  opinion  of  Dr.  Maclean's  conduct, 
and  Dr.  Maclean  admitted  that  if  the  statements  so  made  to  him  had  been 
true,  that  he  (Dr.  Gilchrist)  would  have  had  reason  to  think  that  his 
charges  of  unprofessional  conduct  were  correct. 

These  admissions  being  made  on  both  sides  Dr.  Mac'ean  thereupon 
withdrew  his  charges  and  requested  us  to  make  this  report. 

Your  committee  wish  it  to  be  distinctly  understood  that  their  action 
and  the  action  of  the  Board  in  this  case  shall  not  be  considered  a  prece- 
dent for  the  future. 

That  this  Board  is  not  a  tribunal  for  the  settlement  of  disputes  and 
dilllculties    between    professors,   and  had   not   this 
been  arrived  at  in  this  case  it  is  very  likely  that  we  should  ha\ 
that  it  was  a  matter  outside  of  oui- jurisdiction. 


At  the  conclusion  of  tiie  readini^  of  the  report  by  Regent  E. 
C.  Walker,  Regent  Rynd  moved  that  the  report  be  accepted  and 
printed  in  tlie  minutes.

Regent  Diiffield,  Worn  the  special  committee  on  the  investiga- 
tion of  the  charges  against  Professor  Samuel  A.  Jones,  made  the 
following  report,  which  on  motion  was  ordered  to  he  spread  at 
length  in  the  minutes: 

Tlie  committee  to  whom  was  i:nlrusted  the  chargL-s  and  specilii:atiojif- 
ni-ainst  Professor  Jones  of  the  flomteopatliic  College,  and  Dean  of  tlie- 
Faculty  of  the  same,  would  respectfully  report; 

1.  That  after  carefully  reading  the  various  charges,  and  eliminating- 
from  them  all  such  specifications  as  they  deemed  irrelevant,  they  gave  a 
long  and  patient  hearing  to  Dr.  Jones,  and  his  prosecutor,  through  their 
respective  counsel,  Messrs.  Miller  and  Babcock,  hearing  all  the  witnesses 
and  letters  they  had  to  present;  the  closing  arfjument  of  counsel  being 
i-ubmitted  in  writing. 

2.  That  aftertheargumenthadbeensubmitted,  and  the  heavy  mass  of 
oral  and  documentary  testimony  had  been  carefully  reviewed  and  can- 
vassed, your  committee  came,  with  great  unanimity,  to  the  following con- 

I.  That  in  reference  to  what  was  known  as  the  "  Helmuth  matter," 
the  charge  of  deliberate  falsehood  against  Dr.  Jones  is  not  confirmed 
either  by  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Gilchrist,  or  by  the  letters.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  there  is  reason  to  suppose  that  Dr.  Jones  was  in  error  in  the 
reasons  assigned  for  the  failure  of  Dr.  Helmuth  to  lecture  according  to 
invitation,  but  the  error  is  not  to  be  ascribed  to  willful  falsehood,  when  it 
can  be  more  charitably  accounted  for  by  erroneous  information. 

3.  That  the  charge  of  "  unseemly  behavior  in  the  lecture  room,"  is. 
not  substantiated  by  good  and  Sufficient  evidence,  and  that  owing  to  n 
chronic  excitement  and  prejudice  on  the  part  of  the  witnesses,  certain 
circumstances  were  exaggerated  beyond  their  real  significance. 

3-  That  the  charge  of  improper  language  and  conduct  towards  his 
colleague,  especially  in  what  occurred  in  the  office  of  Dr.  Backus,  is  not 
of  such  a  character  as  to  demand  any  very  special  argument  or  attention. 
Words  spoken  in  private  are  not  to  be  put  in  the  same  category  with  those- 
spoken  in  public. 

4.  The  charge  that  .it  a  certain  lecture  he  used  a  very  opprobrious 
epithet  in  reference  to  the  President  of  the  University,  we  did  not  iind 
well  sust.iined  as  to  time  and  place,  though  wc  bad  liltic  doubl  that  his 
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more  to  be  honored  In  the  breach  than  the  obser 

5.  There  was  one  cliarge,  howeve 
regret— the  more  bo  because  Dr.  Jone; 
was  too  much  occasion  for  the  chargi 
^cene  expressions  in  the  lecture  room, 
■enough;  obscenity  that  would  offend  a 
ingenuous  youth  is  still  w^orse,  but  I 
breath  and  sentence  with  the  holy  nar 
Almighty,  is,  to  accommodate  to  a  sin 
to  give  Satan  himself  a  vomit."  Dr.  Joi 
know  those  golden  lines  of  the  satirist: 

"  Nil  dietu  fcfdum  visuque  l™c  limina  liingiit. 

Hereafter  every  time  he  enters  his  lecture  rooraj  we  hojic  he  wLH  re- 
member it.  Even  the  ingenuity  of  his  able  counsel,  that  "there  was 
sometimes  a  wrong  wav  of  saying  a  right  thing,"  did  not  deceive  himself 
or  any  one  else.  The  sole  redeeming  feature  in  this  offense  and  of  which 
we  gladly  and  gi-atefully  make  the  record,  is  the  earnest  and  instantaneous 
reprobation  of  such  language  by  the  young  gentlemen  of  the  class  room. 
Sorry  indeed  are  we  to  say  it,  but  it  is  only  simple  justice  and  truth. 
In  a  proper  sense  of  courtesy  and  decorum  the  large  majority  of  the  stu- 
<ientsofthe  Homteopathic  College  have  achieved  the  rare  and  enviable 
distinction  of  being  wiser  and  better  than  some  oftheir  teachers. 

The  history  of  this  trial,  humiliating  as  it  is,  we  have  reason  to 
believe,  will  not  be  without  its  permanent  value  to  all  concerned.  It  has 
revealed  to  us  a  state  of  things  in  the  Homteopathic  College  which  exists 
in  no  other  department,  and  of  which  one  and  ail  we  think,  are  most  heartily 
ashamed.  The  manly  confession  of  one  of  the  lecturers  when  on  the 
stand  as  to  disorderly  words,  and  for  which  confession  we  do  him  al! 
honor,  is  a  sure  pledge  that  we  shall  have  no  similar  occasion  to  censure 
hereafter.  Our  professors  will  know  better  how  to  settle  their  personal 
matters  with  each  other,  than  by  encroaching  on  the  precious  time  oftheir 
pupils  in  the  class  room,  by  rushing  into  the  newspapers,  or  by  bringing 
their  infinitesimal  troubles  to  the  Regents.  As  the  offense  of  Dr.  Jones 
is  probably  the  first  and  last  of  the  kind  that  will  come  before  the  Board 
your  committee  recommend  that  if  any  further  action  be  taken  in  the 
premises,  justice  shall  be  so  tempered  with  mercy  that  no  one  will  have 
■occasion  to  complain,  either  of  lax  supervision  or  of  undue  severity.

While  -we  have  a  strong  desire  to  do  that  which  the  financial  interests 
of  the  University  imperatively  require,  we  are  eqnally  desirous  to  do 
nothing  that  is  unjust  to  the  faithful  and  learned  gentlemen  most  imme- 
diately concerned. 

The  facts  which  surround  the  case  seem  to  be  these : 

I.  The  present  rates  of  salaries  were  fixed  in  1871,  when  the  pur- 
chasing power  of  our  currency  was  much  less  than  now,  and  the  cost  of 
living  correspondingly  greater. 

There  can  be  no  doubt,  we  think,  that  the  reduction  in  the  necessary 
cost  of  living  since  that  time  has  been  fully  equal  to  an  increase  of  15  per 

3.  Meanwhile  the  stringency  of  the  times  has  operated  to  reduce  the 
number  that  would  otherwise  have  attended  upon  the  University,  and 
thereby  largely  diminished  the  available  means  of  the  Board.  Thus, 
while  we  were  required  to  pay  more,  we  have  had  less  with  which  to  pay, 
and  a   deficit,  large  and  constantly  increasing,  was  the  natural  conse- 

This  deficit,  at  the  end  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  had  reached  the  amount 
of  nearly  twenty  thousand  dollars,  while  we  had  been  compelled  to  apply 
to  the  Legislature  for  special  appropriations  to  meet  expenses  which 
naturally  ought  to  have  been  met  out  of  the  general  fund.  This  evil 
became  so  manifest  that  one  year  ago  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  the 
Executive  Committee  took  it  in  hand  to  devise  ways  and  means  to  over- 
come it.  After  considerable  study  of  the  problem,  at  a  special  meeting 
held  July  I3th,  1877,  they  came  to  the  conclusion  that  a  better  way  to 
meet  the  difficulty  would  be  to  secure  an  increase  of  Income  from  students, 
fees,  than  to  reduce  salaries.  Accordingly,  five  dollars  was  added  to 
yearly  dues  and  diploma  fees  in  all  the  Departments,  and  at  the  same  time 
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some  reduction  wa.s  made  in  the  working  force  in  tiie  Department  of  Lit- 
erature, Science  and   the  Arts. 

The  effect  has  been  very  noticeable.  Not  only  haa  the  growitig  deficit 
been  checked,  but,  owing  to  the  very  large  attendance  in  the  various  schools 
and  Departments,  our  income  has  been  so  increased  that  our  deficit  has 
almost  wholly  disappeared,  and  we  see  in  the  near  future  the  prospect  of 
wiping  it  out  entirely.  But  still  we  are  confronted  with  the  fact  that  we 
are  constantly  compelled  to  go  to  the  Legislature  for  special  appropria- 
tions, where  we  ought  to  be  able  to  meet  the  expense  out  of  the  general 

During  this  same  period  from  1871  to  the  present,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  whatever  that  there  has  been  an  almost,  if  not  quite,  universal 
shrinkage  in  incomes,  over  and  beyond  the  corresponding  shrinkage  in 
the  cost  of  living.  Among  the  laboring  and  mechanical  class  universal 
stringency,  and  in  multitudes  of  instances  distress  have  prevailed,  while 
the  thousands  and  thousands  of  cases  in  our  bankrupt  courts  attest  how 
terrible  has  been  the  strain  upon  the  mercantile  class. 

Among  professional  men  there  have  been  but  few  indeed  who  have 
not  found  their  incomes  falling  off  in  the  last  five  years  to  a  degree  that 
has  compelled  the  practice  of  unwonted  economies,  even  among  the  most 
fortunate,  while  the  great  body  of  professional  men  have,  by  hard  work, 
been  scarcely  more  than  able  to  live.  And  to  add  to  the  difficulties  of  all 
these  classes  was  the  difficulty  of  cw/^ec^/a^what  had  been  honestly  earned 
and  was  honestly  due.  Most  fortunate  of  all  during  this  period  of  finan- 
cial distress  have  been  salaried  men  working  for  some  thoroughly  compe- 
tent employer  like  the  State  or  the  University,  While  their  salaries  have 
remained  fixed,  the  purchasing  power  of  every  dollar  has  been  enhanced 
from  ten  to  twenty  per  cent.  While  their  pay  has  been  constantly 
increasing  it  has  been  regular  and  constant  and  reliable.  This  last  is  no 
small  consideration.  There  haa  been  no  weariness  of  the  flesh  or  spirit 
in  hopes  long  deferred  in  pursuit  of  dishonest  or  embarrassed  or  bankrupt 
paymasters.  Gentlemen  engaged  in  the  quiet  and  scholastic  pursuits  of 
the  class  room  or  the  study,  with  their  salaries  awaiting  them  promptly  at 
the  end  of  the  quarter,  have  little  conception  of  the  trials  of  the  profes- 
sional man  who  earns  his  fee  once  in  the  service  rendered  and  then  earns 
it  a  second  time  in  collecting  it,  and  perhaps  fails  to  get  it  after  all.  All 
these  things  must  be  taken  into  consideration  in  determining  what  is  just 
and  fair  in  the  premises.  During  the  last  five  years  there  has  been  an 
almost  universal  reduction  in  the  wages  of  teachers  of  from  ten  to 
twenty-five  per  cent,  throughout  the  State  and  country. 

Our  Legislature  at  its  last  session  took  notice  of  these  facts,  and  with 
very  great  unanimity  adopted  the  following  resolution,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Regents  and  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
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tion   be  and   iire   hereby  requested  t 

teachers  and  employees  in  the  several  ii 

follows :  on  all  salaries  over  $1,500  to  $2,000  inclusive,  lo  per  cent,  and 

This  resolution,  we  believe,  has  never  been  communicated  to  us  in 
any  otiicial  form,  and  through  an  accident  never  received  the  official  sanc- 
tion of  the  Governor.  But  we  believe  this  resolution  exiiibits  the  ten- 
dency of  the  general  public  opinion  of  the  State.  While  we  cannot  think 
it  wise  to  reduce  to  the  full  extent  indicated,  we  do  think  it  advisable  to 
report  back  the  resolution  referred  to  us  and  recommend  that  it  be 
adopted.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE,  PROPOSING 
CHANGES  IN  THE  BY-LAWS. 

The  Finance  Committee  hereby  recommend  the  following  changes  in 
the  By-Laws : 

Chapter  IV :  By-La-jjf  relating  to  the  Property  and  Finances  of 
the  University,  shall  read  as  follows  : 

Salaries. 

Section  i.  The  salary  of  each  officer,  professor,  instructor,  and 
other  person  employed  by  the  University,  shall  be  fixed  by  resolution, 
subject  to  alteration,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  at  the  time  the 
appointment  shall  be  made,  and  the  Secretary  is  authorized  to  draw  his 
warrant  therefor  on  the  Treasurer,  to  be  countersigned  by  the  President,  as 
the  same  shall  fall  due.  The  fiscal  year  for  the  payment  of  salaries  shall 
commence  on  the  first  day  of  October,  and  salaries  shall  he  payable  quar- 
terly, on  the  first  day  of  January,  April,  July  and  October  in  each  j-ear. 
No  quarter's  salary  shall  be  paid  till  a  quarter's  services  have  been  ren- 
dered. 

Beits. 

Sec.  2.  No  debt  or  obligation  whatever,  shall  be  incurred  by  or  in 
behalf  of  this  Board,  except  by  resolution,  entered  at  length  on  the  min- 
utes, or  by  a  Committee  of  the  Board,  acting  pursuant  to  authority 
expressly  delegated  by  the  Board,  and  entered  at  length  on  the  minutes, 
except  for  incidental  expenses,  which  as  incurred  may  be  liquidated  by  an 
order  drawn  on  the  TreasuJer  by  the  Secretary,  countersigned  by  the 
President,  of  which  an  account,  with  items,  shall  be  submitted  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board,  The  total  sum  so  drawn  shall  at  no  time 
exceed  the  amount  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  for  contingent  expenses. 
Cla/ms. 

Sec.  3.  No  account  or  claim  against  the  University  shall  be  audited 
or  allowed,  except  in  writing  by  the  Board  itself,   or  by  a  Committee  of 
the  Board  acting  pursuant  to  authority  expressly  granted  by  the  Board, 
and  all  grants  of  such  authority  shall  be  by  aye  and  nay  vote. 
Dra-aiing  oj    Warrants. 

Sec.  4.  No  warrant  shall  be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  except  by 
expiess  direction  of  the  Board,  or  except  upon  direction  in  writing  of  a 
Committee  of  the  Board  acting  pursuant  to  authority  expressly  given  and 
entered  on  the  journal,  or  except  in  pursuance  of  the  general  rules  and 
regulations;  and  no  warrant  shall  issue  to  any  member  of  the  Facul- 
ties, or  other  officer  of  the  University,  for  any  purpose  whatever,  except 
for  services  or  accounts  allowed,  unless  upon  the  condition  expressed  in 
the  warrant  that  shall  be  expended,  and  accounted  for  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  without  unnecessary  delay;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
person  receiving  the  same  to  account  accordingly. 
Loaning  of  Property. 

Sec  5.  Articles  of  apparatus  belonging  to  the  University  s.hall  not  be 
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loaned  to  individuals  to  be  taken  out  of  the 

University  shall  be  held   accountable  for  all  property    in    their    charge 

belonging  to  the  University. 

Chapter  III  is  amended  as  follows : 

Section  12  shall  read  thus : 

Bond  of  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  II.  The  Treasurer,  before  entnring  upnn  the  duties  of  his  office, 
shall  execute  abond  to  the  Board,  in  such  penal  sum  as  the  Board  shall 
direct,  not  less,  in  any  case,  than  fifty  thousand  dollars,  with  four  or  more 
sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee;  conditioned  that  he- 
shall  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  said  office,  so  long  as  he  shall 
hold  the  same,  and  shall,  during  such  time,  safely  keep  and  pay  over,  as 
said  Board  shall  direct,  all  moneys  that  shall  come  to  his  hands,  as  such 
Treasurer;  and  that  he  shall  well  and  truly  account,  at  any  and  all  times- 
when  required,  to  the  Boaid  of  Regents,  and  to  any  Committee  thereof, 
and  shall  report  to  theni  at  any  and  all  times,  and  from  time  to  time,  when 
required  or  requested  so  to  do;  which  said  bond,  when  approved  as 
before  directed,  shall  be  recorded  at  length  in  the  minutes,  and  shall  then 
be  deposited  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  for  snfe 
keeping. 

Section  13  shall  read  thus: 

DHtles  of  the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  13.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  moneys  belong- 
ing to  the  University,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  demand  and  receive  all 
such  moneys  when  due  from  the  State  Treasurer,  or  any  other  person  or 
persons.  He  shall  pay  all  warrants  on  the  Treasurer  when  properly 
drawn  by  the  Secretary,  and  countersigned  by  the  President.  lie  shall 
present  at  each  meeting  of  the  Board  a  brief  statement,  under  general 
heads,  showing  the  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the  preceding 
quarter,  and  since  his  last  statement,  and  the  amount  of  money  in  the- 
treasury,  or  the  amount  it  may  be  overdrawn,  as  the  case  may  be.  He 
shall  also,  at  the  October  meeting,  make  to  the  Board  an  annual  report, 
accompanied  with  his  vouchers  for  the  preceding  year,  showing  in  detail 
the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  preceding  college  year.  He  shalE 
also  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Board  may  require.  It  shall  also  be 
the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  make  all  orders  of  materials,  books,  chemi- 
cals, etc.,  for  the  University,  on  request,  in  writing,  of  the  proper  Com- 
mittees, a  full  account  of  which,  with  all  memoranda  connected  with 
the  same,  shall  be  carefully  kept,  and  be  the  property  of  the  University. 

Section  20  shall  read  thus  ; 

The  Steviard  and  his  Duties. 

Sec.  20.  The  Board  of  Regents  shall  appointa  Secretary  and  Steward, 
who  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  execute  abond  to  the 
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Board  in  the  penal  sum  of  live  thousand  dollars,  with  two  or  more  sure- 
ties, to  be  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee,  conditiined  for  the  faitli- 
iUI  performance  of  his  duties,  which  bond  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Finance  Committee  for  safe  keeping.  He  shall  be  minietarial  officer  and 
agent  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  of  the  other  standing  committees, 
and  of  each  faculty,  subject  always  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
Board,  and  to  the  general  rules  and  regulations.  He  shall  keep  a  register 
of  all  students  etitering  the  University,  and  of  all  students  who  graduate 
and  their  degrees.  He  shall  have  an  ofRce  in  one  of  the  University 
buildings,  and  shall  devote  his  time  faithfully  to  the  performance  of  his 
duties.  He  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  buildings  and  grounds, 
and  be  held  responsible  for  their  good  condition,  both  as  to  cleanliness, 
safety  from  fires,  and  proper  repairs,  and  shall  make  an  annual  report  of 
his  doings  to  the  Board. 

Section  21  shall  read  thus  : 

The  Steward  shall  assess  Damages. 

Sec.  21.  All  damages  done  to  the  buildings,  or  any  University  prop- 
erty, by  any  of  the  students,  shall  be  immediately  repaired  under  the 
direction  of  the  Steward,  at  the  expense  of  those  by  whom  it  was  done, 
when  they  are  known,  but  if  not  known,  it  shall  be  assessed  upon  the 
■class  or  classes  occupying  the  room  in  which  the  damage  occurs. 

Section  ;6  shall  read  thus: 

The  Finance  Committee. 
Sac.  This  Committee  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  the  tinan- 
■cial  affairs  of  the  University,  subject  always  to  the  general  rules  and  reg- 
nlations,  and  to  the  control  of  the  Board.  They  shall  make  to  the  Board. 
at  the  October  meeting,  a  report,  showing  the  financial  operations  of  the 
University  for  the  pjeceding  year,  the  condition  of  its  treasury,  its 
revenues  and  its  funds,  with  an  estimate  of  the  probable  receipts  and 
expenditures  for  the  next  year,  accompanied  with  such  recommendations 
as  said  Committee  shall  deem  proper  to  make,  and  such  report  shall  be 
published  in  pamphlet  form,  together  with  the  President's  report. 
Section  19  shall  read  thus : 

Duties  of  other  Standing  Committees. 
Sec.  19.  The  other  Standing  Commtttees  shall  consider  matters  per- 
taining to  the  several  departments  of  the  University,  indicated  by  their 
several  titles,  and  shall  report  to  the  Finance  Committee.  Each  Com- 
<nittee  shall  keep  itself  informed  of  the  condition  of  that  department  so 
placed  under  its  care,  and  shall  give  to  the  Finance  Committee  a  memo- 
randum of  their  expenditures  and  engagements  at  each  meeting  of  the 
Board.

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out  of  an  increased  attendance.  Deducting  tlic  numbei-  of  Homreopathic 
and  Dental  students,  and  women,  now  in  attendance,  the  number  of  stu- 
dents in  the  University  is  less  than  it  was  ten  years  ago.  Indeed,  includ- 
ing the  new  departments  lately  established,  the  classes  this  year  are 
only  seven  in  excess  of  i86S,  while  those  of  last  year  fell  113  below  the 
number  in  actual  attendance  eleven  years  ago.  It  is  not  now  our  prov- 
ince to  discuss  the  causes  which  have  operated  in  diminishing  the  total 
attendance  in  the  departments,  as  compared  with  186S- 

It  is  but  just,  however,  that  we  call  the  attention  of  your  honorable 
Board  to  the  fact  that  the  founding  of  the  Dental  and  llom<eopathic 
Departments,  and  the  extending  of  medical  teachings  to  a  full  College 
year  has  largely  increased  our  pay-roll.  Apart  from  these  expenditures 
a  careful  analysis  of  the  salary  question  shows  that  the  amount  paid  for 
instruction  has  been  increased  by 

2.     Increase  of  teachers. 

The  teaching  force  was  somewhat  reduced  last  I'e.^r,  but  the  salaries 
were  permitted  to  remain  as  fixed  several  years  ago.  Your  Committee 
are  not  prepared  to  advise  any  material  reduction  in  the  teaching  force, 
but  we  feel  that  the  time  has  come  for  a  reviewof  the  whole  question,  par- 
ticularly the  reduction  of  salaries. 

The  last  Legislature  passed  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Regents  and  the  State  Bo^ird  of  Educa- 
'"        '  '        ■■   herebv   requested  to  reduce  all  salaries  of  professors. 


teachers  and  employees  in  the  several  institutions  under  their  control  e. 
follows  ;  All  salaries  over  $1,500  to  $2,000  inclusive,  10  per  cent,  and  ail 
salaries  over  $2,000,  20  per  cent. 

This  resolution  is  an  indication  of  the  purpose  and  ultimate  intention 
of  the  Legislature  which  we  cannot  wisely  overlook.  In  view  of  this 
expressed  desire;  recognizing  the  indisputable  fact  that  $2,500  has  a 
much  greater  purchasing  power  at  this  time  than  six  or  seven  years  ago; 
feeling  the  necessity  of  reducing  very  considerably  the  sum  total  of  our 
expense  account,  and  with  an  honest  desire  to  accommodate  our  bu.siness 
affairs  to  the  general  stringency  which  exists  in  monetary  affairs,  and 
which  is  seriously  felt  by  the  great  body  of  the  tax-payers  of  the  State; 
your  Committee  submit  the  following  schedufe.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that 
we  are  not  governed  altogether  by  the  resolution  of  the  Legislature,  not- 
withstanding our  profound  respect  for  that  body.  While  we  believe  a 
reduction  proper  and  recognize  the  desire  of  the  Legislature  to  aid  this 
Board  in  maintaining  the  great  educational  work  of  this  University,  yet 
we  cannot  think  that  as  large  a  reduction  would  have  been  advised,  as 
affecting  a  large  number  of  the  professors,  had  that  body  been  us  con- 
versant with  the  wants  and  works  of  the  institution  as  is  this  Board. 
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Wewifh  to  accommodate  our  action,  as  far  a?  we  Jeera  it  w 
prudent,  to  the  expresseii  desire  of  the  Legislature  on  the  one  hand ; 
anxious  to  secure  the  hearty  support  of  our  professors  s 
the  other.  While  we  would  act  in  harmony  with  the  Legislature,  w 
cannot  think  that  either  the  Legislature  or  the  people  would  consider 
wise  to  pay  salaries  so  scanty  as  to  involve  faithful  and  hard-workin 
men  in  financial  embarrassment.

The  above  schedule  gives  an  additional  Assistant  in  mathematics  at  a 
Ralary  of  $1,500  per  annum,  and  yet  effects  a  reduction  of  $8,250  a  year. 

It  ia  also  recommended  that  a  fair  allowance  be  made  for  such  cleri- 
cal or  other  work  as  may  devolve  upon  any  officer  or  employee  of  the 
University,  outside  of  the  regular  college  work  of  such  officer,  except  the 
Dean  of  the  Law  Faculty,  whose  e:itra  work  is  allowed  for  in  the  above 
schedule.

Smith,  et  al.,  executors  of  the  estate  of  Ransom  S.  Smith,  deceased,  the 
full  amount  of  that  part  of  the  decree  and  costs,  lately  rendered  against 
them  in  the  Circuit  Court,  for  the  county  of  Washtenaw,  in  chancery,  in 
a  cause  in  which  the  University  is  complainant,  and  those  parties  and 
Silas  H,  Douglas  are  defendants;  said  release  and  discharge  not  to  be 
executed  till,  in  the  opinion  of  our  counsel,  the  same  can  be   discharged 
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without  affecting  the   rights  of  tire  Tioai-d  against  said  defendant,  Doug- 
las. 

That  this  contract  shall  further  contain  an  agreetnent  that  on  the 
execution  of  the  bill  of  sale  of  said  collection,  the  same  be  at  once  equit- 
ably divided  into  two  equal  parts  hy  two  referees,  one  to  be  appointed  by 
our  Esecutive  Comrnittee,  and  the  other  by  the  other  parties  to  the  con- 
tract, they  to  select  a  third,  if  necessary.  Upon  this  division  being 
made,  said  Steere  and  Beat  are  to  remove  their  half  of  the  collection  at 
once  from  the  premises  of  the  University,  whenever  requested  by  the 
Board. 

The  following  report  fvoin  the  Finance  Committee  was  pre- 
sented by  Regent  Maltz : 

The  Finance  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  as  to

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A  PLEA 

FOR 

EDUCATION  AS  A  PDBLIC  DUTY. 


With  eincere  reluctance,  with  only  the  plea  of  the  persua- 
sion of  friends,  and  my  own  sympathy  with  this  occasion,  do 
I  attempt  to  fill  this  place  to-day. 

The  occasion  muat  suggest  what  I  shall  say  to  you.  We 
now  stand  at  a  parting  of  the  ways.  The  conditions  have 
changed  here  and  ohservances  must  change  with  them.  This 
place  of  learning  has  become  less  the  College  and  more  truly 
the  University.  It  now  puis  on,  as  it  were,  its  robes  of  man- 
hood. It  recognizes  that  to-day  it  represents  a  stage  of  riper 
education  arid  scholarship,  which  must  be  symbolized  in  its 
annual  festival.  Hence,  while  the  college  of  the  undergradu- 
ate is  still  here  in  larger  scope  and  promise  than  ever  before, 
yet  this  place  of  learning  is  no  longer  exclusively  his,  nor 
even  principally  his.  It  has  passed  to  a  larger  and  maturer 
constituency.  It  is  a  center  to  which  converges  the  ripest  and 
highest  scholarship  of  a  large,  wealthy  and  cultivated  commu- 
nity. And  henceforth  this  day  must  be  no  local  occasion,  but 
the  Olympic  of  one  of  the  great  seats  of  learning  of  the  Repub- 
lic. And  on  this  day,  with  its  annual  return,  shall  its  scholars, 
its  scientists,  its  artists,  and  artisans,  its  professional  men,  and 
perchance  its  propheta  and  poete,  gather  here  to  take  account 
of  whatever  new  has  been  accomplished  in  science,  in  letters, 
in  polity,  in  art,  and  in  all  that  concerns  the  State,  or  the 
whole  commonwealth  of  man. 

Standing  here  to-day,  with  such  realities  and  such  auguries, 
we  can  perhaps  best  weigh  their  significance  by  a  rapid  glance 
at  the  past.     We  may,  indeed,  be  sure  that  what  we  thus  enjoy 
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in  by  no  accident,  or  mere  chance.  All  eound  moral  growths 
have  an  honest  and  inBtructive  history. 

Thirty-three  years  ago  this  month,  the  University  of  Michi- 
gan— a  University  only  in  name — asserted  its  entrance  into  a 
large  sisterhood  of  colleges,  by  sending  forth  eleven  young 
men  bearing  its  diplomas.  It  bore  the  name  of  the  State,  but' 
that  name  then  gave  no  renown.  The  State  was  young  and 
poor.  It  was  raw  from  the  wilderness.  Save  along  the  old 
French  border,  there  was  hardly  a  field  in  which  the  black- 
ened stumps  did  not  witness  the  new  clearing.  Its  whole  pop- 
ulation was  hardly  250,000.  Its  metropolis  had  only  about 
13,000.  It  had  no  accumulated  wealth.  It  had  few  who 
claimed  to  be  scholars,  and  very  few  who  aimed  at  scholar- 
ship as  a  pursuit.  No  men  ever  saw  more  clearly  that 
their  work  was  to  subdue  the  wilderness,  and  to  found  the 
homes  which  should  lead  in  the  future  civilization. 

Yet  let  no  one  think  that  these  vigorous  pioneers — founders 
of  a  new  State — were  strangers  either  to  letters  or  to  science. 
Their  lineage  was  that  of  the  best  races  of  the  globe.  The 
greater  part  were  children  of  the  American  free  sehool ;  a  sys- 
tem which  somehow  educates  beyond  its  few  books  of  instruc- 
tion, and  thus  broadens  its  own  pathway.  Many  were  of  that 
stock,  which,  with  inspired  hope  and  courage,  had  founded 
Harvard,  and  Yale,  and  Dartmouth.  And,  acting  from  a  prin- 
ciple so  native  that  it  seemed  almost  like  instinct,  our  farmer 
statesmen,  when  founding  their  State,  founded  also  their  seat 
of  advanced  learning,  and  wedded  the  two  in  indissoluble 
union. 

We  well  know  what  some  of  the  leading  a'ctors  in  this  work 
hoped,  and  what  some  thought  they  foresaw.  But  it  is  not  so 
easy  to  say  what  was  the  general  hope  and  foresight.  It  is 
certain,  however,  that  it  was  expected — and  perhaps  this  was  the 
common  thought— that  the  College  would  furnish  here  at  home 
an  opportunity  for  a  fair  College  education,  and  ao  become  of 
great  local  usefulness.  This  was  a  reasonable  hope.  This  was 
surely  enough  to  justify  what  was  done.  More  than  this 
might  well  seem  but  the  fire  and  ardor  of  the  enthusiast. 
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As  we  look  back  on  the  his'.ory  of  any  great  enterprise,  it 
is  never  easy  to  tell  how  much  is  due  to  the  wisdom  of  the 
plan,  and  how  much  to  the  spirit  and  genius  of  the  actors. 
The  clear  and  concise  Compact  of  the  Mayflower  eeemed  to  the 
wise  and  learned  of  that  day  much  inferior  to  the  elaborate 
Constitution  of  Locke,  And  the  blood  of  the  Cavalier  was 
held  of  more  generous  strain  than  that  of  the  Pilgrim.  But 
how  vast  the  difference  in  the  outcome!  There  is  probably 
always  something  in  the  surroundings  which  throws  its  deci- 
sive weight  into  the  scale. 

Our  fathers  had  this  advantage.  The  field  was  one  which 
not  only  inspired  hope,  but  almost  predicted  success. 

I  have  said  that  many  of  our  pioneers  were  of  the  heroic 
blood  that  founded  Harvard,  and  Yale,  and  Dartmouth. 
Already  the  best  genius  of  that  blood  had  impressed  itself  on 
the  Northwest.  In  advance  of  the  coming  millions,  it  had,  as 
it  were,  shaped  the  earth  and  the  heavens  of  the  sleeping 
empire. 

It  was  a  graduate  of  Harvard,  who,  in  1787,  when  framing 
the  Great  Charter  of  the  Northwest,  had  consecrated  it  irrevo- 
cably to  Human  Freedom,  to  Religion,  Learning,  and  Free 
Thought. 

It  was  the  proud  boast  of  Themistocles  that  he  knew  how 
to  make  of  a  small  city  a  great  State.  Greater  than  his  was 
the  wisdom  and  prescience  of  Nathan  Dane,  who  knew  how 
to  take  pledges  of  the  future,  and  to  snatch  from  the  wilder- 
ness an  inviolable  Republic  of  Free  Labor  and  Free  Thought. 
And  here  it  seems  not  irrelevant  to  say  that  this  one  act  is 
the  most  dominant  one  in  our  whole  history,  since  the  landing 
of  the  Pilgrims.  It  is  the  act  that  became  decisive  in  the 
Great  Rebellion.  Without  it,  so  far  as  human  judgment  can 
discern,  the  victory  of  Free  Labor  would  have  become  impos- 
sible. 

The  influence  of  this  act  upon  education  in  Michigan  is 
what  specially  concerns  us  here  to-day. 

The  care  of  education  enjoined  by  the  Ordinance  of  '87 
seems  to  have  fallen  like  a  ray  of  light  on  the  soil  of  Michigan, 
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kindling  a,  tire  which  has  never  gone  out.  It  begot  and  guided 
a  policy  which  has  been  respected  from  the  earliest  history  of 
the  territory.  I  cannot  state  this  matter  so  well  as  by  adopt- 
ing the  judicially  accurate  words  of  Judge  Campbell:  "  This 
early  recognition  of  the  necessity  of  schools  and  colleges, 
enforced  in  the  form  of  a  perpetual  compact  between  the  Gov- 
ernment and  the  people  and  States  in  the  Territory,  has 
been  a  source  and  stimulus  of  intelligence,  the  importance  oi 
which  cannot  be  estimated.  The  duty  of  the  State  to  educate 
her  children  generously  and  thoroughly  can  never  bo  disre- 
garded, without  violating  the  pledges  on  which  the  rights  of 
the  State  and  Territory  were  created."    Pol.  Hist.,  221. 

These  are  weighty  and  true  words. 

In  the  act  of  1805,  organizing  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  a 
grant  was  made '  by  Congress  of  a  section  of  land  in  aid  of  a 
University.  The  appropriation  of  the  sixteentli  section  of 
every  township  in  aid  of  common  schools,  was  made  earlier. 

In  1817,  the  aim  for  higher  education  took  form  in  the 
extravagant  scheme  of  Judge  Woodward,  Yet  this  scheme 
was  not  fruitless.  It  served  as  the  nurse  of  such  schools  as 
were  then  most  needed,  while  it  kept  in  view  what  was  beyond. 
In  fact  it  was  the  birth  of  that  corporate  life  which  sur- 
vives here  in  the  University  of  to-day. 

In  1835,  the  Territory  came  to  its  manhood  in  the  State. 
By  the  same  step  it  rose  to  higher  efforts  in  behalf  of  educa- 
tion. 

In  our  first  Constitution  a  special  article  was  devoted  to 
education.  No  article  of  that  instrument  was  more  carefully 
considered,  more  wisely  framed,  or  more  cordially  assented  to. 
It  laid  broad  and  deep  foundations  on  which  our  whole  system 
of  education  has  been  built,  on  which  it  stands  in  wholesome 
vigor  to-day,  and  on  which  it  may  safely  stand  forever.  The 
system  did  not  outrun  present  wants,  but  was  capable  of  any 
enlargement  required  by  any  wants  of  the  future.  It  cared 
equally  for  the  education  of  the  common  school  and  the  Uni- 
versity, It  wisely  adjusted  them  as  parts  of  a  great  whole,  and 
as  equally  necessary  to  the  best  well-being  of  the  State.     It 
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was  made  the  duty  of  the  legislature  to  establish  township 
librariea;  to  maintain  common  schools;  to  promote  by  all 
suitable  means,  intellectual,  seientifical,  and  agricultural 
improvement;  to  promote  literature,  arte,  and  sciences  through 
a  University ;  and  to  keep]forever  inviolable  the  common  school 
and  University  funds. 

I  say  again,  no  men  ever  built  more  wisely  for  the  future 
State.  They  deserve  perpetual  remembrance  and  honor.  Nor 
are  their  monuments  wanting.  The  district  school  houses 
which  stud  the  State  like  stars,  our  noble  graded  schools,  and 
this  University,  the  jewelled  crown  of  our  civilization,  shall 
bear  imperishable  testimony  in  their  honor. 

It  was  under  such  influences,  on  a  soil  thus  fertilized 
and  quickened,  that  the  University  began  its  work.  In 
1845,  as  we  have  seen,  it  began  to  yield  its  fruit.  I  have  said 
that  it  is  not  easy  to  say  what  was  the  general  expectation. 
But  the  actual  result  within  a  few  years,  was  a  surprise  and  a 
joy.  So  rapid  was  the  increase  in  the  collegiate  department 
that  the  next  steps  were  easy.  In  1850,  the  Medical  College 
began  its  work,  and,  nine  years  later,  the  institution  of  the  Law 
School  put  into  activity  the  three  general  departments  of  the 
University. 

The  thought  that  I  have  aimed  to  bring  out  is,  that  the 
University  is  the  result  of  no  accident,  but  the  oSapring  of  a 
wise  and  thoughtful  policy.  In  attainment  and  result  it  may 
exceed  all  that  sober  reason  could  have  foreseen ;  but  ita  growth 
and  greatness  are  certainly  in  the  exact  line  of  ita  founders. 
And  here,  in  thankfulness  and  congratulation  for  what  has 
already  come,-  for  the  pure  spring  of  learning  set  flowing  here 
for  all ;  for  the  swelling  stream  of  instructed  young  men  and 
women  yearly  sent  forth  with  influence  and  power;  for  the 
accomplished  instructors  whose  teachings  are  gladly  sought 
and  heard  in  other  colleges;  for  the  words  written  and  spoken 
here,  which  are  cited  in  courts  and  senates  with  as  much 
respect  as  those  of  Grotius  and  Blackstone,  and  for  the  scien- 
tific scholarship  which  has  inscribed  the  name  of  the  Univer- 
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sity  imperishably  among  the  AsteroicJs  ;*  in  pride  and  con- 
gratulation for  this  already  done,  but  with  renewed  hope  and 
enthusiasm  for  the  future,  it  were  perhaps  well  to  leave  it.  We 
might  say  that  never  was  wisdom  better  justified  of  her  children; 
and  that,  in  the  splendid  exemplification  of  to-day,  all  argu- 
ment ends. 

But  still  we  cannot  close  our  ears  to  objections  sometimes 
heard,  and  it  may  be  best  brieily  to  consider  them. 

It  is  said  the  result  is  all  well,  but  it  were  better  attained 
by  other  agencies  and  other  methods.  It  is  sometimes  said  it  is 
a  business  that  should  be  remitted  to  private  bands,  or  per- 
haps to  religious  bodies ;  that  it  is  not  the  office  of  the  civil 
power  to  provide  for  higher  education,  but  only  for  common 
schools;  and  that  it  is  only  for  the  latter  that  taxation  can 
justly  be  imposed. 

In  reply,  first,  it  is  clear  these  objections  run  counter  to  our 
historical  policy;  but  still,  if  they  are  sound  they  ought  to 
prevail.     Are  they  sound  ? 

In  this  discussion  let  us  exclude  everything  not  really  in 
dispute. 

We  do  not  oppose  any  education  whatever,  whether  at  pri- 
vate hands  or  by  religious  bodies.  They  sail  with  us  the  same 
seas,  by  the  same  courses,  and  with  the  same  lading,  only  in 
different  measure.  The  more  of  private  education  the  better. 
But  we  all  too  well  know,  that  such  agencies  lack  means,  cer- 
tainty and  universality.  All  private  enterprise  is  limited  by 
its  private  and  special  end.  It  has  no  spur  and  no  obligation 
beyond.  And  at  last,  as  a  promotive  for  education  it  must 
partially  fail,  if  not  saved  by  public  aid.  And  so  even  this 
returns  to  the  State. 

We  are  sometimes  pointed  to  some  of  the  great  eastern  col- 
legesasprivateinstitutions.  Theassumptionisnotcorrect.  Their 
management,  it  is  true,  is  more  or  less  withdrawn  from  direct 
State  control.    But  it  will  be  found  that  they  have  been  care- 

»ltmay  bf  inlerestinglomaiiy  10  know  th«,t  Prof.  Jamos  C.  Wftlson,  tlie  diseov- 
erei  of  no  lets  than  twenty  .five  of  the  minor  planets,  is  not  only  a  profeFsor  in  the 
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fully  nurtured  and  fostered  by  public  aid,  until  by  ftccurau- 
lated  capital  and  endowments,  a  liberal  portion  of  the  general 
wealth  has  become  appropriated  for  their  permanent  support. 

Whether  this  is  really  a  duty  of  the  State  is  best  seen  when 
we  get  a  right  idea  of  what  the  State  is. 

In  modern  intelligent  communities,  the  State  becomes  more 
and  more  but  the  organized  will  of  the  people.  It  exists 
because  there  is  a  civil  life  of  society,  as  truly  as  there  is  indi- 
vidual life.  This  civil  life  which  we  call  the  body  politic,  or 
the  State,  is  not  a  mere  convenience,  but  a  necessity.  It 
encloses  the  individual  not  as  a  prison,  but  as  a  shelter.  Civil- 
ization can  exist  and  grow  only  in  and  under  law,  which  is  the 
organism  of  civil  life.  The  laisaer  faire,  or  let  alone  doctrine, 
is  a  delusion.  It  is  not  true  that  that  country  is  best  governed 
that  is  governed  least.  The  quality  of  rule  is  the  test.  That 
country  is  best  governed  that  has  the  best  laws,  few  or  many, 
and  the  best  administration  of  them. 

The  State  and  the  man  cannot  be  set  apart.  The  perfect 
life  of  each  is  necessary  to  the  perfect  life  of  both. 

If  society  can  exist  only  under  law,  the  beat  form  of  soci- 
ety can  only  continue  and  grow  under  the  best  laws. 

But  society  is  made  up  of  individuals,  and  such  as  are  its 
citizens,  so  is  the  State.  The  free  State  can  have  no  guaranty 
of  its  own  life,  save  in  the  intelligence  of  its  citizens.  The 
corporate  and  individual  life  must  be  of  the  same  kind.  The 
one  cannot  ascend  while  the  other  sinks.  The  life  of  the  State 
must  be  fed  by  the  life  of  the  citizen. 

While  I  assert  this  as  universally  true,  it  is  absolutely  true 
of  that  form  which  we  call  a  republic.  This  form  is  "  of  the 
people,  by  the  people,  and  for  the  people."  As  water  cannot 
rise  above  the  level  of  its  source,  so  this  form  of  civil  rule 
cannot  rise  above  the  best  intelligence  of  its  people,  nor  exist 
longer  than  it  receives  vital  power  and  force  from  the  people. 

Does  it  not  follow  plainly,  that  it  is  a  condition  of  the  sur- 
vival of  a  free  State  that  intelligence  shall  be  secured  to  the 
citizen  ?      But  as  the  individual  passes    away,  and    his  off- 
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spring  takes  his  place,  the  process  must  be  coiithmous.  And 
this  process  is  education. 

And  here,  perhaps,  I  ought  to  say,  what  might  better  have 
been  said  before,  that  by  education  I  do  not  mean  merely  in- 
struction in  physical  laws.  These  are  not  all  that  there  is,  either 
in  the  external  world  or  in  man.  It  is  his  moral  or  ethical 
nature  that  is  sovereign  in  man  and  in  Christian  society.  Ko 
education  would  be  worthy  of  the  name  which  should  over- 
look this.  Instruction  is  necessary  here,  that  we  may  intelli- 
gently comprehend  the  claims  and  duties  that  subsist  between 
us  and  government,  society,  neighborhood,  family  and  relig- 
ion. It  then  comes  to  this,  as  the  sum  of  our  political  wisdom  : 
The  free  State  is  essential  to  the  best  condition  of  the  people, 
and  an  educated  people  is  indispensable  to  the  existence  of'the 
free  State. 

Does  it  not  then  follow  that  it  is  the  diitj'  of  the  State  to 
see  that  its  citizens  should  be  educated  ?  It  is  a  duty  primary 
and  fundamental.  It  is  a  duty  that  cannot  be  delegated.  For, 
as  we  have  seen,  other  agencies  lack  means  and  motive,  cer- 
tainty and  universality  of  operation.  The  power  of  the  State 
is  alone  large  enough  to  encircle  all  of  its  citizens  ;  it  alone 
can  provide  and  maintain  the  machinery  of  complete  educa- 
tion, and  it  alone  can  see  that,  to  the  proper  extent,  it  reaches 
all. 

But  the  objector  still  insists  that,  conceding  that  this  duty 
resta  on  the  public,  as  to  common  schools,  the  duty  stops 
there. 

The  objection,  fairly  stated,  is  that  the  common  school  is 
the  only  one  that  can  or  will  be  used  by  pupils  at  large,  and 
therefore  taxation  should  go  no  further.  To  do  more  than  this, 
it  is  said,  is  to  favor  some  at  the  expense  of  others.  This  is 
wrong,  it  is  said,  because  one  man  is  as  good  as  another.  As 
to  that,  one  might  answer  with  Beecher :  "  That  depends  on 
who  the  other  man  is."  As  to  the  public,  he  is  best  who  serves 
best.  I  am  by  no  mean^  so  good  as  another  who  serves  society 
and  humanity  better  than  I  do  or  can.     That  other  is  the  one 
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that  Buciety  can  1  ens t  spare.  My  limits  are  not  to  be  imposed 
on  another  who  can  lift  up,  where  I  can  only  weigh  down. 

In  truth,  when  we  analyze  it,  any  objection  against  the 
higher  schools  is  an  objection  against  all  schools.  For,  first, 
there  is  no  natural  limit  to  the  common  school.  It  may  be 
one  where  only  the  merest  elements  are  taught.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  advanced  common  school  of  Prussia,  of  Massachu- 
setts, or  of  Michigan,  offers  a  comparatively  liberal  education. 
The  common  school,  then,  conforms  to  conditions  of  time  and 
place,  and  is  a  varying  utility  and  power.  Still,  in  the  heart  of 
every  common  school  system,  the  objectionable  inequality  ex- 
ists. The  wants  and  attainments  of  all  p  ujdis  are  not  the  same 
The  first  operation  of  the  rule  that  would  limit  education  to 
such  education  as  is  accepted  by  all,  would  degrade  our  exist- 
ing schools,  and  forever  bar  all  progress. 

The  simple  words  of  the  Mayflower  Compact,  which  declare 
as  the  object  and  end  of  the  State,  to  frame  just  and  equal 
laws  for  the  public  good,  contain  the  marrow  of  all  sound 
political  philosophy.  Civil  tights  should  indeed  be  equal; 
and  the  greatest  of  all  these  rights,  both  in  the  interest  of  the 
State  and  the  individual,  is  that  the  opportunity  should  be 
equally  open  to  every  man  and  woman  to  make  the  most  of 
his  or  her  gifts. 

Men  are  not,  in  intellectual  gifts,  a  level  plane.  The  needs, 
powers  and  aspirations  of  the  mass  cannot  be  the  measure  for 
all.  No  community  can  be  completely  served  or  saved  by  the 
dead  level.  The  best  average  intelligence  needs  impregnation 
from  the  superior  intelligence  of  the  best  minds.  The  highest 
thought  is  necessary  for  the  maturity  of  the  common  thought. 
It  is  the  light  and  warmth  of  the  pre-eminent  minds,  which, 
shining  down  into  the  midst  of  us,  and  infusing  the  common 
mind,  ripen  the  great  harvests  of  civilization  and  progress. 

Nor  can  the  influence  of  leading  minds  ever  be  dispensed 
with  or  supplied  by  common  instruction.  Though  to  the  poet 
it  has  seemed  that 
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yet,  I  think  this  is  more  apparent  than  real ;  tliat  it  is  because 
the  general  surface  has  risen,  and  not  because  gifted  individual 
life  is  less  powerful  or  less  needed. 

Nor  is  partial  growth  enough.  The  State  needs  all  the  gifts 
and  powers  of  all  her  children.  She  needs  the  whole  of  every 
man ;  the  whole  that  his  expanded  powers  can  make  him. 
She  must  therefore  hold  open  to  all  men  and  women  the  door 
by  which  they  can  come  to  their  full  estate. 

And  why  should  not  a  man's  education  be  the  concern  of 
the  State?  We  now  know  that  his  physical  condition  is  a 
matter  the  State  must  inspect  and  guard.  Air  must  not 
only  be  free ;  it  must  be  pure.  Alleys  and  living-houses  must 
not  breed  typhus  or  small-pox.  Food  shall  not  be  adulterated. 
Water  shall  not  be  drawn  from  wells  poisoned  by  steepings 
from  city  refuse,  but  must  be  brought  from  nature's  pure 
springs  and  reservoirs.    Yet  we  live  not  by  bread  alone. 

Vice  and  ignorance  are  great  social  and  political  sores. 
They  subsist  and  grow  at  the  public  cost.  It  is  better  to  pre- 
vent than  to  pay.  What  builds  so  many  barriers  against  vice 
and  crime,  or  provides  so  many  means  of  rescue  as  education  ? 

Education  does  not  draw  the  man  within  himself  Its 
function  is  to  open  to  him  a  better  understanding  of  all  his 
relations  in  life.  It  enlarges  his  powers.  It  instructs  him  as 
to  his  duties.  It  unfolds  to  him  his  rights,  and  it  arms  him 
for  further  defence. 

It  is  true  that  the  highest  education  will  be  sought  only  by 
a  few  comparatively.  Only  a  few  will  thirst  for  it.  Only  a 
few  are  competent  to  acquire  and  use  it,  But  of  those  who  do 
80  will  be  those  whom  the  world  most  needs.  Yet,  because 
there  will  be  comparatively  few  who  seek  and  use  it,  it  does 
not  thereby  become  a  class  privilege.  Genius  and  mental  gifts 
are  not  hereditary.  The  divine  spark  drops  into  the  homeliest 
cottages,  and  into  the  obscurest  comers;  and  for  such  the 
world's  welfare  demands  that  the  door  should  be  kept  wide 
open.  What  I  claim  as  just  and  equal  in  this  behalf  is,  that^ 
as  the  State  is  interested  in  the  full  mental  growth  of  every 
child  who  seeks  knowledge,  it  shall    afford   to   every  child 
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full  opportunity  to  acquire  it.  It  is  equal,  because  equally 
open  to  all.  It  is  just,  because  it  promotes  the  power  and  the 
welfare  of  all, 

I  have  said  that  learning  is  no  class  privilege ;  that  it  is  no 
selfish  possession.  I  gladly  borrow  the  words  of  a  scholarly 
statesman,  uttered  last  week  in  another  place:  ''What  you 
gain,"  said  he,  "  to  adorn  and  feed  your  mind,  you  gain  for  all 
around  you.  When  you  use  your  property,  you  take  away  its 
use  from  all  others  ;  when  you  use  your  knowledge,  you  can 
only  do  so  by  giving  it  out  to  the  community  in  which  you 
live."* 

This  diffusible  quality  of  the  use  of  knowledge  is  what 
gives  places  of  learning  their  great  power  in  the  world.  And 
in  our  system  of  government  it  is  what  makes  them  so  pro- 
ductive of  good  citizenship. 

We  have  seen  that  the  objector's  sole  ground  is,  that,  because 
his  children  do  not  want  the  higher  eduoation,  he  ought  not 
to  be  taxed  for  others.  The  objection  might  be  unanswerable, 
if  the  question  were  as  narrow  as  he  sees  it.  A  wiser  and 
deeper  view  would  answer  him  out  of  the  very  warp  and  woof 
of  his  own  daily  life.  He  would  know  that  the  fruits  of 
knowledge  become  the  common  heritage.  He  would  know 
that  they  are  indeed  twice  -blessed — blessed  to  him  who  gives, 
and  him  who  takes.  He  would  know  that  taxes  to  promote 
useful  knowledge  are  indeed  golden  grain,  from  which  comes 
the  best  bread  of  his  living.  He  would  know  that  his  family  are 
better  housed,  better  clothed  and  better  taught ;  that  his  reaper 
has  replaced  the  sickle  and  cradle;  that  his  thresher  has 
superseded  the  flail ;  that  his  plough  is  better  fashioned  ;  that 
he  is  better  treated  in  sickness ;  that  he  is  better  vindicated 
and  defended  in  the  courts,  better  ministered  to  in  the  church, 
and  better  represented  in  the  Senate,  because  somebody's  cul- 
ture has  been  carried  above  the  level.  The  drteller  farthest 
inland  cannot  afford  to  put  out  the  lamp  lighted  for  the  ship. 
The  broad  highway  is  built,  not  wholly  at  the  cost  of  those  who 
ride  or  carry,  but  that  it  may  be  a  way  for  general  business, 
*  UoverQoc  Seymour. 
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commerce  and  del'ence.  The  same  truth  meets  us  at  every 
step.  We  contribute  to  many  things  in  which  we  take  no  share 
except  in  the  general  good  that  results.  Indeed,  the  idea  on 
which  many  public  institutions  rest  is,  that  the  service  which 
they  render  is  one  which  reaches  the  mass  of  private  persons, 
only  as  they  share  in  the  public  welfare. 

The  simple  truth  then  is,  that  the  educatson  of  the  common 
school,  and  that  of  schools  of  higher  learning,  do  not  stand  apart. 
They  are  really  hut  parts  of  one  system.  One  heart  animates 
both ;  one  vital  current  flows  through  both.  Whatever  injures 
either  impairs  the  whole.  Each  pledges  the  health  and  useful- 
ness of  the  other.  And  I  again  praise  the  wisdom  of  our  early 
Statesmen,  who,  upon  the  broad  base  of  an  advanced  sj'stem 
of  common  schools,  reared  this  University  to  stand  as  a  great 
beacon,  streaiiing  to  oar  farthest  horizon,  with  the  purest 
and  brighest  light  of  learning. 

I  have  thus  far  only  spoken  of  education  as  necessary  to  the 
safety  of  the  State.  Let  u?,  for  a  few  moments,  look  at  it  as  it 
bears  on  the  power  of  the  State. 

"  Knowledge  is  itself  power  "  is  the  well  known  aphorism. 
It  is  as  true  of  nations  as  of  individuals.  Lord  Bacon,  its 
author,  one  of  the  wisest  of  thinkers  and  observers,  has  also 
declared  that  it  "  is  manifest  that  the  Romans  never  ascended 
to  the  height  of  empire  till  they  had  ascended  to  the  height  of 
other  arte."  And  some  here  will  recall  those  noble  passages  in 
which  he  celebrates,  amidst  the  decay  of  everything  else,  the 
fertility  and  immortality  of  learning.  '.'  But  the  images,"  says 
he,  "  of  men's  wite  and  knowledges  remain  in  books,  exempted 
from  the  wrong  of  time,  and  capable  of  perpetual  renovation. 
Neither  are  they  fitly  to  he  called  images,  because  they  generate 
still,  and  cast  their  seeds  in  the  minds  of  others,  provoking  and 
causing  infinite  actions  and  opinions  in  succeeding  ages.  So 
that,  if  the  invention  of  the  ship  was  thought  so  noble,  which 
carrieth  riches  and  commodities  from  place  to  place,  and  con- 
sociateth  the  most  remote  regions,  in  participation  of  their 
fruits,  how  much  more  are  letters  to  be  magnified,  which,  as 
ships,  pass  through  the  vast  seas  of  time,  and  make  ages,  so  dis- 
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tant,  to  participate  of  the  wisdom,  illuminations  and  inventions 
the  one  of  the  other." 

If  learning  can  thus  borrow  the  wisdom,  illuminations  and 
inventions  of  all  ages,  can  thus  cast  its  seeds  into  the  minds 
of  men,  provoking  and  causing  infinite  actions  and  opera- 
tions, it  may  be,  indeed,  truly  said  that  "  Knowledge  is  itself 
power." 

There  is  a  striking  passage  in  Butler's  Analogy,  of  the 
power  of  virtue.  He  supposes  a  community,  or  State,  perfectly 
virtuous  for  a  succession  of  ages,  and  shows  how  naturally  it 
would  rise  to  pre-eminence  in  moral  and  material  power.  "  It 
would  plainly,"  he  says,  "  be  superior  to  all  others,  and  the 
world  must  come  gradually  under  its  empire;  not  by  means  of 
ceaseless  violence,  but  partly  by  what  must  be  allowed  to  be 
just  conquest,  and  partly  by  other  kingdoms  submitting  them- 
selves voluntarily  to  it  through  a  course  of  ages,  and  claiming 
its  protection,  one  after  another,  in  successive  exigencies." 
This  is  a  charming  picture,  but  I  think  not  overdrawn.  Per- 
fect virtue  is  the  fine  fruit  of  perfect  knowledge  and  wisdom. 
And  were  it  possible  to  secure  perfect  knowledge  and  wisdom, 
in  civil  rule,  we  should  thereby  lay  the  foundation  of  univer- 
sal and  eternal  empire. 

We  may  not  hope  for  perfect  knowledge  or  wisdom,  but 
knowledge  is  the  path  to  wisdom  and  power.  In  the  modern 
State,  power  sides  with  those  who  have  the  highest  knowledge. 
The  people,  who,  by  their  skill  and  insight,  command  the  trade , 
commerce,  and  production  of  the  world,  command  the  world 
it-self.  The  quiet,  but  far-seeing,  power  that  dwells  at  St. 
Stephen's,  or  in  Threadneedle  street,  is  infinitely  greater  than 
the  broad  brute  empire  of  the  Czar.  The  rule  follows  down  to 
the  citizen  and  the  soldier.  The  musket  and  bayonet  is  powerful 
just  in  proportion  to  the  intelligence  that  guides  it.  Look  at 
the  late  great  wars  in  Western  Europe.  Of  the  French  army 
it  is  said  that  only  43  per  cent,  could  write,  while  of  the  Ger- 
man army  98  per  cent,  could  write.  This  has  led  a  great 
orator  to  say:  "In  the  great  conflict  between  Germany  and 
Austria  it  was  the  German  school  house  which  destroyed  the 
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Aiistrian  military  forces.  In  the  conflict  between  Germany 
and  France  it  was  again  the  school  houae  which  overthrew 
France." 

And  yet  it  was  not  for  want  of  lavish  expenditure  that  the 
French  armies  failed.  It  is  said  that  90  per  cent,  of  all  her 
revenues  is  spent  by  France  on  her  armaments,  while  only  4 
per  cent,  is  spent  on  education.  Let  France  give  20  per  cent, 
to  instruction,  and  not  only  in  war,  but,  far  better,  in  peace, 
she  may  hope  to  see  her  eagles  mount  to  the  zenith. 

The  same  truth  has  been  taught  in  our  own  home  experi- 
ence. At  the  outset  of  the  Rebellion  the  South  sneered  at  the 
North  as  an  emasculated  race  of  tillers,  traders  and  artisans. 
In  peaceful  pursuits,  the  taste  for  arms,  and  their  use,  had  died 
out,  and  with  these,  it  was  thought,  manly  courage  had  also 
died.  And  on  the  surface  it  so  looked.  There  was  no  love  of 
arms,  no  pride  in  military  display.  A  meagre  militia  fanned 
the  ashes  where  no  real  fire  remained.  It  so  happened  that 
during  the  year  before  the  war,  I  saw  a  good  deal  of  Southern 
men.  It  was  in  vain  that  I  remonstrated  that  it  would  not  do 
to  disparage  the  physical  courage  and  aptitude  for  arms  of  any 
race  of  educated  men.  The  proof,  however,  came  swiftly.  The 
instructed  head  and  skilled  hand  showed  themselves  as  much  at 
home  on  the  field  as  in  the  factory.*  The  school  houses 
again  wrote  their  lesson  of  mastery — a  lesson  usually  taught 
in  love,  charity  and-  beneficence — but  written  this  time  in 
fire  and  blood ! 

But  this  overmastering  power  of  knowledge  and  intelli- 
gence was  still  more  impressively  taught.  Of  the  bravery  and 
patriotic  fire  of  the  North,  I  never  had  a  doubt.  What 
oppressed  me  was  the  apparent  difficulty  of  subduing  and 
holding  in  subjection  a  territory  so  vast  and  so  varied  as  the 
South,  and  inhabited  by  a  proud  and  spirited  people.    I  recalled 

•  when  Baltimore  was  seized  bj-  a  rebel  mob,  at  the  outbreak  of  tJie  war,  and  the 
MaiaaehiMeUa  volunteers  were  obliged  to  approach  Washington  by  way  of  Annapolis, 
they  found  the  railroad  destroyed,  the  track  torn  up,  and  the  engines  dismantled.  At 
Gdu.  Butler's  call,  there  stepped  from  thd  raoke.  workmen  skilled  in  every  dtpartment 
Of  machinery  and  railroad  work,  and  the  railroad  and  its  eiinlpment  wsa  restored 
almost  as  fast  as  the  troops  could  march. 
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all  Iknewofhistory and itansweredwithlittle hope.  I  remem- 
bered that  Washington,  when  pressed  hardest,  had  resolred,  if 
need  be,  to  retire  to  the  fastnesses  of  the  Alleghanies,  convinced 
that  he  could  there  keep  alive  the  fires  of  independence  against 
thewhole  power  of  the  British  crown.  As  the  forces  of  the  world 
then  were,  he  was  right.  Yet,  ninety  years  later,  the  North 
hemmed  in,  as  with  a  girdle  of  fire,  that  vast  Southern  land, 
and  then,  with  lightning  and  steam  furrowed  and  scoui^ed  it 
from  center  to  circumference.  It  was  the  victory,  not  of  mere 
men,  but  of  the  schools,  not  of  brute  force  and  courage,  but  of 
these  spiritualized  and  crowned  with  thought  and  knowledge. 
Neither  Grant,  nor  Sherman,  nor  Farragut  were  our  greatest 
leaders.  For  above  them,  leading  our  leaders,  were  Fulton 
and  Stephenson,  Morse  and  Ericsson,  marshalling  the  irresistible 
forces  and  enginery  of  this  warfare — the  steamers,  the  railway, 
the  telegraph,  and  the  ironclad.  These  were  the  forces  that 
saved  this  Union,  and  the  victory  of  the  Union  was  the  vic- 
tory of  the  highest  thought  and  science  of  modern  times. 

I  cannot  pursue  these  thoughts.  I  must,  however,  add 
that,  while  it  is  clear  that  education  arms  and  qualifies  a  peo- 
ple for  the  highest  triumphs  and  successes  in  war,  this  is  not  the 
highest  stage  of  its  power.  War,  at  best,  is  the  offspring  of  the 
old  barbarism  from  which  we  slowly  emerge.  The  promise  of 
peace  on  earth  will  surely  be  fulfilled.  In  the  eye  of  Infinite 
Reason  I  doubt  not,  that  the  still  and  heroism  that  has  cov- 
ered any  inhospitable  land  with  refined  and  happy  homes,  or 
has  whitened  rocky  and  cold  seas  with  a  hardy,  chival- 
rous, and  nourishing  commerce,  shines  with  a  glory  greater 
than  rests  on  any  battlefield  on  earth.  The  policy  that  shall 
rear  statesmen  to  whom  peace  and  right  is  the  supreme  inter- 
est of  the  State ;  to  whom  national  injustice  is  the  highest 
national  dishonor ;  to  whom  any  victory  is  but  spoil  unless  it 
vindicates  the  right;  to  whom  politics  are  a  science  above  the 
arts  of  the  demagogue;  who  can  secure  the  steady  reign  of  the 
natural  laws  of  public  finance  and  economy,  and  dispel  the 
sophisms  and  delusions  that  often  wreck  and  always  threaten 
legitimate  business;  who  can  so  arrange  the  order  of  capital 
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and  labor  that  harmony  and  co-operation  shall  supersede 
menace;  who  can  lighten  the  necessity  of  toil  to  the  limits  of 
wholesome  industry;  who  can  teach  society  how  to  eradicate 
disease,  or  to  curb  its  ravages;  and  who  can  broaden  the  path- 
way to  culture  to  serve  the  needs  and  wants  of  all,  is,  I  pro- 
foundly believe,  better  than  a  system  that  breeds  generals, 
though  as  great  as  Ciesar  or  Napoleon. 

There  is  another  field  which  the  line  of  our  thought  tempts 
us  to  enter,  but  where  we  must  be  content  with  the  merest 

The  demand  for  material  work  in  the  world  is  not  dimin- 
ished by  the  forces  that  science  has  brought  under  man's 
dominion.  Newton  is  said  to  have  described  his  own  discov- 
eries as  but  a  child's  gathering  of  curious  shells  on  the  sea- 
shore. Such  I  think  is  the  feeling  of  every  true  explorer. 
Nature  still  abounds  in  forces  not  yet  subdued  to  human  use. 
We  know  not  what  may  now  stand  waiting  at  the  door.  Edi- 
son has  lately  startled  us  with  a  new  world,  the  possibilities  of 
which  no  one  can  yet  define. 

Nature  certainly  has  neither  weariness  nor  poverty.  It  is 
only  a  question  whether  we  can  bring  under  our  domin- 
ion her  boundless  powers  and  fertility.  Is  it  too  much 
to  hope  that  we  may  yet  attain  such  mastery,  that 
the  abundance  which  nature  often  throws  down  with  prodigal 
hands,  shall  be  made  certain  and  constant  at  our  bidding?  If 
this  can  be  secured,  is  it  too  much  to  hope  that  human  wisdom 
can  devise  such  wise  order  of  distribution  that  want  and  pov- 
erty shall  cease,  and  the  shameful  selfishness  of  inordinate 
accumulations  become  impossible?  I  confess  that  I  have 
sometimes  thought  that  along  this  path  would  be  found  the 
solution  of  social  problems,  which  now  grow  more  and  more 
onerous  and  menacing.  At  any  rate,  whatever  may  be  the 
solution,  I  am  sure  it  must  be  found  by  the  movement  of  soci- 
ety in  an  ascending  and  not  in  a  descending  plane.  And  this 
movement  calls  for  the  best  minds  and  the  largest  men  that 
the  best  education  can  give  to  the  worJd. 

But  time  will  not  permit  me  to  pursue  this  further. 
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To  sura  uy  here,  our  propositions  are  ; 

1.  Tha,t  education  is  the  duty  of  the  free  8ta*e,  because 
necessary  to  its  safety, 

2.  That  the  higher  education  is  but  a  necessary  part  of 
any  sufficient  system  of  education. 

3.  That,  historically,  Michigan  is  pledged  to  provide  for 
and  maintain  this  complete  system  of  education. 

4.  That  it  enhances  the  power  and  the  welfare  of  the  State 
in  peace  and  in  war. 

5.  That  only  by  this  means  can  we  hope  for  that  conquest 
over  the  forces  of  nature  so  necessary  for  the  safety  of  society. 

6.  This  University  is  not  only  the  consummation  of  what 
has  been  done,  but  the  promise  of  what  shall  be  done  by 
Michigan  in  the  great  duty  of  offering  her  children  the  privi- 
leges of  the  most  liberal  instruction. 

And  here  let  us  turn  back  a  little  in  oar  path. 

We  have  seen  how  rapid  the  University  was  in  it«  devel- 
opment. In  the  fall  of  1850,  the  Medical  School  was  opened, 
to  be  followed,  nine  years  later,  with  the  Law  School,  In  1851, 
there  were  159  students;  in  I860,  619;  in  five  years  more  the 
number  had  risen  to  1,000;  and  in  1872,  to  over  1,200.  As  they 
were  gathered  from  many  States,  it  is  apparent  how  the  circle 
of  its  fame  and  influence  had  widened. 

How  is  it  now  equipped  for-  its  future  work '?  How  is  it 
furnished  with  teachers,  books,  collections,  apparatus,  labora- 
tories, and  the  other  means  which  measure  its  teaching  power? 

It  has  an  active  corps  of  about  75  teachers. 

The  library  contains  in  all  about  33,000  volumes. 

There  is  a  valuable  museum  of  Anatomy  and  Materia 
Medica : 

An  ample  and  growing  Geological  collection: 

A  ZoSlogical  collection,  said  in  some  respects  to  be  superior 
to  any  other  in  this  country : 

Creditable  collections  of  Botany,  Archseology,  and  Art : 

A  most  thoroughly  equipped  general  Laboratory,  with  three 
other  special  Laboratories: 

A  fine  Astronomical  Observatory : 
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And,  finally,  hospitals  for  clinical  study  and  practice. 

This,  of  course,  is  the  briefest'  outline  of  the  institution  of 
learning  to  which  we  pay  honor  to-day.  In  three  short  decades 
it  has  done  its  work  so  well  that  it  has  won  a  name  that,  I 
think,  the  people  "  will  not  willingly  let  die."  It  exists  in  no 
hostile  jeiilousy,  but  in  generous  sympathy  and  emulation  for 
whatever  is  best  done  elsewhere. 

But  it  may  be  asked,  does  not  this  impose  a  heavy  burthen 
of  taxation? 

Even  were  it  so,  would  this  be  a  fatal  objection?  Would 
not  the  just  inquiry  be,  is  it  fairly  worth  its  cost.  There  are 
few  great  blessings  which  come  without  cost.  Nature  is  the 
only  free  almoner;  to  write  and  to  read  even,  does  not  come 
by  nature,  whatever  any  Dogberry  may  s.iy. 

Let  us  count  the  cost.  First,  however,  we  must  put  one 
side  the  University  fund,  for  the  revenue  from  this  is  its  own. 

In  1838,  to  launch  the  University,  the  State  made  a  loan  of 
$100,000,  which  seems  to  have  been  all  repaid.  I  think  no 
other  money  aid  was  granted  till  1867,  when  an  annuity  of 
$15,000  was  voted  by  the  Legislature.  In  1873,  by  the  grant  of 
a  tax  of  the  one-twentieth  of  one  mill,  the  amount  was  raised 
to  about  $31,000.  In  1875,  special  appropriations  of  about 
$20,000  a  y<!ar  were  added  for  new  schools  of  instruction,  and 
also  a  specific  grant  of  about  $26,000  for  improvements  on  the 
University  property.  In  1877,  further  appropriations  were 
made  of  827,000  ibi- that  year,  and  822,500  for  the  year  1878. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  recite  this  generous  public  aid. 
But  surely  this  is  not  a  burthen.  It  is  but  a  pittance  from 
the  great  wealth  of  the  people;  it  is  but  a  trifling  share  of  the 
public  revenue,  and  every  dollar  is  certainly  thrice  repaid. 

The  equalized  assessment  roll  of  the  State  fixes  the  taxable 
property  of  the  State  at  this  time  at  $630,000,000.  The  real 
value  of  this  property  can  hardly  be  less  than  three  times  that 
sum.  But  suppose  it  be  $1,500,000,000.  A  tax  of  one-thirtieth 
of  one  mill  would  give  $50,000,  or  an  annuity  about  equal 
to  the  lai^est  annual  aid  ever  granted  to  the  University. 

It  should  shame  us  to  call  this  a  burthen.     It  is  but  the 
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sowing  of  a  handful  of  seed,  that  we  may  gather  the  full 
sheaves  of  a  precious  harvest.  Let  us  reflect  on  the  broad 
stream  of  wholesome  influence  carried  hence  yearly  by  accom- 
plished and  aspiring  young  men.  Are  we  proud  of  our  wise 
and  intelligent  public  opinion  ?  Is  it  not  largely  moulded  and 
purified  by  men  trained  here  ?  Are  we  proud  of  the  charity 
and  humane  providence  of  our  institutions  ?  Is  not  their  best 
guide  and  defence  the  liberal  learning  of  this  place  ?  Do  all 
our  varying  religious  creeds,  casting  out  uncharitableness, 
unite  to  sweeten  society  ?  Is  not  much  of  this  due  to  the  tol- 
erant and  catholic  spirit,  which  reigns  like  a  benediction  here  ? 
Does  every  calling,  every  industry,  every  art  among  us,  feel 
the  power  oi  knowldge  ?  Is  it  not  because  they  are  raised  and 
led  by  standards  held  up  here?  Do  we  count  the  things  that 
give  us  renown  abroad  ?  What  of  Michigan  is  so  well  and 
widely  known  as  this  University  ? 

This  is  what  has  been  done,  and  is  to-day  doing,  through 
this  University.  And  the  changes  lately  announced  here  in 
the  methods  of  instnietion  seem  to  me  most  wise.  They  open 
to  each  student  the  path  to  which  his  tastes  and  gifts  invite 
him,  and  take  from  him  the  fetters  of  the  old  class  routine. 
They  will  give,  it  seems  to  me,  the  impulse  of  a  freer  life  and 
of  increased  power. 

It  should  be  our  aim  that  this  house  of  learning  should, 
indeed,  be  set  on  a  hill,  that  its  light  cannot  be  hid.  Its  doors 
should  be  wide  open  to  the  four  sides  of  heaven,  that  whoso 
"will  may  enter,  and  find  the  help  of  knowledge.  I  would  that 
there  should  be  no  young  man  or  young  woman  in  the  State, 
who  shall  really  desire  an  education  in  any  useful  secular 
science,  calling,  art,  or  industry,  who  may  not  flnd  here  the 
amplest  instruction. 

It  is  sometimes  complained  that  youth  from  other  States 
flock  hither  for  education.  For  my  part,  I  rejoice  that  it  is  bo. 
What  splendid  testimony  to  the  work  done  here !  What 
though  they  return  to  their  own  homes.  They  do  not  rob  us 
by  what  they  carry  away.  They  are  but  ships,  to  use  the 
imagery  of  Ijord  Bacon,  which  carry  riches  and  commodities, 
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and  consociate  remote  regions  in  the  participation  of  fruifcs. 
Wherever  they  go,  they  go,  not  only  better  equipped  for  good 
and  true  service  for  mankind,  but  also  as  heralds  of  the  learn- 
ing and  power  of  this  University. 

Indeed,  I  can  conceive  no  nobler  destiny  for  this  University 
than  that  it  should  rise  to  such  true  eminence,  as  to  draw 
votaries  from  the  wide  world ;  that  it  should  hold  its  lamp  of 
learning,  so  high,  so  bright,  so  fuU,  that  scholars  from  all 
lands  should  come  hither  to  share  its  beams. 

"  Hither,  as  to  their  fountains,  other  stars 
Kepairing,  in  tlieir  golden  urns  draw  lisht." 

It  was  once  gallantly  said  of  a  noble  and  inspiring  woman, 
that  to  have  loved  her  was  to  a  worthy  man  a  liberal  educa- 
tion. So  would  I  have  it  here.  I  would  have  such  power 
dwell  here,  that  to  have  studied  in  its  halls,  and  breathed  its 
atmosphere,  should  ennoble  with  a  broader  and  higher  life. 

Gentlemen  Reoents  I  My  final  word  is  to  you. 

In  the  care  of  this  University,  the  care  of  maintaining  and 
advancing  the  highest  forms  of  education  in  Michigan  is 
entrusted  to  your  hands.  No  more  sacred  trust  can  ever  be 
given  you.  I  invoke  for  it  your  utmost  fidelity  and  wisdom. 
Let  no  personal  or  selfish  interest  divide  your  counsels,  or 
betray  your  judgments.  Let  those  who  were  its  founders,  and 
those  who  have  been  its  guardians  in  the  past,  be  your  models. 
Let  not  one  jot  or  tittle  fail  of  the  high  hope  and  noble  spirit 
with  which  the  University  was  founded.  Give  generous  sym- 
pathy and  help  to  the  lofty  aims  which  now  possess  it.  Let  it 
keep  full  step  with  the  best  thought,  enlightenment  and  pro- 
gress of  the  world.  Jealously  guard  and  maintain  it  as  a  great 
school  for  true  science,  knowledge,  and  virtue,  a  nurse  and 
monitor  of  free  ideas  and  enlightened  citizenship,  and  Michi- 
gan will  for  ever  cherish  it  as  its  chief  ornament  and  d 
deciis  et  tutamen.

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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT. 
To  the.  Honorable  Board  of  Regents: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  my  Report  for  the  Univer- 
sity year  ending  June  30,  1878. 

The  changes  in  the  Faculties  have  been  ewer  than  usual.  In 
June,  1877,  W.  J.  Hawkes,  M.  D.,  was  a;ipointed  Professor  of 
the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine  in  the  Homteopathic  Medi- 
cal College.  October  Stli  he  resigned  his  .ilace.  Acting  under 
instructions  from  the  Board,  the  Committee  on  the  Homoeopathic 
College  on  October  23d  invited  Charles  Catchell,  M.  D,  to  the 
chair  vacated  by  Dr.  Hawkes.  Dr.  Gatchell  accepted  and  enteied 
on  his  duties  on  the  39th  of  October.  His  appointment  was 
formally  confirmed  by  the  Board  at  the  January  meeting.  At  the 
same  meeting  Assistant  Professor  Pattengili  was  granted  leave  of 
absence  until  the  beginning  of  the  next  College  Year,  with  per- 
mission to  apply  prior  to  the  June  meeting  for  a  further  extension 
of  his  leave.  Elislia  Jones,  M.  .\..,  was  appointed  Acting  Assist- 
ant Professor  of  Greek  foi'  the  period  of  Professor  Pattengill's 
absence.  The  title  of  Mr.  Spalding  was  changed  from  that  of 
Instnictor  in  Zoology  and  Botany  to  Instructor  in  Biology  and 
Botany,  in  June,  1S7S,  as  the  term  of  Dr.  J.  G.  Gilchrist's  Lec- 
tureship on  Surgery  in  the  Homteopathic  Mc.lical  College  then 
expired,  E-  C.  Franklin,  M.  D..  was  appoi;iii.vl  Professor  of  Sur- 
gery in  that  College.  He  was  also  appointed  by  the  Boarti  Dean 
of  the  Honioiopathic  Medical  Faculty.  The  title  of  Dr.  S.  A. 
Jones  was  changed  from  Prufessor  of  Materia  Medica  and  Ther- 
apeutics to  Professor  of  Materia  Medica,  Therapeutics  and  Ex- 
perimental Pathogenesy  in  the  Homteopathic  Medical  College. 
Charles  N.  Jones,  B.  A.,  Instructor  in  Mathematics,  who  had 
been  absent  on  leave  for  a  yeai',  was  elected  Assistant  I'rofessor 
of  Mathematics.

The  total  number  in  the  Univeisity  was  greater  by  I J3  than 
in  1876-7.     Iti    the  Department  ot"  Literature,  Science  and    the 
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Arts  the  total  number  was  less  by  2  than  in  the  previous  \tT) 
This  slight  shrinkago  is  tUie  to  the  falling  otl  in  the  mimbei  ol 
Resident  Graduates  from  14  to  7.  The  undeigiiduates  weie 
more  numerous  by  5.  [n  the  School  of  P^aimic\  the  gain  was 
5,  in  the  Law  School  75,  in  the  Department  of  Medicme  md 
Snrgery  13,  in  the  Homceopathic  Medical  College  32,  in  the  Den- 
tal College  10.  This  increase  of  numbers  in  the  days  of  finan- 
cial stringency  was  as  tiuexpected  as  it  w«s  gratifying.  Owing 
to  the  lengthening  of  the  medical  term  from  six  months  to  nine 
months  we  had  expected  a  falling  off  rathe;'  than  an  increase  in 
attendance  on  the  Medical  Schools. 

In  the  Department  of  Literature,  Scieace  and  the  Arts  the 
attendance  of  undergraduates  by  courses  w  is  as  follows  :  Mining 
Engineer,  13  ;  Scientific,  30  ;  Civi!  Eiiginei:!',  39  ;  Latin  and  Sci- 
entific, 71  ;  Classical,  195  ;  Select,  22. 

'J"he  number  of  women  in  the  Univer.iity  was  93,  or  about 
seven  and  a  half  per  cent  of  the  whole.  T^ie  percentage  hereto- 
fore has  been  about  ninu.  They  were  distr  buted  as  follows :  In 
Literary  Department,  51  ;  School  of  Pharmacy,  i  ;  Department 
of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  35  ;  Law  School,  1  ;  Hom<:eopathic 
Medical  College,  15. 

A  little  more  than  .(.9  per  cent,  of  the  students  were  fvoin 
Michigan.  In  the  Literary  Department  6S  per  cent,  were  from 
Michigan ;  in  the  aggregate  attendance  in  the  Medical  Schools 
and  Dental  School,  49  per  cent. ;  in  the  Law  School  about  34 
per  cent.  ;  in  the  Pharmacv  School,  50  per  cent.  Illinois  and 
Ohio  each  sent  us  9S  students ;  New  York  89  ;  Pennsylvania,  59  ; 
Indiana,  60;  Wisconsin,  3;  :  Canada,  34;  Minnesota,  35  ;  Mis- 
souri, 23:  Kansas,  19:  California,  10:  Kentucky,  8.  Every 
New  England  State  was  represented  here,  Massachusetts  sending 
the  largest  number,  10.  We  had  students  from  Armenia  (Asia), 
[apan,  Russia,  Porto  Rico,  and  the  Hawaiian  Islands.  Thirty- 
four  of  our  own  States  and  Territoi-ies,  and  five  foreign  lands 
were  thus  represented  in  the  body  "f  students.  These  simple 
figures  indicate  how.widi;  is  tlie  influence  of  thu  University. 

In  the  Department  of  Literature.  Science  and  the  Arts  the 
year's  work  has  been  nn  thi-  whole  cxceedinjflv  satisfactow.    The 
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reduction  of  thu  teaclihig  force  has  made  it  difficult  to  render  the 
best  aid  to  our  large  classes  in  some  branches,  especially  in  Math- 
ematics. But  by  the  industry  of  our  Faculty  all  that  was  possible 
was  accomplished,  ami  the  provision  for  the  next  yeai'  relieves  us 
of  the  embarrassment  wc  have  expoiiencecl  in  caring  for  the 
classes  in  Mathematics.  We  do,  however,  greatly  need  still  one 
more  teacher  in  the  Modein  Languages,  Never  have  our  students 
devoted  themselves  to  their  duties  in  a  more  orderly,  earnest  and 
commendable  spirit  than  during  the  past  year.  There  has  not 
been  a  single  case  of  serious  discipline. 

The  desire  which  we  have  long  cherished  to  open  a  Labora- 
toi*y  for  special  instruction  in  Physics  has  this  year  been  gratified. 
The  Legislative  appropriation  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  for 
apparatus  and  of  a  salary  for  a  Professor  enabled  us  to  begin  this 
much  needed  work  with  a  good  degree  of  success.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  we  shall  be  able  to  add  to  our  means  of  illustration, 
until  we  shall  be  as  well  furnished  for  teaching  Physics  as  we  are 
for  teaching  Chemistry. 

The  appropriation  of  fifteen  himdred  dollars  mane  by  the  last 
Legislature  for  the  purchase  of  astronomical  instruments  has 
enabled  us  to  erect  a  small  observatory  near  the  large  one. 
The  Director  has  secured  an  equatorial  telescope  of  six  inches 
aperture,  and  a  transit  instrument  with  zenith-telescope  attach- 
ment, so  mounted  as  to  be  used  either  in  the  meridian  or  in  the 
prime  vertical.  These  instruments  can  be  used  for  instructing 
students,  while  the  large  telescope  and  the  meridian  circle  will 
be  used  by  the  Professor  in  his  observations.  The  transit  of  Mer- 
cury on  May  Sth  was  successfully  observed  by  Professor  Watson. 
The  necessary  expenses  were  met  chiefly  by  an  appropriation  by 
Congress,  but  partly  by  a  small  appropriation  by  the  Board. 

It  is  proper  to  add  that  at  the  recent  total  eclipse  of  the  sun 
Professor  Watson  has  discovered  two  new  planets  between  Mer- 
cury and  the  sim.  lie  had  been  a  firm  believer  in  the  theory 
advanced  by  the  Kreucli  Astronomer,  Leverrier,  of  the  existence 
of  an  intra-Mercui-ial  plauet,  to  which,  in  anticipation  of  its  dis- 
covery, the  name  of  Vulcan  had  been  given.  In  his  search  he  not 
only  found  Vidcaii.  but  also  another  planet.     This  is  by  far  the

most  hrilliant  of  the  many  achievements  by  whicli  Professor  Wat- 
son has  won  renown,  not  only  for  himself,  but  for  the  University. 
It  has  awakened  the  deepest  interest  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic. 

I  cannot  but  take  this  occasion  to  renew  my  expression  of  the 
desire  that  either  by  private  or  by  public  munificence  some  ade- 
quate provision  should  be  made  for  a  publication  fund  to  eriablt; 
the  Director  to  print  the  results  of  his  work  at  our  Observatory. 

The  Faculty  of  the  Literary  Department,  ever  watchful  for 
the  good  of  the  University,  have  repeatedly  during  the  last  few 
vears  made  such  changes  in  the  requirements  for  admission  to 
the  couises  of  study  and  in  the  methods  of  teaching  as  seemed 
to  them  to  promise  an  increase  of  the  usefijlness  of  the  Institution. 
Indeed  from  the  beginning  of  the  life  of  this  University  its  author- 
ities have  been  distinguished  tor  the  boldness  and  originality  of 
their  policy.  They  have  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  not  a  few  of 
their  innovations,  which  were  at  first  criticised,  adopted  by  manj' 
of  the  leading  colleges  of  the  land.  They  have  aimed,  not  so 
much  to  follow  blindlv  the  traditionary  course  of  older  colleges, 
as  to  seek  with  wisdom  to  make  this  Institution  accomplisli  most 
snccessfully  tiie  largest  and  best  work  possible  for  it  with  its 
j-esources.  Animated  by  this  spirit  the  Faculty  have  tor  several 
months  past  been  diligently  inquiring  whether  some  important 
and  useful  changes  could  not  be  made  in  our  plans,  '.rhe  happy 
results,  which  had  followed  from  opening  elective  studies  to  the 
senior  class,  impressed  them  with  the  belief  that  some  liberty  of 
choice  might  properly  be  extended  to  all  the  students.  Again 
they  had  long  felt  that  while  the  University  courses  were  co-ordin- 
ate with  most  of  the  courses  in  certain  prominent  higii  schools,  still 
the  so-called  English  course,  which  is  prolonged  and  thorough,  in 
many  schools  covering  the  same  period  of  study  ts  the  prepii- 
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of  High  Schools  which  provide  no  classlcul  course,  but  do  pro- 
vide a  thorough  EngUsh  course  of  education  which  may  form  a 
suitable  preparation  for  some  scholarly  courseof  training  hei-e  ?  It 
seemed  to  the  Faculty  that  an  honest  etJbrt  should  be  made  to  ac- 
complish that  eud.  Therefore  they  requested  this  Board  to  estab- 
lish a  new  course,  for  which  the  thorough  English  course  as  given 
in  our  best  High  Schools  should  form  the  preparation,  and  to  con- 
fer the  degree  of  Bachelcjr  of  Letters  on  those  who  should  com- 
plete the  proposed  course.  The  required  work  in  this  new 
course  is  largely  in  the  English.  French  and  German  Languages 
and  Literatures  and  in  History. 

Again,  the  Faculty  were  of  the  opinion  that  undue  importance 
had  been  given  to  the  element  of  time  in  fixing  the  requirements 
for  graduation.  In  every  class  there  are  some  persons  who 
can  easily  do  ranch  more  work  than  the  majority  of  the  class, 
and  who,  if  permitted,  could  complete  the  studies  requiredfor 
graduation  in  less  time  than  their  less  gifted  associates.  Since 
the  work  for  a  class  must  be  so  set  that  the  pupils  of  average  tal- 
ent can  perform  it  fairly,  t)ie  best  men  do  not  under  ordinary  col- 
legiate arrangements  have  the  highest  stimulus  presented  to  them 
to  do  their  best  work.  Indeed,  when  iio  electives  are  offered  they 
are  often  kept  back  in  order  to  accompanv  the  class.  It  is  true 
they  may  spend  theii  leisure  in  reading.  But  ought  not  the  col- 
legiate system  to  be  made  flexible  enough  to  ftirnish  all  needed 
opportunities  for  these  exceptional  students  to  use  their  best  ener- 
gies in  some  regular  work?  It  has  seemed  to  the  Facultv  that  by 
hiking  proper  precautions  to  prevent  mere  cramming,  by  requir- 
ing of  each  student  the  use  of  so  much  time  as  is  needful  for  him 
to  digest  and  assimilate  his  intellectual  nutriment,  they  may  wisely 
allow  every  one  to  do  as  much  work  as  he  can  do  well,  and  may 
recommend  him  for  his  degree  whenever  he  has  completed  the 
work  required  for  it.  It.  will  be  possible  for  the  most  gifted  stu- 
dents to  obtain  the  first  degree  in  a  little  less  time  than  four  years, 
and  the  second  degi'ee  in  a  little  less  than  five  years,  or  if  they 
choose  to  remain  the  full  time,  which  is  better,  they  can  broaden 
and  enrich  their  course  by  the  election  of  studies  not  required  for 
their  ifraduation.     It  seems  probable  that  while  this  will  stimu- 
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late  each  one  to  make  tlie  largest  attainments  pdssiLle  lor  liiiii,  il 
will  also  leaiJ  an  incyeaseci  iiumbei*  to  push  on  tlicir  stiidie;.  to  the 
attainment  of  the  second  degree. 

Again,  the  Faculty  have  thought  it  wise  to  try  the  experi- 
ment of  admitting  to  the  privileges  of  the  University,  with<jut 
passing  the  regular  e\amiuutioiis  for  entrance,  persons  of  some 
culture  and  of  matiiie  years  who  do  not  desire  to  gi-aduate.  We 
have  with  great  caution  received  a  few  such  during  the  years 
past.  There  are  men  and  women,  especially  school  teachei's, 
who  have  had  a  good  deal  of  intellectual  training,  perhaps  at 
some  time  have  been  nearly  or  quite  prepared  for  college,  but 
have  been  prevented  from  taking  a  college  course,  who  greatlv 
desire  to  pursue  certain  special  studies,  which  they  are  thoroughh' 
prepared  to  pursue  in  a  manner  creditable  to  themselves  and  to 
the  University.  There  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  at  least 
a  limited  number  of  such  persons  may  not  be  admitted  to  the 
privileges  of  study  here.  The  Faculty  therefore  decided  to  per- 
mit persons  of  not  less  than  twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  should 
give  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  ability  to  pursue  the  studies 
which  they  wish  to  take,  to  enter  our  class-rooms  and  avail  them- 
selves of  such  help  as  we  can  offer  them. 

It  is  proper  to  say  tliat  in  making  the  changes  named,  which 
some  may  deem  rather  bold  experiments,  the  Faculty  bad  con- 
stantly in  mind  the  mature  age  and  the  earnest  purpose  of  our 
undergraduate  students.  For  a  series  of  years  the  average  age  of 
our  students  on  entering  the  Freshman  class  has  been  about  nine- 
teen and  a  half  years.  Consequently  we  may  say  the  average  age 
of  our  students  is  over  twenty-one.  Very  few  of  them  are  unwil- 
lingly here.  The  mass  of  them  have  not  come  because  they  were 
sent.  A  large  proportion  of  them  have  toiled  hard  to  earn  the 
means  by  which  they  are  enabled  to  stay  here.  It  is  but  simple 
justice  to  say  that  they  are  here  with  a  manly  puipose  to  make  the 
best  use  they  can  of  the  opportunities  afibrded  them.  If  any  bod}- 
of  students  can  safely  be  entrusted  with  large  liberty  in  the  choice 
of  their  studies,  our  undergraduates  can.  The  disposition,  which 
is  manifested  in  all  the  large  colleges,  to  leave  wider  fieedom  in 
the  election  of  studies,  can  nowhere  be  more  prudently  indulged 
than  here. 
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It  is  highly  probable  that  some  of  the  details  may  call  for 
modification  in  the  actual  working  of  the  scheme.  We  are  not 
so  wedded  to  any  theory,  which  underlies  it,  that  we  shall  not  be 
ready  to  alter,  amend,  or  al^olish,  as  shall  seem  wise  on  trial.  But 
we  believe  that  we  sh:ill  increase  in  a  marked  degree  both  the 
usefulness  and  the  popuiavjty  of  t&e  University.  The  proposed 
changes  have  been  received  with  great  enthusiasm  by  our  students 
and  have  already  brought  us  warm  commendations  from  many 
quarters,  both  from  within  and  from  without  the  State. 

These  were  the  principal  considerations  which  led  to  the  mod- 
ifications of  our  plan  of  work,  which  were  announced  in  May  last. 
The  occasion  was  seized  however  to  make  a  distribution  of  the 
work,  which  should  be  better  both  for  students  and  for  teachers. 
It  was  thought  that  the  earlier  part  of  our  courses  was  too  exclu- 
sively given  to  a  few  studies,  that  it  tended  thereby  to  become 
monotonous  and  wearisome.  Opportunity  is  now  afforded  foi' 
diversifying  the  course  by  judicious  elections  of  studies.  In  all 
the  courses  save  the  Engineering  courses,  it  is  possible  for  the 
student  during  every  term  to  elect  some  study.  Pi-eviously  the 
work  of  some  chairs  of  instruction  was  intolerably  heavy  in 
certain  parts  of  the  year  and  too  light  at  other  parts.  The  rear- 
rangement of  our  work  has  enabled  us  to  remedy  this  evil. 

Since  the  Class  Day  of  the  Seniors  has  been  brought  into 
Tuesday  of  Commencement  week,  the  Alumni  have  found  them- 
themselves  crowded  fc)r  an  opportunity  for  their  meetings.  The 
Board,  justly  deeming  it  of  the  first  importance  that  the  Alumni 
should  have  every  facility  they  desire  tor  their  reunions,  decided 
to  try  the  experiment  this  year  of  giving  up  Wednesday  to  them 
and  to  fix  Thursday  as  Commencement  Day.  The  Alumni,  in 
an  appreciative  spirit,  made  special  efforts  to  render  Alumni 
Day  attractive.  An  imusuaily  large  number  of  graduates  was 
present  and  the  exercises  were  of  marked  interest.  In  the  evening 
the  University  Senate,  comprising  all  the  Faculties,  gave  a 
reception  in  University  Hall  to  the  Alumni  and  other  friends  of 
the  University.  A  large  concourse  was  present.  Commence- 
ment Day  was  marked  by  a  noteworthy  change.  No  speakers  were 
appointed  from  the  graduating  class,  but  an  oration  was  given  by 
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Hon.  Geo.  V.N.Lt)tlm)p,LL.D.,  of  Detroit,  Itmaybe  wclltopiace 
on  record  here  tiie  principal  reasons  \vhich  iiave  led  us  to  abandon 
a  mode  of  observing  Commencement,  which  has  been  general, 
and  I  thinli.^  universal,  in  this  country.  In  the  first  place,  as  we 
have  no  marking  system,  it  was  very  difficult  to  make  appoint- 
ments, which  were  satisfactory  either  to  the  Faculty  or  to  the 
class.  When  we  had  selected  ten  speakers,  there  were  always 
some  of  their  classmates  who  seemed  equally  as  deserving  as  sojne 
of  those  w^ho  were  appointed.  Again,  and  perhaps  partly  because 
of  tliis  difficulty,  for  the  last  few  years  the  opinion  had  been  gaining 
ground  among  our  students,  ujitil  it  had  become  very  general, 
that  it  was  not  desirable  to  have  members  of  the  graduating  class 
speak  on  Commencement  Day.  Some  argued  that  such  declama- 
tion was  unknown  in  European  Universities  and  that  it  was  more 
appropriate  to  High  Schools  and  Academies  than  to  Colleges. 
From  whatever  cause  there  was  great  dislike  among  Lhc  students 
tp  the  traditionary  custom.  In  the  third  place,  the  lengtheiiiiig 
of  the  Medical  term  to  nine  months  and  the  prospect  that  possibly 
before  long  the  other  Professional  Schools  would  extend  their 
terms  to  nine  months  presented  a  new  embarrassment.  We  must 
either  have  in  addition  to  the  Commencement  of  the  Literary 
Department  a  separate  Commencement  for  each  of  the  principal 
schools,  or  we  must  have  a  University  Commencement  foi'  the 
graduation  of  all  who  complete  their  courses  in  June.  The  latter 
alone  was  to  be  thought  of.  But  if  the  Professional  schools  joined 
in  the  University  Oommencement,  and  the  graduates  of  the  Lit- 
erary dep;trtment  were  appointed  to  speak,  why  should  not  the 
graduates  of  the  other  schools  also  be  appointed?  Clearly  grad- 
uates from  all  the  schools  must  in  that  case  be  placed  upon  the 
stage  to  speak,  or  else  none  should  be  appointed,  but  some  dis- 
tinguished scholar  or  orator  should  be  chosen  to  deliver  a  Uni- 
versity oration  at  the  University  Commencement.  After  delib- 
eration it  was  thought  wisest  to  pursue  the  latter  course,  though 
it  was  not  without  reluctance  that  manj-  saw  the  old  usage 
given  up.  But  any  fears  that  tlie  change  would  cause  a  dim- 
inution in  the  attendance  or  the  interest  on  Commencement  Day- 
must  have  been  dispelled  by  the  result  of  our  first  experimenl. 
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We  were  fortiuiiite  in  securing  the  services  of  so  eminent  an 
orator  to  iiitioduce  the  new  custom  and  we  have  jeason  to  be 
especially  grateful  for  his  clioicc  of  a  theme.  No  better  use 
could  be  made  of  Commencement  Day  than  to  present  so  cogent, 
statesmanlike  and  eloquent  an  argument  in  favor  of  the  support 
of  Higher  Education  by  the  State. 

The  experiment  of  lengthening  the  term  in  the  Medical  schools 
from  six  months  to  nine  months  has  now  been  thoroughly  tried. 
We  had  anticipated  a  decline  in  the  attendance.  It  was  supposed 
that  some  students  would  be  unwilling  to  incur  the  additional 
expense  involved  in  prolonging  their  residence  here  three  months, 
and  tliat  others  would  prefer  for  other  reasons  to  attend  schools 
which  would  graduate  them  on  easier  conditions  than  are  imposed 
here.  Probably  some  were  diverted  from  us  by  such  considera- 
tions. But  on  the  other  hand  we  have  been  much  gratified  to  see 
that  not  a  few  students  came  here  avowedly  because  the  term  was 
lengthened.  This  indicates  an  encouraging  desire  on  the  part  of 
many  in  the  medical  profession  to  encourage  the  jnost  thorough 
preparation,  and  on  the  pait  of  tliose  who  are  aspiring  to  enter 
the  profession,  to  secure  such  preparation  for  tliemselves.  The 
attendance  in  the  Department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  was  larger 
by  eleven,  and  that  in  the  Homeopathic  College  by  twenty  two, 
than  it  was  in  the  previous  year. 

The  Physiological  Laboratory  ■whicli  the  generosity  of  the  last 
Legislature  enabled  us  to  establish,  has  been  of  great  service  to 
our  medical  students.  More  than  two  hinidred  and  fiftv  of  tliem 
have  availed  themselves  of  its  advantages. 

In  the  Law  School  there  were  seventy-tive  more  students  tlian 
in  the  previous  year,  the  total  attendance  being  three  hundred 
and  eighty-four.  The  seating  capacity  of  the  lecture  room  was 
taxed  to  the  utmost.  It  is  becoming  a  serious  question  how  our 
increasing  classes  are  to  lie  acconmiodated.  It  is  well  known  to 
you  that  the  Faculty  of  the  Law  Department  have  for  some  time 
thought  it  highly  desirable  to  add  one  instructor  to  their  present 
force.  At  the  meeting  in  October,  1877,  this  Board  authorized 
the  Faculty  and  the  Committee  on  the  Law  Department  to  pro- 
vide additional  assistance  for  tlie  last  year.    It  did  not  prove  prac- 
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ticable  to  act  in  accordance  with  this  suggestion.  But  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  some  arrangement  like  that  then  contemplated  may 
yet  be  made. 

It  was  expected  that  the  general  depression  in  business  would 
make  itself  felt  iu  the  diminution  of  the  attendance  on  the  Pharmacy 
School.  But  the  number  of  pupils  was  a  little  larger  than  during 
the  previous  year.  The  reputation  of  the  school  is  now  so  firmly 
established  that  we  may  expect  its  prosperity  to  continue.  Our 
chief  sol  c  t  le  ir  ses  fro  the  d  ffic  Itv  of  accora  nodat  ng  the 
students  n  tl  e  crow  led  cond  to  of  o  Chen  il  Labo  atory.

becoming  ot  increasing  nnportance.  It  iippeais  iiom  the  report 
of  the  Resident  Physician  of  the  Hospital  that  six  hundred  and 
nineteen  patients  were  treated  between  October  i,  1877  and  Aug. 
31,  187S.  Two  hundred  important  operations  were  performed. 
There  were  thirty-three  operations  for  cataract,  and  thirty  of  them 
were  successiul. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Control  of  the  State  Public 
School  at  Coldwater  has  shown  the  desirableness  of  making  some 
provision  here  for  the  surgical  care  of  dependent  and  needy  chil- 
dren. This  Board  has  expressed  its  willingness  to  render  them  the 
needed  help  if  the  State  wiH  furnish  us  the  means.  This  suggests 
again  the  great  advantage  which  would  accrue  to  the  Wtate.  if 
provision  were  made  here  for  caring  for  the  sick  and  disabled  per- 
sons, who  now  crowd  our  county  Aims-Houses.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  manj'  of  them  might  be  restored  to  lives  of  usefulness,  if  thev 
could  have  proper  medic;il  and  surgical  attention.     A  large  pro- 
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portion  of  them  have  curable  ailments  of  the  eye.  Our  Medical 
Professors  would  attend  upon  thtse  sick  poor  gratuitously,  and  it 
would  probably  co^t  the  counties  little  more  to  support  their 
invalid  paupers  at  a  Hospital  here  than  it  costs  them  now.  There 
can  be  little  question  that  it  would  be  a  measure  of  wise  economy 
as  w^ell  as  of  humanity  for  the  State  to  establish  a  Hospital  here  for 
the  relief  of  the  inmates  of  county  Poor  Houses. 

The  appropriation  of  five  thousand  dollars  voted  by  the  Leg- 
islature for  the  purchase  of  books  has  enabled  us  to  make  a  most 
valuable  addition  to  our  General  Library.  But  we  must  still  say 
that  for  the  purposes  of  a  University,  where  there  is  such  a  con- 
course of  students,  and  where  so  many  and  so  various  kinds  of 
intellectual  work  arc  done,  our  collection  of  books  is  far  too  small. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  some  way  we  may  be  able  to  make 
adequate  provision  for  the  support  of  oiu"  School  of  Mines, 
including  the  School  of  Architecture,  it  will  be  remembered 
that  owing  to  the  feiliire  of  the  !ast  Legislature  to  make  an  appro- 
priation for  that  purpose,  we  were  obliged  to  drop  our  instruction 
in  Architecture.  We  were  enabled  without  expense  to  the  State 
to  make  tempoi'ary  provision  for  the  instruction  in  Mining.  But 
we  cannot  continue  the  work  on  the  present  plan  after  this  year.  I 
am  still  of  the  opinion  that  the  plan  broached  in  the  Legislature 
in  1877  to  remove  the  school  to  the  Upper  Peninsula  is  unwise. 
If  the  students  are  permitted  to  do  their  principal  work  here,  and 
can  with  their  inst.rLict<irs  visit  tlie  Upper  Peiiiiisiila  in  the 
summer,  the  best  results  will   be  obtained  in   t!ie  most  e 


I  venture  to  repeat  a  suggestion  I  have  made  in  a  previous 
report,  that  it  would  be  of  essential  service  to  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation in  the  State,  if  a  course  of  lectures  on  Pedagogics  could  be 
given  here  by  some  competent  man.  A  large  proportion  of  oui* 
students  engage  in  teaching  after  graduation.  Some  adequate 
exposition  of  the  Science  and  tlie  Art  of  Teaching,  some  method- 
ical discussion  of  the  organization  and  superintendence  of 
schools,  would  be  most  helpful.  Our  new  system  would  easily 
yield  a  place  for  such  instruction.  Perhaps  for  a  time  at  least  a 
non-resident  lecturer  occupying  a  part  of  a  vear,  might  meet  the 
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wants  of  our  students,  and  might  afford  tis  an  opportunity  to  test 
the  value  of  such  a  course  as  is  here  suggested. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  again  reminding  the  friends  of  the  Uni- 
versity that  we  are  in  pressing  need  of  two  new  buildings,  one  for 
the  Library  and  another  for  the  Museum  of  Science  and  Art  and 
for  lecture  rooms  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  Museum  by  the 
Professors  of  the  Physical  and  the  Biological  Sciences.  We 
expect  to  be  patient  and  to  bear  w^ith  many  inconveniences  in  these 
times  of  tinancial  distress.  But  we  may  meantime  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  we  are  suflering  great  inconvenience  and  exposing 
our  Library  and  our  rare  and  extensive  scientific  collections  to 
the  risks  of  destruction  by  five  for  the  lack  of  new  fire-proof 
buildings. 

With  great  pleasure  I  call  attention  to  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee's Report,  which  is  hereto  appended,  and  which  shows  that 
we  closed  our  fiscal  year  with  no  indebtedness  and  with  a  hand- 
some balance  in  the  Treasury.  It  is  a  cause  of  great  satisfaction 
that  we  have  been  able  to  liquidate  the  debt  which  had  been  for 
some  time  accumulating.  There  seems  no  reason  to  doubt  that 
our  receipts  from  students'  fees  will  be  materially  larger  this  year 
than  they  were  last  year.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  students 
which  makes  this  result  certain,  also  makes  it  in  my  judgment 
absolutely  necessary  that  we  have  some  addition  to  the  Faculty)  of 
instruction  in  the  Literary  Department.  We  cannot  maintain, 
and  we  do  not  deserve  the  favor  of  the  public,  if  we  undertake  to 
give  collegiate  instruction  to  sections  so  large  that  each  student 
cannot  receive  proper  attention  and  assistance. 

We  must  all  feel  encouraged  by  the  appreciation  which  is 
shown  in  this  State  and  in  other  States,  of  the  work  of  the  Uni- 
versity. Colleges  and  professional  schools  are  everywhere  grow- 
ing and  improving;  yet  the  number  of  students  who  resort  to 
our  halls  steadily  increases,  and  the  influence  and  reputation  of 
the  University  are  constantly  extending.  If  the  State  continues 
to  us  its  cordial  support  and  if  we  wisely  administer  the  trust  con- 
fided to  us,  still  larger  possibilities  of  usefulness  are  easily  within 
reach  of  this  Institution.  Respectfully  submitted,

It  will  be  seen  on  examination  that  the  aggregate  amount  of  receipts 
covered  into  the  General  Fund,  during  the  year  was  $132,827.55,  and  that 
the  amount  paid  out  on  account  of  that  fund  was  $133,776.80,  which  shows 
the  Fund  to  have  been  overdrawn  $949.^5. 

The  amount  received  from  the  State  Treasurer  on  account  of  special 
appropriations  made  by  the  State  Legislature  during  the  fiscal  year  was 
$42,000.00.  The  amount  paid  out  during  the  year  on  account  of  these 
special  funds  was  $30,938.86,  showing  a  balance  in  the  treasury  to  the 
credit  of  the  Special  Funds  of  $11,061.14.  If  we  deduct  from  the  aggre- 
gate Special  Funds  balance  the  amount  of  the  General  Fund  over- 
draft, viz:  $949.25,  the  balance  in  the  treasury  will  appear  as  above 
stated,  10,111.89. 

Under  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  gen- 
eral and  other  expenses  of  the  University  of  Michigan,"  approved  May 
22,  1877,  there  was  appropriated  for  the  year  1877,  the  sum  of  ^27,000, 
and  for  the  year  1878  the  further  sum  of  $  J  2, 000= $49,000.

The  annual  report  of  the  Treasurer  here- 
with submitted  is  a  transcript  of  his  books. 

The  Steward's  statement  of  the  amounl  received  for  students' fees. 
Laboratory  deposits  and  receipts,  and  for  Diploma  fees,  has  been  exam- 
ined, compared  with  his  books  and  found  correctly  stated. 

It  will  be  remembered  by  the  Board  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  last 
fiscal  year,  the  indebtedness  of  the  University  was  $17,000.  During  the 
year  that  amount  was  unavoidably  increased  to  $32,000.  In  consequence 
of  the  generous  appropriations  made  by  the  last  Legislature  of  the  State 
and  of  the  large  increase  of  the  amount  received  from  students'  fees,  and 
because  also  of  the  rigid  economy  practiced  in  all  of  the  expenditures  of 
the  University,  your  Committee  are  now  able  to  announce  that  the  entire 
indebtedness  of  the  University  is  cancelled.  It  gives  us  great  pleasure  to 
make  this  statement,  and  also  to  add  that  with  a  proper  regard  to  econo- 
my, we  may  hope  to  meet  the  most  pressing  wants  of  the  University  for 
the  present,  without  again  incurring  deht-

Gentlemen— In  view  of  the  fact  that  since  the  close  of  our  last  term 
quite  an  increased  amount  of  labor  over  that  of  other  years  has  devolved 
upon  me,  as  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  this  Department,  in  more  extensive 
correspondence,  and  in  procuring  apparatus,  models,  books,  etc.,  I  ask 
your  honorable  body  for  an  appropriation  of  $200  for  this  year  at  least, 
as  a  compensation  for  this  service.

I  am  the  more  encouraged  to  do  this  from  the  fact  of  the  prosperous 
condition  of  this  Department.  It  now  numbers  54  in  attendance,  and 
will  exceed  60  within  a  few  days. 

This  clasE  has  not  been  brought  together  without  etTort.  I  am  also 
encouraged  to  thus  aslt,  because  it  can  hardly  be  said  that  the  teachers  in 
this  Department  have  extravagant  salaries. 

In  the  special  advertising  we  ^have  been  very  economical  this  year, 
having  expended  only  about  $40.  The  larger  share  of  this  work  has 
been  done  with  the  pen.

The  following  communication  fiom  the  Dean  of  the  College 
of  Dental  Surgery  was  read  by  Regent  Rynd : 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  Michigan: 

Gentlemen — Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  two  or  three  facts 
in  reference  to  theDental  Department  of  this  institution.  A  year  and  a 
half  ago,  when  the  present  accommodation  for  this  work  was  made,  it 
was  supposed  it  would  be  quite  sufficient  for  some  time  to  come,  but  that 
time  has  proved  to  be  short,  it  is  now  at  an  end.  The  demand  now  is 
for  double  the  present  accommodation  in  some  directions  at  least.  The 
present  Laboratory  room  is  not  sufficient  for  more  than  eighteen  students 
and  yet  there  are  over  forty  seeking  entrance;  about  thirty  are  now 
crowded  into  it,  but  the  work  attempted  fails  in  a  marked  degree  for  want 
of  room. 

Our  lecture  room  is  also  too  small,  having  comfortable  t-eating  room 
for  only  45  or  50.     How  shall  we  accommodate  60  or  70? 

1  will  further  state  that  there  is  no  room  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the 
apparatus,  models  and  specimens.  The  material  of  this  kind  on  hand  is 
placed  about  here  and  there  through  the  building,  wherever  a  resting 
place  can  be  found. 
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The  special  want  for  the  preBCivC,  at  least,  lies  in  the  three  particu- 
lars mentioned.  The  laboratory  work  must  prove  an  utter  failure  with- 
out additional  facilities.  In  arranging  for  this  it  will  doubtless  be  well 
to  have  some  reference  for  the  future.  The  probabilities  are  that  ere  long 
the  demand  will  be  greater  than  now. 

As  to  the  best  method  of  meeting  this  emergency,  I  can  hardly  ven- 
ture to  suggest.     The  demand    is  immediate,    and  involves   much   labor. 
Your  wisdom  will  devise  the  plan  and  your  resources  enable  it  to  be  exe- 
cuted in  as  short  a  time  as  possible.     This  is  the  hope  of  those  interested.

Having  concluded  the  reading  of  the  above  communication 
Regent  Rynd  read  the  following  report  which  was  accepted  and 
adopted  ; 

Your  Committee  on  tne  Medical  Department  and  Dental  College  to 
whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Dr.  Taft,  Dean  of  the  Dental  College, 
asking  for  the  necessary  accommodations  for  the  students  in  his  depart- 
ment would  respectfully  report: 

We  have  made  a  careful  examination  of  the  building  now  used  by 
the  Dental  students,  and  find  that  the  lecture  room  is  entirely  inadequate 
to  the  accommodation  of  the  students  now  in  attendance.  There  are  now 
in  attendance  5.1,  and  this  number  will  be  increased  so  as  to  reach  the 
number  of  65. 

In  the  Laboratory,  which  should  accommodate  every  student  in  the 
Dental  College,  we  find  only  room  for  17  students.  In  view  of  the  pres- 
sing and  imperative  needs  of  the  College  your  committee  feel  that  accom- 
modations must  be  furnished  by  an  addition  to  the  present  Dental  Col- 
lege of  a  Laboratory  and  also  a  lecture  room.  The  present  lecture  room 
can  then  be  used  as  a  Dental  Museum,  a  room  now  very  much  required. 
Indeed  every  portion  of  the  present  building  can  be  utilized  without  any 
additional  expense. 

It  can  hardly  be  doubted  that  the  next  Legislature,  in  view  of  the 
imperative  demands  of  this  college,  will  make  provision  for  the  small  ex- 
pense of  the  work  contemplated.  We  are  forced,  against  our  usual  pur- 
pose, to  anticipate  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature. 

We  respectfully  recommend  that  the  whole  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  and  trust  that  the  Board  will  see 
tit  to  order  the  immediate  erection  of  the  necessary  addition  to  the  Den- 
tal building.

Gentlemen— I  present  herewith  a  statement  of  some  of  the  most 
pressing  needs  of  the  Microscopical  Laboratory  with  the  request  that 
they  may  be  taken  into  consideration  at  your  present  meeting.  The 
work  of  students  in  this  Laboratory  has  been  uniformly  satisfactory  and 
excellent  results  have  been  attained.  A.t  the  same  time  we  have  always 
sutfered  a  very  considerable  waste  of  time  owing  to  the  fact  that  no  more 
than  one-third  of  the  students  can  be  supplied  with  high  powers  at  the 
same  time.  At  present  about  thirty  students  are  doing  Laboratory  work 
with  only  nine  high  power  objectives.  Much  time  is  wasted  inconse- 
quence of  this  lack  of  Instruments. 

Five  one-fifth  inch  objectives  at  $12  apiece  would  in  a  great  measure 
supply  this  deficiency. 

Another  pressing  want  is  felt  in  the  lack  of  a  set  of  crude  drugs  prop- 
erly put  up  and  labelled  for  the  use  of  the  senior  Pharmacy  class.  The 
members  of  this  class  are  expected  to  become  familiar  with  the  charac- 
ter of  the  principal  crude  drugs  in  commercial  use.  It  is  impossible 
to  attain  this  result  without  a  good  set  of  specimens  which  can  be  made 
accessible  to  the  class. 

About  175  specimens  would  be  required.  Swift  &  Dodds,  of  Detroit, 
offer  this  number  put  up  in  salt  mouth  bottles  with  glass  labels  for  $69.40, 
and  dealers   in  Ann  Arbor  will  probably  make   quite  as  advantageous 

These  articles  are  permanent,  and  would  not  have  to  be  renewed. 
Of  articles  to  be  consumed  by  students  in  their  regular  work  the  expense 
for  the  present  year  is  estimated  at  about  $45,00.  The  items  for  which 
an  appropriation  is  asked  are  :

Professor  W.  H.  Pettee  being  present  stated  that  he  desired 
to  make  a  few  suggestions  to  the  Board  relative  to  the  condition 
of  the  ?chool  of  Mines,  Permission  being  granted,  the  Pj-ofes- 
sor  read  the  following  paper: 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  Michigan: 

I  beg  to  offer  a  few  suggestions  for  your  consideration  in  relation  to 
the  affairs  of  the  School  of  Mines. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  Legislature  of  i8;5  appropriated  the  sum 
of  $2j,ooo  for  the  establishment  of  this  School  (including  a  department 
of  Architecture),  and  for  its  maintenance  for  two  jears.  Some  of  that 
part  of  the  appropriation  which  was  available  for  equipment  purposes 
was  lost  to  the  University,  because  the  Professor  of  Architecture  and  De- 
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sign,  wishing  to  keep  well  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriation,  and 
not  being  aware  that  the  money  would  have  to  be  expended,  if  at  all, 
before  the  end  of  December,  1876,  postponed  the  completion  of  his  in- 
tended purchases  until  it  was  too  late.  For  information  as  to  the  expendi- 
ture of  the  equipment  fund,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  departments  of  Min- 
ing and  Metallurgy,  reference  may  be  made  to  my  letter  to  President 
Angell,  published  as  an  appendix  to  his  report  for  the  .year  ending  June, 
1876. 

The  Legislature  of  1877  failed  to  make  any  appropriation  for  the  fur- 
ther support  of  the  School,  and  all  that  has  been  done  in  and  for  the 
School  during  the  past  year  has  had  to  be  done  without  aid  from  the 
State:  nay,  more  than  that,  without  expense  to  the  University.  The  in- 
struction in  architecture  was  suspended  at  the  beginning  of  the  year;  and 
not  a  single  dollar,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  has  been  drawn  from  the  Uni- 
versity treasury,  either  for  the  payment  of  salaries  or  for  the  purchase  of 
any  apparatus  or  supplies  to  be  used  in  the  Department  of  Mining  or 
that  of  Metallurgy. 

For  the  first  two  years  of  the  existence  of  the  School  I  held  the  Pro- 
fessorship of  Mining  Engineering.  At  the  opening  of  the  School  in 
1875,  there  were  no  students  far  enough  advanced  to  take  up  the  special 
topics  of  Mining  or  Metallurgy,  and  the  services  of  the  Professors  of 
those  branches  were,  therefore,  loa  lari^e  extent,  available  for  other  Uni- 
versity work.  I  assumed  charge  of  the  classes  in  the  Literary  Depart- 
ment in  Mineralogy  and  Geology,  and  of  the  Senior  Pharmacy  class  in 
Crystallography.  This  work  I  repeated  in  the  second  year,  giving  in 
addition  instruction  in  Mineralogy  to  the  Junior  class  in  the  Mining  En- 
gineering Course,  taking  them  in  a  separate  section  by  themselves. 

Upon  the  failure  of  the  legislative  appropriation  in  1877,  I  resigned 
the  Professorship  of  Mining  Engineering,  but  wa^ -ubsequently  appointed 
Professor  of  Geology  at  the  reduced  salary  provided  for  by  special 
legislative  appropriation,  with  the  understanding  that  I  was  to  have 
charge  of  the  classes  in  Mineralogy,  Geology  and  Crystallography,  as  in 
the  previous  year,  and  to  give  in  addition  the  instruction  in  Economical 
Geology  and  in  Mining'  Engineering  to  the  Senior  class  without  extra 
compensation.  This  arrangement  was  made  after  considerable  discus- 
sion in  the  Board  of  Regents  upon  the  general  question  of  the  advisabil- 
ity of  attempting  to  keep  up  the  organization  of  the  School  at  all.  Pro- 
fessor Langley  also  volunteered  to  give  the  melallui^ical  instruction  to  the 
Seniors  without  pay  c  Mr.  Douglas  made  provision  for  the  quantita- 
tive analysis  of  the  Mining  Engineering  course  in  the  Chemical  Labora- 
tory; and  Mr.  Joy  rendered  gratuitous  assistance  in  blow-pipe  anal- 
ysis. This  extra  work  bore  heavily  upon  Ui^  all,  but  we  carried  on 
the  instruction  to  the  ijest  of  our  ability  un.ler  the  unfavorable    condi- 
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tions.  Professor  Langley  and  myself  accompanied  the  Senior  class  in  the 
spring  vacation  on  a  visit  to  the  mines,  smelting  works,  and  rnills  of 
Pittsburgh  and  vicinity,  bearing  our  own  expenses.  All  was  done  that 
could  be  done  to  make  the  school  successful.  At  Commencement  the  degree 
of  Mining  Engineer  was  conferred  upon  four  students. 

The  work  of  the  present  year  has  been  begun  upon  substantially  the 
same  basis  as  that  of  last  year,  though  with  some  modification  of  details. 
Noone,  so  far  as  I  know,  regards  this  arrangement  as  anything  more  than 
a  temporary  provision  for  an  interval  not  otherwise  provided  for.  It  can- 
not be  made  permanent.  The  principal  objections  to  it  are  three  in  num- 
ber: It  is  unfair  to, the  students;  it  is  unfair  to  the  Professors;  it  is  not 
worthy  of  the  University.  The  students  cannot  receive  that  amount  of 
personal  attention  which  they  ought,  as  students  of  an  important  branch 
of  appiied  science,  to  receive ;  the  Professors  can  do  neither  themselves 
nor  their  subjects  justi.^;  the  University  will  gain  no  renown. 

What  then  is  to  be  the  future  of  the  School?  I  will  not  discuss  at  the 
present  time  the  general  question  of  the  importance  of  sustaining  a  min- 
ing school  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  but  will  assume  thai  you  all  agree 
with  me  in  the  opinion,  that  if  there  are  good  and  sufficient  reasons  for 
having  such  a  school  at  all,  the  proper  place  for  it  is  at  the  University, 
with,  if  possible,  a  summer  school,  open  for  two  or  three  months  in  the 
year,  as  an  adjunct  in  the  Upper  Peninsula.  In  the  present  condition  of 
affairs  there  seem  to  be  three  courses  of  action  from  which  to  choose, 
the  first  two  not  being  necessarily  inconsistent  with  each  other.  The 
three  courses  are  ;  ■  i)  To  attempt  to  secure  permanent  aid  from  the  State ; 
(3|  til  carry  on  the  school  as  one  of  the  branches  of  the  University,  de- 
pendent for  its  support  upon  the  condition  of  the  General  Fund:  (3) 
to  suspend  temporarily  the  operation  of  the  School.  I  will  endeavor 
to  set  forth  briefly  some  of  the  principal  considerations  which  bear 
favorably  or  unfavorably  upon  each  of  these  three  plans. 

1.  Shall  the  State  be  asked  to  providelbrthe  support  of  the  School? 
This  question  is  involved  with  that  of  the  general  policy  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  of  the  Regents  as  to  their  relations  with  successive  Legislatures, 
but  it  would  be  out  of  place  for  me  here  to  enter  upon  any  discussion  of 
that  broad  and  more  comprehensive  question.  I  will  take  for  granted 
that  there  is  no  insuperable  objection  against  going  before  the  Legisla- 
ture with  a  request  for  aid. 

It  seems  to  me  desirable  that  the  School  should  receive  direct  sup- 
port from  the  State,  if  it  can  be  obtained  in  the  form  of  a  permanent 
appropriation,  not  requiring  to  be  renewed  at  each  legislative  session; 
but  I  am  in  doubt  as  to  the  wisdom  of  attempting  to  reorganize  the 
School  solely  on  the  foundation  of  an  appropriation  which  covers  two 
years  only,  and  which  is  liable  to  be  lost  at  the  end  of  that  time  through 
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the  failure  of  the  Legislature  to  take  action.  Of  course  there  would  be 
nothing  objectionable  in  accepting  legislative  aid  for  a  period  of  two 
years,  or  even  for  one  year,  if  the  main  support  of  the  school  were  to 
come  from  some  other  quarter. 

One  argument  in  favor  of  seeking  aid  from  the  State  lies  in  the  prob- 
ability that  in  this  way  a  larger  sum  can  be  obtained  for  the  immediate  use 
of  the  School  than  can  be  spared  at  once  from  the  General  Fund.  To  place 
the  School  upon  a  sure  footing,  and  to  make  it  an  efficient  branch  of  the 
University  will  require  the  expenditure  within  a  short  time  of  considera- 
ble sums  of  money.  When  the  school  is  well  equipped,  a  moderate  an- 
nual appropriation  will  be  sufKclent  to  supply  its  wants.  Several  thouB- 
and  dollars  could  well  be  spent  immediately  in  the  purchase  of  books, 
apparatus,  diagrams,  models,  miiieralogical  and  geological  specimenb, 
and  other  means  of  properly  illustrating  the  special  subjects  taught  in 
the  School.  Indeed,  without  some  such  expenditure,  the  School  cannot 
be  carried  on  satisfactorily  for  any  length  of  time. 

There  ought  to  be  furthermore,  (to  say  nothing  about  the  Depart- 
ment of  Architecture,)  two  Professors  employed,  one  of  Mining  and  one 
of  Metallurgy,  whose  time  can  be  given  mainly,  if  not  entirely  to  the 
work  in  those  Departments.  The  Professor  of  Mining  might,  to  be  sure, 
have  charge  of  one  or  two  classes  in  some  allied  branches  of  study  for  a 
part  of  the  year,  and  the  Professor  of  Metallurgy  might  be  able  to  render 
more  or  lees  assistance  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory,  but  it  should  be  dis- 
tinctly understood  that  such  extra  work  was  subordinate  to  the  principal 
duties  of  the  Professorships.  The  greater  part  of  the  salaries  of  these 
two  officers,  therefore,  would  have  to  be  provided  for  in  addition  to  the 
salaries  now  paid,  and  would  be  a  fresh  burden  upon  the  University  funds, 
unless  relief  were  given  by  the  State. 

Another  argument  in  favor  of  seeking  aid  from  the  State  is,  that,  in 
building  up  a  new  department  in  the  University,  especially  one  which 
is  expected  to  acquire  impor1:ance,  not  by  the  large  number  of  students 
attracted  to  it,  but  by  the  quality  of  the  work  done  by  those  who  are  on  its 
rolls,  and  by  the  value  to  the  State  of  the  trained  young  men  who  receive 
its  diploma,  there  is  a  certain  danger  that  the  amount  of  money  nec- 
essarily expended  upon  it  will  seem  to  be  out  of  proportion  to  that 
appropriated  for  other  purposes,  and  that  some  real  or  fancied  injustice 
will  be  done  to  the  older  departments  for  the  sake  of  fostering  the  new 

Stilt  another  argument  for  seeking  State  aid  is  found  in  the  belief 
that  the  growth  and  development  of  the  School  of  Mines  will  be  much 
more  rapid  and  healthy  upon  a  regular  and  definite  annual  appropriation 
which  cannot  be  diverted  toother  uses,  than  it  will  if  dependent  upon 
the  varying  fortunes  of  the  General  Fund. 
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In  making  the  request  for  aid  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  should 
be  called  to  the  bestform  of  granting  the  appropriation.  The  Board  of 
Regents  ought  to  have  considerable  discretion  in  its  expenditure,  so  as  to 
be  able  to  devote  such  part  to  the  payment  of  salaries  and  such  to  the 
purchase  of  apparatus  as  ma^  seem  best  to  them  from  time  to  time. 

2.  If  the  Board  of  Regents,  upon  deliberation,  decide  not  to  ask  for 
special  aid  from  the  incoming  Legislature,  or  if  the  Legislature  shall  fail 
to  grant  the  aid  asked  for,  the  question  assumes  a  different  form.  Can 
the  School  be  carried  on  in  a  satisfactory  manner  at  the  expense  of  the 
General  Fund?  That  it  cannot  be  carried  on  without  expense  is  obvi- 
ous. I  will  speak  only  of  what  will  be  indispensable  in  the  Departments 
of  Mining  and  Metallurgy,  omitting,  as  before,  any  reference  to  the  De- 
partment of  Architecture,  which  stands  in  a  certain  sense  by  itself. 

Good  instruction  in  all  the  preparatory  studies  which  lead  to  the 
special  courses  in  Mining  and  Metallurgy,  can  be  provided  without  em- 
ploying any  instructors  in  addition  to  those  now  on  the  ground,  except- 
ing in  Geology  and  in  a  part  of  the  Chemistry.  The  University  instruc- 
tion in  Geology,  including  all  that  is  understood  by  that  terra,  cannot  be 
given  permanently  and  satisfactorily  by  the  person  who  also  has  charge 
of  the  classes  in  Mineralogy  and  in  Mining  Engineering,— at  least  not 
by  the  present  incumbent.  There  is  work  enough  in  those  Departments 
for  two  men. 

The  deficiency  in  Chemistry  alluded  to  above  is  in  the  quantitative 
analysis.  The  students  in  Mining  and  Metallurgy  ought  to  have  a  course 
of  study  in  this  branch  of  the  subject,  different  in  many  respects  from 
that  taken  by  the  general  student,  or  by  the  classes  in  Pharmacy,  This 
makes  it  necessary  to  give  them  separate  class  instruction  and  special 
drill.  The  force  in  the  Laboratory  at  the  present  time  is  insufficient  to 
do  this  work  well.  By  appointinir  to  the  chair  of  Metallurgy  a  person 
who  could  spend  a  part  of  his  time  in  giving  Laboratory  instruction,  or 
by  appointing  an  additional  Laboratory  assistant  and  adding  the  instruc- 
tion in  Metallurgy  to  the  duties  of  the  assistant  now  in  charge  of  the 
quantitative  analysis  (Mr.  Cheever),  it  is  probable  that  a  fairly  satisfac- 
tory arrangement  can  be  made,  to  hold  in  force  until  something  better 
can  be  done. 

There  is  a  pressing  need  of  diagrams  for  lecture  illustration,  and  of 
models  for  showing  the  principal  parts  of  machines  and  furnaces  with 
their  mutual  relations.  These  cannot  as  a  rule  be  purchased  in  the  mar- 
ket. The  most  Jof  them  will  have  to  be  made  for  our  special  use. 
The  accumulation  of  an  adequate  equipment  in  these  respects  is  necessa- 
rily a  work  of  time,  and  a  liberal  appropriation  oiight  to  be  made  each 
year  towards  the  increase  of  the  collection. 

The  conclusion  then   is,  that  if  assistance  in  Geology  and  either  in 
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Metallurgy  or  in  Chemiatrj  can  be  provided,  leaving  the  Mineralogy  and 
the  Mining  Engineering  in  my  Viands,  or  putting  them  into  those  of  Bome 
other  person,  and  the  sum  of  five  hundred  or  a  thousand  dollars  a  year 
can  be  spared  for  the  accumulation  of  apparatus,  the  School  can  be  car- 
ried on  with  the  probability  of  attaining  a  good  measure  uf  success, 
though  it  will  take  longer  to  bring  it  to  the  highest  stage  of  efficiency 
than  if  it  had  a  more  ample  endowment.  Whether  or  not  the  General 
Fund  can  be  depended  on  for  supplying  itie  a.dditional  instruction,  and 
the  needed  apparatus,  is  a  question,   not  for  me,  but  for  your  Board  to 

3.  Shall  the  school  be  given  up  for  a  time?  The  principal  argument 
that  can  be  advanced  with  any  force  for  taking  this  step  is,  that  the 
expenditure  necessary  for  the  support  of  the  School  would  not  be  war- 
ranted in  the  present  financial  condition  of  the  State  or  of  the  Univer- 
sity. Against  this  argument  many  strong  objections  might  be  urged, 
which  Treed  not  be  dwelt  upon  at  length  at  this  time.  If,  however,  the 
School  has  to  be  suspended  at  the  close  of  the  current  year,  its  projectors 
and  those  whose  fortune  it  has  been  to  be  connected  with  its  manage- 
ment will  have  the  consolation  of  feeling  that  circumstances  entirely 
beyond  their  control  have  led  to  the  unfortunate  result.

The  chemicals  are  valued  at  the  price  paid  for  Ltiem. 
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That  portion  of  the  apparatus  (such  as  glass  ware),  which  is  as  good 
as  new,  is  valued  at  present  lowest  wholesale  price  without  regard  to 
original  cost. 

That  which  is  worn  or  damaged  by  use  is  estimated  according  to  the 
time  which  it  will  probably  last. 

Thisreport  does  not  include  the  following:  Assay  Furnaces  ;  Smelt- 
ing Furnaces;  Stamp  Mill ;  Lathe  for  working  metals ;  Tools  for  same; 
Minerals  and  Ores;  Beindorf's  Steam  Apparatus  ;  Steam  Jet  Exhausters 
for  producing  vacuum:  Large  Steam  Ovens  and  Steam  Baths;  Sturte- 
vant  Blowers;   Working  Tables  for  students,  and  permanent  fixtures. 

Some  of  the  permanent  apparatus  of  the  Laboratory  needs  very  much 
to  be  increased.

The  following  report  and  resolutions  were  presented  and  read 
by  Regent  Cutcheon  ; 

The  joint  Committee  on  Literary  Department  and  on  Astronomical 
Observatory,  etc.,  to  which  was  referred  the  application  of  Professor 
Watson  for  an  assistant  in  the  Astronomical  Observatory,  also  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Faculty  of  the  Law  Department  that  Prof.  Adams  may 
deliver  a  course  of  lectures  before  that  school  on  the  Constitutional  His- 
tory of  England  and  America,  also  the  subject  of  the  reassignment  to 
duty  of  Asst.  Prof  Pattengill,  and  the  matter  of  additional  help  in  the 
Department  of  Modern  Languages  would  respectfully  report,  that  they 
have  had  the  several  matters  under  consideration,  and  submit  herewith 
resolutions  covering  and  embodying  their  conclusions  in  the  premises. 

[.  Your  Committee  recognize  the  very  eminent  services  rendered  to 
the  cause  of  astronomical  science  and  discovery  by  Prof.  J.  C.  Watson, 
which  have  done  much  to  extend  the  fame  of  this  University;  and  also 
consider  that  outside  of  his  duties  as  Professor  of  Astronomy,  and  outside 
of  his  work  of  instruction  as  connected  with  the  Observatory,  Prof. 
Watson  has  done  and  is  doing  a  large  amount  of  work  in  the  field  of 
original  research,  and  computation,  not  coming  strictly  within  the 
scope  of  his  work  of  instruction,  and  which  he  has  hitherto  performed 
voluntarily,  and  without  consideration. 

The  eminence  which  Prof.  Watson  has  attained,  has  attracted  the 
attention  of  other  States  which  are  now  seeking  to  secure  hie  services. 
Your  Committee  consider   it   important  to  retain  the  services  of  Prof. 
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Wfttson,  and  believe  it  will  be  a  wise,  and  in  the  end  an  economical  thing, 
to  grant  the  assistance  he  requires  in  the  Observatorj'. 

3.  In  regard  to  the  application  of  the  Law  Faculty,  your  Committee 
gladly  bearwitness  to  the  fact  that  while  that  Department  has  yielded  the 
largest  pecuniary  return,  it  has  been  less  frequent  in  its  demands  upon 
our  aid,  than  the  other  Departments,  and  we  are  especially  anxious  to 
meet  all  their  requirements, — for  the  fullest  efficiency  of  that  Department. 

One  year  ago  we  gave  them  permission  to  select  an  additional 
instructor  in  that  Department,  which  permission  they  have  not  yet  availed 
themselves  of  They  now  request  that  Prof.  Adams,  of  the  Chair  of 
History  be  assigned  to  duty  as  Lecturer  upon  Constitutional  History  in 
the  Law  Department.  We  are  somewhat  doubtful  of  the  policy  of  per- 
manently dividing  the  duties  of  a  professor  between  the  two  schools.  And 
after  consideration  your  Committee  think  it  a  better  way  to  secure  a  Lec- 
turer on  Constitutional  History  for  the  Law  Department,  rather  than  to 
disturb  the  present  efficient  work  in  History  in  the  Department  of  Litera- 
ture, Science  and  the  Arts. 

3.  In  regard  to  the  matter  of  Prof.  Pattengill,  your  committee  find  that 
in  the  month  of  January  last  this  Board  granted  him  leave  of  absence 
till  the  end  of  the  year  for  the  purpose  of  studying  in  Europe.  In  tne 
readjustment  of  salaries  at  tht  June  meeting,  the  name  of  Prof.  Pattengill 
was  omitted  from  the  salaries  bill.  There  seems  to  have  been  a  misun- 
derstanding in  the  Board  as  to  the  effect  of  this  omission.  It  now  appears 
that  about  half  of  the  Board  did  not  notice  this  omission,  and  there  seems 
to  be  doubt  as  to  the  effect  of  this  omission  upon  the  tenure  of  office  of 
Assistant  Professor  Pattengill.  According  to  the  statement  of  Prof. 
D'Ooge  the  full  work  of  one  assistant  in  Greek,  of  a  high  grade,  is 
required  in  that  department,  while  further  assistance  in  the  department 
of  Modern  Languages  appears  to  be  imperative,  for  which  work  Instructor 
Thomas,  now  upon  the  ground,  would  seem  to  be  excellently  adapted. 

The  Committee  therefore  report  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolutions: 

1.  That  Prof  J.  C.  Watson  be  assigned  to  duty  as  the  Director  of  the 
Observatory,  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  Professor  of  Astronomy,  and 
that  as  such  Director  his  salary  be  fixed  at  the  sum  of  live  hundred 
dollars  per  annum. 

2.  That  J.  M.  Schaeberle  be  and  is  hereby  appointed  Assistant  in  the 
Astronomical  Observatory,  at  a  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

3.  That  the  Secretary  and  Steward  he  and  is  hereby  authorized  to 
employ  a  suitable  person  for  the  performance  of  mechanical  work  and 
Janitor's  service  in  and  about  the  Astronomical  Observatory,  at  an 
annual  salary  not  to  exceed  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

4.  That  the  Executive  Committee,  in  conjunction  with  the  Dean   of 
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the  Law  Facultj,  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  secure  the  services 
of  a  Lecturer  on  Constitutional  History,  for  the  Law  Department  for  the 
current  year,  at  a  salary  not  exceeding  a  thousand  dollars. 

5.  That  Assistant  Professor  Pattensill  having  reported  for  duty, 
he  be  a^ain  assigned  to  duty  in  his  former  position  of  Assistant  Pro- 
fessor of  Greek,   and  that   his  salary  as  such  be  fined  at  sixteen  hundred 

6.  That  Instructor  Calvin  Thomas  now  on  duty  in  the  department 
of  Greek  he  and  is  hereby  transferred  to  the  department  of  Modern  Lan- 
guages and  History  with  the  title  of  Instructor  in  Modern  Languages  and 
History,  salary  at  nine  hundred  dollars. 

It  will  be  seen  that  Prof  Pattengill  simply  resumes  his  duties,  with  a 
reduced  salary ;  that  the  assistance  in  Modern  LauLjuages  is  simply 
restored  to  the  status  it  occupied  before  the  reduction  of  working  force  in 
July,  1S77,  when  it  was  thought  possible  to  avoid  a  general  reduction  of 
salaries,  and  that  so  far  as  the  Astronomical  Observatory  is  concerned,  it 
restores  it  upon  the  same  basis  it  occupied  years  ago.  Your  Committee 
believe  that  from  present  indications,  in  the  large  increase  of  attendance 
in  the  several  departments,  involving  increased  revenue,  with  the  present 
signs  of  returning  prosperity,  we  are  warranted  in  strengthening  our 
corps  of  instruction,  and  that  such  increase  is  necessary  to  keep  our 
University  in  the  present  leading  position  among  the  great  Universities 
of  our  land.

The  presence  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Legislature  on  the 
University  was  announced  bv  Regent  Cutcheon.

Hon.  D.  W.  Sharts,  in  behalf  of  the  Joint  Committee,  then 
read  the  following  paper  : 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Regents,  University  of  Michigan: 

Gentlemen — The  undersigned,  members  of  the  University  Commit- 
tee from  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  this  State,  visit  you 
to  examine  the  work  which  is  being  done,  to  consider  jour  needs,  and  to 
aid  you  according  to  our  best  ability  in  promoting  the  interests  of  this 

We  have  received  a  communication  from  your  Executive  Committee 
touching  tiie  work  and  requirements  of  the  University,  and  also  a  courte- 
ous invitation  to   make  a   personal  examination  of  your  condition   and 

From  a  careful  examination  of  the  paper  which  has  been  presented 
to  the  Legislature,  we  have  determined  at  this  time  to 

i8t.  Ascertain  whether  your  expenses  either  for  tuition  or  incidentals 
can  properly  be  reduced. 
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3d.  Whether  a  new  fire  proof  building  for  Library  and  Museum  is 
very  important,  if  so,  the  probable  expense,  and  the  amount  per  annum 
required  for  books. 

3d.  Whether  a  steam  heating  apparatus  would  be  wise  and  ecoiiom- 

4th.   Whether  you  require  a  Homceopathic  Hospital  building. 

5th.      The  lowest  sum  necessary  for  general  purposes. 

6th.  The  manner  now  practiced  of  keeping  your  accounts  ;  the  char- 
acter of  the  work  being  done  iti  every  department  of  the  University;  the 
amount  of  labor  performed  by  individual  professors,  and  the  length  of 
time  professors  are  permitted  to  be  absent  from  duty  for  any  purpose 
whatever. 

7th.  We  shall  be  glad  to  have  any  other  matter  not  indicated  above, 
which  may  occur  to  you,  presented  for  consideration.  We  desire  to  aid 
you  in  this  great  work  of  maintaining  a  University  which  shall  inculcate 
that  knowledge  which  is  "  power  and  liberty  and  peace." 

We  recognize  the  University  as  one  source  of  just  pride  to  the  people 
of  the  State,  and  that  they  should  not  grow  weary  in  its  Support,  we  ask 
that  its  affairs  be  conducted  abiy,  honestly,  and  economically.  We  can 
aftbrd  to  be  just,  but  the  Univer  tj  n  ust  be  n  syn  pathy  v  th  the  people. 
And  now  in  conclusion,  perm  t  us  to  cal  vo  attent  on  to  1  single 
thought.  You  will  a.sree  with  u  that  the  u  fo  1  nate  dela  cat  on  which 
occurred  in  the  Laboratory,  a  d  ih  c  1  ad  been  ex  ste  e  tor  many 
years,  the  loose,  irresponsible  and  regular  p  a  tees  wi  ch  have  been 
brought  to  the  public  attentir  n  the  pa  t  al  and  unfort  ni  e  petition  of 
a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Regents,  in  the  treatment  respectively  of  Doug- 
las and  Rose,  in  December,  1875,  ^"''  *''^  public  indignation  growing  out 
of  the  tortuous  and  inequitable  management  of  a  case  which  should  have 
been  settled  with  the  Director  alone,  these  have  been  and  still  are  pro- 
lific sources  of  great  danger  to  the  moral  and  financial  interests  of  the 
University.The  committee  appointed  by  the  last  Legislature  carefully  ex- 
amined into  the  matter,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  Dr.  Rose  is  in- 
nocent. They,  with  many  members  of  that  Legislature  (83  in  the  House) 
asked  for  his  appointment  to  a  responsible  and  valuable  position  among 
the  instructors  of  the  University.  We  are  encouraged  by  this  action  to 
make  this  important  request.  The  people  mean  to  do  right,  and  to  act 
honorably  and  judiciously.  Their  132  representatives,  coming  immedi- 
ately and  directly  from  them,  have  no  other  object  in  this  matter.  We 
are  satisfied  that  the  great  majority  of  the  people  desire  the  restoration 
of  Dr.  Rose,  whom  they  believe  not  only  to  be  an  innocent,  but  a  deeply 
injured  man.  As  the  representatives  of  the  people,  and  in  our  present 
position,  in  some  sense  representing  the  Legislature,  we  look  upon  the 
history  of  Dr.  Rose,  his  gallantry  on  the  field  of  battle,  a  limb  given  to 
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his  country,  a  crippled  patriot,  the  excessive  work  he  performed  in  the 
Laboratory,  his  economical  method  of  living,  his  acknowledgCLl  poverty, 
uncomplainingly  bearing  all  this,  possessing  the  confidence  of  nearly  all 
who  know  him,  a  quiet,  meek  and  modest  man,  a  good  citizen,  and,  we 
believe,  an  estimable  Christian  gentleman — believing  this,  we  must  res- 
pectfully ask  your  honorable  Board  to  restore  him  to  a  position  in  the 
University  suited  to  his  talents  and  industry.  By  so  doing  you  show  your 
sense  of  justice,  your  magnanimity  becomes  apparent,  your  disposition 
to  correct  the  wrongs  of  the  past  is  clearly  evidenced  to  the  people,  and 
thereby  you  will  be  enabled  to  settle  ma.iy  of  the  difficulties  surrounding 
the  institution.  Thus  you  will  have  the  confidence  of  the  people,  the 
support  of  this  Joint  Committee,  and  that  satisfaction  which  ever  ema- 
nates from  the  discharge  of  duties  iinperatirelj'  demanded  by  justice  and 
equity. 

With  these  suggestions,  hoping  you  will  carefully  weigh  them,  we 
anxiously  await  your  action.

The  Board  of  Regents  reconvened  in  the  room  of  the  Presi- 
dent at  9  o'clock  A.  M.

Regent  Maltz,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and 
Grounds,  stated  that  Mr.  Harvey,  of  Detroit,  who  had,  by  request, 
examined  the  steam  heating  apparatus  now  in  the  University 
buildings,  was  present ;  and  that  he  was  prepared  to  submit  an 
approximate  estimate  of  the  cost  of  heating  all  buildings  on  the 
Campus,  from  one  central  boiler  house.

Hon.  E.  Lakin  Brown,  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  the  Uni- 
versity, being  present,  stilted  that  in  consequence  of  being  absent 
last  evening,  when  the  paper  prepared  and  signed  by  the  Joint 
Committee  of  the  Legislature  was  read  bv  Hon.  D.  W.  Sharts, 
he  would,  with  the  permission  of  the  Board,  state  his  views  in 
a  written  communication  touching  the  matters  which  he  deemed 
of  interest  to  the  Board  and  to  the  University.  No  objection  be- 
ing made,  the  following  paper  was  leiid  by  Mr.  Brown  ; 

Mr.  President — It  is  now  fifteen  years  since  I  was  familiar  with  this 
institution  and  its  management,  its  work  and  its  wants.  Sixyears  de- 
voted in  large  part  to  the  care  of  its  interetts,  and  to  acquaintance  with 
the  distinguished  men  who  then  formed  its  corps  of  Professors,  and  with 
those  my  associates  in  the  Regency,  could  i.ot  fail  to  interest  me  in  its 
prosperity  and  success  far  beyond  my  natural  interest  as  a  citizen  of  the 
State.  I  have  not  failed  to  observe  with  delight  the  increasing  number 
of  its  students,  the  advanced  standard  of  its  teaching,  and  the  high  rank 
it  has  taiten  amongst  institutions  of  learning,  nnt  only  of  this  country 
but  of  the  world. 

And  with  no  less  satisfaclion  do  I  observe  Lhe  deep  hold  it  is  gaining 
in  the  affections  of  all  good  and  intelligent  men  in  our  own  State.  I 
know  there  is  a  class  of  men  who  feel   the  University  a  burden,  and  who 
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cringe  as  if  with  pain  if  they  can  discover  that  even  a  feather's  weight 
of  taxation  rests  upon  them  from  this  source.  1  cannot  but  think  that, 
they  do  not  reflect  how  tittle  is  the  burden  and  how  great  is  the  benefi- 
cence. A  more  enlightened  public  opinion  assisted  by  the  influence  of 
the  hundreds  of  young  men  constantly  flowing  out  from  your  halls  and 
mingling  with  the  people,  and  assuming  the  positions  of  influence  and  of 
power  which  their  culture  and  training  cannot  fail  to  give  them  among  st 
their  fellow-citizens,  must  sm-ely  correct  these  false  and  narrow  views 
wherever  they  exist,  and  the  University  will  become,  as  it  deserves  to  be, 
in  the  hearts  of  the  people  the  pride  and  glory  of  the  State. 

Mr.  President ;  we  come  as  Committees  of  the  Legislature,  to  whom 
is  entrusted  this  duty,  to  observe  the  progress  you  are  making  in  your 
great  work,  to  discover  if  we  can,  the  needs  and  wants  of  the  institution, 
and  to  do  all  in  our  power  consistent  with  the  general  interests  of  the 
people,  to  aid  in  its  work  and  to  further  its  interests.  We  cannot  but  be 
gratified  with  the  evidence  of  the  noble  work  it  is  doing,  and  encouraged 
and  elevated  by  the  prospect  of  its  more  noble  future. 

I  know  something,  Mr.  President,  from  the  experience  I  have  had 
upon  its  Board  of  Regents,  of  the  many  wants  of  such  an  institution 
that  it  may  do  the  best  work,  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  people. 
But  the  full  acquirement  of  all  that  is  needed  is,  of  course,  a  matter  of 
slow  growth,  and  on  I V  to  be  attained  with  the  growth  of  the  State  in 
wealth,  intelligence  and  refinement,  and  as  the  University  becomes 
blended  with  the  knowledge,  the  affection,  and  the  pride  of  the  people. 
In  the  meantime,  moderation  in  demand,  care  and  economy  in  expendi- 
ture, and  a  wise  and  judicions  liberality  in  public  grants  will  lead  gradu- 
ally to  the  attainment  of  all  that  its  best  friends  foresee  and  desire. 

And  yet,  Mr.  President,  while  my  own  feelings  are  so  friendly  to  the 
University,  and  while  I  am  assured  that  those  of  my  associates  of  the 
committees  are  no  less  so,  1  have  a  few  words  to  say  which  I  trust  the 
Board  of  Regents  will  receive  kindly  and  consider  wisely.  My  former 
position  on  the  Board  of  Regents  may  give  added  force  to  my  right  to  say 
what  I  think  we  have  all  aright  to  say,  as  members  of  Committees  of  both 
Houses  of  the  Legislature.  I  feel  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  me  to  say, 
and  I  think  my  associates  will  confirm  me  in  the  opinion,  that  there  is  a 
widely  prevalent  belief  amongst  the  people  of  the  State,  and  a  no  less 
confident  belief  amongst  the  legislators  at  the  capitol,  that  in  a  case  of 
most  unfortunate  notorietY  occurring  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs 
at  the  University  connected  with  the  Laboratory,  justice  has  not  been 
done  in  the  premises;  that  great  injustice  has  been  done;  and  while  con- 
ceding to  the  Board  of  Regents  the  absolute  right  to  decide  for  themselves 
all  questions  which  properly  come  before  them  in  the  conduct  of  the  af- 
fairs of  the  University,  that  it  will  be  wise  in  them  to  give  due  deference 
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to  so  prevalent  an  opinion.  I  need  not  state  the  matter  more  definitelj, 
nor  enter  into  argument  upon  the  subject.  The  last  Legislature  with 
great  pains  and  expense  inquired  fully  into  the  merits  of  it,  and  by  a 
unanimous  joint  committee,  and  an  almost  unanimous  Legislature  ex- 
pressed their  opinion  upon  it.  I  think  I  may  say  that  tliat  opinion  is  the 
opinion  of  this  Joint  Committee,  and  is  the  opinion  of  the  two  Houses 
of  the  present  Legislature. 

This  being  so,  it  can  scarcely  be  expected  that  while  this  wrong  is 
unrighted,  the  Legislature  should  go  on  voting  moneys  for  the  Universi- 
ty with  the  same  freedom  and  liberality  as  they  would  be  glad  to  do,  if  no 
cause  existed  to  outrage  their  sense  of  justice.  I  fear  it  can  scarcely  be 
espected  that  they  will  permit  laws  to  remain  which  already  exist  grant- 
ing it  a  much  needed  subsidy,  I  say  this  with  the  most  ardent  love  for 
the  University,  and  the  greatest  anxiety  to  subserve  its  interests.  Indeed 
nothing  but  this  would  impel  me  to  animadvert  upon,  to  call  in  question 
any  of  the  acts  of  the  Board  constituted  by  law  the  guardian  of  its  atfaira. 
They  will,  after  all,  act  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  judgment 
and  conscience,  giving  due  weight  to  the  opinions  of  the  public,  and  re- 
membering that  another  body,  responsible  also  to  their  conscience  and 
public  opinion,  have  to  act  in  the  premisefi. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the   reading  of  tlie  above   paper  Regent 
Rynd  moved  that  it  be  accepted  and  printed  in  the  minutes. 
The  motion  prevailed. 

Regent  CHmie  read  and  submitted  a  communication  from  the 
Hon.  B.  F.  Granger,  relative  to  sen-ices  rendered  while  acting  as 
solicitor  of  the    Board.     Referred  to   the  Executive  Committee, 

Regent  S.  S.  Walker  read  the  following  communication  : 
Toti    H         abl    B  a  d  of  Pegents  of  Ik.'  University  of  Michigan: 

In  a  n  n  n  at  on  which  I  addressed  to  your  Board  in  October  last 
and  in  a  m  monal  h  ch  I  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee  in  De- 
cembe  n  elat  on  to  the  atfairsof  the  Sehool  of  Mines,  I  stated  that,  so 
far  as  I  kne  v  th  e  had  been  no  expenditure  on  account  of  the  School 
since  th  lo  e  of  the  academic  year  in  1877.  ^  made  this  statement  in  the 
belief  that  the  Legislative  appropriation  of  1875  was  exhausted  at  the 
close  of  the  second  year  of  the  school. 

Since  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  I  have  learned  that 
there  is  stiil  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  an  unexpended  remainder, 
amounting  to  several  hundred  dollars,  of  that  portion  of  the  school  of 
Mines  fund  which  was  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  of  1875  for  the 
payment  of  salaries  and  for  the  general  expenses  of  the  school. 

I  need  not  recall    to  your  minds  that  Professor  Langley  and  myself 
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have  undertaken  to  give  the  special  instruction  in  metallurgy  and  in 
mining  engineering  to  the  students  of  the  School  for  two  years  without 
compensation.  When  this  arrangement  was  made,  we  both  supposed 
that  there  were  no  funds  available  for  the  use  of  the  school  in  any  way. 

I  do  not  now  ask  for  any  change  in  that  arrangement  for  my  own 
benefit;  but  for  the  sake  of  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  instruction  in 
the  school,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  funds  availabJe  for  the 
purpose,  I  respectfully  request  your  honorable  Board  to  provide  for  an 
assistant  in  mineralogy  and  metallurgy,  to  serve  for  the  remainder  of  the 
current  year.  I  also  ask  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars 
be  appropriated  for  suitable  cases  of  drawers  in  which  to  keep  the  min- 
eral specimens  which  have  been  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  school.

mento  entitling  him  to  a  diploma,  and  in  view  of  his  fitnesH  and  of  his 
having  spent  three  full  years  in  the  study  of  medicine  under  the  in- 
struction of  his  preceptor,  and  several  years  training  in  a  Homceo- 
pathic  Pharmacy,  he  is  recommended  for  the  degree. 

Miss  E.  T.  Schbhinbe.— This  candidate  has  attended  two  full  courses 
of  lectures,  of  nine  months  each,  in  this  college,  and  has  passed  a  sat- 
isfactory examination  in  all  branches.  She  has  not  spent  one  year  in 
stHdy  with  a  preceptor,  as  required,  but  in  view  of  her  qnaliflcations 
it  is  recommended  that  she  be  granted  a  diploma  at  the  time  of  the 
next  regular  graduation  of  candidates  in  the  month  of  June,  1880, 
provided  she  gives  evidence  of  having  devoted  the  coming  year  to  the 
study  of  medicine.

Two  hundred  and  sixty-five  important  operations  have  been  per- 
formed, as  follows :

Many  of  the  surgical  operations  successfully  performed  were 
among  the  most  dangerous  and  difficult  known  to  surgery,  while  of  the 
operations  on  the  eye,  31  were  for  cataract,  and  of  this  number  28  were 
restored  to  sight,  3  only  having  fkiled.  A  large  nuiuber  of  equally  del- 
icate operations  on  the  eye  were  also  performed  successfully. 

Of  the  701  cases  that  appeared  at  the  clinic,  382  remained  in  the 
hospital  for  treatment,  and  were  distributed  as  follows ;

Of  the  number  treated  at  the  hospital  5  have  died,  3  were  dis- 
charged incurable,  6  were  discharged  much  improved.  All  the  others 
were  cured,  or  are  in  various  stages  of  recovery.

The  following  report  from  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  the 
Homcecpathic  Medical  College  was  read  by  Regent  Rynd,  and 
on  his  motion  the  report  was  accepted  and  ordered  printed  in 
the  minutes. 

UsivEBsiTY  OF  MICHIGAN,  Juue  26,  1879. 
To  the  President  and  Board  of  Regents : 

Gentlemen — On  behalf  of  the  Homoeopathic  Department  of  the 
University  of  Michigan,  I  herewith  transmit  a  brief  report  of  the  work 
of  the  college  for  the  Academic  year  1878  and  1879. 

The  session  comprises  a  period  of  nine  months  from  October  1st 
to  June  26th,  during  which  time  with  the  exception  of  the  usual  holi- 
day recess  and  the  March  Commencement,  the  Professor  of  Surgery 
has  delivered  four  lectures  per  week,  and  held  two  clinics  per  weeks 
averaging  IJ  hours  each  ;  the  Professor  of  Theory  and  Practice  has 
delivered  sis  lectures  per  week,  and  held  two  clinics  per  week  of  one 
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hour  each;  and  the  Professor  of  Materia  Medica  has  delivered  four 
lectures  per  week  throughout  the  course. 

The  students  of  this  Department  also  attended  throughout  the 
course,  the  lectures  on  Anatomy,  Obstetrics,  Physiology  and  Chemistry, 
delivered  by  the  Professors  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  and  Sur- 
gery. 

In  addition  to  the  didactic  and  clinical  teaching  frequent  oral  and 
written  examinations  were  held  by  the  members  of  the  Faculty  and 
their  assistanta  during  the  evenings,  and  a  quarterly  examination  was 
held  upon  the  medical  and  surgical  topics  gone  over  the  preceding 
three  months,  to  test  the  literary  and  medical  scholarship  of  the  senior 

The  afternoons  and  ^evenings  were  frequently  occupied  in  the 
Chemical,  Microscopical  and  Anatomical  Departments,  a  lai^e  propor- 
tion of  the  students  attending  the  practical  courses  of  these  funda- 
mental branches. 

The  entire  number  of  students  in  attendance  upon  the  college  was 
63,  21  of  whom  graduated  at  the  March  Commencement,  and  5  are  can- 
didates for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  at  the  June  Commence- 
ment on  the  26th   inst. 

The  sui^cal  course  was  mainly  delivered  upon  the  Principles  of 
Surgery  under  the  provisions  of  the  graded  course ;  the  operative  de- 
partment being  reserved  for  the  succeeding  year. 

The  Therapeutics,  (Homoeopathic)  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynaecol- 
ogy were  imperfectly  taught  by  the  Chairs  of  Snidery  and  Practice, 
owing  to  the  large  field  of  study  gone  over  by  these  two  Departments  of 
Medicine.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature 
ample  provision  will  be  made  for  a  more  thorough  and  scientific 
teaching  in  these  two  important  branches  of  medical  education. 

The  Examining  Board  of  Physicians,  appointed  by  the  Honorable 
the  Board  of  Regents  at  their  June  meeting  last  year,  to  net  in  con- 
junction with  the  Faculty  of  this  college,  to  examine  the  candidates  for 
graduation  therein,  have  performed  their  duties  faithfully  and  credit 
ably,  but  it  is  very  questionable  whether,  under  all  the  circumstances 
connected  with  the  instruction  and  examination  of  our  students  by 
those  in  the  Department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  who  have  taught 
them  in  the  fundamentals  of  the  profession,  our  students  have  been 
benefited  by  the  change  inaugurated. 

Since  the  March  examination  considerable  dissatisfaction  has 
arisen  among  the  members  of  the  class,  and  I  fear  the  consequences 
of  this  innovation  will  be  felt  in  the  inharmonious  relation  of  our 
classes  hereafter  to  their  preceptors  of  the  other  Department. 
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In  conclusion  I  will  add  that  quite  a  large  correspondence  has 
been  opened  up  with  practitioners  of  our  system  in  near  and  distant 
portions  of  the  States,  with  whom  I  have  long  enjoyed  friendly  pro- 
professional  and  professorial  relations,  which  I  trust  will  increase  the 
future  nuiuherof  our  classes  and  widen  the  sphere  of  usefulness  of  this 
University  and  its  Homoeopathic  Department.

The  following  report  and  recommendation  was  read  at  the 
morning  session  of  the  Board  by  Professor  A.  B.  Palmer,  Dean, 
he  being  present  at  the  time. 

On  motion  of  Regent  Rynd  the  report  was  accepted  and 
ordered  printed  in  the  minutes. 
Report  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  of  the  University 

of  Michigan  for  the  session  of  1H78-9. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Regents. 

The  conrse  of  instruction  in  the  Department  of  Medicine  and  Sur- 
gery just  brought  to  a  close  has  been  attended  by  something  more  than 
the  usual  degree  of  prosperity  and  success. 

Notwithstanding  the  lengthening  of  the  term  to  nine  months,  and 
the  preliminary  examination  for  admittance,  the  numbers  in  attend- 
ance have  been  larger  than  for  several  years  past,  and  the  effects  of  the 
longer  courses  of  instruction  have  been  manifested  in  the  higher 
attainments  of  the  candidates  for  graduation,  and  the  unparallelled 
success  of  the  present  class  in  obtaining  the  approval  of  the  Faculty 
and  the  Board  of  Examiners.  This  class  has  been  subjected  to  a 
severer  ordeal  in  the  matter  of  written  examinations  than  any  of  their 
predecessors,  and  although  some  of  the  papers  written  under  the  pres- 
sure of  limited  time  and  without  the  opportunity  of  revision,  were  in 
respect  to  their  literary  qualities,  not  of  as  high  a  character  as  could 
be  desired,  many  of  them  were  excellent,  considering  the  embarrass- 
ing circumstances  under  which  they  were  produced,  and  as  a  whole 
they  were  highly  creditable  to  the  industry  and  intelligence  of  the 

Besides  the  ordinary  lectures  of  the  Professors  of  the  College  and 
the  instruction  given  in  the  Chemical,  Anatomical  and  Physiological 
Laboratories,  valuable  instruction  by  lectures  and  demonstrations  has 
been  given  in  the  lecture  rooms  to  the  class  at  large  by  Drs.  Herdman, 
Vaughan  and  Stowell;  and  very  important  aid  in  fixing  the  fects  of 
the  lectures  in  the  minds  of  the  students  has  been  rendered  by  means 
of  reviews  and  questions  on  the  various  subjects  by  the  Assistants  of 
the  different  Professors. 

In  recognition  of  the  important  services  rendered  by  the  gentle-

iDen  above  named,  I  am  instroeted  by  the  Faculty,  and  in  their  behalf 
to  earnestly  request  of  your  honorable  body  that  Dr.  Stowell  be 
appointed  to  the  position  of  Atisistant  Professor  of  Physiology  and  His- 
tology and  Instructor  in  the  Physiological  Laboratory,  that  Dr.  Vaughan 
be  appointed  Asmtant  Professor  of  Medical  Chemistry  and  Inslructw  in 
the  Chemical  Laboratory,  and  that  Dr.  Herdman  be  appointed  Assistant 
Professor  of  Surgical  and  Patkologieal  Anatomy  and  Detnonstrator  of  An- 
atomy. 

I  am  also  instructed  by  the  Faculty  to  request  that  Professor  Lang- 
ley  have  an  Assistant  appointed  by  the  Board,  whose  services  are  to  be 
equally  divided  between  the  Medical  and  Literary  Departments,  thus 
restoring  the  Assistant  to  the  rank  of  his  Assistant  two  years  ago. 

At  recent  meetings  of  our  Faculty  the  following  resolutions  were 
unanimously  passed : 

Resolved,  That  the  Honorable  Board  of  Regents  be  requested  to 
take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  establishing  a  School  of  Vet- 
erinary Medicine  and  Sui^ery. 

Resolved,  That  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Regents  be  requested 
to  malte  the  course  of  instruction  in  the  Medical  Department  of  the 
University  of  Michigan  a  three  years'  graded  course,  to  take  effect  on 
and  after  the  sessioa  of  1880-81. 

Resolved,  That  Dr.  Palmer  be  authorized  to  state  to  the  Board  of 
Regents  the  Faculty's  choice  of  Dr.  Lyster  to  occupy  his  place  during 
his  (Dr,  Palmer's)  absence. 

Resolmd,  That  the  main  building  of  the  hospital  be  raised  so  as 
to  make  an  operating  room ;  that  Drs.  Frothingham  and  Maclean 
ui^e  the  request  to  make  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose. 

lam  requested  by  the  Professor  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  and 
the  Instructor  in  the  Physiolf^ical  Laboratory  to  embody  in  this 
report,  which  I  most  cheerfully  do,  the  following  statement  respecting 
that  important  Department. 

The  demands  of  the  Physiological  Laboratory  have  exceeded  its 
capacity.  The  number  of  microscopes  allows  of  work  for  only  15 
students  each  afternoon.  About  200  medical  students  and  40  dental 
students  have  taken  this  course  during  the  past  year,  and  considgrable 
numbers  were  unable  to  gain  admission  owing  to  want  of  room  and 
the  limited  number  of  instruments.  It  therefore  becomes  highly 
desirable  that  the  room  be  so  enlai^ed  and  the  number  of  microscopes 
BO  increased  that  all  students  applying  may  pursue  this  important 
branch  of  study. 

By  removing  a  partition  and  changing  the  position  of  cases  the 
room  can  be  extended  without  material  expense;  but  to  obtain  the 
necessary  microscopes  for  supplying  the  want,  will  require  money,  and 
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$300  is  asked  for  to  purchase  5  additional  microscopes  at  $50  each,  and 
for  the  procuring  of  needed  accesBory  apparatus,  as  pipets,  magnifiers, 
microtomea,  reagents,  bottles,  etc. 

From  one  point  of  view  we  might  be  led  to/egret  the  necessity  of 
presenting  such  an  array  of  wants  and  requests,  but  from  another  and. 
more  enlarged  survey  of  the  situation,  we  may  with  more  reason  re- 
joice that  the  growth  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  in 
the  number  of  students  and  the  demands  for  more  extended  instruc- 
tion and  larger  acquirementa  of  scientific  knowledge,  call  for  these 
larger  facilities,  and  consei^uent  additional  expenditures.

Regent  Rynd,  Chairman  of  the  Commitiee  on  the  Depart- 
ment of  Medicine  and  Surgery  read  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Medical  Department  to  whom  was  referred  the 
report  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  have 
given  all  matters  therein  discussed  or  recommended  careful  consider- 
ation and  would  report. 

Ist,  While  we  favor  the  project  of  establishing  a  school  of  Vet 
erinary  Medicine  and  Sut^ery,  yet  we  doubt  the  propriety  of  as- 
suming the  expense  which  would  be  necessary  in  successfully  found- 
ing and  supporting  such  a  school.  We  are  aware  that  it  could  be  well 
maintained  at  the  University  at  a  much  cheaper  rate  than  at  any  oth- 
er point  in  the  State,  but  as  it  appears  of  the  im!\ire  of  a  new  founda- 
tion, we  think  it  were  well  to  consult  the  pe()j>le  through  the  legisla- 
ture, on  the  subject.  Besides,  the  members  of  the  Legislature  being 
largely  farmers,  are  supposed  to  represent  the  real  demand  which  ex- 
ists for  the  founding  of  such  a  chair.  We  advise  that  no  further  action 
be  taken  at  present. 

2d.  We  are  in  favor  of  elevating  the  standard  not  only  of  prelim- 
inary requirements,  biit  also  of  medical  education.  We  think  the 
time  has  arrived  for  a  long  stride  in  this  direction.  The  educated  men 
of  the  profession  will  sustain  such  a  movement.  The  people  will  sus- 
tain us  in  giving  men  every  possible  facility  for  healing  the  sick.  The 
University  can  afford  to  do  pioneer  work  in  this  direction.  We  there- 
fore recommend  that  a  full  three  years'  course  of  graded  medical  in- 
struction be  required  of  all  medical  graduates  in  both  the  Medical  De- 
partment of  the  "University  and  also  in  the  Homoeopathic  Medical 
College,  and  that  such  provision  apply  to  all  students  entering  either 
Medical  school  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  October,  1880.  It  is  ur- 
gently desired  that  all  reputable  medical  colleges  aid  us  in  protecting 
people  from  the  ignorance  apd  chsrlatfrnisiB  SO  painfully  prevalent 
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even  among  many  persons  who  exhibit  college  diplomas,  and  through 
these  impose  upon  the  profession  and  the  puhlic.  This  they  can  do  by 
extending  the  term  and  lengthening  the  course.  The  Legislature  of 
thisState  would  set  an  example,  which  would  be  largely  copied  by 
other  States,  should  such  provision  be  inserted  in  all  college  charters. 

3d.  We  advise  that  Henry  F.  Lyster,  M.  D.,  of  Detroit,  Michigan, 
be  appointed  Lecturer  on  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  in  the 
place  of  Dr.  Palnier,  during  the  time  of  the  latter's  absence  in  Europe. 

4th.  We  recommend  that  an  operating  room  beconnected  with  the 
existing  Hospital,  at  a  cost,  including  ail  expense  of  construction  and 
equipment,  not  to  exceed  $2000.  This,  we  believe,  ought  not  to  be  longer 
delayed.  The  success  of  the  hospital  and  the  interests  of  humanity 
alike  require  such  an  addition. 

5th.  We  advise  the  appropriation  of  $200  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
tailing the  room  now  used  for  microscopical  purposes,  and  for  the  pur- 
chase of  microscopes.  We  would  further  recommend  that  a  sum 
be  charged  each  student  engaged  in  this  work  which  shall 
maintain  the  efficiency  of  this  Department,  by  the  purchase  of  such 
instruments  as  may  be  necessary  to  replace  worn-outand  useless  ones. 
We  do  not  think  such  expense  should  be  chargeable  to  the  University, 
but  should  be  met  in  the  above  manner.  The  proceeds  of  auch  annu- 
al payments  to  be  called  "  a  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  microscopes  and 
other  accessory  apparatus."  The  Medical  Faculty  are  hereby  required 
to  inaugurate  su(^  plan. 

6th.  We  have  given  attention  to  the  Hospital  and  believe  that  not 
only  is  the  work  skillfully  and  &ithfuliy  performed,  but  also  that  the 
matron  does  her  duty,  honestly,  'intelligently,  and  humanely.  The 
Medical  Faculty  are  hereby  requested  to  look  carefully  into  the  exist- 
ing schedule  of  chaises,  together  with  auch  other  matters  relating  to 
the  Hospital  as  may  be  deemed  important,  and  report  to  this  Board 
such  revision,  change,  addition  to,  or  modification  of  existing  rules,  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  as  may  seem  wisest  and  best. 

7th.  We  are  pleased  to  report  the  continued  success  of  this  De- 
partment, and  still  ui^e  upon  the  Faculty  the  importance  of  maintain- 
ing a  high  standard.  Let  quality,  not  quantity,  be  the  rule  in  the  work 
of  the  Department. 

On  conclusion  of  the  reading  of  the  report,  Regent  Cutch- 
eon  moved  that  an  aye  and  nay  vote  be  taken  on  the  recom- 
mendation to  appoint  a  lecturer  to  supply  the  place  of  Dr.  A. 
E,  Palmer  during  his  absence,  also  on  the  recommendation  tQ 
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appropriate  money  for  an  operating  room  for  the  hospital  and 
also  for  the  purchase  of  microscopes.     Carried. 

Regent  Eynd  moved  that  Henry  F.  Lyater,  M.  D.,  of  Detroit, 
te  and  hereby  is  appointed  lecturer  on  the  Theory  and  Practice 
of  Medicine  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee. 

Ayes — Eegents  Rynd,  Climie,  Cntcheon,  S.  8.  Walker,  Duf- 
iield  and  Maltz.     Nays,  none. 

On  motion  of  Regent  Rynd  the  sum  of  82000  was  appropri- 
ated for  the  construction  of  an  operating  room  in  connection 
with  the  existing  hospital  by  the  following  vote : 

Ayes— Regents  Rynd,  Climie,  Cutcheon,  S.  S.  Walker,  Duf- 
field  and  Maltz.     Nays,  none. 

Regent  Rynd  moved  that  the  sum  of  8200  be  appropriated 
for  the  purpose  of  enlarging  the  room  now  used  for  microscop- 
ical purposes  and  for  the  purchase  of  microscopes.  Agreed  to 
by  vote  as  follows :

Regent  Rynd  submitted  the  following  resolutions  which 
were  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Kegents  hereby  express  their  appreci- 
ation of  the  valuable  services  performed  by  the  Medical  Examinera 
who  have  acted  with  the  Faculties  during  the  last  year. 

Resolved,  That  we  are  satisfied  with  the  utility  of  the  plan  of  asso- 
ciating eminent  medical  men  with  the  Faculties  in  the  work  of  Medi- 
cal examinations. 

Resolved,  That  in  future  it  shall  be  deemed  desirable  to  represent 
various  sections  of  the  State  in.  the  appointment  of  Medical  Examinera 
and  in  our  judgment  the  interests  of  the  work  demand  that  the  follow- 
ing arrangement  be  inaugurated. 

1st.  One  Medical  Examiner  shall  be  appointed  at  the  present 
session  of  the  Board  for  one  year,  and  one  for  two  years. 

2d,    After  the  present  year  appointments  ahall  be  made  annually

to  serve  for  two  years,  and  shall  only  be  changed  during  the  term  of 
office  for  cause. 

Resolved,  That  William  Brodie,  M.  D.,  of  Detroit,  be  appointed  a, 
Medical  Examiner,  in  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University  for 
one  year  from  thiB  date,  and  A,  P.  Whelan,  M.  D.,  of  Hillsdale  be  ap- 
pointed for  two  years  from  this  date. 

Resolved,  That  Alfred  I.  Sawyer,  M.  D.,  of  Monroe,  be  appointed  a 
Medical  Examiner  in  the  Homoeopathic  College  for  one  year  from 
date,  and  I.  N.  Eldriilge,  M.  D.,  of  Flint,  be  appointed  for  two  years 
from  date. 

Regent  Duffield,  of  the  Joint  Coininittee,  to  whom  were  re- 
referred  the  Memorial  and  accompanying  papers  presented  by 
the  Department  of  Literature,  Science  and  the  Arts,  submitted 
the  following  report : 

The  Joint  Committee  to  whom  were  assigned  the  Memorial  of  the 
Faculty  of  the  Department  of  Literature,  Science  and  the  Arts,  and  the 
various  schedules  from  their  different  Departments,  would  express 
their  great  satisfaction  in  having  the  present  condition  and  needs  of 
the  institution  stated  in  this  particular  form,  affording  as  it  does,  so 
admirable  an  opportunity  for  every  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
to  act  intelligently  in  the  business  that  may  come  before  him.  We 
would  venture  to  suggest  that  it  might  with  great  advantage  be  con- 
sidered a  good  precedent  for  all  time  to  come.  We  would  suggest 
however,  that  such  Memorial  be  authenticated  and  signed. 

The  Board  of  Regents  are  thoroughly  at  one  with  the  Faculty  in 
their  belief  that  this  is  tite  Department,  and  that  on  whose  prosperity, 
the  mental  discipline,  the  scholarship,  the  literary  character,  and  rep- 
utation of  the  TTniversity,  must  very  largely  depen*  Other  Departments, 
like  BO  many  concentric  circles,  may  or  may  not  exist ;  they  may  be 
more  flourishing  or  less,  and  the  integrity  of  the  institution  remain 
comjKiratively  unimpaired;  but  once  let  the  Literary  and  Scientific  De- 
partments, from  whatever  cause,  begin  to  be  outgrown  by  others  and 
the  vital  centre  receives  a  shock  that  will  soon  be  felt  through  the  en- 
tire system. 

That  period,  however,  we  are  rejoiced  to  say,  has  not  yet  come. 
Trying  as  the  times  have  been  and  perilous  as  have  been  the  circum- 
stances in  which  we  have  been  occasionally  placed,  our  various  changes 
have  been  but  of  the  wave  and  not  of  the  rock.  The  fkith  of  the  Board  of 
Regents  in  the  great  future  of  the  central  Department  of  the  Universi- 
ty, has  never  faltered  for  a  moment,  and  we  arc  not  at  all  surprised  to 
learn  that  the  actual  increase  of  the  students  in  this  Department  for 
1878-9,  was  "  twenty    per  cent,  over   the    number  of  the    previous 
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year."  It  is  a  plain  aud  unequivocal  testimony  to  the  industry  and 
ability  of  oar  corps  of  Professors  and  Instructors  of  which  they  may 
well  be  proud.  Most  heartily  do  we  congratulate  them  on  their  past 
success  and  most  cordially  co-operate  with  them  in  the  higher  work 
that  is  still  to  come. 

For  the  reasons  so  plainly  Jand  unanswerably  set  forth  in  the 
various  supplemental  reports  to  the  Memorial,  and  which  your  Board 
will  BO  doubt  put  on  file  aw  an  important  part  of  the  current  history  of 
the  University  your  Joint  Committee  would  cordially  recommend 
that  the  teaching  force  of  this  Department  be  liberally  increased,  and 
some  changes  made  that  seem  to  be  equally  desirable  and  necessary, 
both  for  students  and  instructors.

The  Committee  very  seriously  doubted  the  propriety  of  allowing  a 
bill  BO  long  dormant,  but  under  all  the  circumstances  and  after  a  thor- 
ough examination  of  the  question  deem  that  the  payment  of  the  claim 
without  interest,  is  all  that  can  be  reasonably  claimed  or  expected.

lo  ihe  Honorable  Board  of  Regents: 

I  beg  leave  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
University  Year,  ending  June  30,  1879. 

The  changes  in  the  Faculties  have  been  as  follows  : 

October  11,  1878,  Byron  W,  Cheever,  M.  A.,  was  appointed 
Assistant  in  the  Chemical  Laboratory,  in  the  plnce  of  Samuel 
T.  Douglas,  Ph.  B.,  resigned.  J.  M.  Schaeberle,  C.  E.,  was 
appointed  Assistant  in  the  Astronomical  Observatory.  Calvin 
Thomas,  M.  A,,  was  appointed  Instructor  in  Modern  Lan- 
guages and  History.  February  7, 187!),  P.  B  Rose,  M.  D.,  was 
appointed  Assistant  Professor  of  Physiological  Chemistry,  and 
in  June  the  title  was  changed  so  as  fo  read  Asslstjmt  Professor 
of  Physiological  Chemistry  and  Toxicology,  and  Lecturer  on 
Renal  Diseases.  February  7,  1879,  James  C.  Watson,  Ph.  D., 
LTj.  D.,  resigned  his  offices  of  Professor  of  Astronomy  and 
Director  of  the  Observatory,  and  on  March  25th,  Mark  W. 
Harrington,  M.  A.,  was  elected  as  his  successor.

D.,  Professor  of  Historic  Geology  and 
Paleontology ;  William  H.  Pettee,  M.  A.,  heretofore  Professor 
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of  Geology,  in  charge  of  Mining  Engineering,  now  appointed 
Professor  of  Mineralogy  and  Economic  Geology  ;  Henry  F. 
Lyster,  M.  A,,  M.  D.,  Lecturer  on  Pathology  and  Practice  of 
Medicine  for  one  year;  William  H.  Payne,  M.  A.,  Professor 
of  the  Science  and  the  Art  of  Teaching;  Professor  Edward  L. 
Walter,  Ph.  D.,  heretofore  Assistant  Professor  of  Latin,  now 
appointed  ProfesBor  of  Modern  Languages  in  place  of  George 
S'.  Morris,  M.  A.,  resigned;  Elisha  Jones,  M.  A.,  Assistant  Pro- 
fessor of  Latin ;  Isaac  N.  Demmon,  M.  A.,  heretofore  Assis- 
tant Professor  of  Rhetoric  and  History,  Assistant  Professor  of 
Rhetoric  and  Anglo  Saxon ;  Rev.  Richard  Hudson,  M.  A.,  Assis- 
tant Professor  of  History;  Volney  M.  Spalding,  M.  A.,  pro- 
moted from  Instructor  in  Botany  to  Assistant  Professor  of 
Botany  ;  William  J.  Herdman,  M.  A.,  M.  D.,  Demonstrator  of 
Anatomy,  was  appointed  also  Lecturer  on  Pathological  Anat- 
omy; Charles  H.  Stowell,  M.  D.,  Instructor  in  the  Physiolog- 
ical Laboratory,  was  appointed  Lecturer  on  Physiology  and 
Histology;  Victor  C.  Vaughan,  Ph.  D.,  M.  D.,  Assistant  in 
Chemical  Laboratory,  was  appointed  also  Lecturer  on  Med- 
ical Chemistry;  Alfred  Hennequin,  M.  A.,  Instructor  in  Mod- 
em Languages,  who  has  been  absent  on  leave,  was  recalled  to 
duty. 

In  the  resignation  of  Professor  Morris  and  of  Professor 
Watson,  the  University  sustains  a  severe  loss.  Professor  Morris 
has  filled  the  Chair  of  Modern  Languages  for  nine  years  and 
has  brought  to  his  work  the  resources  of  a  most  varied,  pro- 
found and  elegant  scholarship.  Dr.  W'Htson  has  been  con- 
nected with  the  Faculty  since  the  very  year  of  his  graduation, 
1857.  For  two  years  he  was  Instructor  in  Mathematics,  and 
for  twenty  years  he  has  had  charge  of  the  Observatory  and 
filled  the  Chair  of  Astronomy.  During  that  period  he  has 
discovered  no  less  than  twenty-seven  minor  planets  and  two 
comets,  and  has  made  the  Observatory  known  throughout  the 
world.  The  best  wishes  of  the  University  will  follow  these 
two  distinguished  scholars  to  their  new  fields  of  labor.

The  numbpr  in  the  University  was  greater  by  143  or  by 
more  than  II  per  cent,  than  in  1877-78,  and  greater  by  266  or 
by  21  per  cent,  than  in  1876,  and  greater  than  ever  before  in 
the  history  of  the  institution.  There  was  an  increase  in 
every  Department  except  in  the  Homcepathic  Medical  College. 
In  the  College  of  Dental  Surgery  the  gain  was  19 ;  in  the 
School  of  Pharmacy,  2;  in  tiie  Law  School,  18;  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  22;  in  the  Literary  Depart- 
ment, 78. 

In  view  of  the  second  year's  trial  of  the  extension  of  the 
medical  term  from  six  months  to  nine  months,  the  increase  in 
the  attendance  in  the  Department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery 
was  very  gratifying.  There  seems  now  to  be  satisfactory  evi- 
dence of  a  desire  for  a  more  extended  and  thorough  medical 
education  than  has  hitherto  been  furnished  by  the  medical 
schools  of  this  country. 

Not  less  gratifying  was  the  enlarged  attendance  in  the 
Department  of  Literature,  Science  and  the  Arts.  For  years 
this  central  Department  of  the  University  had  remained  almost 
stationary  in  the  size  of  its  classes,  while  the  other  Depart- 
ments were  pretty  steadily  growing.  This  fact  was  one  of  the 
causes,  which  led  the  Faculty  to  resolve  on  the  importiint 
changes  which  they  made  in  the  organization  of  its  work  a 
year  ago.  It  was  feared  that  in  some  way  we  were  not  meet- 
ing the  real  needs  of  the  State  and  of  the  West  as  fully  as  we 
might.    So  far  as  numbers  indicate,  we  have  certainly  good 
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reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  response  which  has  been  made 
to  our  proposition  to  make  our  instruction  more  attractive  and 
useful.  The  number  of  students  in  the  Literary  Department 
is  increased  by  about  twenty  per  cent. 

Of  the  undergraduates  the  number  of  candidates  for  the 
several  degrees  was  as  follows,  viz,:  Mining  Engineer,  10; 
Civil  Engineer,  2.j:  Bachelor  of  Letters,  15;  Bachelor  of  Sci- 
ence, 30;  Bachelor  of  Letters  (^j^xtin),  92;  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
211.  The  number  of  Select  Students  was  50.  Of  these  Select 
Students  a  considerable  proportion  were,  as  we  had  hoped 
they  would  be,  teachers  of  mature  years,  who  availed  them- 
selves of  our  offer  to  receive  persons  over  twenty-one  years  of 
age  without  the  regular  examination,  provided  they  should 
give  evidence  of  their  ability  to  pursue  the  work  they  should 
elect.  Most  of  them  desired  to  take  some  work  as  a  specialty, 
and  they  proved  almost  without  exception  to  be  capable  of 
carrying  on  their  studies  in  a  creditable  manner,  and  were  in 
no  respect  a  source  of  embarrassment  to  our  regular  work. 

The  number  of  women  in  attendance  was  as  follow?: 
Department  of  Literature,  Science  and  the  Arts,  76;  Depnrt- 
ment  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  42;  Law  Department,  2; 
Homceopathic  Medical  college,  12;  School  of  Pharmn'-v,  '  ; 
Dental  College  1 ;  total,  131.  That  is  an  increase  ovor  the 
previous  year  of  4L  It  will  be  seen  that  the  women  furm  a. 
little  less  than  ten  per  cent  of  all  the  students.  That  is  a 
slightly  larger  percentage  than  we  ever  had  before. 

Of  the  women  in  the  Literary  Department  the  candidates 
for  the  various  degrees  were  as  follows :  Bachelor  of  Letter=, 
6;  Bachelor  of  Science,  4:  Mining  Engineer,  I  ;  Bachelor  of 
Letters  (Latin),  19 ;  Bachelor  of  arts,  30.  There  was  one  Res- 
ident Graduate,  and  there  were  17  Select  Students,  several  of 
whom  had  been  teachers. 

After  our  nine  years'  experience  in  co-education,  we  have 
bscome  fo  accustomed  to  see  women  take  up  any  kind  of  Uni- 
versity work,  carry  it  on  successfully,  graduate  in  good  health, 
cause  no  embarrassment  in  the  administration  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  awaken  no  special  solicitude  in  the  minds  of  their 
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friends  or  of  their  teachers,  that  many  of  the  theoretical  discus- 
sions of  co-education  by  those  who  have  not  had  opportunities 
to  examine  it  carefully  read  strangely  to  us  here  on  the  ground. 
It  is  a  cause  of  sincere  congratulation,  that  both  in  this  coun- 
try and  in  Europe,  the  opportunities  for  women  to  obtain  as 
thorough  and  extended  an  education  as  men,  are  rapidly  mul- 
tiplying. 

Michigan  furnished  this  year,  as  last,  about  49  per  cent,  of 
the  students.  In  the  Literary  Department,  66*  per  cent,  were 
from  Michigan ;  in  the  aggregate  attendance  in  the  Medical 
Schools  and  the  Dental  School,  44J  per  cent:  in  the  Law 
School,  S2s  per  cent;  in  the  Pharmacy  School,  46 '>  percent.  Of 
the  total  increase  of  143  stndeiits  last  year,  55  were  from  Mich- 
igan and  88  from  other  States.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  that 
whiie  we  are  attracting  more  Michigan  students  than  formerly, 
we  are  even  more  rapidly  strengthening  our  bold  upon  other 
parts  of  the  Union. 

Exception  has  sometimes  been  taken  in  our  own  State  to 
our  opening  our  doors  on  so  easy  terms  to  students  from  other 
States.  It  should  be  remembered  in  the  first  place,  that  a  dis- 
crimination against  students  from  abroad  is  made  in  our  fees. 
A  Michigan  student  pays  only  ten  dollars  admission  lee,  and 
an  annual  feeof  twenty  dollars.  A  student  from  another  State, 
pays  twenty-five  dollars  admission  fee,  and  twenty-five  dollars 
annual  fee.  In  the  second  place,  in  the  professional  schools, 
where  by  far  the  larger  proportion  of  students  from  abroad  are 
found,  the  cost  of  instruction  is  only  slijihtly  increased  by  the 
admission  of  them,  so  that  the  sum  received  from  them  may 
be  reckoned  as  almost  a  clear  gain  to  our  resources.  For 
instance,  in  the  Department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  during 
the  past  year  the  fees  from  Michigan  students  were  only 
$4,140,  while  the  fees  from  non-resident  students  were  $7,676. 
The  same  corps  of  instructors  would  be  required  to  lecture  to 
the  Michigan  students  alone  as  were  required  to  teach  the 
whole  class.  In  the  Law  School  the  figures  are  yet  more  strik- 
ing. The  cost  of  instruction  in  that  school  was  $6,400.  Now  the 
receipts  from  non-resident  students  were  $12,000,  that  is,  $5,600 
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more  tlian  the  salaries  of  all  the  ProfcKsors,  while  the  fees  from 
Michigan  students  in  that  school  were  only  SS,960.  In  pass- 
ing I  may  direct  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  total  receipts  of 
the  Law  School  are  nearly  ten  thousand  dollars  more  than 
the  expenses.  But  the  main  point  which  I  wish  now  to  make 
cleai  is,  that  in  an  economical  point  of  view,  it  is  wise  neither 
to  exclude  non-resident  students  from  the  University,  nor  to 
charge  them  so  high  fees  as  to  make  a  material  diminution  of 
their  numhers. 

In  the  Department  of  Literature,  Science  and  the  Arts,  we 
have  suffered  no  little  emharrassment  from  having  an  inade- 
quate number  «f  teachers  to  instruct  our  greatly  increased 
number  of  students.  In  order  to  extricate  ourselves  from 
debt,  we  have  reduced  our  force  of  teachers  to  the  smallest 
number,  with  which  we  could  with  tolerable  efficiency  care 
for  the  usual  number  of  pupils.  When  at  the  beginning  of 
the  last  year  we  were  suddenly  called  on  to  provide  instruc- 
tion for  about  eighty  more  students  than  before,  we  found  it 
impossible  to  do  all  we  could  have  wished.  We  were  com- 
pelled to  have  larger  sections  than  we  deemed  it  wise  to  have. 
Professors  of  one  branch  were  obliged  to  teach  other  branches, 
and  both  students  and  teachers  were  subjected  to  inconven- 
iences, from  which  fortunately  we  are  now  relieved. 

It  will,  therefore,  be  seen  that  we  were  obliged  to  begin 
under  serious  disadvantages  the  new  plan  of  work,  which  was 
discussed  in  my  last  Report.  We  were  unable  to  enlarge  the 
scope  of  our  work  as  much  as  we  had  hoped.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  curtail  to  some  extent  the  election  of  studies,  which 
had  been  offered  to  all.  But  the  students  appreciated  our  sit- 
uation and  cheerfully  acquiesced  in  the  modifications  of  our 
scheme,  which  we  were  obliged  to  make.  But  in  its  essential 
features  the  new  plan  was  fairly  tried,  and  although  a  trial  of 
one  year  is  too  brief  to  justify  unqualified  statements  of  opinion 
upon  the  experiment,  I  think  I  may  truly  say  that  we  see  no 
good  reason  to  doubt  tha.t  our  expectations  from  it  are  to  be 
realized.  We  have  seen  no  disposition  in  our  students  under 
an  elective  system  to  choose  studies,  because  they  are  easy,  or

to  avoid  those  which  are  usually  thought  difficult.  The  tabu- 
lar statement  of  the  studies  pursued  will  show  this  in  convinc- 
ing form  *  The  fears  of  those  who  had  supposed  that  Greek 
might  be  dropped  were  allayed  in  observing  that  the  number 
of  persons  studying  Greek  was  never  before  so  great.  I  am 
inclined  to  think  that  we  are  relieved  from  the  peril  of  the 
choice  of  an  undue  proportion  of  easy  studies  by  our  having 
no  marking  system.  AVhen  pupils  are  studying  for  class  rank, 
they  will  be  tempted  to  elect  branches  in  which  they  can 
secure  high  standing.  But  that  inducement  is  not  offered 
here.    Ag  a  rule,  the  elections  were  judiciously  made. 

We  have  noticed  scarcely  any  inclination  to  take  too  little 
work.  The  mistakes  have  been,  as  we  anticipated,  quite  in 
the  other  direction.  Many  pupils  have  desired  to  take  more 
studies  than  they  could  pursue  with  the  most  profit.  In 
numorous  cases  the  Faculty  have  thought  it  wise  to  reduce 
the  work,  which  students  have  marked  out  for  themselves. 
During  the  first  semester  it  became  apparent  to  many  of  the 
students  that  they  had  elected  too  many  studies,  and  in  the 
second  semester  there  was  a  manifest  reduction  in  the  amount 
of  work  undertaken.  The  year's  experience  has  taught  most  of 
the  undergraduates  themselves  what  they  can  wisely  attempt. 
The  Faculty  are  determined  to  use  all  vigilance  to  prevent 
mere  cramming.  While  they  propose  to  allow  every  one  to 
do  all  he  can  do  well,  they  mean  to  insist  that  each  student 
shall  take  time  enough  to  digest  and  assimilate  his  intellectual 
food.  To  much  cannot  be  said  of  the  enthusiastic,  hearty 
and  manly  spirit,  in  which  the  undergraduates  as  a  body  have 
received  the  new  plan  and  have  performed  their  duties.  The 
utmost  good  order  has  prevailed.  Not  a  case  has  occurred, 
which  has  called  for  serious  discipline.  The  details  of  our 
work  are  more  fully  given  in  the  Reports,  which  the  Profes- 
sors at  my  request  have  made,  and  which  are  found  in  the 
Appendix.    (B.) 

With  the  additions  which  have  been  made  to  our  force  of 
teachers,  we  shall  be  able  to  enlarge  the  range  and  improve 
the  quality  of  our  instruction  the  coming  year,

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nportant  step  has  been  taken  in  establishing  a  Pro- 
lip  of  the  Science  and  the  Art  of  Teaching.  I  am  not 
aware  that  there  is  a  chair  exclusively  for  this  work  in  any 
other  American  college.  In  previous  Reports  I  have  directed 
attention  to  the  necessity  of  providing  here  for  some  syste- 
matic instruction  in  Pedagogy,  AVe  annually  send  out  a  con- 
siderable number  of  students,  who  are  to  engage  in  teaching 
for  some  years,  and  not  a  few  who  intend  to  devote  their  lives 
to  the  work.  Some  of  then:i  are  called  at  once  to  responsible 
position  in  our  graded  schools.  It  might  greatly  add  to  the 
value  of  their  services  to  be  fiiniiliar  with  the  principles  which 
should  govern  the  administration  of  such  schools,  with  the 
philosophy  of  teaching,  and  with  the  history  of  education. 
Our  Professors  have  for  several  years  given  some  special 
instruction  in  the  methods  of  teaching  the  languages,  mathe- 
matics and  physics.  But  now  in  addition  to  their  specific 
work  a  Professor  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  giving  systematic 
instruction  in  the  general  field,  to  which  the  name  of  Peda- 
gogics is  often  applied. 

We  desire  it  to  be  most  clearly  understood  that  we  have  no 
intention  of  invading  the  territory  of  our  neighbors  of  the 
Normal  School.  The  line  between  their  work  and  ours  is  very 
distinct.  We  wish  simply  to  aid  our  undergraduates,  who 
come  here  for  collegiate  study,  to  prepare  themselves  for  the 
work  of  teaching,  which  they  are  certain  to  undertake,  whether 
we  have  this  new  chair  or  not.  If  our  effort  to  give  specific 
instruction  of  this  kind  and  of  a  high  order  is  successful,  it 
will  lend  to  aid  the  fCormal  School  by  strengthening  in  the 
minds  of  our  graduates  and  of  the  public  the  conviction  that 
there  is  indeed  a  philosophy,  a  science,  of  education,  which 
we  are  aiming  to  teach  to  such  of  our  students  as  intend  to 
become  teachers,  while  the  Normal  School  is  also  teaching  it  to 
every  one  of  its  hundreds  of  pupils  in  the  manner  most  help- 
ful to  them.  We  earnestly  desire  to  cooperate  with  and  to  aid 
in  every  proper  way  all  the  other  educational  institutions  in 
the  State.  There  is  work  enough  and  more  then  enough  for 
us  all  to  do.  The  prosperity  of  each  conduces  to  the  prosper- 
ity of  all  the  rest. 
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I  had  occasion  last  year  to  express  gratification  that  the 
extension  of  our  Medical  term  from  six  months  to  nine 
months  did  not  diminish  the  numher  of  students  in  our 
Medical  Schools.  This  year  there  has  heen  a  slight  decline  in 
the  attendance  on  the  Homceopathic  Medical  College,  but  this 
was  due  to  other  causes  than  the  extension  of  the  term.  In 
the  Department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  there  was  a  hand- 
some gain.  So  convinced  are  we  that  the  public  are  ready  for 
another  forward  step  in  medical  education  that  we  have  now 
decided  to  establish  a  full  three  years'  graded  course.  It  is 
thought  proper  to  allow  those  who  have  already  entered  upon 
their  studies  to  receive  their  degrees  on  the  conditions  named 
when  they  matrioulated.  But  all  who  enter  after  the  pres- 
ent University  year  will  be  required  to  take  three  full  courses 
of  nine  months  each.  The  best  schools  are  so  clearly  per- 
ceiving the  need  of  thorough  and  prolonged  instruction,  that 
before  long  the  three  years'  course  bids  fair  to  be  generally 
adopted.  If  it  has  heretofore  been  true  that  in  no  department 
of  education  was  improvement  more  sadly  needed  than  in 
medical  education,  it  may  now  be  said  that  in  no  department 
of  education  is  improvement  more  rapidly  going  on  at  the 
present  time. 

It  appears  from  the  official  reports  of  the  Medical  Schools 
that  936  patients  were  treated  at  the  clinics  last  year.  A  large 
number  of  important  surgical  operations  were  successfully  per- 
formed.    The  hospital  is  in  fact  a  great  public  charity. 

Partly  because  our  hospital  accommodations  were  too  lim- 
ited, and  partly  because  it  was  not  found  practicable  to  care  for 
patients  of  the  two  medical  Schools  in  the  same  building,  the 
Legislature  were  asked  by  the  Regents  to  make  an  appropria^ 
tion  for  the  erection  of  a  separate  ward  for  the  patients  who 
seek  Homceopathic  treatment.  The  request  was  cheerfully 
granted,  and  an  additional  sum  was  voted  for  the  erection  of 
an  amphitheatre  in  which  operations  could  be  performed  in 
the  presence  of  the  Homceopathic  class.  The  new  structures 
are  nearly  completed. 

The  Regents  also  in  June  made  an  appropriation  from  the 
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General  Fund,  for  the  erection  of  an  amphitheatre  to  be  con- 
nected with  the  Hospital,  which  is  under  the  charge  of  the 
Faculty  of  the  Deparraent  of  Medicine  and  Surgery.  This 
has  long  been  sorely  needed.  The  patients  have  necessarily 
been  transported  from  the  Hospital  across  the  campus  to  the 
Medical  College,  and  after  being  operated  on  have  been  carried 
back  to  the  wards.  The  discomfort  and  exposure  and  conse- 
quent danger  to  life  have  been  greater  than  it  was  pleasant  to 
think  of.  The  enlarged  and  improved  accommodations  for  the 
patients  are  a  source  of  great  satisfaction. 

The  prosperity  of  the  Law  School,  which  is  so  helpful  to 
our  treasury,  and  so  gratifying  to  us  in  every  respect,  threatens 
to  become  temporarily  embarrassing.  We  were  forced  to  make 
some  changes  in  the  lecture  room  last  year  in  order  to  provide 
the  requisite  number  of  scats  for  the  large  classes.  If  there  is 
any  considerable  increase  in  the  attendance  this  year,  it  is  not 
easy  to  say  how  all  are  to  be  accommodated.  The  friends  of 
the  school  will  hear  with  pleasure  that  the  resources  of  the 
University  enable  us  to  add  a  Professor  to  the  Faculty,  and  so 
to  secure  more  thorough  instruction  for  the  Junior  class. 

The  School  of  Pharmacy  has  a  wholesome  and  steady  life. 
The  pressure  for  admission  to  it  has  been  so  great  that  its  Fac- 
ulty have  deeme.d  it  wise  to  announce  that  on  and  after  Sep- 
tember, 1880,  the  requirements  for  matriculation  will  be 
increased.  A  specified  amount  of  knowledge  of  Algebra  and 
of  either  Latin  or  German  will  be  asked. 

The  Dental  School  advances  with  the  most  encouraging 
vigor.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  so  many  students  pre- 
sented themselves  that  the  rooms  provided  for  clinical  and  for 
mechanical  purposes  were  altogether  too  strait.  The  Regents 
therefore  at  the  October  meeting  decided  to  erect  an  addition 
to  the  Dental  Building,pay  for  it  by  drawing  from  the  General 
Fund,  and  ask  the  Legislature  to  reimburse  the  General  Fund. 
Ample  accommodations  were  thus  provided.  The  new  rooms 
were  ready  for  occupancy  early  in  the  winter,  and  the  Legis- 
lature made  the  needed  appropriation. 

The  friends  of  the  University  may  well  express  their  grate- 
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ful  appreciation  of  the  timely  aid  which  the  Legislature  lent 
to  us  at  the  last  session.  They  made  an  appropriation  for  each 
of  the  years  1S79  and  18S0  of  g2,000  for  the  purchase  of  books 
for  the  General  Library,  of  $3,000  for  Hospital  expenses,  of 
82,000  for  extended  instruction  in  the  Honiceopathic  Medical 
College,  of  $4,500  for  the  Dental  College,  and  of  S20,000  for  erect- 
ing a  fire- proof  Museum.  Besides,  they  appropriated  |3,'250to 
pay  for  the  addition  to  the  Dental  College  Building,  $1,000  to 
enlarge  the  Matron's  apartments  in  the  Hospital,  $6,500  for  a 
Homceopathic  Hospital  and  Amphitheatre,  $1,250  for  the 
expenses  of  the  Homceopathic  Hospital  in  1880,  and  $20,000 for 
erecting  a  central  boiler  house  and  providing  steam  heating 
apparatus  for  several  of  the  University  buildings.  The  total 
sum  appropriated  for  1879  was  |G2,250,  and  for  1S80,  $32,750. 
The  Appropriation  bills  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix.* 

The  new  heating  apparatus  will  probably  diminish  (he 
expense  .of  heating  our  buildings  and  will  certainly  diminish 
the  risk  from  fire.  The  new  Museum  Building  will  enable  us 
to  store  and  display  our  collections  much  better  than  has  here- 
tofore been  possible,  and  will  relieve  us  of  the  solicitude  we 
have  so  long  felt  concerning  their  safety.  The  sum  placed  at 
our  disposal  will  not  be  adequate  to  furnish  the  lecture  rooms, 
which  ought  to  be  connected  with  the  Museum.  We  shall 
hope  to  secure  them  by  some  means  at  no  distant  day.  By 
the  action  taken  at  the  June  meeting  of  the  Board  the  large 
and  valuable  collection,  v.hich  Professor  Steere  made  in  his 
tonr  in  South  America  and  the  East  Indies,  has  come  into  the 
possession  of  the  University  on  such  terms  that  there  can  be, 
it  is  understood,  no  controversy  about  tlie  title, 

I  cannot  forbear  again  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  we 
need  a  new  Library  Building  quite  as  much  as  we  needed  a 
Museum  Building.  The  Law  Department  requires  the  room  in 
which  our  General  Library  is  now  stored.  The  building  is  not 
fire-proof.  The  Library  room  is  not  capacious  enough  to  hold 
our  books  or  to  accommodate  our  readers.  We  ought  to  have 
H  reading  room  which  can  hold  at  least  three  hundred  readers 

*See  Appendis  D. 
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and  provide  them  with  good  air.  The  Library  must  be  the 
centre  of  the  intellectual  life  of  the  University,  It  should 
therefore  be  cared  for  with  the  moat  scrupulous  pains  and  be 
nourished  with  the  largest  generosity.  I  doubt  if,  in  propor- 
tion to  its  size,  any  Library  in  the  world  is  as  much  used  as 
ours.  Statistics  carefully  gathered  show  that  from  the  Harvard 
Library  with  its  173,ODO  volumes  a  smaller  number  of  books  is 
daily  drawn  than  from  our  little  colieciion  of  2G,000. 

A  well-equipped  Gymnasium  is  also  much  needed.  It 
would  not  only  contribute  to  the  physical  well-being  of  the 
students,  but  would  also  confer  indirectly  both  intellectual  and 
moral  good.  The  health  and  consequently  the  intellectual  and 
moral  vigor  of  not  a  few  of  our  students  suffer  from  the  lack  of 
sufBeient  and  attractive  exercise.  The  undergraduates  have 
for  some  time  been  striving  to  raise  funds  for  the  erection  of  a 
gymnasium,  and  have  secured  the  organization  of  a  corpora- 
tion, which  is  authorized  to  receive  and  invest  moneys  con- 
tributed for  that  purpose.  I  heartily  commend  their  enterprise 
to  the  generosity  of  our  alumni  and  of  other  friends  of  the 
University. 

The  Finance  Committee's  Report  is  this  year,  as  it  was  last 
year,  a  cheerful  document.  Owing  to  the  practice  of  great  econ- 
omy, and  to  the  large  attendance  of  students,  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year  found  a  large  balance  in  our  Treasury.  It  is  this 
fact  which  has  led  the  Regents  to  enlarge  the  corps  of  teachers 
in  the  Literary  Department.  No  better  use  can  be  made  of  our 
resources  than  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  our  instruction. 

With  a  record  so  inspiring  as  that  of  last  year  to  encourage 
us,  with  so  mmy  proofs  before  Ui  of  the  deep  interest  of  our 
own  State  and  of  a  large  public  beyond  the  limits  of  our  State 
in  our  welfare,  and  with  every  prospect  of  prosperity  in  the 
year  on  which  we  have  just  entered,  we  and  all  friends  of  the 
University  may  with  hopefulness  and  courage  look  forward  to 
its  immediate  future.

Seaolved,  That  said  Preston  B.  Rose  be,  and  is  hereby,  removed 
from  his  position  in  the  Laboratory  and  from  all  connection  with  the 
University  of  Miiihigun. 

At  the  close  of  the  discussion  on  the  above  resolution, 
Regent  S.  8.  Walker  moved  that  it  be  laid  on  the  table. 

An  aye  and  nay  vote  vifas  called  for,  and  the  result  was  as

No  quorum  voting,  Regent  8.  S,  Walker's  motion  did  not 
prevail.

Resolved,  That  Colonel  Grant,  a  Regent  of  this  Univer.sity,  be,  and 
is  hereby,  requested  to  present  to  this  Board  in  due  form  the  charges 
which  he  has  this  day  made  in  an  address  before  this  Board  touching 
the  criminality  of  Preston  B.  Rose,  now  an  Assistant  Professor  in  the 
University,  and  pending  the  introduction  of  such  charges  by  Oo!onel 
Grant,  all  action  in  relation  to  the  matter  be  suspended.

Gentlgmen — The  increased  number  of  students  in  the  Dental 
Department  of  the  University  renders  necessary  some  additional  fix- 
tures and  appliances,  in  order  that  tlie  work  may  goon  without  embar- 
rassment. 

There  are  at  present  about  seventy  students,  and  quite  a  number 
more  will  be  in  within  a  few  days. 

There  are  now  thirty-two  Baniors  ;  the  whole  number  of  these  will 
be  from  thirty-five  to  forty.  We  have  but  eighteen  operating  chairs 
that  are  fit  for  use.    There  should  be  at  least  twelve  more. 

Four  or  five  more  lathes  are  needed  for  the  Laboratory,  and  some 
minor  fixtures. 

To  furnish  these  much  needed  things  an  appropriaiion  of  $500.00 
is  required.

Slock  of  the  Grand  River  Pla-ster  Company  more  money  than  he  testi- 
fied to  before  the  Legislative  Committee  and  on  the  trial  of  the  suit 
brought  by  the  Board  against  said  Rose  and  S.  H,  Douglas ;   therefore 

Iteinhed,  That  Hegents  B.  M.  Cutcheon,  E.  C.  Walker  and  Andrew 
Climie  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  a  committee  to  investigate 
s.iid  charges  and  report  to  this  Board  at  its  next  meeting.

Sib— It  seems  to  the  subscriber  very  desirable  that  the  Board  of 
Eegents  should  provide  a  set  of  first-class  meteorological  instruments 
with  which  a  complete  series  of  observations  can  be  taken,  in  connec- 
tion with  some  Department  of  the  Universily.  As  such  observations 
are  usually  considered  a  part  of  the  regular  work  of  an  observatory, 
we  are  willing  lo  undertake  them. 

Such  instruments  as  we  ought  to  have  would  cost  about  as  follows : 

Hough's  seir-registeJing  barometer 3325  00 

Hough's  self-registering  thermometer 325  00 

Anemometer 150  00 

Rain  gauge,  psychrometer,  etc.,  about 50  00 

Total  estimates 1850  00 
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With  these  instruments  a  permanent  and  complete  record  of  the 
weather  could  be  made,  the  value  of  which  would  be  very  much 
greater  thSn  that  of  observations  taken  at  certain  hours,  however  near 
the  hours  of  observation  may  be  together.  The  record  will  be  com- 
plete for  each  instant,  and  can  be  used  at  any  lime. 

You  will  remember  that  it  is  a  part  of  the  oqianic  law  oflhe  insti- 
tntion  that  such  observations  should  be  taken  at  the  University.  The 
desirabitily  of  it  is  rendered  greater  by  the  fact  that  there  ia  now  a 
great  and  increasing  interest  in  the  subject  of  meteorology  ;  also  that 
meteorology  has  just  been  made  a  part  of  our  TJuiversiiy  work  by 
the  course  in  the  subject  offered  by  me  this  semester ;  aiKO  by  the  fact 
that  with  sui:h  instruments  as  those  mentioned  above  we  will  have  a 
better  outfit  tbun  any  other  meleorologieal  station  in  Michigan.

Dear  Sir— Yoii  will  doubtless  recollect  that  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Building  Committee,  at  which  you  and  Dr.  Kynd  were  present,  I  stated 
to  you  the  requirements  of  the  two  new  courses  in  General  Chemistry 
and  that  you  concurred  in  the  plan  then  suggested.  M.iy  I  beg  of  you 
now  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  full  Board,  and  thus  logaline  the  steps 
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which  I  have  been  compelled  to  take  in  advance  of  a  complete  author- 
ization from  the  Board.  Below  I  state  the  terms  which  have  already 
been  estended  to  the  students  and  complied  wilh  by  th«m,  these 
terms  being  nearly  the  same  as  those  of  the  Chemical  Laboratory:

Fourth.  All  apparatus  injured  or  not  returned  by  the  student  shall 
be  paid  for  by  him. 

Fifth.  When  a  student's  deposit  of  $10  is  exhausled  or  covered  by 
charges  he  may  be  required  to  make  another  one. 

Sixth.  Tills  system  of  accounts  shall  be  kept  in  the  name  of  the 
Department  of  General  Chemistry.

To  the  Board  of  Regents : 

We  beg  to  indicate  to  the  Government  of  the  University  the  desir- 
ableness of  providing  a  moderate  outfit  for  photographic  purposes.  The 
applications  of  photography  have  become  so  frequent  and  so  various 
that  there  is  scarcely  a  department  or  chair  in  the  University,  upon 
which  photography  is  not  capable  of  conferring  important  aid.  We 
find,  accordingly,  that  in  all  the  newly  organized  museums  and  labo- 
ratories for  scientific  work,  a  photographic  laboratory  is  made  an 
adjunct. 

Knowing  that  the  Board  of  Eegents  desire  to  take  every  forward 
step  sanctioned  by  considerations  of  utility  and  economy,  we  adopted 
measures,  some  months  since,  to  ascertain  precisely  what  the  contem- 
plated laboratory  would  require,  and  what  expense  would  be  incurred. 
We  ascertained  that  the  total  expense  of  the  optical  and  manipulating 
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appiwatus,  together  with  a  moderate  supply  of  materials  for  consump- 
tion, would  amount  to  about  $260.  We  are  prepared  to  submit  the 
items  in  detail. 

We  learn  that  the  requisite  arrangements  for  space  in  the  museum 
building  can  be  easily  effected. 

We  shali  be  pleased  severally  to  confer  with  the  Board  in  refer- 
ence to  the  special  utilities  of  the  contemplated  laboratory,  in  con- 
nection with  our  respective  cbaira,  and  in  reference  to  photographic 
operations,  responsibility  for  the  property,  and  other  subjects. 

We  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  8360  for  this  object,  and  the  pas- 
sage of  a  resolution  authorizing  the  preparation  of  a  suitable  apartment 
in  the  new  museum.

The  undersigned, in  behalf  of  the  late  Executive  Committee,  would 
report,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  record  in  that  regard,  that 
on  the  31st  day  of  December  last.  Professor  Charles  Gatchell  of  the 
Homeopathic  College,  quite  unexpectedly  and  without  any  previous 
notice  to  us  resigned  his  chair  in  the  University,  and  forthwith  left 
Ann  Arbor. 

This  sudden  vacancy  in  the  middle  of  the  year  imposed  upon  the 
Executive  Committee  the  duty  of  filling  it  without  delay,  in  order 
that  the  work  of  the  college  might  go  on. 

After  careful  inquiry,  and  upon  the  recommendation  of  those 
most  interested,  we  secured  the  services  of  Prof,  T.  P.  Wilson,  of  the 
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Pulte  Homeopathic  Medical  College  of  Ginciimati,  to  complete  the 
lectures  up  to  this  time,  he  to  receive  the  salary  of  a  full  professor,  pro- 
rata, for  the  time  served. 

Prof,  Wilson  came  at  once  to  Ann  Arbor,  and  has  conducted  the 
course  of  lectures  to  this  lime.  But  the  arrangement  with  Pro- 
fessor Wilson  made  by  the  committee  terminates  at  this  time  and  the 
whole  matter  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Board.

Regent  E.  C.  Walker  presented  a  paper  from  Professor  A.  B. 
Prescott,  which  was  accepted,  and,  on  motion,  it  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  the  Chemical  and  Parmaceutical  Depart- 
ment, with  instructions  to  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

The  following  paper  from  the  Literary  Faculty,  setting 
forth  the  desirableness  of  providing  for  instruction  in  Music, 
was  read  by  Regent  Cutcheon,  and,  on  his  motion,  it  was 
ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  minutes : 

1.  Music  as  a  science  is  closely  allied  to  our  existing  seientifle 
course,  and,  properly  taught,  would  be  no  less  useful  as  a  disciplinary 

2.  As  an  art  it  comes  in  contact  with  life  and  society  more  uni- 
versally tlian  any  other  of  the  aesthetic  arts,  while  it  is  so  inseparable 
from  many  of  the  duties  as  well  as  the  pleasures  of  life,  that  it  may 
justly  be  reckoned  also  among  the  useful  arts, 

3.  As  a  profes-iion  scarcely  any  is  more  in  demand  at  the  present 
moment  than  that  of  music- teaching,  and  on  scarcely  any  is  more 
money  expended  by  all  classes  of  people^rich  and  poor. 

4.  Music  was  one  of  the  seven  liberal  arts  originally  embraced  in 
the  attainments  necessary  to  the  Bachelor's  and  Miieter's  degrees,  and 
though  it  is  now  omitted  from  the  prerequisites  to  a  degree  in  Arts,  no 
University  can  be  found,  or  scarcely  any,  of  the  rank  of  the  Univers- 
ity of  Michigan,  in  which  provision  is  not  made  for  the  teaching  and 
cultivation  of  music.  At  the  same  time,  music  in  its  present  state  of 
development,  emphatically  a  modern  art,  is  far  more  worthy  of  a  place 
in  liberal  studies  than  in  those  times  when  it  was  one  of  the  conditions 
of  a  degree. 

5.  We  can  see  no  reason  why  provision  should  be  made  for  the 
teaching  of  music  in  tlie  State  Normal  School  which  is  not  equally 
good  for  the  teaching  of  music  in  the  State  University. 
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6.  We  can  see  no  reason  why  provision  should  not  be  made  in  the 
XFniversity  for  the  preparation  of  profesaional  teachers  of  music  just 
as  well  as  of  the  membera  of  the  other  professions.  In  every  commun- 
ity, town  and  village,  there  is  a  demand  for  such  teaching,  and  much 
money  is  expended  for  it ;  and  it  is  for  the  interest  of  the  people  that 
such  teaching  should  be  of  the  best  character,  and  that  money  and 
time  should  not  be  misspent. 

7.  The  cultivating  influence  of  music,  the  value  of  which  in  these 
days  is  universally  recognized,  is  needed  in  the  University. 

8.  We  believe  that  for  all  these  reasons  this  University  should  no 
longer  be  left  without  some  provision  for  teaching  the  science  and  art 
of  music. 

9.  The  objects  to  be  accomplished  are  two:  First,  the  establish- 
ment of  theoretic  and  scientific  courses  in  music,  such  as  can  be  given 
by  class  instruction,  and  placed,  as  lately,  in  some  other  institutions, 
among  the  elective  studies.  Second,  the  encouragement  and  culture 
of  music  in  the  University  at  large,  by  means  of  classes,  for  the  prac- 
tice of  choral  and  instrumental  music,  open  to  all  students  of  the  Uni- 
versity possessing  the  requisite  qualifications. 

The  work  of  the  Professor  of  Music  should  be  such  as  can  be  per- 
formed in  the  way  of  claKS  instruction;  consisting  of  lectures  on  the 
history  of  music,  and  instructions  in  the  principles  of  the  science  of 
music,  and  of  practical  teaching  or  drill  of  such  students  as  are  suffi- 
ciently advanced  to  participate  in  exercises  in  choral  and  instrumental 

As  no  provision  can  be  made  by  the  University  for  the  teaching 
of  individual  pupils,  consistently  with  the  principle  of  free  tuition, 
established  by  the  State  Constitution,  it  should  be  understood  that  the 
Professor  of  Music  shall  be  at  liberty  to  organize  and  direct,  outside 
of  his  University  worli,  a  school  of  music,  providing  for  instruction 
on  the  organ,  piano,  and  other  instruments,  as  well  as  for  individual 
or  class  instruction  in  vocal  music,  and  to  derive  a  part  of  his  support 
from  the  tuitions  of  such  school;  the  same  to  have  no  official  rela- 
tion to  the  University, 

10.  We  believe  that  in  case  these  views  meet  with  favorable  con- 
sidera,tion  of  the  Honorable  Board,  a  gentleman  of  superior  musical 
education  and  experience  (mn  at  this  time  be  secured  to  take  charge  of 
of  oi^anizing  and  conducting  such  a  work  in  the  University. 

11.  We  therefore  earnestly  request  the  Honorable  Board  of  Ee- 
gents  to  ^ive  the  question  of  such  appoinlment  a  careful  consideration.

Agreed  to. 

On  motion,  the  Board  adjourned  to  9  o'clock,  a.  m., 
to-morrow.

The  Board  of  Regents  reconvened  in  the  room  of  the 
President  at  9  o'clock,  a.  m. 

Present :  a  full  Board  except  Regent  Van  Riper. 

The  President  stated  that  the  first  business  in  order  was 
"  the  notice  of  hearing,"  in  the  University  Case  now  pending 
in  the  Supreme  Court,  which  was  made  the  special  order  for 
this  hour.  Regent  Cuteheon  asked  that  he  be  permitted  to 
read  a  report  explanatory  of  his  relations  and  acta  relative  to 
the  University  Case  now  pending  in  Court,  before  proceeding 
to  the  business  of  the  special  order.  Unanimous  consent  was 
given,  whereupon  the  Regent  read  the  following  report : 

The  undersigned  who  wa?,  under  Resolulions  of  March  26th,  1879, 
"  instructed  to  act  for  this  Board  in  the  taxation  of  costs  in  the  suit," 
of  the  Regents,  etc.iia.  Silas  II.  Douglas,  et.  ot,  "and  in  such  other  mat- 
ters connected  witli  or  growing  out  of  the  case  as  may  he  necessary," 
would  respectfully  submit  to  the  Board  the  following  report : 

That  in  his  report  of  June  24, 1879,  he  gave  a  history  of  the  mat- 
ters entrusted  to  him,  to  that  date..  That  report  was  not  printed  in 
the  minutes,  but  is  referred  to  on  page  359,  and  I  would  request  that 
for  convenience  of  reference,  it  be  printed  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

That  report  gave  a  history  of  the  matters  as  far  as  it  had  pro- 
gressed, also  of  the  commencement  and  progress  of  the  suits  of  B.  F. 
Granger  and  Philip  Bach  against  the  board,  the  settlement  of  which 
it  recommended.  In  order  to  an  intelligent  understanding  of  subse- 
quent events,  it  is  necessary  to  recur  to  the  history  contained  in  that 
report,  which  I  here  incorporate  as  a  part  of  this,  as  follows : 

The  nndersigned  who  was,  under  Resolutions  of  Match  2(t,  1S79, 
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entrusted  to  act  for  this  Board  in  tiie  taxation  of  costs  in  the  suit  of 
"The  Regents,  etc.,  vs.  Silas  H.  Douglas,  et.  al.,"  "  and  in  such  other 
matters  connected  with  or  growing  ont  nf  the  case  as  may  be  aeces- 
sary,"  would  respectfully  submit  to  the  Board,  the  following  report : 

Thnt  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Board  I  eitamined 
the  files  and  records  in  the  case  in  the  office  of  the  Register  in  Chan- 
cery, and  found  that  no  motion  for  rehearing  had  been  entered,  and 
therefore,  the  resolution  in  regard  to  vacating  it  was  nugatory. 

Further  an  examination  of  the  decree  entered  by  Judge  Hunting- 
ton disclosed  the  f^t  that  no  costs  had  been  awarded,  and  therefore, 
there  were  no  costs  to  be  taxed. 

Before  leaving  town,  I  notified  the  Solicitor  of  Dr.  Douglas  of  my 
designation  by  the  Board  to  attend  to  the  further  steps  in  the  case 
on  behalf  of  this  Board. 

The  Solicitor  of  Dr.  Douglas  was  then  of  the  opinion  that  no  ap- 
peal would  be  taken  'on  behalf  of  Dr.  Douglas;  but  in  a  short  time 
after  I  was  served  (as  was  also  Judge  Ramsdell),  with  notice  of  claim 
of  appeal  on  the  part  of  defendant  Douglas,  and  the  requisite  bond 
was  given  and  filed. 

I  also  received  notice  of  the  settling  of  the  evidence  in  the  case 
before  Judge  Huntington  at  Mason,  May  11.  As  this  required  that 
some  one  who  had  been  present  at  the  trial,  and  was  familiar  with 
the  facta  should  b«  engaged,  a  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee 
became  necessary  and  was  accordingly  called  and  held. 

Meanwhile,  a  new  matter  "connected  with  and  growing  out  of  the 
case"  had  arisen.  Action  had  been  commenced  in  the  Circuit  Court 
for  the  County  of  Washtenaw,  at  the  suit  of  Bradley  I''.  Granger,  and 
at  the  suit  of  Philip  Bach,  assignee  of  B.  F.  Granger,  to  recover  counsel 
fees,  claimed  by  said  Granger  in  the  Douglas  and  Rose  case. 

Regarding  this  as  coming  within  the  matters  delegated  to  my 
care,  I  took  steps  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  board  by  entering  their 
appearance  in  my  own  name,  and  within  the  time  required  by  rule, 
entered  and  served  a  plea  of  the  general  issue.  I  did  this  simply  to 
protect  the  interests  of  the  Board  pending  the  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

That  meeting  was  held  April  29th.  At  tbat  meeting,  I  was  in- 
structed by  the  Committee  to  employ  Mr.  E.  E.  Benedict,  wiio  assisted 
upon  the  trial  of  the  cause  to  settle  the  testimony.  A  special  meeting 
of  the  Board  was  also  decided  upon  to  take  actions  upon  matters  per- 
taining to  the  Mu.seum,  and  it  wfis  thought  that  at  the  same  time  action 
could  be  taken  upon  the  matter  of  counsel  in  the  Granger  cases,  so 
that  nothing  was  done  by  the  Committee  in  regard  to  counsel  in  those 
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Directly  after  the  meeting  of  the  Committee,  I  made  an  arrange- 
ment with  Judge  Benedict  to  attend  to  the  settlement  of  the  evidence 
before  Judge  Huntington,  and  hia  compensation  waa  agreed  upon  at 
ten  dollars  per  day  and  expenses,  which  I  regarded  as  very  reasonable. 

The  settlement  of  the  testimony  was  postponed  by  stipulation 
from  May  11th  to  May  23rd,  to  allow  the  making  of  the  necessary  copies 
of  oral  testimony.  Meanwhile,  the  Secretary,  Mr,  Bennett,  communi- 
cated to  me  a  proposal  of  Mr.  Daniels,  the  afenographer,  to  make  a 
duplicate  copy  of  the  testimony  for  the  Board  at  half  price,  $60.00. 
At  the  time  of  receiving  the  communication  both  Judge  Eamsdell 
and  Mr.  Benedict  were  present,  and  I  submitted  to  them  the  question 
of  the  nejeasity  of  such  copy,  a,nd  they  were  both  of  the  opinion  that 
it  w.iuld  be  absolutely  necessary. 

I  then  telegraphed  Mr-  Daniels  that  if  he  could  make  a  copy  for 
the  Board  for  $50.00  he  might  proceed,  which  he  did.  The  copy  forms 
a  large  volume  of  about  500  pages  legal  cap  size,  written  with  type- 
writer, and  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Benedict,  at  Maaistee,  and  has 
been  of  great  and  indispensable  service  in  settling  the  ease. 

On  the  23rd  of  May  the  counsel  met  at  Mason,  and  settled  the 
case  in  part,  but  a  laqje  number  of  exhibits  could  not  be  found. 

A  schedule  of  all  the  missing  exhibits  was  made  and  agreed  upon, 
and  an  adjournment  was  had  until  June  10th,  when  Mr.  Benedict 
again  attended  at  Mason,  and  the  settlement  of  the  evidence  was  com- 
pleted, so  far  as  possible,  and  Judge  Huntington  certified  the  case  to 
the  Supreme  Court,  as  settled  as  far  as  possible.  I  submit  a  copy 
herewith  of  the  certificate. 

My  own  opinion  is  that,  under  the  rulings  of  our  Supreme  Court, 
that  Court  will  not  and  cannot  hear  this  case  upon  this  partial 
certificate.  Possibly  the  court  may  make  an  order  that  copies  of 
exhibits  may  be  substituted  for  the  originals,  when  copies  can  be 
duly  proved,  and,  it  is  possible  that  the  case  may  yet  be  got  to  a  hear- 
ing, though  it  may  not. 

Our  Supreme  Court  has  decided  that  they  will  not  modify  a 
decree  in  favor  of  a  party  who  has  not  appealed,  but  it  is  questionable 
whether  in  a  case  like  this,  when  the  whole  subject  matter  is  an 
accounting,  the  court  will  not  go  over  the  whole  accounting  and  decide 
upon  the  merits  of  the  whole  case  as  the  right  may  appear. 

In  any  event,  the  Board  has  still  the  right  of  appeal,  as  under  a 
recent  opinion  the  right  of  appeal  does  not  expire  until  forty  (40) 
days  after  the  settling  of  the  evidence.  Therefore,  if  the  Board  should 
still  desire  to  appeal,  they  have  the  right  and  privilege  to  do  so.  This 
is  the  present  status  of  the  case. 
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In  regard  to  the  suita  upon  the  claims  of  Bradley  F.  Granger,  I 
would  report  that  through  the  faihire  of  a  quorum  at  the  special  meet- 
ing called  for  May  13th,  no  counsel  was  appointed  in  those  cases,  and 
they  have  remained  in  my  hands  until  now.  I  took  steps  to  prevent 
the  cases  being  brought  to  trial  at  the  June  term  of  court  and  it  now 
remains  in  statu  quo. 

I  would  here  say  that  I  have  never  thought  it  possible  for  me  to 
go  further  in  the  conduct  of  the  cases  than  the  mere  preliminary 
steps.  There  are  reasons,  to  me  insurmountable,  why  I  cannot  go 
further,  and  in  case  this  Board  should  decide  to  go  on  with  the  cases, 
the  undersigned  must  retire  absolutely  from  further  direction  or 
responsibility  in  the  cases. 

lam  informed  that  the  whole  matter  can  now  he  settled  for  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  $200.00,  including  costs. 

The  undersigned  would  say  that  he  is  satisfied  that  the  case  cannot 
be  litigated  for  double  that  amount,  aa  it  will  be  almost  certain  to  go 
to  tbe  Supreme  Court,  and  admonished  by  our  recent  experience,  he 
cannot  but  think  that  it  will  be  wiser  to  settle  than  to  litigate. 

This  suggestion  is  made  hoth  in  the  interests  of  economy  nnd 
harmony.

Special  Committee. 

At  the  special  meeting  of  this  Board,  July  25, 1879, 1  offered  the 
following  resolutions  : 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Governor  of  the  State,  be  and  is  hereby 
requested  to  direct  the  Attorney  General  of  the  State  to  appear  in 
behalf  of  this  Board,  in  the  Supreme  Court,  upon  the  appeal  in  the 
case  of  the  Board  of  Regents  vs.  Silas  H.  Douglas,  et.  al 

"Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  he  authorized  lo  employ 
such  assistance  for  the  Attorney  General  as  they  may  consider  desira- 
ble and  necessary. 

"  Resolved,  That  in  case  of  the  refusal  or  inability  of  the  Attorney 
General  to  act  in  the  aforesaid  case,  the  Executive  Committee  be 
authorized  to  employ  such  counsel  as  is  necessary  to  protect  the  inter- 
ests of  the  University." 

As  no  report  appears  in  the  minutes  of  the  action  taken  under 
these  resolutions,  except  the  very  brief  one  on  page  423,  October  meet- 
ing 1879,  for  a  fuller  record  the  following  statement  is  here  added. 

Before  leaving  town  that  day  (July  25,  1873),  I  called  on  Gov. 
Croswell  and  notified  him  of  the  foregoing  resolutions,  and  received 
from  him  assurances  that  he  would  take  pleasure  in  doing  all  in  his 
power  to  assist  us. 
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Immediately  on  my  arrival  home,  July  ySth,  I  wrote  to  Attorney 
General  Kirchner,  explaining  the  action  of  the  Board,  and  the  status 
of  the  ease,  what  provision  would  be  made  for  Hsslstance,  and  express- 
ing the  hope  that  he  would  act  in  the  case.  Mr.  Kirchner  replied 
under  date  of  July  30,  saying  that  he  had  not  yet  heard  from  the  Gtov- 
ernor.  Also  saying  that  he  would  be  absent  from  home  until  about 
August  20tli. 

August  22,  I  again  wrote  the  Attorney  General,  saying : 

"DearSik— I  had  hoped  to  hear  that  you  would  act  ia  behalf  of 
the  Board  of  Regents  in  the  matter  of  the  appeal  in  the  Eose-Douglas 
case.  I  have  thought  that  perhaps  the  Governor  in  the  multiplicity  of 
affairs  had  overlooked  it.    Please  to  let  me  hear." 

The  Attorney  General  replied  under  date  of  August  25th,  saying : 

"In  reply  to  your  favor  of  the  22nd  inst.I  have  to  say  (hat  I  have 
had  no  intimation  from  the  Governor  as  to  my  connection  witii  the 
Rose-Douglas  appeal.  Without  a  positive  request  from  the  Governor, 
I  have  no  right  to  med<lle  in  the  matter." 

August  28th  I  wrote  to  Governor  Croswell,  aayiufr; 

"The  Attorney  General  informs  me  that  he  has  received  no  com- 
munication from  you  in  regard  to  the  request  of  the  Hoard  of  Regents 
that  he  should  appear  for  them  upon  the  Douglas  appeal.  Will  you 
please  to  request  the  Attorney  General  to  appear  and  ai^sist  upon  the 
appeal.    We  shall  provide  him  with  assistance    *    *    *." 

To  this  I  received  answer  from  Governor  Croswell  under  date  of 
September,  2nd,  1879,  as  follows : 

"  My  Dbah  Sir  :  I  should  have  answered  your  letter  earlier  but  for 
my  absence  from  home.  I  saw  the  Attorney  General,  Mr.  Kirchner, 
a  short  time  since  in  regard  to  the  request  oi'  the  Board  of  Regents, 
that  he  appear  for  the  University  upon  the  Douglas  appeal.  He 
stated  that  the  Attorney  General  had  not  appeared  upon  any  of  the 
proceedings  between  the  University  and  Douglas,  and  that  his  under- 
standing was  that  it  had  not  been  OHStomary  to  require  him  to  appear 
in  suite  of  this  character.  That  he  was  of  the  impression  tliat  the 
whole  Douglas-Rose  cane  would  be  virtually  reopened  by  this  appeal, 
and  that  In  view  of  the  additional  responsibility  and  labor  which  a 
suit  of  this  important  character  would  necessitate,  he  ought  not  with 
his  meagre  salary  to  undertake  it,  although  he  might  do  so  if  requested 
by  executive  authority.  Under  this  representation  of  the  case,  I 
donht  the  propriety  of  my  requiring  him  to  ap[ieir  in  the  suit.

September  ath,  187'J,  I  nolitied  Regent  Rynd  of  the  decision  of 
the  Governor  and  added;  "I  shall  direct  Mr.  Benedict  to  attend  at

the  October  term  to  respond  to  any  motion  that  may  come  up,  in  case 
fhey  give  ws  notice  of  any  motion.  J  s  to  other  oounsel  I  am  not  pre- 
pared to  suggest  any  name  *  *  *.  If  we  get  flrst-class  counsel  it 
will  cost  us  S1,000.  I  am  inclined  to  leive  the  case  in  Benedict's 
hanils  to  present ;  then  there  will  bene  divided  counsels.  What  do 
you  think  of  it  ?  I  Uo  not  know  Dr  DufBeld's  present  address.  Will 
you   please  to  forward  this   letter   to   him,  that  he   may  give  me  his 

To  this  communication  neither  Regent  Rynd  nor  Duffield  ever 
returned  any  reply  ;  but  I  afterward  learned  that  the  special  meeting 
of  October  2nd,  1870,  was  called  in  part  to  consider  the  matter  of 
counsel.  Throngh  the  failure  of  a  quorum,  the  meeting  went  over  to 
October  21,  and  ou  October  22nd,  Regeut  Rynd  introduced  the  following 
resolution,  (after  reciting  the  resolution  of  March  1879  meeting:  that 
"the  services  of  counsel  being  no  longer  necessary,  all  counsel  be  and 
are  here  hereby  discharged."} 

"  Eesoked,  That  no  further  expense  be  incurred  for  the  employ- 
ment of  counsel,  and  that  tbe  services  of  all  counsel  Ise  disposed  with 
in  relation  to  the  case." 

This  resolution  left  the  matter  precisely  where  the  resolutiona  of 
March  1879,  had  left  it. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  my  report  of  June  24, 1879, 1  stated 
jhatthe  evidence  had  not  been  "settled"  because  of  the  absence  of  a 
large  number  of  exhibits.  In  his  communication  to  the  Board  October 
21,  (p.  420),  Judge  Douglas  informed  the  Board  of  the  steps  taken  to 
perfect  his  appeal,  and  for  the  reuovery  of  the  ints.sing  exhibits,  and 
an^ested  that  the  Board  join  with  tlieappellant  in  consenting  that  the 
Court  dispense  with  the  printing  of  tbe  record.  The  resolution  to 
that  effect,  however,  failed  (page  444). 

I  had  previously  ascertained  from  Judge  Douglas  that  the  case 
would  not  come  up  in  any  way  at  the  Ootober  term. 

Ko  occasion  thereafter  arose  for  my  acting  under  the  Resolution 
of  March,  until  about  December  20th,  when  notice  was  served  that 
the  appellant  would  move  the  Court  at  the  January  term  to  dispense 
with  the  printing  of  the  record,  and  at  a  latter  day,  notice  was  given 
of  the  hearing  of  the  case  at  that  term,  and  the  case  was  placed  on  tbe 
docket  as  No.  44,  for  general  hearing. 

Copies  of  the  petition  and  affidavits  upon  which  it  was  intended 
to  move  the  Court  were  served  upon  me. 

Upon  an  examination  of  the  situation  of  the  case,  I  was  convinced 
that  it  was  in  no  condition  either  for  hearing,  or  for  any  motion 
respecting  the  printing  of  the  record,  for  the  reason  that  tbe  appeal

had  never  been  perfected,  by  the  (lertiflcation  of  the  missing  exhibita, 
and  tbe  tiiae  had  expired  which  was  allowed  by  law  for  such  certifi- 
cation. 

But  aa  parties  are  held  to  waive  all  objections  not  taken,  and  courts 
do  not  consider  it  their  duty  to  investigate  and  protect  rights  which 
paHwa  have  deliberately  abandoued,  I  deemed  it  my  imperative  duty 
to  be  present  at  the  opening  of  the  Court,  to  act  for  the  Board  in 
representing  to  the  Court  the  true  state  of  the  case. 

I  accordingly  attended  at  Lansing  at  the  opening  of  the  Court,  and 
upon  the  presentation  of  the  petition  to  dispense  with  the  printing  of 
the  record,  X  asked  leave  of  the  Court  to  answer  for  the  Board,  stating 
expressly  that  1  did  not  appear  an  oomuiel  for  the  Board,  but  as  a  special 
committee  of  the  Board,  under  resolution  of  March,  1879,  and  that  the 
Board  was  wholly  without  counsel.  Leave  being  granted,  I  presented 
to  the  Court  the  reasons  why  the  case  was  uot  in  Court  in  proper  con- 
dition either  for  hearing,  or  for  any  order  in  regard  to  printing,  from 
the  fact  that  the  appeal  had  never  been  perfected.  The  preambles 
and  resolutions  of  Regent  Rynd  (page  443)  were  presented  in  full,  with 
the  vote  thereon  ;  also  the  resolution  with  regard  to  the  printing,  {page 
Hi),  and  the  vote  thereon.  1  stated  to  the  Court  that  under  the  eircuni' 
stances  I  declined  to  consent  to  dispense  with  the  printing,  and  insisted  in 
behalf  of  the  Board,  that  the  case  was  not  properly  before  the  Court. 

After  due  consideration  the  Court  made  the  following  order :

THE  REGENTS,  ETC. 

A  motion  has  been  made  by  the  Appellants  to   dispense  with  the 
printing  of  the  record  or  a  part  thereof  in  this  case. 

From  statements  of  counsel  and  a  showing  made,  it  appears  that 
books  and  other  similar  exhibits  constitute  a  considerable  part  of  the 
record.  Such  exhibits  we  never  require  to  be  printed.  How  mnch 
of  the  other  evidence  should  be,  can  only  be  determined  o 
tion,  or  perhaps  by  counsel,  subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Court. 
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It  appears  from  the  statement  of  Mr.  Cutrheon,  thai  the  Regents 
have  at  this  time  no  authorized  counsel  to  represent  them,,  and  the  case  is  of 
such  importance  that  it  should  not  be  heard  at  the  present  term  under 
Buch  circumstances. 

The  case  therefore  must  stand  continued  for  the  term. 

Perhaps,  when  there  is  counsel  on  both  sides,  we  may  consent  to 
take  up  the  case,  with  the  understanding  that  we  shall  then  order  the 
printing  of  whatever  testimony  either  party  deems  important. 

In  any  event  there  is  a  considerable  portion  of  the  record  that 
should  be  printed  before  a  hearing  is  entered  upon." 

The  whole  matter  having  been  thus  disposed  of  upon  the  motion 
to  dispense  with  the  printing,  the  calendar  case  viai  never  reached.  I 
mention  this  because  some  appear  to  have  received  the  false  impres- 
sion that  the  case  was  advanced  on  the  calendar. 

Having  thus  accomplished  my  purpose  in  protecting  the  interests 
of  the  Board,  I  left  Lansing  on  January  7,  reaching  home  on  the  8th. 
There  has  been  no  change  of  status  since. 

Since  the  record  in  the  Supreme  Court  is  still  incomplete,  and 
since  the  trial-Judge  (Huntington)  cannot  now  certify  the  remainder 
of  the  record  by  reason  of  lapse  of  time,  without  an  order  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  case  can  only  come  up  at 
the  April  term  on  motion  for  an  order  to  complete  the  record  and  to 
dispense  with  the  printing,  and  that  tfie  main  hearing  cannot  he  had 
before  the  June  term. 

There  can  he  no  doubt  that  the  highest  interests  of  the  University 
demand  that  this  source  of  irritation  and  division  shall  be  disposed  of 
at  the  earliest  possible  day. 

Here  my  official  action  in  the  case  ended,  and  it  would  be  grati- 
fying to  me  if  this  report  might  properly  end  here.  But  it  appears 
necessary  to  notice  some  subsequent  events.  On  January  10  I  re- 
ceived from  the  Reporter  of  the  Supreme  Court  notice  of  the  decision 
of  the  Court,  and  also  notice  that  the  following  document  had  been 
presented  to  the  Supreme  Court  on  the  8th,  and  also  printed  in  the 
Lansing  Republican,  from  which  it  was  clipped,  and  is  here  inserted  in 
full,  to  wit: 


The  following  emphatic  document,  whicli  was  presented  on  Wed- 
nesday   to  the    Supreme  Court    in  this    city,    sufficiently    explains 
itself: 
To  the  Hon.  Isaac  Manton,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Michigan ; 

Dear  Sir  ;— The   undersigned  would  very  respectfully  present   to 
your  honor  and  associates  the  following  communication  : 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Itegents  of  the  Micliigan  University,  at 
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their  last  meeting  in  Ann  Arbor,  October  21,  1879,  decided  not  to 
employ  counsel  in  the  Douglas  appeal  case ; 

And  whereas.  At  the  same  meeting  they  also  refused  their  "con- 
sent that  the  Supreme  Court  may  dispense  with  the  printing  of  the 
record  in  the  case  of  the  Regents  of  the  University  vs.  Silas  H.  Doug- 
lass et  al.,  either  in  whole  or  in  part ;  " 

And  ■whereas.  In  accordance  with  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Eegents  in  March,  1879,  "  that  it  is  not  the  wish  of  this  Board  to  incur 
the  expense  of  aD  appeal  lo  tho  Supreme  Court,"  and  ■'  that,  the  serv- 
ices of  counsel  being  no  longer  necessary,  all  counsel  be  and  are 
hereby  discharged,"  they  still  further  resolved  "that  no  further 
expense  be  incurred  for  tlie  employment  of  counsel,  and  that  the  serv- 
ices of  all  counsel  be  dispsnsed  with  in  relation  to  the  same  ;  " 

Therefore,  we  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  Board  of  Regents, 
hereby  enter  our  determined  protest  against  Regent  Cuteheon  or  any 
Other  Regent  appearing  in  the  Supreme  Court  as  counsel  for  the  Board, 
in  theDouglaf^  appeal  case,  either  to  engage  in  any  stipulation  toucliing 
the  same,  or  for  any  otlier  purpose  whatever,  until  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Regents.

To  say  that  this  document  filled  me  with  surprise  would  but 
feebly  express  my  feelings,  and  this  surprise  was  not  diminished  at 
seeing  this  determined  protest  as  a  special  dispatch  in  the  Daily  Pott 
and  Tribune,  and  conspicnously  displayed  in  the  Ann  Arbor  Courier, 
the  Adrian  Times,  and  other  papers  uuder  like  influences. 

I  am  satisfied  that  if  the  gentlemen  who  signed  it  had  not  been 
misinformed,  or  had  been  correctly  informed,  in  regard  to  my  real 
intentions  and  acts,  they  would  not  have  done  me  and  themselves  the 
injustice  of  putting  it  upon  the  record  and  placing  me  in  a  false  atti- 
tude before  the  people  of  the  Stale. 

Anil  just  here  I  beg  to  submit  a  few  words  in  regard  to  the  orig- 
inal and  delegated  powers  of  the  Board  of  Regents.  That  corp.-ration 
known  in  the  law  as  "The  Regents  of  the  University  of  Michigan" 
constitute  a  legal  entity,  an  artificial  person,  only  as  a  Board. 

In  the  eye  of  the  law  its  members  are  "  Regents,"  and  have  power 
to  do  an  official  act,  only  when  they  are  assembled  in  their  corporate 
capacity  with  a  legal  quorum  present,  except  when  the  corporation, 
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ftcting  as  aforesaid,  has  delegated  ita  powers  to  a  committee  of  one  or 
more  of  their  number,  aad  then  thiit  committee,  whether  of  one  or 
more,  within  the  scope  of  the  delegation,  has  all  the  pow era  of  the 
Board  itself,  in  the  eye  of  the  law  for  that  special  purpose  is  the 
Board  itself  But  unless  acting  in  one  of  these  capacities,  either  in 
open  Board  in  the  corporate  capatity,  or  exercising  specially  dele- 
gated powers,  any  attempted  official  act  is  ultra  vires,  and  a  nulUly. 

Applying  these  principles  to  the  protest  in  hand,  it  is  clearly  man- 
ifest that  it  is  neither  the  act  of  the  Board,  nor  yet  of  any  Committee 
acting  within  the  scope  of  any  delegated  powers.  I  think  it  is  not 
needful  for  me  to  farther  characterize  it.  In  conclusion  I  would  say 
that  I  have  given  considerable  valujble  time  and  attention  to  the  per- 
formance of  the  duties  imposed  upon  me  by  the  Board. 

1  have  performed  them  conscientiously,  and  to  the  best  of  my 
ability. 

I  have  performed  them  "  without  fear,  favor,  affection,  or  hope  of 
reward." 

If  I  have  deserved  to  be  pilloried  in  this  manner  before  the  peo- 
ple of  this  State,  and  branded  in  the  Supreme  Court  as  an  usurper  and 
an  unsafe  public  officer,  then  let  this  Board  apply  the  branding  iron, 
and  I  must  hear  it. 

When  ever  this  Board  shall  desire  to  relieve  me  of  the  somewhat 
onerous  and  exceedingly  unenviable  Irust  it  has  laid  upon  me,  it  wiil 
find  me  most  willing  ami  glad  to  lay  it  down.  Until  then  I  shall  con- 
tinue to  discharge  it  to  the  best  of  myjudgment  and  ability.  I  shall 
be  glad  to  he  now  discharged. 

I  beg  in  closing  to  append  the  following  communication  from  the 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court :

"Dear  iSir  r^Your  letteren  closing  what  appears  to  he  a  response  to 
a  protest  which  you  suppose  was  presented  to  the  Supreme  Court  has 
been  received  and  handed  to  Mr.  Chaney,  as  you  request. 

"It  is  proper  to  say  to  you  that  the  protest  was  not  presented  to  the 
Court,  but  sent  by  mail  to  Mr.  Justice  Campbell,  hy  him  received  on 
Wednesday,  January  7,  being  the  day  after  the  motion  you  refer  to 
was  heard  and  submitted,  handed  to  me,  submitted,  and  filed. 

"On  reading  tlie  protest  nothing  appeared  which  you  had  not  pub- 
licly called  to  the  attention  of  the  Board,  showing  that  the  Board 
of  Regents  were  not  and  could  not  be  represented  by  counsel  at  this 
time.

Regent  Grosvenor  moved  that  the  request  of  Professor  A.  B.

Regent  Cutcheon,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
presented  the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  on  the  final  argu- 
ment of  the  Douglas  Case,  so-called,  in  the  Supreme  Court,  justice  to 
the  University,  to  the  Court  atid  the  people,  requires  that  the  caae  on 
the  behalf  of  the  Board  should  be  presented  by  counsel. 

Rtiolved,  That  as  the  Board  has  once  unanimously  agreed  upi.n 
Attorney -General  Kirchner,  to  present  the  case  on  its  behalf,  (which 
the  Attorney -General  declined  for  financial  reasons),  we  hereby 
direct  the  Executive  Committee  to  secure  the  services  of  Attorney- 
General  Otto  Kirchner  to  present  the  case  in  behalf  of  the  Board, 
provided  his  services  can  be  secured  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  $500, 
including  personal  expenses. 

Resolved,  That  in  case  the  Executive  Committee  fail  to  secure  the 
services  of  Mr.  Kirchner,  they  are  then  authorized  to  secure  the 
services  of  Mr.  E.  E.  Benedict,  provided  a  satisfactory  arrangement  can 
be  made. 
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At  the  eonclusion  of  the  reading  of  the  resolutions  by- 
Regent  Cutcheoa  and  of  hia  remarks  thereupon,  he  moved 
their  adoption.  Eegent  Climie  objected  to  the  resolutions  being 
received,  and  stated  hia  objections.  He  said  the  whole  matter 
of  employing  Counsel  in  the  University  Case  had  been 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Board,  and  that  it 
was  not  in  order  previous  to  the  reception  of  a  report  from  that 
Committee  to  take  the  action  contemplated  under  Regent 
Cutcheon'a  resolutions.

At  the  close  of  the  recess,  the  President  called  the  Board  to 
order. 

Regent  Shearer  presented  the  following  report ;

Gentlemen  .—Your  Executive  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
matter  of  the  Notit'e  served  re^alin"  to  the  University  Case  i[i  the 
Supreme  Court,  report  that  in  their  opinion  there  should  be  a  full 
Board  present  when  action  is  taken  on  said  Notice,  and  that  har- 
monious action  be  then  taken  if  possible.  Therefore  your  Committee 
recommend  that  the  said  Notice  and  all  matters  pertaining  to  Counae! 
be  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Regents  Cutcheon,  E.  C. 
Walker  and  Van  Riper,  and  that  said  Committee  report  at  an  adjourned 
meeting  to  be  held  at  an  early  date. 

The  vote  on  the  adoption  of  the  report  just  read  by  Regent 
Shearer  was  as  follows :

Resolved,  That  the  declination  of  Regent  Cutcheon  of  ail  powers 
and  authority  wtiatsoever  under  the  resolution  of  the  Board  passed 
March  25th,  1879,  be  and  is  hereby  accepted- 
Pending  a  vote  on  Regent  S.  S.  Walker's  resolution,  Regent 
Grosvenor  said  that  he  voted  for  or  with  the  express  under- 
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standing  that  Regent  Cutcheon  could  not,  consistently  with  his 
personal  and  private  duties,  be  present  at  the  opening  of  the 
April  Term  of  the  Supreme  Court.  He  endorsed  the  action 
of  Eegent  Cutcheon  in  the  past,  and  only  voted  to  relieve  him 
at  his  own  request, 

A  call  vote  was  demanded  with  the  following  result :

Nays— Regents  E.  C.  Walker  and  S.  S.  Walker. 

The  resolution  was  adopted.

The  following  resolution  was  presented  by  Regent  E.  C.

Pending  a  vote  on  Regent  E.  C.  Walker'e  resolution  a 
motion  to  amend  was  made  by  striking  out  the  name  of  Regent 
Cutcheon  and  inserting  that  of  Regent  Grosvenor.  The  amend- 
ment having  been  accepted  by  Regent  E.  C.  Walker,  a  call  vote 
was  ordered  on  the  resolution  as  amended,  with  the  following 
result;

Nay — Regent  S.  S.  Walker. 

Not  voting — Regents  Duffield  and  Grosvenor. 

On  motion  of  Regent  S.  S.  Walker,  Regent  Duffield  was 
excused  fr()m  voting. 

A  quorum  not  voting,  the  resolution  of  Regent  E,  C.  Walker, 
as  amended,  was  lost. 
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Regent  Climie  submitted  the  following  resolution  which 
was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  President  is  hereby  directed  to  address  a  com- 
munication to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Slate  of  Michigan,  advising 
them  of  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Regents  in  reference  to  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  which  shall  report  on  the  13th  day 
of  April,  at  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Board,  as  to  the  employment 
of  Counsel  in  the  case,  and  asking  that  the  Court  take  no  further 
action,  until  after  such  meeting,  in  the  case  now  pending  before 
said  Court,  of  University  of  Michigan  rs.  Preston  B.  Rose,  Silas  H. 
Douglas,  el  al. 

The  vote  on  the  adoption  of  Regent  Climie's  resolution,  was 
as  follows  :

Nays— Regents  E.  C.  Walker  and  S.  S.  Walker. 

Regent  E.  C.  Walker  moved  that  when  the  Board  adjourns 
it  shall  adjourn  to  Tuesday,  April  13th,  1880,  at  7i  o'clock,  p.  m. 
The  motion  prevailed. 

Regent  Cutcheon  rose  to  a  question  of  privilege  and  said : 
Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  : 

For  the  first  time  since  my  connection  with  this  Board,  I  rise  to, ft 
matter  of  personal  privilege. 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  Adrian  Weekly  Timet  and 
Expositor  of  January  16,  1880,  in  which  appeared  an  article  nearly  a 
column  in  length,  headed  in  conspicuous  capitals  with  my  own  name, 
and  aubspribed  with  the  distinguished  signature  of  ex- Regent  C.  Rynd. 

In  this  communication  appears  the  following  passage,  to  wit : 

"  My  term  as  Regent  ended  on  Dec.  31.  Regent  Cutcheon  there- 
upon presented  himself  before  the  Supreme  Court  in  obedience  to  the 
wishes  of  Douglas,  and  in  direct  ant^onism  to  his  own  vote,  and  pro- 
posed in  violation  of  the  action  of  the  Board  to  make  stipulations  and 
argue  the  case." 

I  shall  beg  to  correct  this  statement  in  a  few  particulars. 

1.  The  statement  that  I  presented  myself  "in  obedience  to  the 
wishes  of  Douglas,"  is  utterly,  inexcusably  and  malignantly  false,  in 
letter,  in  spirit  and  in  fact. 

;;.  That  I  appeared  "  in  direct  antagonism  to  my  own  vote,"  is  an 
assertion  wholly  wanting  truth.  My  "vote"  related  solely  to  the 
incurring  of  expense  in  the  employment  of  Counsel.  It  in  no  wise 
related  to  my  duties  or  relation  as  a  SpeiAol  CmamUtee  of  the  Board, 
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instructed  to  a«t  for  the  Board  ''  in  such  matters  connected  with  or 
growing  out  of  the  case  as  may  be  necessary." 

The  whole  Court  bear  me  witness  that  I  expressly  disclaimed 
having  any  authority  as  Counsel,  and  notified  the  Court  that  the 
Board  was  without  Counsel. 

3.  He  says  that  I  "  proposed  to  make  stipulations."  This  is  most 
inexcusably  false,  without  a  single  shadow  of  foundation  in  fact. 

i.  He  says,  "  and  propo.ied  to  at^ue  the  case."  This  is  as  absolutely 
without  shadow  of  truth  as  the  rest.  The  exact  reverse  is  the  fact,  as 
the  slightest  inquiry  would  have  satisfied  my  calumniator.  I  went  to 
Ijansing  for  the  express  purpose  of  preventing  the  argument  of  the  case 
until  this  Board  should  meet,  and  succeeded  in  doing  so. 

The  remainder  of  the  communication  is  devoted  to  destroying 
confidence  in  the  Supreme  Court. 

Libel  and  defamation  of  Judicial  Tribunals  may  be  apt  methods 
for  the  aspirant  to  Congressional  honors,  but  that  way  dishonor  lies.

Oentlemen;—!  offer  this  year  during  the  second  semester  an 
elective  course  in  Electro-therapeutics  to  the  medical  students.  As 
this  course  consists  of  practical  work  by  laboratory  methods  in  the 
applications  of  electricity  to  medicine,  I  suggest  that  it  be  governed  by 
the  precedents  furnished  by  the  other  laboratory  courses  of  the 
University,  anil  that  the  students  be  required  to  make  a  deposit  with 
the  Treasurer  in  the  usual  manner. 

I  am  fully  satisfied  (hat  the  cost  to  the  University,  for  each  student 
for  materials  furnished,  will  not  be  over  one  dollar,  and  I  ask  for 
authority  to  exact  from  them  a  deposit  of  one  dollar  with  the  Treasurer, 
and  that  this  sum  be  not  returnable  to  the  student.

The  President  called  the  Board  to  order  at  the  close  of  an 
examination  of  the  buildings  and  grounds.  Regent  S.  S. 
Walker,  by  request,  read  a  paper  from  the  Director  of  the 
Observatory  relative  to  the  importance  and  pressing  need  of 
additional  apparatus,  which  was  as  follows : 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Regents  : 

The  undersigned  begs  leave  to  represent  to  the  Board: 

Mrst.  That  the  true  method  of  instruction  in  the  sciences  is  the 
practical  method.  The  success  of  thie  method  is  illustrated  in  several 
departments  of  the  UniverBity,  and  astronomy  furnishes  as  good  a  field 
for  this  kind  of  instruction  as  any  other  science. 

Secwid.  That  such  instruction  in  astronomy  is  promised  in  the  Cal- 
endar, and  students  have  just  cause  to  complain  if  it  is  not  given. 

Third.  That  several  of  the  courses  in  astronomy,  such  as  the 
course  for  civil  engineering  students,  and  of  advanced  students  in  as- 
tronomy are  of  little  benefit  unless  accompanied  by  practice. 

Fourth.  That  this  instruction  has  been  given  to  some  extent  with 
borrowed  instruments.  These  have  now  been  recalled,  and  the 
undersigned  has  been  informed  that  the  Navy  Department,  from  which 
they  were  borrowed,  decline  to  loan  any  more  instruments  under  any 
circumstances. 

Fifth.  That  the  large  instruments  at  the  Observatory  are  not 
available  for  the  use  of  students,  and  that  such  instruction  could  only 
be  given  with  a  set  of  smaller  instruments  provided  for  the  purpose. 

Si^h.  A  small  Observatory  for  such  instruments  is  already  con- 
structed, and  the  University  will  be  to  no  further  expense  for  it. 

Seventh.  That  the  instruments  adapted  to  this  purpose,  and  of  the 
size  intended  by  the  small  Observatory,  are  as  follows :

In  any  case  the  increase  in  the  number  and  extent  of  the 
courses  of  instruction  in  astronomy  require  assistance  in  recitation 
work.  I  am  not  authorized  to  ask  the  present  assistant  in  the  Observa- 
tory to  assist  in  this. 
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In  view  of  these  facts  the  undersigned  respectfully  requests  that 
the  Board  appropriate  a  sum  sufficient  for  the  purchase  of  the  instru- 
ments named,  and  that  Ihey  make  Mr.  Schaeberle  an  Instructor,  and 
that  they  authorize  him  to  aasist  in  the  recitation  room.

The  Board  of  Regents  assembled  in  the  room  of  the  Presi- 
dent pursuant  to  adjournment,  at  7i  o'clock,  p.  m. 

Present :  a  full  Board. 

On  motion  of  Regent  Cutcheon,  the  reading  of  the  minutes 
of  the  March  meeting  of  the  Board  was  dispensed  with,  and 
the  Secretary  was  ordered  to  have  the  proceedings  of  both  the 
March  and  April  meetings  printed  together. 

The  President  announced  to  the  Board  that  he  was  in 
receipt  of  a  communication  containing  a  notice  of  a  motion  to 
be  made  in  the  Supreme  Court  at  Lansing  in  the  case  entitled 
"  The  Regents  of  the  University  of  Michigan  vs.  Preston  B. 
Rose  et  al.;  Silas  H.  Douglas  vs.  The  Regents  of  the  University 
of  Michigan,"  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Special 
Committee  consisting  of  Regents  Cutcheon,  E.  C.  Walker  and 
Van  Riper, 

Regent    Duffield  read  the   ftillowing    report,   which   was 
accepted  and  ordered  printed  in  the  minutes : 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Regents  ; 

The  Executive  Committee  to  whom  was  referred,  January  22, 1878, 
the  Revision  of  the  Laws  and  By-lawH  of  the  University,  would  respect- 
fully report  to  the  Board  of  Regents  as  follows,  viz. : 

I.  They  have  made  themselves  acquainted  wilh  the  Constitution, 
General  Laws,  and  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  and  have  ordered 
so  as  to  make  the  present  Code  of  By-laws  in  entire  accordance  with 
the  same.

in.  Your  Committee  have  reviewed  the  entire  Proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Regents,  both  as  printed  since  January,  1864,  and  as  pre- 
viously engrossed  in  the  several  volumes  of  the  Journal. 

IV,  They  have  in  all  cases  carefully  collated  the  present  Laws  and 
By-laws  with  the  originals,  and  detected  various  errors  and  omissions. 

V.  They  have  submitted  the  By-Laws  as  they  now  exist  for  the 
consideration  of  the  respective  Faculties,  and  received  their  reports 
upon  the  same. 

YL  In  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  June,  1879,  proof 
sheets  of  the  proposed  revision  were  struck  off  in  iidvance  of  the 
October  meeting,  and  forwarded  to  each  of  the  Regents  for  examina- 
tion and  approval. 

VII.  The  Regents  not  having  time  at  the  October  meeting  to  coa- 
sidtrthe  proposed  revision,  it  still  remains  as  unfinished  business  to 
be  finally  acted  upon,  either  at  this  meeting  or  the  meeting  in  June. 

Alike  for  the  Board  of  Regents,  for  the  Professors  in  the  several 
Departments,  and  for  the  students  of  the  University,  it  is  very  import- 
ant that  the  By-Laws  as  thus  revised  and  amended,  be  printed  and 
ready  for  distribution  at  or  before  the  next  October  meeting.  With 
this  preliminary  report,  your  Committee  desire  to  be  continued  with 
the  understanding  that  every  Regent  will  give  the  proposed  revision 
his  careful  personal  consideration — that  Acting  President  Frieze  be  aub- 
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stituted  for  President  Angell  during  the  latter's  absence,  and  that  a 
complete  and  final  report  be  made  at  the  June  meeting.

Regent  S.  S,  Walker  read  the  following  report : 

The  underaigned,  a  member  of  the  Committee  in  charge  of  the 
General  Catalogue,  would  report  that  the  work  has  been  very  fully  pre- 
pared by  Mr.  Theodore  R.  Chase,  of  Detroit,  the  Necrologist  of  the 
Alumni  Association,  and  embraces  as  full  a  list  and  memoranda  as  it  has 
been  possible  to  obtain  of  all  th"  graduates  of  all  the  Departments,  giv- 
ing the  present  occupations,  residences  and  a  somewhat  full  account  of 
their  progress,  etc.  Besides  this  a  complete  list  of  those  persons  who 
have  been  from  time  to  time  students  in  the  Literary  Department,  but 
who  have  not  graduated,  arranged  with  their  classes,  has  been  incor- 
porated into  the  work.  A  geoi^raphical  index,  showing  the  Alumni  and 
students'  residence  in  every  place  where  they  are  located,  has  also  been 
prepared.  Short  biographical  sketches  of  the  early  otHcersof  the  Univer- 
sity have  been  prepared,  adding  much  to  the  interest  of  the  work. 
These  variations  fsom  the  former  plan  of  the  General  Catalogue  will 
add  very  largely  to  its  value  and  make  a  fine  showing  of  the  extent 
and  rjmificationa  of  University  influence. 

Your  Committee  have  made  no  arrangements  for  the  publication  of 
the  same,  but  the  time  has  arrived  when  it  should  not  longer  be  delayed. 
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It  has  occurred  to  the  undersigned  that  if  the  work  could  he  published 
as  a  business  enterprise  by  some  responsible  parties,  and  the  Univer- 
sity purchase  such  number  of  them  as  it  would  require,  that  it  would 
he  much  more  satisfactory  to  the  University  than  to  undertake  the  puh- 
lication  of  the  same  and  the  management  of  the  sale  of  the  surplus 
copies. 

The  labors  connected  with  the  preparation  of  the  copy  have  been 
immense  and  should  receive  some  compensation.  The  undersigned 
would  submit  the  following  reaolutions  as  the  position  it  would  seem 
desirable  that  the  University  should  hold  with  reference  to  the  matter 
and  which  I  think  will  be  reasonably  satisfactory  to  Mr.  Chase,  the 
compiler,  and  to  all  interested.

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Regents  will  purchase  for  the  use  of 
the  University  COO  copies  of  the  General  Catalogue  or  University 
Book  prepared  by  Mr,  T.  E.  Chase,  at  the  retail  price  of  the  same,  not 
to  exceed  $1.50  each,  provided  that  the  same  is  issued  in  a  style  and 
mannerof  workmanship,  weight  of  paper,  etc.,  according  to  the  samples 
exhibited  to  the  Board  and  Committee.  The  sums  already  paid  by 
the  Universily  for  the  collection  of  material  to  be  a  part  of  the  gross 
sum  for  said  600  copies.

The  following   report  was    received  and  read    by    Regent 
Cutcheon : 
Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Regents: 

The  Committee  upon  the  Literary  Department,  to  which  was 
referred  the  matter  of  the  changes  and  readjustments  rendered  neces- 
sary by  the  leave  of  absence  granted  to  President  Angell  to  enable 
him  to  accept  the  appoinfment  of  Miniater  of  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernmenl  to  the  Chine.se  Empire,  and  whose  salary  lapses  during  his 
absence,  would  respectfully  report ; 

First,  That  in  view  of  the  increased  expense  that  will  devolve 
upon  Professor  and  Acting- President  Frieze  to  enable  him  to  represent 
the  University  as  its  Acting- President  becomingly  to  himself  and  the 
University,  we  recommend  that  during  the  time  that  he  shall  perform 
the  duties  of  Acting-President  his  salary  shall  be  increased  to  thesum 
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of  $3,500  per  annum,  together  with  his  necessary  fuel  and  lights,  which 
will  still  leave  a  considerahle  pecuniary  saving  to  the  University,  after 
supplying  all  the  adJitional  instruction  necessary. 

Second.  That  to  provide  for  the  instruction  heretofore  given  by 
President  Angell,  Henry  C.  Adams.  A.M.,  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed 
Lecturer  upon  Political  Economy  for  one  semester,  at  a  salary  of  $800. 
Also,  that  Herbert  Tuttle,  A.  M.,  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  Lec- 
turer on  International  Law,  for  one  semester,  at  a  salary  of  $600  for 
such  service. 

Third.  That  to  provide  for  the  work  in  Latin,  Mr.  Theodore  H. 
Johnson,  an  Alumnus  of  this  University  of  the  Class  of  1874,  be  and  he 
is  hereby  appointed  instructor  in  the  Latin  Language,  at  a  salary  of 
$900  per  annum. 

Fourth.  That  these  several  appointments  shall  take  effect  from  the 
beginning  of  the  next  college  year. 

Fifth.  That  the  President  cause  these  several  appointments  to  be 
comraunicated  to  the  several  gentlemen  named,  and  ask  their  accept- 
ance of  the  Siime  to  be  communicated  to  the   Board  prior  to   the  June

Regent  Cutcheon  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Appointing 
Counsel,  etc,  submitted  the  following  report : 

The  undersigned,  from  the  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the 
Notice  of  Hearing  served  upon  the  Board  in  the  case  of  the  Regents 
v3.  Silas  H.  Douglas  et  al,,  and  the  matter  of  the  employment  of  coun- 
sel therein,  would  respectfully  report  that  they  have  given  the  mat- 
ters referred  to  them,  the  careful  consideration  that  the  importance  of 
the  subject  demands,  and  have  arrived  at  the  following  conclusions  : 

First.  That  we  should  adopt  that  course  which  will  most  speedily 
bring  to  a  termination  this  long  pending  and  irritating  litigation. 

Second.  That  having  been  entrusted  with  the  protection  of  the 
rights  of  the  University,  we  cannot,  after  having  expended  so  much 
for  their  vindication,  now,  in  the  last  act,  abandon  those  rights  and 
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abdicate  our  duty  as  trustees,  without  justly  subjecting  ourselves  to 
the  severest  criticism. 

Third.  That  considering  the  immense  volume  of  the  record  in  the 
case,  the  great  public  attention  that  has  been  necessarily  or  unnecea- 
sarily  drawn  to  it,  the  animadversions  that  have  already  been 
indulged  in  upon  the  Supreme  Court,  before  that  Court  has  reached  the 
case,  it  is  in  the  highest  degree  due  to  that  Court,  it  is  due  to  our- 
selves, and  due  to  the  people  of  the  Stale,  that  the  Court  shall  have  all 
proper  assistance  in  sifting  the  evidence  and  arriving  at  the  right  of 
the  case,  that  we  can  give. 

Fourth.  That  in  view  of  the  very  large  amount  of  costs  which  a 
modification  of  the  decree  in  favor  of  the  Appellant  might  entail  upon 
the  University,  we  do  not  believe  that  we  can  be  justified  in  leaving 
our  interests  without  protection,  or  without  a  vigorous  and  bona  fide 
presentation  of  the  University's  side  of  the  case. 

Especially  is  this  so,  in  view  of  the  general  principle  that  in  civi! 
cases  lilce  this.  Courts  will  hold  those  objections  to  be  waived  which 
are  not  taken,  and  that  parties  deliberately  abandoning  their  cases, 
are  held  thereby  to  concede  that  they  have  no  rights  which  they  insist 

Fifth,  We  believe  that  we  should  treat  this  case  as  we  would  if  it 
were  our  own  private  case,  and  see  to  it  that  the  University  takes  no 
detriment,  which  we  can  avert. 

At  the  July,  1879,  meeting,  afterthe  case  had  been  appealed  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  this  Board,  6y  unanimous  vote,  requested  the  Governor 
to  direct  the  Attorney  General,  Hon.  0.  Kirchner,  to  appear  in  behalf 
of  the  Board  upon  the  appeal. 

The  only  objection  to  counsel   then  urged  was  the  pecuniary  one. 

In  the  Resolutions  of  October,  1879,  the  preamble  recited  the  large 
expense  already  incurred,  and  "Resolved,  That  no  further  expense  he 
incurred  by  the  employment  of  counsel." 

In  both  these  cases  the  only  objection  urged  to  counsel  was  the 
pecuniary  one. 

A  careful  reconsideration  of  the  whole  sabject  satisfies  us  that 
after  so  great  an  expense  has  been  incurred  in  the  preliminaries  of  the 
case,  we  ought  not  to  surrender  all  that  we  have  gained,  and  deliber- 
ately abandon  our  case  in  the  final  stage  of  the  litigation. 

For  these  reasons  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  we  shall  simply  dis- 
chat^e  our  plain  duty  by  placing  our  case  in  the  hands  of  competent 
counsel,  with  instructions  to  press  it  to  the  speediest  possible  termina- 
tion, and  to  vindicate  the  rights  of  the  University  with  all  possible 
vigor.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.  B  M.  CUTCHEON, 
E.  C.  WALKEE. 
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At  the  close  of  the  reading  of  the  above  report  by  Regent 
Cutcheon,  Regent  Van  Riper  said  that,  inasmuch  as  he  conld 
not  join  the  majority  of  the  Committee  in  their  report,  he  felt 
constrained  to  submit  a  minority  report,  which  he  read,  as 
follows : 
To  the  Honoiable  (7ie  Board  of  Regents  of  the  Univerdly  of  Michigan ; 

A  majority  of  the  Committee  to  coneider  the  question  of  the 
appointment  of  Counsel  in  the  "University  case,  now  pending  in  the 
Supreme  Court,  having  agreed  upon  and  presented  a  report  which  does 
not  meet  my  views,  and,  which  I  regret  to  say  is  not  in  accordance 
witli  what  I  believe  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  University,  I  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  Minorily  Report. 

From  my  recent  appointment  as  a  member  of  this  honorable  body 
it  will  hardly  be  espected  that  I  should  be  able  to  determine  the 
merits  of  the  unfortunate  controversy  out  of  which  this  suit  has 
grown,  nor  do  I  deem  U  necessary  to  be  able  bo  to  do  in  order  to  pass 
upon  and  determine  the  matters  submitted  to  yourCommittee,forI  think 
that  all  personal  considerations  of  guilt  or  innocence,  aa  well  as  the 
question  of  dollars  and  eents,dwarf  into  insignificance  in  the  presence 
of  what  I  believe  is  the  supreme  question  of  the  hour,  the  peace  and 
prosperity  of  this  great  University. 

The  decree  in  the  Court  below  in  favor  of  Dr.  Douglas  was  for  the 
sum  of  $17.46,  and,  deeming  this  inequitable,  he  has  appealed  this  case 
to  the  Supreme  Court,  hoping  for  a  more  favorable  result  I  think  it 
will  be  admitted  that.this  appeal  must  necessarily  bring  up  for  rehear- 
ing before  the  Court  the  entire  case  as  heard  in  the  Court  below,  and 
that  the  contest  of  the  past  four  years  niust  be  fought  over  again  with 
all  its  attendant  bitterness,  and,  should  the  University  employ  counsel, 
it  must  necessarily  become  an  active  participant  therein  so  long  as  it 
shall  be  contested  in  the  Supreme  Court,  and  from  thence  into  the  Cir- 
cuit Court,  should  the  cause  be  remanded  back  for  further  proceedinjzs, 
and  thus  this  unfortunate  and  expensive  litigation  be  indefinitely  con- 
tinued. It  is  true  this  case  may  end  in  the  Supreme  Court,  but  we 
have  no  assurance  of  that  fact,  and  to  those  who  know  the  delays  and 
the  shifting  of  causes  from  Court  to  Court  there  can  be  only  a  hope 
that  it  will  end  in  the  Supreme  Court,  but  can  have  no  certainty  of  that 

The  defence  of  this  cas.i,  if  it  is  followed  up,  will  in  my  humble 
judgment  cost  the  University  far  more  than  Dr.  Douglas  can  obtain  by 
a  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  Regents  to  pursue  the  ciise  further,  so  that 
even  from  a  pecuniary  point  of  view,  the  University  being  in  need  of 
all  its  income,  the  demand  is  imperative  that  the  expense  attending  all 
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legal  proceedings  should  be  ended.  Nor  is  this  nase  like  that  of  an 
individual,  for  he  alone  suffers  in  his  mind,  but  while  this  contest  con- 
tinues the  University  is  upon  the  raclt  and  her  great  and  varied  inter- 
ests Buffer  from  a  want  of  unity  of  purpose  and  harmony  of  action 
and  effort.  An  individual  may  for  years  engage  in  litigation,  and  the 
peaue  and  harmony  of  his  family  and  business  relations  not  be  dis- 
turbed, but  such  is  not  this  case,  for  should  the  University  again  em- 
ploy Counsel  and  actively  engage  in  this  suit,  the  animosities,  the 
hatreds,  the  crimiuationB  and  recriminations  of  the  past,  now  happily 
in  a  great  measure  suppressed,  will  spring  up  again,  renewed  and 
i  ntensified. 

I  have  given  this  matter  much  thought  and  consideration,  have 
looked  upon  the  question  in  its  various  aspects,  seeking  only  for  the 
greatest  good  to  the  University.  And  in  seeking  for  that  good,  and  for 
the  proper  course  to  pursue  to  bring  it  about,  I  find  in  the  Proceedings 
of  this  honorable  Board,  in  the  meeting  of  October  last,  a  preamble 
and  resolution  adopted  by  this  Board,  which  so  fully  and  clearly  meet 
my  views  that  I  cannot  do  better  than  embody  them  in  my  report  and 
they  are  as  follows  : 

"  Whereas,  This  Board  unanimously  resolved  at  the  March,  1S79, 
meeting,  that  our  Counsel  be  instructed  that  it  is  not  the  wish  of  this 
Board  to  incur  the  expense  of  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Courl,  and 
further,  that  the  services  of  Counsel  being  no  longer  necessary,  all 
Counsel  be  and  are  hereby  discharged  ;  and 

"Whekgas,  Further,  the  amnunts  paid  to  lawyers  by  this  Boaard 
in  the  recent  litigation,  aggregated  not  far  from  $5,0CM) ;   and, 

"  Wbbbbab,  Any  further  expenditures  of  money  for  the  purpose  of 
litigation  would  be  an  unwarranted  waste  of  public  funds ;  and, 

"  Whbreas,  The  Supreme  Court  will  have  the  necessary  facts  before 
them,  and  cannot  be  supposed  to  be  improperly  influenced,  as  against 
the  University,  by  any  argument  which  may  be  presented ;  therefore, 

Reiolved,  That  no  further  expense  be  incurred  for  tht  employment 
of  Counsel,  and  that  the  services  of  all  Counsel  be  dispensed  with  in 
relation  to  the  case." 

This  action  meets  my  approval.  This  reeolution  relieved  the  peo- 
ple from  the  alarm  which  prevailed  that  this  relentless  and  bitter  con- 
troversy would  end  in  seriously  endangering  the  future  of  the  Univer- 
sity and  entail  upon  it  years  of  dissension  and  strife. 

In  my  humble  opinion,  that  resolution  and  the  action  of  this 
Board  thereon  is  the  only  solution  of  this  difficult  problem.  All  of 
the  reasons  that  could  then  be  urged  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  this 
preamhle  and  resolution,  in  whole  or  in  part,  apply  at  the  present  time 
with  even  greater  force,  for  now  that  this  strife  since  tliat  period  has 
been  greatly  allayed,  it  is  unwise  to  renew  it  again.  We  find  that  in 
nddition  to  the  $5,000  above  set  forth  for  legal  services  were  other 
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expenses,  amoantiag  to  about  {S.-'iOO,  making  a  total  of  about  $8,500, 
besides  a  cost  of  $4,000  to  the  State  for  Legislative  investigationa. 

The  position  therein  taken  that  "any  further  expenditure  of  money 
for  the  purpose  of  litigation  would  bean  unwarrantable  waste  of  public 
funds,"  is  in  my  humble  judgment  fortified  by  the  facts  and  is  impreg- 
nable, for  no  man  can  tell  where  this  suit  will  end  if  we  appear  in  the 

It  is  suggested  in  that  resolution  that  the  Supreme  Court  will  have 
the  facta  before  it,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  we  can  safely  trust  it  with 
them,  for  even  if  the  decree  should  be  somewhat  larger  than  it  now 
ia  it  would  not  exceed  the  amount  that  must  be  paid  out,  being  about 
1700  for  CoEmael  fees,  even  to  care  for  it  in  the  Supreme  Court. 

This  resolution  was  passed  in  October  last  by  a  majority  of  this 
Board,  by  men  who  bad  passed  through  all  or  nearly  all  of  this  bitter 
struggle  aad  knew  all  its  heights  and  depths,  and  I  think  we  can  safely 
confide  ia  their  judgment  then  and  there  expressed,  and,  knowing  the 
great  ability,  sound  judgment  and  inherent  honesty  of  purpose  of 
Regents  Cutcheon,  Eynd,  Climie,  Dufiield  and  Maltz,  I  am  gratified  to 
be  able  to  agree  so  fully  with  their  views  as  expressed  in  the  October 
resolution,  and  do  therefore  recommend  that  we  abide  by  the  resolu- 
tion then  adopted,  and  that  this  Board  talce  no  further  action  in  tbis 
matter. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

At  the  close  of  the  reading  of  the  above  report  by  Regent 
Van  Riper,  Regent  Grosvenor  moved  that  both  reports  from 
the  Special  Committee  on  Counsel  be  respectfully  received  and 
that  they  be  printed  in  the  minutes.     The  motion  prevailed. 

At  the  close  of  the  discussion  on  the  reports  of  the  Special 
Committee,  Regent  Cutcheon  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
majority  report.  Pending  a  vote  on  Regent  Cutcheon's  motion 
Regent  Grosvenor  and  Regent  Shearer  brieily  addressed  the 
Board  and  said  they  desired  a  little  more  time  for  considera- 
tion previous  to  recording  their  votes  upon  the  question  under 
discussion,  whereupon  Regent  E.  C.  Walker  moved  that  the 
matter  now  being  discussed  be  laid  on  the  table,  and  that  it  be 
made  the  special  order  for  2  o'clock,  p.  m.,  to-day.    Agreed  to. 

Regent  Climie  presented  the  following  resolution  : 

Rfwlved,  That  the  JTacuIty  of  the  Departaient  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery  are  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  an  assistant  in  the  Hospital 
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for  Dr.  D.Maclean;  also  an  assistant  for  Dr.  G.E.Frothinghara,and  one 
assistftnt  also  for  Drs.  E.  S.  Dunster  and  A.  B.  Palmer,  tlie  compensation 
for  such  services  to  be  determined  by  the  Committee  on  Medical 
Department. 

Regent  S.  S.  Walker  moved  that  the  resolution  of  Regent 
Climie  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Medical  Department, 
with  instructions  to  report  at  the  June  meeting  of  the  Board, 
which  was  agreed  to. 

The  following  resolution,  submitted  by  Regent  Ciimie,  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  there  shall  be  added  to  the  title  of  Aionzo  B.Pi\lmer, 
M.  A.,  M.  D.,  the  words  "and  Ciinioal  Medicine  ;"  to  the  title  of  (ieorge 
E.  Frotbingham,  M.  D.,  "and  Clinical  Ophthalmology ;"  to  the  title  of 
Edward  S.  Dunster,  M.  A.,  M.  D.,  "  and  Clinical  Gynecologj'." 

Regent  Climie  presented  the  following  resolution  and  asked 
that  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Medical  Department. 
The  request  was  granted,  and  the  resolution  was  as  follows: 

Eeso/ved,  That  the  Faculty  of  the  Homceopathit  Medical  College 
are  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  Secretary  of  said  Faculty  at  a  salary 
of  one  hundred  dollars  per  year,  commencing  first  day  of  Jnly  next. 

On  motion  of  Regent  Climie,  the  Board  took  a  recess  to  2 
o'clock,  p.  M.

The  Board  reassembled  in  the  room  of  the  President  at  2 
o'clock,  p.  M. 

Present :  a  full  Board. 

The  President  announced  the  special  order  of  business  to 
be  the  pending  motion  of  Regent  Cutcheon  to  adopt  the 
majority  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  appointment  of 
Counsel  in  the  suit  now  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  at 
Lansing. 

Regent  Van  Riper  stated  that,  previous  to  the  pending  vote 
being  taken,  he  desired  to  amend  the  minority  report  submitted 
by  him  at  the  morning  session,  by  striking  out  wliat  was  said 
in  reference  to  the  case  of  Woodward  vs.  Chester,  on  appeal 
from  Allegan  County,  and  printed  in  the  Northwestern  Reporter, 
vol.  4,  p.  713.     Leave  was  granted. 
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Regent  Cutcheon  requested  that  the  vote  on  the  adoption  of 
the  report  submitted  by  him  at  the  morning  session,  and  made 
the  special  order  for  this  hour,  be  now  taken.     Agreed  to. 

The  roll  being  called,  the  result  was  as  follows ; 

Ayes— Regents  E.  C.  Walker,  Cutcheon  and  S.  8.  Walker. 

Nays — Regents  Climie,  Dnfiield,  Van  Riper,  Grosvenor  and 
Shearer. 

The  report  was  declared  not  adopted. 

Regent  Van  Riper  moved  the  adoption  of  the  minority 
report  of  the  Committee,  submitted  and  read  by  him  at  the 
morning  session. 

Pending  a  vote  on  the  adoption  of  the  minority  report, 
Regent  Grosvenor  moved  to  lay  it  upon  the  table.  Regent 
Van  Riper  asked  leave  to  withdraw  his  motion  to  adopt  his 
report,  which  wag  granted.  Regent  Grosvenor's  motion  to  lay 
upon  the  table  then  prevailed. 

Regent  Cutcheon  submitted  the  following  report  and  reso- 
lution, which  were  adopted,  nem.  con.: 

The  undersigneti,  the  Exeeulive  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  resohition  of  Regent  Eynd  at  the  special  meeting  of  the  Board  in 
February  last,  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Whereas,  We  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  lectures  in  the  Law 
Department  are  irregular  and  frequently  omitted  by  dilTerent  Profes- 
sors for  many  days  and  even  weeks  at  a  time,  to  the  great  detriment 
of  that  department;  therefore, 

Besolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  directed  to  inquire 
into  the  facta  and  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  this  Board  the  extent 
to  which  this  habit  of  absenting  themselves  from  duty  at  the  regular 
lecture  hours  has  been  practiced  by  the  Professors  in  the  Law  Depart- 
ment, and  report  the  delinquency,  if  any,  of  each  and  every  Professor 
in  that  Department,  as  near  as  the  same  can  be  ascertained  during  the 
present  college  year ;— would  respectfully  report  that  they  have  endeav- 
ored to  perform  the  duty  assigned  to  them  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 

That  owing  to  an  entire  want  of  specification  as  to  time,  extent,  or 
manner  or  cause  of  the  irregularities  referred  to  in  the  resolution,  and 
no  one  having  come  forward  to  furnish  any  specifications,  we  have  been 
able  to  prosecute  our  inquiry  only  in  a  general  manner. 

We  have  called  the  attention  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Law  Depart- 
ment to  the  resolution  in  question,  and  have  received  from  them  the 
annexed  report,  marked  "Exhibit  A,"  also  a  schedule  of  the  lectures 
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delivered  in  the  Department  during  the  paat  two  yeare  hereto  attached, 
marked  "Exhibit  B." 

From  these  schedules  and  reports,  as  well  as  from  euch  other  evi- 
dence as  we  have  been  able  to  obtain,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
information, upon  which  said  resolution  was  based,  was  erroneous,  and 
that  the  Faculty  of  the  Law  Department  have  discharged  their  duty 
with  fidelity  in  accordance  with  the  understanding  at  the  time  they 
were  called  into  the  service  of  the  University. 

In  this  connection  we  would  report  that  when  the  Law  Department 
was  organized  in  1859,  Judges  Cooley  and  Campbell  were  both  then, 
as  now,  connected  with  the  Supreme  Court,  and  we  do  not  doubt  that 
it  was  for  that  reason  in  part,  that  they  were  called  as  Professors  in  the 
infent  Law  School. 

It  is  unquestionably  true  that  they  were  called  with  the  distinct 
understanding  that  their  connection  with  the  Supreme  Court  was  to 
continue  ;  and  that  as  the  sessions  of  the  Supreme  Court  occurred  in 
October  and  January  of  each  year,  during  the  sessiona  of  the  Law 
School,  it  would  be  necessary  for  them  to  be  absent  for  some  time  dur- 
ing each  term  of  the  Law  School. 

During  the  entire  period  of  the  existence  of  the  Law  School 
extending  over  a  spaceof  twenty  years,  the  practice  has  been  in  accord- 
ance with  this  underslanding. 

That  it  has  worked  no  serious  del riment  to  the  School  is  evidenced 
by  the  fact  that  within  this  short  period  and  under  these  same  instruc- 
tors and  largely  if  not  chiefly  through  their  influence,  the  school  has 
become  the  lai^est  Law  School  upon  the  continent,  excepting  only 
Columbia,  which  is  located  in  the  heart  of  New  York  city  and  draws 
its  students  chie8y  from  the  law  offices  of  that  metropolis ;  and  finan- 
cially has  become  not  only  self-supporting,  but  it  is  at  the  present  time 
yielding  a  large  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  other  Departments  of 
the  University. 

This  arrangement  does  not  deprive  the  School  of  any  of  its  regu- 
lar lectures  or  instruction,  but  simply  modifies  the  order  of  the  lec- 
tures, which  we  are  satisfied  may  be  done  without  any  injurious  efi'ects 
either  to  the  School  or  the  students. 

In  closing  this  report  we  desire  to  express  our  conviction  that  the 
distinguished  gentlemen  who  have  so  successfully  conducted  the  Law 
School  for  twenty  years,  and  have  done  so  much  to  extend  and  increase 
the  reputation  and  influence  of  this  University,  have  been  faithful  to 
their  duties,  and  with  a  genuine  affection  for  the  great  School  they 
have  done  so  much  to  build  up,  they  will  omit  nothing  in  their  power 
to  add  to  its  fame  and  usefulness  in  the  future. 

We  submit  the  followinj;  resolution  : 
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Reiolved,  That  it  is  not  advisable  to  inaugurate  any  change  in  the 
practice  which  has  obtained  ever  since  the  organization  of  the  Law 
School,  in  retaining  the  services  of  memliers  of  the  Faculty  connected 
with  the  Supreme  Court,  and  allowing  such  arrangement  'if  lectures 
amor^  Professors  as  will  allow  them  to  attend  upon  the  sessions  of  the 
Supreme  Court  occurring  during  the  lecture  term.

Regents  : 

Sir:  Eeferr'ng  to  your  letter  calling  upon  the  members  of  the  Fac- 
ulty of  Law  for  information  respecting  supposed  irregularities  in  giving 
instruction  in  the  department  within  the  last  two  years,  the  under- 
signed beg  leave  to  report : 

Fvnl.  There  have  been  no  such  irregularities  whatever.  The 
undersigned  have  given  the  regular  courses  of  lectures,  and  the  usual 
supplementary  instruction,  and  were  not  aware  until  after  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Eegents  that  the  fact  was  questioned. 
Reviewing  their  course  at  this  time,  they  believe  the  suggestion  to  the 
contrary  to  be  entirely  without  foundation  in  fact. 

As  your  letter  does  not  call  attention  to  any  particular  supposed 
delinquencies,  it  would  perhaps  be  proper  for  us  to  conclude  the  report 
here.  But  as  the  undersigned  have  been  informed  that  the  resolution 
of  the  Board  of  Eegents,  which  was  the  occasion  for  your  leiter  was 
based  upon  reports  of  absences  from  the  University  of  member.^  of 
this  faculty,  and  certain  supposed  occasions  when  a  single  lecture  in  a 
day  WHS  delivered  instead  of  two,  the  undersigned  further  report. 

That  it  is  perfectly  true  tiiat  the  members  of  this  Faculty  have  not 
regularly  at  all  times  remained  in  Ann  Arbor  in  attendaace  upon  the 
"University  during  the  lecture  season.  But  they  say  in  respect  thereto 
that  their  attendance  has  been  in  exact  conformity  to  the  original 
understanding  when  the  two  senior  members  of  the  Faculty  were 
appointed :  an  understanding  which  they  have  never  been  requested  to 
change  or  depart  from.  The  understanding  referred  to  was  that  the  two 
members  then,  as  now,  connected  with  the  Supreme  Court  would  neces- 
sarily be  compelled  by  official  duties  to  be  absent  from  the  "University  for 
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a  portion  of  the  College  year,  and  that  the  several  professors  shoiiid 
therefore  bo  at  liberty  to  arrange  between  themselves  respecting  the 
time  when  they  severally  should  lecture,  taking  eare  only  that  at  all 
times  one  of  the  professors  should  be  on  hand  with  the  clasa.  On  ao 
other  understanding  could  Professors  Campbell  andCooley  have  accept- 
ed or  retained  their  positions,  and  probably  on  no  other  understanding 
would  the  Regents  have  desired  it. 

That  it  is  true  tliat  on  one  day  during  the  present  session  a  single 
lecture  only  was  delivered.  The  day  was  Ihe  tirst  after  Thanksgiving 
andthereasonfor  delivering  but  one  was  that  it  was  found  a  majority  of 
the  students  had  not  returned.  It  seemed  but  proper  and  ju8t  under 
the  circumstances  to  omit  the  regular  lectures,  and  give  one  out  of  the 
r^ular  course,  wiiich  was  done.  The  omission  was  made  up  on  a  subse- 
quent College  day  when,  instead  of  giving  a  vacation,  as  was  done  in 
the  Department  of  Literature,  Science  and  the  Arts,  Prof.  Kent  gave 
lectures  in  the  course.  And  it  may  not  beimproper  in  this  connection 
to  state  that  several  extra  lectures  were  given  last  year.

Genlkmen  .-—Yonr  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  matter  of  the  enlargement  of  the  Laboratory,  have 
carefully  considered  this  matter,  and  have  had  preliminary  sketches 
made  for  the  proposed  additional  story.  We  find  that  the  needs  of

resignation.  Your  Committee,  impressed  with  the  importance  of 
retaining  Judge  Cooley  as  Professor  in  the  Law  School,  and  believing 
that  the  labors  now  performed  by  him  are  onerous  and  greater  than 
he  should  be  required  to  perform,  respectfully  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolution. 

Remlved,  Tliat  the  Committee  on  the  Law  Department  be  and  are 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  such  re-arrangement  of  the 
work  of  the  Law  Department,  as  they  (the  faculty  of  that  department) 
may  desire,  with  full  power  to  put  such  plans  in  execution,  including 
the  power  to  employ  additional  help  either  in  the  department  of 
imttruction  or  admiiJiHt ration.

To  the  Honorabh  the  Board  of  Rpgenla  : 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  hTewith  to  lay  beJore  you  the 
written  records  of  cases  treated  and  results  attained  at  the  Kui^iual 
cllnique  during  the  session  just  closed. 

Two  hundred  and  forty  indivJua!  cases  are  here  reported. 

Of  that  number  a  very  lai^e  proportion  have  been  presented  to 
the  i-lase  on  several  different  occasions,  for  the  purpose  of  illustrating 
the  various  phases  assumed  by  their  caj^es  and  the  idterations  in 
treatment  thereby  rendered  necessary. 

An  importiint  public  clinic  has  been  held  every  Wednesday  and 
Saturdayduriiig  the  entire  term,  and  since  the  cf>mplelion  of  the  new 
amphitheatrf  a  daily  clinic  has  been  held,  and  there  has  never  been 
any  scarcity  of  practical  work  to  do. 

From  the  accompanying  records  it  will  !ippear  that  a  large  num- 
ber o(  important  operations  have  been  performed,  and  almost  every 
form  of  surgical  affection  hRS  been  presented  and  its  treatment  prac- 
tically illustrated. 

The  following  is  a  condensed  summary  of  the  more  important 

Abtciu. — Ten  cases.  Of  these  two  were  lumbar  abscesses  of  long 
standing,  and  both  recovered,  aithougli  this  form  of  abscess  is  one  of 
the  most  fatal. 

One  case  involved  the  hip  joint,  the  patient  being  a  child  of  six 
years.  One  involved  the  kidney,  and  had  lasted  since  the  war,  and 
was  complicated  with  extensive  disease  of  other  orjians,  especially  the 
liver,  which  had  undergone  extensive  fatty  degeneration.  In  this  case 
the  abscess  of  the  kidney  waw  opened  and  a  quart  of  pus  evacuated 
with  great  relief  to  the  patient.  Unfortunately  his  other  ailments 
were  irremediable,  and  he  gradually  grew  weaker  and  died  sis  weeks 
from  the  dale  of  operation. 

All  the  other  cases  of  abscess  recovertd. 

Cancer. — Of  this  disease  twenty-oue  cases  have  applied  for  relief. 
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Of  this  number  fifteen  are  recorded  as  diamiBsed  cured.  It  is  not 
meant  by  this  tljat  immunity  from  the  return  of  the  disease  is  secured 
in  every  case  ;  but  that  at  present  they  are  entirely  relieved  from  all 
appearani*  of  the  disease.  These  reatilts  we  obtained  fir  the  moat 
part  by  pliicing  the  patient  under  the  influence  of  chloroform  and  then 
performing  a  careful,  ileliberate,  and  thorough  excision.  In  a  few 
cases  excision  wns  not  practicable,  and  ii;  these  escharotic  or  caustic 
plasters  were  resorted  to.  This  form  of  treatment  however  is  more 
tedious  and  painful  iind  much  less  satisfactory  than  that  by  excision, 
and  is  therefi>re  reserved  for  cases  which  are  unsuitable  fur  excision, 
owing  either  to  their  situation  or  their  form  Of  tlie  cases  not  cured 
two  were  dismissed  relieved,  and  four  were  beyond  the  aid  of  surgery 
and  were  dismissed  with  iii8trUi:tiona  for  palliating  their  sufferings 
during  the  brief  remainder  of  life.  It  seems  proper  to  state  here  that 
the  lai^e  majority  of  these  patients  suffering  from  cancer  had  pre- 
vious to  their  coming  to  Ann  Arbor  been  subjected  to  painful,  ineffec- 
tual and  expensive  treatment  by  individuals  who  call  themselves 
cancer  doctors,  and  who  advertise  themselves  widely  through  the 
public  prints  and  otherwise. 

The  history  given  I ly  these  patients  is  simply  heart-rending.  A 
good,  fair  example  is  at  present  in  the  hospital  ;  a  bright  and  intelli- 
gent woman,  who  gives  a  fearful  account  of  the  suffering  she  has 
endured  at  the  hands  of  the  above  named  class  of  quacks. 

Tumors. — Twenty-nine  cases  of  Tumors  have  have  been  treated 
during  the  session.  Of  these /ourteen  were  removed  by  operation,  six 
by  tapping  and  drainage,  three  by  administration  of  absorbent  reme- 
edies  internally,  and  six  were  regarded  as  untreatable. 

Of  the  Ireatable  cases  all  recovered  except  one,  namely,  the  case  of 
Mrs.  Ginther,  who  came  herewith  her  doctor  and  members  of  her 
family  and  insisted  upon  having  the  operation  of  ovariotomy  per- 
formed, although  she  was  then  thoroughly  exhausted, very  despondent, 
and  tired  of  life.  Every  care  was  taken  in  the  performance  of  the 
operation  and  in  the  after-treatment,  but  the  patient  gradually  sank 
and  died  on  the  fourth  day.  The  tumor  weighed  thirty-six  pounds, 
and  involved  both  ovaries. 

The  other  coses  operated  upon  were  most  intere'-liii^  and   impor- 

One  was  situated  in  the  upper  jaw  of  an  old  lady,  and  involved  the 
removal  of  the  whole  of  one  side  of  fhat  bone ;  another  was  situated 
in  the  lower  jaw  and  necic  nf  a  man  i[i  the  prime  of  life,  and  was 
removed  with  one-half  of  the  lower  jaw.  Both  of  these  patients  have 
entirely  recovered,  and  in  the  accompanying  photograph  album  ■vill 
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be  found  a  very  accurate  photograph  of  the  latter  t-ase  (the  lower  jaw), 
one  liketiestt  having  been  executed  before,  and  the  other  after  the 
operation.  In  the  album  will  be  found  also  illustrations  of  most  of 
the  Rases  of  tumor  operated  upon,  and  tbe  results  attained. 

Necrosis.— S\ne\eea  oases  of  Necrosis,  or  death  of  Ihe  bone  from 
inflammation,  will  be  found  in  the  records. 

Of  that  number  twelve  are  marked  dismissed  cured,  five  dismissed 
in  proi:es8  of  recovery,  and  one  died,  the  latter  being  an  old  man 
named  Cook,  sent  here  by  the  supervisor  at  Burch  Run.  A  slight 
operation  for  Necrosis  of  the  bones  of  the  foot  was  performed  on  him 
from  which  he  no  doubt  soon  would  have  recovered,  but.  symptoms  of 
brain  dispase  very  aoon  supervened,  and  he  died  comatosp  ten  days 
after  his  operation. 

The  great  majority  of  cases  of  Necrosis  owe  their  origin  to  exijos- 
ure  to  cold  and  wet, and  many  are  directly  traceable  to  bathing  in  the 
open  air  at,  night  and  slaving  too  long  in  the  water. 

Stom  in  the  Bladder.— Toot  very  interesting  cases  of  this  affection 
appear  in  the  records.  In  each  of  these  cases  the  operation  of  lithot- 
omy was  performed,  and  in  each  case  immediate  relief  and  rapid 
recovery  followed. 

Attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  case  of  L.  F.  Mead  (No.  IV 
in  the  list  of  atone  cases).  This  patient  states  that  although  he  came 
to  Ann  Arbor  to  see  me,  he  was  inveigled  into  the  Homceopathic  hos- 
pital and  kept  there  for  nearly  tliree  weeks,  taking  little  pills  all  the 
time  without  his  disease  having  been  detected,  or  any  relief  afforded. 

Accompanying  the  records  are  the  specimens  of  calculus  removed 
in  each  of  the  cases  recorded. 

Bydrocele.— Eight  cases  of  this  common  and  annoying  affection  are 
reporled  in  full.  In  each  case  the  operation  of  tapping  and  injection 
of  the  strongest  tincture  of  iodine  was  practiced,  and  in  each  case  tbe 
result  was  a  complete  and  permanent  cure. 

Varicocele. — Six  cases,  all  effectually  remedied  by  excising  a  large 
section  of  the  scrotum.  A  safe,  simple  and  efficacious  method  of  treat- 
ment. 

Slridure  of  the  Urelhra.—Sis  very  instructive  cases.  Three  were 
cured  by  dilatation  and  three  by  division  externally  on  a  grooved 
staff'.    (Syme). 

TViimi'Bts. — Five  cases;  all  cured  by  circumcision,  an  operation 
which  ought,  in  my  opinion,  to  be  performed  a''  a  hygienic  precaution, 
on  every  boy  who  has  a  long  foreskin. 

Enlarr/ed  Proetate.—Faar  cases,  o(  whi  -h  one  was  dismissed  cured 
and  three  relieved.  Catheteriain  and  eriot  internally  were  the  chief 
methods  resorted  to,  which  are  always  intractable. 
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OystUiiB,  or  Injiamittalion  of  the  Bladder. — Three  fases.  Tho  were 
effectually  relieved  by  careful  diet  and  local  treatmaiit,  niich  as  ayr- 
ingiug  out  the  bladder.  One  ciise  was  coinplicjited  with  abscess  ol'  the 
kidney,  and  is  still  under  treatment  and  obHervLition. 

Hemorrlrnds. — Seven  cases.  All  cured  by  ligature  or  tlie  scisnors. 
or  both  combined. 

Fissure  of  Rectum. — One  case.  Cured  by  ;i,  simple  and  painless 
incision,  and  dilating  the  sphincter  by  bougies. 

Fistula  in  Ano. — Five  cases.  Four  were  cured  by  division  with  the 
knife,  and  one  was  not  treated,  owing  to  the  existence  of  advanced 
tubercular  disease  of  the  lungs, 

ftors.— Ten  <'iises.  Six  ilismlssed  cured  iind  four  in  process  of 
recovery. 

These  cases  illnstrated  severally  the  more  common  and  some  of 
theseverer  forms  of  ulcer,  and  the  effect  ol'  various  methods  of  treatment 
were  tested  in  their  management. 

Harelip. — SiK  cas  h.  All  remedied  iiiire  nr  Ic^s  siitittfactovily  by 
the  usual  methods. 

ffiffua,  or  Birtlimnrk.—'L'w->  cases  Both  removed  by  electro- 
cautery. 

OlaTidu'.ar   Eiibirgemfnl.—  FimT   i;afee,*.     Treated    and    relieved   by 

Spina  Bili-}a.—Oue  case.     Untrealablc. 

Erdarged  Toiisiifi.— Three  ca-ses.  Treated  by  excision  and  followed 
by  immediate  cure. 

Elongated  Uvula. — Two  cases.  Treated  in  the  same  way  as  the 
enlarged  tonsils  and  with  the  same  result. 

Paralysie. — Two  cases.     Treated  by  clfctricily  and  relieved. 

i^prfflin. — Two  cases.  Treated  by  piissivc  movi'iiieiits  an-l  electricity 
and  effectually  relieved. 

Concusdon  of  Brain. — One  i;ase.  A  little  boy  who  was  dragged  a 
distance  of  three  blocks  by  a  mnawiiy  horse.  He  was  brought  to  the 
hospital  unconscious  on  S.itnrday  night  and  died  Sunday  night.  No 
operation  was  indicated. 

Senile  fiangrene.— One.  case.     Diemisped  with  advice. 

Club-foot. — Twelve  cases  were  operaled  upon  and  dismissed  with 
a  good  prospect  of  cure  in  each  case. 

Wryneck. — Six  cases.  In  four  an  operation  wai;  performed  which 
consisted  in  the  subcutaneous  division  of  the  hernocleido  mastoid 
musc'e  in  the  neck.  In  the  other  two  cases  an  artiticial  muscle  was 
applied  with  the  expectation  of  overcoming  the  defcrmity  wilhout  an 
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The  lour  eases  operated  upon  recovered  rapidly  from  the  opera- 
tion, and  the  deformity  is  gradually  diminishing  and  will  entirely 
disappear  in  time.  One  of  the  most  aggravated  of  theae  uases  is  illus- 
trated  in  the  photograph  album. 

Spinal  Disease.- -Elghi  cases.  Six  of  ante ro- posterior  curvature  and 
two  of  lateral  curvature. 

Of  the  former  class  gieat  relief  was  afforded  in  every  cas-'  by  the 
use  of  the  plaster  of  Paris  jackets  combined  with  constitutional  treat- 
ment. By  these  means  not  only  is  the  life  saved,  but  great  paiu  and 
dreadful  deformity  are  avoided. 

In  the  cases  of  lateral  curvature  good  results  were  obtained  in 
each  ca^e  by  sy.^tematlc  muscular  exercise,  combined  also  in  one  of 
the  cases  with  the  use  of  I  he  plaster  jacket. 

Didocatiims. — Four  cases,  aa  follows:  One  of  the  hip  joint,  of  three 
months' standing.  A  determined  effort  to  effect  reduction  was  made 
under  chloroform,  but  no  change  could  be  made  in  the  position  of 
the  dislocated  bone,  owing  to  the  formation  of  dense,  unyielding  adhe- 

One  was  a  dislocation  of  the  shoulder  joint,  of  three  weeks'  stand- 
ing, in  a  woman  aged  flfly-three.  Reduciion  aecomplished  most  sat- 
isfactorily. 

TwowPie  cases  of  neglected  dislocation  of  the  elbow  joint,  in 
which  that  joint  had  been  permitted  to  remain  unreduced  until  the 

In  one  of  these,  by  careful  and  persistent  passive  movements  and 
the  application  of  force  under  chloroform,  a  useful  degree  of  motion 
at  the  elbow  was  secured. 

In  the  other  (a  man  of  thirty-eighl  years)  resection  was  found 
necessary  and  «*as  performed.  The  patient  recovered  with  a  useful  arm 
although  stiff  and  bent  at  a  right  anjjle.  It  may  be  noted  here  that  of 
eight  cases  of  resection  of  the  elbow  joint  performed  at  this  clinic 
every  one  has  recovered  with  a  perfect  joint,  except  the  case  here 
recorded,  and  in  this  case  the  result  was  highly  satisfactory  to  the 
patient  himself. 

Ununited  Fracture — Two  cases,  as  follows;  One  of  the  thigh,  in  the 
person  of  a  lumberman,  who  came  here  on  erutches  from  Leroy, 
Michigan,  for  the  purpose  of  having  his  useless  burdensome  limb 
amputated.  Fortunately  this  severe  remedy  was  avoided  by  adminis- 
tering chloroform,  refracturing  and  resetting  the  injured  limb.  He 
remained  in  hospital  six  weeks  and  returned  to  his  home  with  a 
sound  and  useful  limb. 

His  photograph,  taken  before  and  after  his  operation,  appears  in 
the  album. 
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The  other  Mse  of  iiniinited  fracture  involved  the  bones  of  the  lea', 
and  wiis  the  result  of  ii  uio^r  severe  oompoaiid  I'omniiriuted  and  com- 
plicated Fracture  produced  by  a  runawiiy  Iiorse  a  year  ago. 

Several  expedients  were  resorted  tu  in  this  case,  including  the 
operation  of  sawiug  off  the  ununited  I'uds  of  bone,  but  unfortunately 
union  has  not  yet  taken  place,  nor  is  titers  much   pro-^pei-t  of  its  ever 

Compound  Commimited  Froawex  of  the  Lrg. — Two  oasew.  In  both 
the  injury  was  the  result  of  a  railroad  accident,  ;ind  in  both  amputa- 
tion below  the  knee  was  perfonned,  and  in  both  the  pattenU^  made  a 
rapid  recovery. 

CoUes  Fracture. — Une  case,  which  served  to  illustrate  the  sound- 
ness of  Ihe  most  recent  teachings  of  patholt^y  in  regard  to  this 
injury. 

Adheeion  of  Ihi:  Soft  Palatf  to  the  Posterior  Walt  of  Ike  PImrynx. — 
One  case.  A  most  uncoramon  affection.  Kemadied  in  this  case  by 
cutting  the  tissues  anart  and  preventing  their  readhesion  by  keeping 
rubber  tubing  between  thpir  surfaces. 

The  rubber  tubes  were  paftsed  in  through  eauh  no.^tril  and  out  of 
the  mouth  and  retained.    The  result  was  completelv  satisfactory. 

i^ovitU  iif  VarioiiK  Joints,  More  Kepecially  tlie.  Knee  and  Elbow, — 
Nine  cases,  treated  by  plaster  casts,  or  by  cauterization,  or  by  exten- 
sion, or  by  constitutional  remedies. 

AH  dismissed  cured, or  in  a  fair  way  to  become  so,  with  one  excep- 
tion, as  follows :  The  patient  bad  suffered  many  years  from  scrofulous 
degeneration  of  ihe  knee  joint,  iiiid  insisted  upon  amputation  of  the 
thigh  as  the  speediest  means  of  getting  well.  The  operation  was 
accordingly  performed,  and  within   a  moulh   he  was  di^^miesed  cured. 

Anchylosis  of  Oiiti  Side  {tJie  Right)  of  the  Lovier  Jav:. — A  vPry  remark- 
able case,  of  which  a  full  history  appears  in  the  record.  The  wnchy- 
losis  was  the  result  of  scarlet  fever  sixleen  years  ayo,  since  which 
time  patient  has  only  been  able  to  open  his  mouth  to  the  exfent  of 
one  quarter  of  an  inch,  .iiid  cvpn  thi-"  degree  of  movement  teems  in 
danger  of  being  lost. 

Tbe  treatment  consisted  in  cutting  out  a  wedge-shaped  portion 
of  the  jaw  on  the  affected  side  and  then  keeping  up  passive  move- 
ments until  a  perfect  new  joint  had  formed.  The  patient  was  admit- 
ted February  22,  and  dismis.sed  cured  March  15,  IKHll. 

Amhi/losii  of  Left  Elbow  Joint.— i)ne  r.iuin.  The  re.^iilt  of  a  gun-shot 
wound  received  in  ISd-'i  Tiie  arm  wais  not  only  useles.*!,  but  exceed- 
insly  painful,  consequently  amputation  was  performed  at  the  middle 
of  the  arm,  and  the  patient  was  dismissed  cured  in  three  weeks. 
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Periostitis,  or  JnlhimMul'nm '■/ the  Mi-iul^.-^ine  (Meriny   /^^Mr.— Tlireu

In  the  othei's  the  disease  was  more  <;hrunur,  and  iji  tliem  tlit  uet- 
ual  cjiiitei-j'  or  i-oil-lmt  iron  was  :i|iplieci  iinciur  chlDriil'^rm,  aud 
afforded  hnioediate  and  periuaimnl  I'eliyC. 

Hip  Joint  £>(aeuatf. —.Seven  casts. 

In  one  resectiiin  was  performed  aud  ihe  i.;itieiil  lefl  llie  luispital 
improved,  although  owiutr  to  the  iiivoKeinun!  ol  Ihe  pelvic  bones,  the 
prospects  for  ulliuialu  rei'ovefv  werii  nol  jjood. 

In  one  case  ii  1  a ri;e  abscess  was  upened  aud  exfens'iin  a|i|died  wnd 
the  general  health  toned  up  and  the  jialh-iil,  achihl  of  six  yeirs,  has 
made  a  brilliant  rec.ivery.

The  other  caes  were  effeaiially  relievctl  by  rest  ;iiid  extenrion, 
and  the  nitimate  application  of  Mayres'  tplinl. 

SciMica. — Ojie  laiwe  of  a  niii-it  obstinate  and  s-vcji-e  character. 

All  other  remedies  having  been  tried  in  vain,  the  comparatively 
new  aud  liire  o|>eralion  of  Qerve-slretehinn  wa«  rnsorted  to  with  Ihe 
effect  of  atfonlinj;  immediate  and  permanent  reliel. 

It  is  hoped  thiit  hrief  and  fragmentary  as  this  wynop-is  unavoida- 
bly is,  it  neverthelesa  may  atforil  somerhing  like  a  salisfaotory  basis 
on  whii:h  to  form  a  just  opinion  of  the  extent  and  naturu  of  the  clin- 
ical work  performed  in  the  department  of  S-.irgery.  All  of  which  U 
most  respectlully  Mibmttted.

Gentlemen — In  behalf  of  the  Homieopathic  College  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Michigan,  I  transmit  herewith  a  synopsis  of  the  general  Educa- 
tional Clinical  work  done  in  this  department  for  the  year  ending  June 
30, 1880. 

CouKSE  OP  iNSTKtrcriON'. — The  Course  of  Inatmction  just  terminated 
has  been  more  satisfactory  both  to  Faculty  and  Students,  than  that  of 
any  previous  session  and  the  number  of  matriculates  have  increased 
over  that  of  any  preceding  year.  The  educational  coarse  has  been  more 
comprehensive  and  thorough  the  past  session  than  any  preceding 
term,  owing  to  our  recent  hospital  accommodations  and  more  extended 
clinical  facilities. 

Materia  Mbdica. — The  Chair  of  Materia  Medica  has  delivered  dur- 
ing the  term  72  lectures  exclusive  of  repetitions  which  aggregate  144 
didactic  lectures  for  the  session  of  nine  months. 

Theory  and  Practice.— The  Chair  of  Theory  and  Practice  has  given 
72  lectures  and  repretitions,  which  amount  to  144  delivered  during  the 
session;  these,  together  with  the  clinical  work  done  by  the  same  chair 
give  an  additional  72  hours.  As  an  addenda  to  this  chair  Professor 
Wilson  has  given  20  didaciio,  and  has  added  about  40  clinical  lectures 
on  the  Diseases  of  the  Eye  and  Ear,  making  a  total  of  about  2S0  lectures 
deUvered  by  that  chair  during  the  seHsion. 

The  SiTRGicAL  Chaib. — The  work  of  this  chair  has  been  adapted  as 
far  as  possible  to  the  Graded  Course ;  one  half  of  the  term  has  been 
devoted  to  teaching  the  Principles  of  Sargenj  and  Minor  Surgery;  the 
remainder  to  Operative  Surgery  including  a  review  of  the  former, 
making  72  first  lectures,  which  with  Ihe  seconds  give  the  total  of  144 
lectures;  these  with  the  clinical  work  twice  a  week  of  one  and  a  iialf 
hour  each,  give  a  grand  total  of  252  clinical  and  didactic  lectures  dur- 
ing the  term  of  one  hour  each. 

Gyn. ECOLOGICAL  AND  OssTBXBic  Chair. — Since  the  appointment  of 
Professor  H.  C.  Allen  by  the  Faculty  to  the  Ckalr  of  DiMOnen  of  Children, 
Obtteirical  and  Gynmaologico,!  Diseases,  created  by  the  Board  of  Regents  in 
March  last,  there  have  been  delivered  in  this  important  branch  of 
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medicine  about  'M  didactic  lectures,  exclusive  of  about  the  Kame  num- 
ber of  clinical  hours  devoled  to  the  Irealmeni  of  Ike  diaea»ei  indicated 
by  this  specialty,  making  in  tlie  aggregate  a  total  of  60  lectures  clinical 
and  didactic  on  these  significant  topics.

our  school  through  it*,  friends  and  patrons 

Hosi'iTAL  Work.— Since  the  opening  of  ike  Hospital  and  Amphitheatre 
and  the  conseiiuent  increase  in  the  number  of  patients,  the  Clinical 
staff  have  had  their  labors  lai^ly  multiplied.  The  uniform  success 
that  has  followed  their  ministrations,  promises  a  rich  harvest  of 
clinical  and  bed  side  practice  which  will  redound  largely  to  the  growth 
of  this  Department  of  the  University. 
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Siuoe  the  opening  of  Ihe  hospital,  its  beds  have  been  put  to  the 
everest  ('«( foraccommorUtJng  the  appUoautP,  and  severs!  limes  patients 
have  been  compelled  to  sleep  on  the  floor  and  frequently  aa  many  as 
three  or  four  have  occnpied  a  single  room. 

The  Faculty  therefore  request  the  Hoard  U)  tjsatnine  this  subject 
with  reference  to  mcrease  of  accommodation  for  private  palienU.  At  pres- 
ent there  is  only  one  room  that  can  be  devoted  to  this  |«rt  of  hospital 
work  which  has  embarraesed  the  iliuical  staff  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties. 

The  Geabed  CounsE.^In  accepting  the  conditions  of  the  graded 
course  recently  adopted  by  the  Board,  the  Faculty  have  issued  a  circu- 
lar to  the  profeMiort  setting  forth  the  schedule  of  studies  recommended, 
and  the  aim  and  purpose  of  the  extended  course.  In  accordance 
with  the  programme  laid  down,  tlie  lectures  on  Materia  Medica  are 
to  be  considerably  increased  in  number  to  meet  the  expressed 
wish  of  the  representative  men  in  our  profession  and  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  students  in  this  important  branch  of  study.  This 
will  necessitate  some  mutual  arrangement  between  the  two  schools 
for  tlie  proper  adjustment  of  the  additional  lectures  proposed,  Ihe 
rule  heretofore  being  that  there  should  be  a  correspondence  of  lectures 
in  the  two  schools  at  the  same  hour. 

Experimental  Patbogenecy  and  the  Preparation  ofEemedies  and 
their  physiological  action.  Two  branches  of  our  Materia  Medicii  which 
have  not  rpceived  the  attention  hitherto  tJiat  their  importance 
demands,  have  been  provided  for  the  teaching  of  this  chair  hereafter; 
and  the  Fflculty  request  that  the  Board  will  appropriate  sufficient  funds 
to  carry  on  this  important  work  that  up  to  this  time  has  been  a  dead 
letter. 

The  TsERAi^rTics  of  Gys^kcolooy  and  Obstbtricy — A  petiiion  was 
presented  to  the  Faculty  the  present  session  by  the  students  of  the 
Homoeopathic  College,  stating  that  they  were  di'prived  of  instruction 
in  this  interesting  branch  of  practice, and  werp  consequently  unpre- 
pared to  enter  upon  the  active  duties  of  their  profes^sion.  The  Board 
to  whom  this  subject  was  referred  promptly  created  a  chair  with  the 
view  of  having  this  important  branch  properly  taught.  The  Faculty 
were  empowered  to  All  this  chair,  without  compensation,  and  Dr.  H 
C.  Allen,  of  Detroit,  was  appointed,  and  entered  upon  its  important 
duties  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  both  the  Faculty  and  students.  The 
ability  and  fidelity  whiuh  he  brought  to  the  work  are  attested  partly 
by  the  summary  of  clinical  and  hospital  cases  treated  by  him  since 
his  advent  to  the  chair. 
The  Faculty  request  that  the  Board  will  make  this  chair  a  permanent 
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one  with  a  ita-ilulile  iipjirajn-iulion  for  its  iiia,liitiiiiiailue  lippeafter. 
E.\A>iiXATioKS. — Tiie  Faculiy,  with  llie  idea  of  jiiving  extended  pub- 
liuily  (o  the  tlioroiigh  teaohing  that  has  marked  this  Department  of 
the  I'niversity  the  past  year,  and  for  the  jiurpOBe  of  reviewing  the 
importaiit  subjects  gone  over  during  thn  long  session  of  nine  months, 
has  instituted  a  plan  of  " Kramination  reviews,"  beginning  on  the  7th 
day  of  June  and  terminaling  on  the  25th  day  of  the  month,  by  the 
Examining  Board.  The  plan  lias  proved  so  valuable  and  acceptable 
to  the  students  wlio  have  participated  in  it,  that  it  is  proposed  here- 
after to  beuin  sudi  reviews  on  the  first  of  June  for  the  benefit  of  all 
the  classes  in  "the  ijraded  couTm.''  This  work  was  not  participated  in 
by  all  the  Faculty,  which  was  the  cause  of  much  embarrassment  both  to 
teacher  and  pupil.  And  here  I  am  ■  umpelied  to  state  that  the  studied 
absence  of  one  of  the  Faculty  Professor  H,  A.  Jones,  from  Faculty  meet- 
ings, called  for  the  purpose  of  systematizing  and  perfecting  our  plan  of 
instruction  and  for  tiie  better  organization  of  our  llepartment,  has 
given  us  much  trouble  not  only  in  the  cducaliotial  work,  but  in  its 
harmoniouij  management. 

Thb  ExAsiiNiNG  BiiAHu. — The  appointment  of  the  Board  of  Exam- 
iners, has  produced  a  good  eliect  in  this,  that  it  lias  separated  to  a 
certain  extent  the  teaching  and  examining'  bodies,  and  has  given  an 
increased  value  to  the  Diploma  of  tiiis  College,  so  as  to  maice  it  sought 
after  by  those  students  of  medicine  who  prefer  a  thorough  and  syste- 
matic course  of  instruction.  This,  with  the  long  term  and  the  graded 
course,  has  placed  this  <!^ollege  at  the  very  front  of  Homa-opathic 
Schools  in  the  country,  and,  we  believe  that  with  a  united  and  zealous 
Faculty,  it  it  soon  destined  tobeooMe  the  best  patronised  school  in  the 

I  take  pleasure  in  attesting,  in  behalf  of  the  Faculty,  our  appreci- 
ation of  the  commendable  manner  in  which  the  Rraiaining  lionrd  has 
performed  its  functions,  and  the  earnestness  and  abilily  with  which  it 
has  accomplished  tlyi  work  allotted  to  it. 

THEEiiKEi,lIusErii,— In  consideration  of  a  long  personal  Iriendship 
with  the  occupant  of  the  Chair  of  Surgery  in  this  College,  J,  X.  Eikel, 
M.  D.,  of  San  Francit>co,  California,  has  generously  donated  §50,  and  a 
like  sum  to  be  paid  annually  to  establish  a  Museum  of  Anatomical  and 
Pathological  Specimens  for  the  sole  use  and  benefit  of  the  Honioio- 
pathic  Department. 

The  faculty  at  a  called  meeting  upiui  repre.^-entation.s  made  to  it 
passed  the  following  resolutions,  vin: 

'■Whkreas,  J.  N,  Eckel,  U.  D,,  of  San  Francisco,  California,  has 
isiy  placed  at  the  disposal  of  Professor  Franklin,  an  annual  fund 
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for  the  purchase  of  pathological  and  anatomical  specimens  for  the  use 
of  the  Homteopathic  Department  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  there- 
fore," 

"  Resolved,  That  the  money  so  generously  donated  be  expended  by 
Professor  Franltlin  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  preamble," 

"Resolved,  That  the  collection  thus  purchased  he  called  the 'B;fceJ 
Mweum  of  Pathological  and  Anatomival  Specimens' " 

Already  a  number  of  interesting  specimens  have  been  prepared, 
and  application  will  be  made  to  the  Bjard  for  a  suitable  case  to  contain 
tfaem. 

Attehdancb  Cards. — In  behalf  of  the  Faculty,  I  request,  that  the 
Board  will  take  some  action  touching  the  importance  of  giving  to  all 
of  our  class  who  attend  the  lectures  in  the  Department  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery  "attendance  cards"  showing  their  presence  at  such  lectures. 
This  is  the  rule  in  all  well  appointed  medical  schools,  and  the  absence 
of  it  works  injuriously  to  our  students,  in  this,  that  without  these 
cards  they  are  deprived  of  privileges  in  the  Canadian  schools  that 
others  enjoy,  possessing  them.  The  requirements  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  the  Hegistration  buTeaw  that  regu- 
lates the  Practice  of  Sledicine  and  Surgery  in  the  Canad as,  require 
these  ''attendance  certificates"  to  prove  the  qualifications  of  the  appli- 
cant for  a  license  to  practice  his  profession. 

Until  such  an  arrangement  is  entered  into  in  behalf  of  the  Homoso- 
pathic  College,  we  shall  be  deprived  of  the  patronage  ft  all  such 
students  from  the  Canadas  who  desire  to  become  matriculates  of  the 
Homceopathic  Department  of  this  University. 

Believing  that  the  Board  will  grant  the  above  requests  which  ate 
presented  so l''ly  for  the  best  interests  and  future  welfare  of  this  College.

During  the  progress  of  the  work  your  committee  deemed  it  advisable 
to  direct  that  the  roof  of  Ihe  south  wing  should  be  given  greater  pitch, 
and  did  so  order  at  an  extra  expense  of  $50.00.  Other  extras  may  be 
required,  but  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  $150  will  cover 
all  these. 

The  Laboratory,  from  present  prospects  will  be  ready  for  occupancy 
about  the  1st  of  October.  The  work  has  been  performed  by  the  con- 
tractor with  nnusual  good  faith,  and  promptness. 

The  [new  portion  of  the  walls  need  stopping  and  pencil  in  g^thirt 
will  cost  aboilt  S!4S0— and  to  finish   the  entire  walls  in  the  same  way 
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Your  Committee  respectfully  request  advice  as  to  this  fir.isliing  of 
thp  walls. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  and  the  liecreUry  of 
the  Board,  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  a  permanent  water  sup- 
ply, would  report^lhat  after  such  examination  and  enquiry  as  they 
have  been  able  to  make— they  are  of  the  opinion  that  no  change  at 
this  time  is  advisable,  and  that  thus  far  they  have  been  unable  to  im- 
prove the  present  plan  of  supply,  and  would  ask  for  further  time. 
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Accepted  and  ordered  printed  in  the  minutes. 

A  petition  numerously  signed,  praying  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  Dr.  Samuel  A.  .Jones,  Emeritus  Professor  of  Materia 
Medica,  in  the  Homceopathic  Medical  College,  was  presented  by 
Regent  Grosvenor. 

On  motion,  the  petition  wa^  referred  to  the  ('ommittee  on 
the  Medical  Department. 

Regent  Climie  submitted  the  following  resolution :

The  Board  of  Regents  assembled  in  adjourned  session,  in 
the  room  of  the  President,  at  7:30  o'clock  p.  m. 

Present — Acting  President  Frieze,  Regents  E.  C.  Walker, 
Climie,  S.  S.  Walker,  Duflield,  Vi\n  Riper,  Grosvenor  and 
Shearer, 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  approved  as  printed. 

The  annual  report  of  the  President,  prepared  by  acting 
President  Frieze,  was  received  and  read.  Regent  E.  C.  Walker 
in  the  chair.  At  the  close  of  the  reading  of  the  report,  together 
with  several  of  the  accompanying  papers.  Regent  Van  Riper 
moved  that  the  annual  report  of  Acting  President  Frieze  be 
accepted  and  printed  in  the  minutes;  and  that  the  papers 
accompanying  the  report  be  referred  to  appropriate  committees. 
The  motion  prevailed. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  Acting  President  Frieze. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Regents: 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  who  by  your  consent  has 
accepted  from  the  national  government,  for  alimited  period,  the 
office  of  Minister  to  China,  it  becomes  my  duty  as  Acting 
President,  to  report  the  state  of  the  University  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1880.  It  would  doubtless  have  been  extremely 
gratifying  to  the  President  to  present  to  you  in  person  the 
report  for  the  year  which  has  been  by  far  the  most  prosperous 
in  the  history  of  the  institution ;  the  ninth  year,  too,  of  his 
own  wise  and  able'  administration,  marked  by  the  steady 
advancement  of  the  University  in  the  great  work  for  which  it 
was  organized,  and  giving  abundant  promise  of  still  greater 
progress  in  the  future.    The  year  has  been  distinguished  by 
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largely  increased  attcntlance,  by  a  decided  improvement  in  all 
departments  of  the  University  in  the  standard  of  scholarship, 
and  by  uninterrupted  order  and  harmony  in  all  its  internal 
working. 

The  Faculties,  now  embracing  fifty-two  officers  of  instruc- 
tion, have  remained  nearly  unchanged.  Dr.  Henry  F.  Lyster, 
appointed  Lecturer  on  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine 
during  the  absence  of  Professor  Palmer,  resigned  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  fii'st  semester,  and  Professor  Pidmer,  to  whom 
leave  of  absence  had  been  granttd  for  a  yeiir,  was  recalled  from 
Europe.  Professor  George  8.  Morris  accepted  a  temporary 
appointment  to  fill  the  chair  of  Slodern  LangT.iages  during  the 
absence  of  Professor  AValter,  who  was  permitted  by  the  Board 
to  spend  the  first  semester  in  Paris.  Hon.  Alpheus  Felch, 
ex-Governor  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  was  appointed  to  the 
newly  established  Tappan  Professorship  of  Law.

Thus  the  total  of  attendance  exhibits  an  increase  of  54  over 
that  of  the  previous  year,  wliieh  itself  w.as  uoprecedented  in 
the  history  of  the  University.  This  increase  is  the  more  grati- 
fying inasmuch  as  it  has  taken  place  in  spite  of  more  stringent 
requirements  for  admission  and  graduation,  especially  in  the 
professional  schools. 

In  the  Department  of  Literature,  Science,  and  the  Arts  there 
were  '6  candidates  for  tlie  degree  of  Mining  Engineer;  for 
that  of  Civil  Engineer,  8;  Bachelor  of  Letters  (English),  23; 
Bachelor  of  Science,  45;  BLichelor  of  Philosophy,  35;  Bachelor 
of  Letters  (Latin),  63;  Bachelor  of  Arts,  210. 

In  connection  with  this  enumeration  it  is  worth  while  to 
observe  that  the  courses  of  study,  both  in  the  schools  of  the 
Slate  and  in  the  University,  are  so  organized  and  conducted 
that  there  is  no  difference  in  the  completeness  of  instruction 
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afFordecl  to  students  who  are  candidates  for  the  several  degrees, 
whether  classical  or  noii-classicul.  While  every  stuilent  in  the 
High  Schools  and  the  University  has  absolute  freedom  of  choice 
amongst  the  various  courses  or  lines  of  study  leading  to  differ- 
ent degrees,  the  facilities  for  learning  in  each  of  these  courses, 
the  privileges  and  the  honors,  are  as  nearly  equal  as  the  author- 
ities of  school  and  University  can  possibly  make  them.  If 
there  is  any  preference  manifested  in  either  direction,  that  pref- 
erence is  the  result  of  the  student's  own  judgment.  No  one  ia 
required  to  study  for  the  ckssii^al  degree  rather  than  for  another, 
nor  do  the  authorities  of  the  University  offer  any  special  induce- 
cements  for  the  pursuit  of  one  degree  rather  than  another. 
For  twenty-eight  years  the  University  has  placed  classical  and 
non-classical  studies  on  a  footing  of  absolute  equality,  both  in 
opportunities  for  acquirement  and  in  rewards  for  successfulattain- 
ment.  I  tiike  occasion  to  emphasize  tliis  fact,  because  of  the 
prevailing  misapprehension  which  exists  in  this  State  and 
elsewhere  as  to  the  relative  position  held  by  the  Ancient 
Languages  in  our  educational  plan. 

Two  facts  are  to  be  noted ;  first,  that  no  one  is  compelled,  in 
pursuing  his  education  through  the  courses  of  study  in  the 
schools  and  the  University,  to  spend  any  time  whatever  upon 
the  classical  languages;  and,  second,  even  if  the  student  chooses 
the  so-cailed  classical  course,  the  proportion  of  time  actually 
devoted  to  classical  studies  in  that  course,  is  but  a  small  fraction 
of  the  whole  time  given  to  his  education.  This  can  be  demon- 
strated at  once  by  reference  to  the  plan  of  studies  long  estab- 
lished in  our  graded  schools,  in  connection  with  that  of 
the  University. 

A  Michigan  boy  or  girl,  commencing  with  the  Primary 
School,  passing  through  the  High  School,  and  completing  a 
course  in  the  University  for  either  of  the  four  no n- professional 
degrees,  designated  as  Bachelors'  degrees,  spends,  on  the  average, 
about  sixteen  years  in  the  work  of  education. 

Of  the  four  plans  of  study  established  in  the  best  organized 
High  Schools,  and  connecting  with  each  of  the  four  plans  in  the 
University  leading  to  these  four  degrees,  one  (leading  to  the 
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degree  of  B.  L.)  admits  neither  Latin  nor  Greek;  a  second  (lead- 
ing to  B.  S.)  requires  in  tlie  High  School  an  elementary  course 
of  about  one  year  in  Latin,  as  a  preparation  for  the  understand- 
ing of  scientific  terms,  bat  requires  no  Latin  in  the  University;  a 
third  (lending  to  the  degree  of  B.  L.  Latin,  or  B.  P.)  requires 
Latin  in  the  High  School  and  University,  but  no  Greek;  and 
one  (leading  to  the  degree  of  B.  A.)  requires  both  Latin  and 
Greek  in  the  High  School  and  University.  Now,  the  por- 
centagca  of  time  spent  by  our  youth  on  the  average  in  the 
studies  of  the  Primary  School  and  of  these  four  courses  or 
plans  which  foUoiv  the  Primary  in  Iligli  School  and  University, 
that  is,  in  the  whole  sixteen  years  of  his  education  for  the  Bache- 
lor's degree,  are  as  follows :

This  table  represents  the  percentages  of  time  as  arranged  in 
the  best  schools  of  Michigan,  combined  with  those  of  the  Univer- 
sity. That  is, the  youth  who  passes  throughschool  and  University 
to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science,  gives  two  per  cent,  of  six- 
teen years  to  Latin,  eight  per  cent,  to  Modern  Languages,  and  all 
the  rest  of  his  time  to  English  and  scientific  studies.  The  can- 
didate for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Letters  in  English,  gives  no 
time  at  all  to  Ancient  Languages,  thirteen  per  cent,  to  Modern 
Languages,  and  all  the  rest  to  English  and  scientific  studies. 
The  Bachelor  of  Letters  in  Latin  gives  ten  per  cent.,  that  is 
a  little  more  than  one  year  and  a  half  in  sixteen,  to  Latin,  the 
same  to  Jlodern  Languages,  and  the  rest  of  his  time  to  English 
and  scientific  studies;  unless  he  choose  of  his  own  preference  to 
add  more  to  his  knowledge  of  Latin.    Lastly,  the  Bachelor  of 
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Arts  gives  twenty -two  per  cent.,  or  a  little  more  than  three  years 
in  the  sixteen,  to  classical  Btudies,  with  the  privilege  also  of 
adding  more  to  this  kind  of  study  if  he  prefer  to  do  so.  The 
remainder  of  his  time,  too,  that  is,  a  little  less  than  thirteen 
years,  is  devoted  to  English  and  scientific  eludies,  and,  if  he 
desire,  to  modern  languages. 

These  facts  show  plainly  enough  that  the  complaint  some- 
times made,  that  an  excessive  amount  of  time  is  spent  by  the 
schools  as  well  asby  the  University  upon  the  classical  studies,  is 
entirely  unfounded;  and,  also,  that  any  deficiency  which  may 
exist  in  the  education  of  our  youth  in  the  English  Language 
and  in  scientific  studies,  cannot  be  attributed  to  undue  atten- 
tion to  the  Ancient  Languages.  We  should  also  remember,  and 
the  fact,  I  apprehend,  is  not  generally  understood,  that  one  half 
the  time  given  nominally  to  the  teaching  of  Latin  and  Greek, 
even  in  the  classical  courses,  is  in  reality  employed  under  good 
and  true  teachers,  in  the  most  practical  and  useful  kind  of  study 
in  English ;  for  the  labor  of  the  class-room  consists  largely  in 
severe  and  critical  questions  as  to  the  usage  of  English  words 
and  phrases.  Whatever  complaint  may  be  made  of  the  one- 
sidedness  of  education  in  soQie  of  the  schools  and  universities 
elsewhere,  whatever  complaint  Jules  Ferry  may  make  of  the 
excess  of  the  classics  in  French  education,  it  is  evident 
that  such  censures  have  no  application  whatever  to  this  region, 
and  especially  to  Michigan.  We  are  in  no  danger  of  too  much 
literary  culture  here.  In  fact,  these  figures  show  that  our  inquiry 
should  be,  and  that,  too,  with  some  solicitude,  not  what  harm  the 
"dead  languages"  are  doing,  but  what  becomes  of  the  thirteen 
or  sixteen  years  of  the  precious  time  of  education  given  exclu- 
sively to  English  and  scientific  studies ;  and  what  kind  of  teach- 
ing is  it  which  leaves  our  children  and  youth,  after  this  large 
part  of  life  devoted  to  these  branches,  so  ignorant  of  them  that 
there  is  no  alternative  in  defence  but  to  cry  out  that  the  classics 
are  to  blame?  One  might  suspect  that  these  things  would  be 
better  learned  and  understood  even  if  more  time  were  given  to 
the  classics.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  period  here  mentioned 
of  thirteen  or  sixteen  years,  devoted  to  non-classical  studies,  does 
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not  include  our  professional  education,  which  would,  if  added, 
extend  the  period  to  sixteen  or  nineteen  years. 

That  this  subject  may  be  sbill  more  distinctly  presented,  I 
append  a.  table  showing  the  proportions  of  time  assigned  to  var- 
ious studies  in  the  University  and  the  schools  separately.* 

The  continuity  of  the  studies  in  the  local  schools  of  the  State 
and  in  the  "University,  suggests  a  remark  on  the  working  of  the 
plan  of  school  visiting  and  inspection,  adopted  by  the  Literary 
Faculty  ten  years  ago,  and  usually  called  "  the  diploma  system." 
According  to  this  plan,  candidates  for  admission  to  the 
Literary  Department,  holding  the  diploma  of  any  Michigan 
High  School,  which  has  been  visited  on  the  request  of  the 
School  Board  by  an  examining  committee  of  the  Faculty,  and 
approved,  are  admitted  to  the  University  without  examination. 
This  innovation  on  old  customs,  like  all  innovations,  and 
chiefly  because  it  was  an  innovation,  was  met  at  once  with 
severe  criticism,  and  especially  by  some  distinguished  educators 
in  the  older  colleges;  fearing,  as  was  alleged,  that  such  a  system 
would  bring  down  the  standard  of  scholarship.  Experience, 
however,  just  as  in  the  case  of  the  admission  of  women  to  the 
Universiiy,  an  innovation  made  at  the  same  period,  has  proved 
that  there  was  no  ground  for  fear,  except  tliat  the  thing  was 
new,  and  not  practiced  in  the  mother  con<wcs.  Two  facts  are 
to  be  noted  among  the  results:  first,  the  standard  of  prepar- 
ation in  the  Higli  Schools,  if  aifecled  at  all,  has  been  elevated 
rather  than  lowered;  second,  the  State  system  of  educa- 
tion has  become  a  reality.  It  is  obvious  that  there  can  be  no 
system,  properly  so  called,  without  an  actual  and  living  con- 
nection and  communication  among  its  members.  By  calling 
for  the  visiting  or  examining  committees  of  the  Faculty,  the 
High  Schools  have  been  brought  into  that  vital  connection  with 
the  University  which  makes  them  parts  of  an  actual  oi'ganiam, 
and,  so  far  as  concerns  these  schools,  our  State  System  no  longer 
exists  merely  on  paper. 

There  are  now  sixteen  of  the  most  flourishing  and  import- 
ant High  Schools  of  the  State  holding  this  relation  to  the  Uni- 
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versity;  and  no  one  can  look  into  the  condition  of  these  schools 
without  feeling  satisfied  that  this  connection  has  had  the  effect 
both  to  animate  their  students  to  more  earnest  effort,  and  to 
encourage  and  strengthen  the  teachers;  while  it  has  brought 
about  a  more  perfect  unity  of  plan  and  method  in  the  schools 
of  the  State  in  general.  In  short,  it  gives  to  our  schools,  other- 
wise isolated,  a  bond  of  union  and  a  centre  of  life.  We  are  con- 
vinced, as  the  result  of  an  experiment  of  ten  years,  that  this 
cooperative  plan,  especially  if  entered  into  by  the  few  remain- 
ing schools,  and  thus  perfected,  will  give  a  character  of  con- 
sistency, solidity,  strength,  and  efficiency  to  the  educational 
work  of  the  State,  which  will  leave  nothing  further  to  be  desired 
but  the  uninterrupted  operation  and  movement  of  the  system. 

Nearly  related  to  this  subject  is  the  question  of  the  possible 
advancement  of  the  Literary  Department  of  the  University 
from  the  condition  of  a  Gorman  Gymnasium  or  French  Lyceum, 
which  it  has  occupied  hitherto,  in  common  with  American  Col- 
leges generally,  to  that  of  a  genuine  university  Department  of 
Letters  and  Philosophy.  The  traditional  usage  of  American 
Colleges,  which  closes  up  the  work  of  education  with  the 
Bachelor's  degree,  and  accustoms  our  youth  to  look  upon  that 
degree  as  the  ultimate  aim  and  end  of  all  their  studies,  has  left 
out  liberal  education  very  far  below  the  proper  standard,  and 
notably  below  that  of  the  German  Univereities.  In  other  words, 
our  Universities  have  given  their  strength  chiefly  to  the  work 
of  secondary,  instead  of  the  higher  education.  How  to  make 
the  needed  transformation  from  this  almost  purely  gymnasial 
work  to  that  of  the  University  proper,  has  been  for  some  years 
the  problem  before  the  minds  of  university  men. 

It  is  manifestly  difficult,  if  not  impossible  to  change  the 
Gymnasium  into  a  University  by  merely  building  up  a  system 
of  post-graduate  courses,  as  a  sort  of  annex  to  the  old  estab- 
lished curriculum  of  four  years;  for  the  post-graduate  work  will 
thus  continue  to  be  a  mere  subsidiary  appendage,  and  the  so- 
called  Collegiate  Department  will  still  be  the  central  and  charac- 
teristic part  of  the  institution.  And,  furthermore,  the  Bachelor's 
degree,  conferred  mth  imposing  ceremonies  upon  the  successive

classes,  will  continue  to  be  looked  upon  as  the  goal  of  educa- 
tional work  and  the  end  ot  all  perfection.  I  could  almost 
venture  to  express  the  hope  that  the  time  will  come  when  these 
Bachelors'  degrees  will  even  be  abolished;  and  that  instead  of 
them,  certificiites  of  proficiency  or  maturity  will  be  given,  as  in 
the  German  Gymnasium,  to  those  who  are  prepared  to  enter 
upon  the  proper  university  studies  preliminary  to  the  Masters' 
and  Doctors'  degrees;  especially  since  the  Bachelors'  degrees,  in 
the  multiplication  of  our  Colleges  and  Universities,  have  been 
made  so  easy  of  acquisition  that  they  have  well-nigh  lost  all 
significance.  Now,  it  seems  to  me  that  our  close  connection 
with  the  Public  High  Schools,  and  tlie  continuity  of  the  courses 
of  study  in  the  University  with  those  of  the  schools,  give  us 
just  the  opportunity  we  need  to  initiate  the  proper  university 
work,  and  to  make  the  Masters'  degrees  gradually  take  the  place 
of  the  Bachelors'.  For  the  schools  will  certainly  advance 
steadily,  though  slowly,  in  the  grade  of  their  attainments,  and 
thus  the  university  students,  being  better  prepared  in  the 
schools,  will  be  enabled  so  much  the  sooner  to  conimence  their 
work  for  the  Master's  degree.  And  it  is  just  here,  I  think,  that 
our  new  arrangement  of  studies  in  the  University,  which  has 
been  called  "the  new  departure,"  cornea  in  to  facilitate  the 
transformation  which  wc  desire.  For  it  emancipates  the  student 
from  the  trammels  of  fixed  courses  at  the  period  when  be  is 
Buffieiently  advanced  in  age  and  discipline,  to  choose  and  pur- 
sue his  studies  for  himself  :[«  an  individual,  and  according 
to  his  individual  gifts,  attainments,  and  necessities.  And  this 
is  preciselj'  the  characteristic  of  university  work  for  the  Master's 
degree,  as  distinguished  from  gymna^ial  or  lyccum  work  for 
the  Bachelor's  degree.  It  is  probable  that  this  freedom,  or 
liberty  of  individual  advancement,  under  the  favorable  circum- 
stances I  have  spoken  of,  offering  to  the  student  so  much 
encouragement  to  look  beyond  the  Bachelor's  degree,  and  to 
remain  in  the  University  until  he  can  become  a  Master,  will 
sooner  or  later  throw  the  former  into  the  shade,  and  make  the 
Master's  degree  the  aim  of  all  the  more  talented  and  enter- 
prising students.     And  this  probability  is  strengthened  by  the 
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constantly  increasing  number  of  candidates  for  the  advanced 
degrees. 

I  think  that  every  encouragement  and  incentive  should  be 
given  to  undergraduates  to  look  upon  this  as  the  true  end  and 
aim  of  university  studies.  And  thus,  I  trust,  though  some  of 
us  may  not  live  to  sec  it,  that  the  secondary  education  may  be 
pbiced  where  it  belongs.  Our  Faculty  should  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble cease  to  expend  all  their  time  and  strength  on  that  which 
ought  to  be  the  work  of  the  Higii  School ;  thus  compelling  our 
more  ambitious  students  to  resort  to  foreign  universities  to 
obtain  their  higher  education.  For  they  should  get  their  whole 
education  at  home.  As  one  of  the  most  intelligent  and  patrio- 
tic of  ancient  writers,  the  Younger  Pliny,  says,  "Our  youth 
should  be  educated  in  the  land  of  their  birth,  resorting  to  the 
schools  of  their  own  country,  and  learning  to  love  their  native 
soil." 

In  connection  with  the  statistics  of  the  year  it  may  be  of 
interest  to  notice  that  in  the  attendance  of  women  there  was  a 
slight  increase  over  that  of  the  previous  year,  while  the  propor- 
tion to  the  whole  nimiber  of  students  was  somewhat  less.  There 
were  in  the  Department  of  Literature,  Science,  and  the  Arts,  81 ; 
Department  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  43;  Law  Department,  1; 
Homo;opathie  Medical  College,  S;  School  of  Pharmacy,  2; 
Dental  College,  3;  total,  138. 

Fifty-nine  of  the  women  in  the  Literary  Department  were 
candidates  for  degrees,  as  follows:  Bachelor  of  Letters,  7; 
Bachelor  of  Science,  3;  Bachelor  of  Letterg(Latin),  21;  Bache- 
lor of  Arts,  28;  totiil,  59.  There  were  22  pursuing  selected 
studies,  and  not  candidates  for  degrees. 

Of  the  fourteen  hundred  and  thirty  students  in  attendance, 
six  hundred  and  forty-three  were  from  Michigan ;  and  of  these, 
two  hundred  and  fifty-one  were  in  the  Literary  Department. 
Thirty-five  other  States  were  represented;  most  largely,  Ohio, 
Uhnois,  New  York,  Indiana,  and  Pennsylvania.  There  were  also 
students  from  England,  Prussia,  Japan,  Burraah,  Hawaii,  the 
Bprmudiis,  and  the  Provinces  of  Ontario,  Quebec,  and  New 
Brunswick.     The  fees   for  matriculation   and  other  purposes 
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received  from  the  seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven  students  out- 
side of  the  State,  amounted  to  about  $30,000. 

In  all  the  professional  schools  there  has  been  an  increase  of 
attendance,  excepting  the  Law  Department,  in  ivliich  there  was 
no  material  variation  from  the  usual  number.  In  the  Depart- 
ment of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  the  increase  of  numbers  and  the 
extension  of  the  course  to  three  years,  with  the  accompanying 
division  of  the  school  into  classes,  will  call  for  some  modifica- 
tion of  the  i^reaent  arrangement  of  lectures,  the  details  of  which 
must  be  determined  by  conference  of  the  Faculty  with  the 
Board.  The  condition  of  the  Department  and  its  ui^ent  wants 
are  fully  set  forth  in  the  Dean's  report. 

The  Homceopathic  College  is  gaining  gradually  in  numbers. 
The  question  of  an  addition  to  its  corps  of  professors  must  soon 
be  considered;  and  perhaps  such  an  addition,  if  attainable 
before  the  opening  of  another  year,  m.iy  be  of  advantage  in 
relieving  the  burden  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery. 

The  amphitheatres  now  connected  with  the  Iiospilals  of  both 
Medical  Schools,  and  the  clinics,  greatly  multiplied  by  the  num- 
ber of  patients  resorting  to  bolh  hospitals,  have  added  immensely 
to  the  value  of  our  medical  education,  while  they  have  proved 
an  inestimable  boon  to  the  sick  and  suffering  from  all  parts  of 
the  State,  as  well  as  fromabroad.  The  whole  number  of  patients 
treated  during  the  year,  in  both  departments,  was  upwards  of 
one  thousand  eight  hundred. 

The  Law  School,  which  of  all  the  departments  of  the  Uni- 
versity, has  from  its  organization,  twenty-one  years  ago,  to  the 
present  day,  moved  on  with  the  least  interruption  and  irregu- 
larity, and  with  the  most  perfect  harmony,  has  passed  through 
the  year  with  its  usual  iirosperity.  The  enlargement  of  its 
Faculty  by  the  addition  of  ii  new  chair,  named  after  the  first 
Pre.sident  of  the  University,  the  honored  and  venerable  Dr. 
Henry  P.  Tappan,  and  the  appointment  to  this  chair  of  one  of 
our  most  distinguished  citizens  and  most  eminent  lawyers,  the 
Hon.  Alpheus  Feleh,  have  added  greatly  to  the  efficiency  and 
usefulness  of  this  department.     An  opportunity  has  thus  been 
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affordrd  to  the  Law  students,  especially  to  those  of  the  first  year, 
for  diiily  class  recitations  and  examinations,  in  addition  to  tJic 
\isiial  course  of  lectures.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  depart- 
ment, by  the  intrusion  of  the  University  Library,  is  still  deprived 
of  the  use  of  a  lai^e  portion  of  the  building  originally  intended 
for  ita  exclusive  accommodation.  I  hope  that  the  necessity  for 
this  kini  of  trespass  will  soon  be  removed.  The  Law  Depart- 
ment needs  all  tlie  space  contained  in  the  building,  and  even 
more.  The  earnest  nppeal  on  this  subject,  contained  in  the 
report  of  the  Dean  of  the  Law  Faculty,  I  doubt  not,  will  receive 
from  the  Board  all  that  consideration  which  the  urgency  of  the 
case  demands.  And  I  would  remark  here  that  the  interests  of 
the  whole  University,  not  less  than  (hose  of  the  Law  Depart- 
ment, make  it  imperative  that  new  accommodations  should  be 
provided  as  speedily  as  possible  for  the  General  Library.  The 
entire  inadequacy  of  the  apartment  which  it  now  occupies  in 
the  Law  Building,  the  great  disadvantage  we  arc  suffering  in 
its  use  for  the  want  of  more  room  and  a  better  location,  will  be 
brought  to  your  attention  by  the  Committee  of  the  Faculties 
on  the  Library. 

The  interesting  report  of  the  Dean  of  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy indicates  the  continued  success  of  that  department. 
The  papers  written  by  its  professors  and  students  have  been 
published  extensively,  and  quoted  with  approbation  in  the 
principal  pharmaceutical  journals  of  this  country  as  well  as 
those  of  England  and  Germany.  To  our  School  have  been 
assigned  for  several  vears  by  tlie  National  Society  of  Pharmacy 
some  of  the  most  important  subjects  of  investigation  in  chemical 
analysis,  to  be  reported  to  that  society ;  without  any  doubt,  the 
industry  and  distinguished  attainments  of  its  oflicers,  and  the 
enthusiasm,  success,  and  rapidly  growing  reputation  of  its 
graduates  have  given  our  School  a  position  at  least  as  high  as 
that  of  the  best  Schools  in  this  country.  I  bespeak  your 
attention  to  the  detailed  report  of  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty; 
and  also,  as  a  kind  of  exponent  of  the  high  aims  and  success  of 
the  School,  to  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Scientific  publi- 
cations of  the  Dean  himself  during  the  long  period  of  his  faith- 
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ful  service,  and  to  the  notice  of  a  new  method  of  chemiciil 
study  originated  hy  another  professor  of  the  school,  taken  from 
the  Chemical  Keics  of  London. 

The  Dental  School  continues  to  justify  the  provision  made 
to  tlie  legislature  for  its  organization  and  support.  It  is  stead- 
ily growing,  and  its  good  service  to  the  important  profession 
which  it  represents,  is  already  widely  appreciated.  In  creating 
this  School  as  well  as  that  of  Homceopathic  Medicine,  the 
Legislature  undoubtedly  did  not  intend  to  do  its  work  by 
halves,  and  will  continue  to  afford  the  necessary  means  not 
only  for  sustaining,  but  for  strengthening  both  of  these  Facul- 
ties; so  that  both  may  do  full  justice  to  the  responsible  work 
which  has  been  placed  under  their  charge. 

The  University  now  possesses  four  Laboratories  r  that  of 
Andytical  and  Applied  Chemistry,  which  is  often  styled  by  dis- 
tinction "the  Laboratory;"  the  Laboratory  of  General  Chemis- 
try, the  Physiological  Laboratory,  and  the  Piiysical  Laboratory. 
The  work  of  the  first  two  is  carried  on  in  the  Laboratory 
building;  the  dimensions  of  which  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  enlarge,  in  order  to  accommodate  the  increasing  number  of 
students.  The  work  of  the  Physiological  Laboratory  is  con- 
ducted in  the  Medical  building,  and  the  Physical  Laboratory  is 
connected  with  the  lecture  room  of  the  professor  of  Physics. 
The  equipment  of  all  the  Laboratories  has  been  much  improved, 
and  the  work  performed  is  greatly  promoting  the  study  of 
Science  in  these  several  branches. 

Not  the  least  interesting  and  important  woi-k  of  the  Uni- 
versity is  that  which  comes  under  the  designation  of  IMioroscopy. 
A  large  supply  of  insti-umcnts  has  been  furnished  to  the  students 
of  Physiology,  of  Analytical  Chemistry,  and  of  Natural  History. 
Their  investigations  under  the  direction  of  skillful  microscop- 
ists,  pursued  with  no  little  enthusiasm,  have  secured  the  good 
results  which  were  anticipated;  particularly,  accuracy  of  obser- 
vation and  precision  of  knowledge. 

The  Astronomical  Observatory  will  soon  be  in  a  condition, 
on  the  adjustment  of  the  instruments  received  from  Washington, 
to  prepare  students  for  the  practical  part  of  Astronomical  study. 
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The  peculiar  work  of  the  Ohserviitory.  now,  as  heretofore,  some- 
what embarrassed  by  the  want  of  ii  larger  corps,  is  conducted 
with  marked  ability  and  success.  The  time  and  labor  of  the 
professor  are  devoted  not  less  to  instruction  and  lecturing  in 
theoretical  and  general  astronomy  than  to  the  work  of  the 
ObsciTatory. 

The  General  Library  has  within  the  last  two  years  become 
even  more  important  to  the  intellectual  success  of  the  Uni- 
versity than  ever  before.  The  groat  change  which  has  been 
introduced  in  the  plan  of  instruction  and  method  of  study, 
has  made  the  Library  instead  of  the  text-book,  to  a  large 
extent,  the  apparatus  for  study  and  preparation  for  class-room 
examinations.  The  breadth  and  depth  of  scholarship,  and  I 
may  say,  the  manhood,  which  this  kind  of  investigation  pro- 
motes, should  be  encouraged.  To  this  end,  greatly  enlarged 
accomodations  should  be  secured  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment.  And  for  the  same  reason,  as  well  as  to  maet  the 
pressing  wants  of  the  members  of  all  the  Faculties,  some  more 
abundant  means  sho\iki  be  provided  for  the  purchase  of  books. 
The  small  appropriations  hitherto  made  for  this  object  have  not 
sufficed  to  keep  the  Library  supplied  even  with  the  most 
important  publications  of  the  day.  Meanwhile  in  every  depart- 
ment of  learning  and  letters  there  is  a  multitude  of  standard 
works,  which  are  indispensable  to  thorough  study  and  com- 
pleteness of  reseiirch,  and  which  the  Liliriiry  can  never  possess 
without  some  special  and  extraordinary  appro priivtions.  It  is 
much  to  bo  desired  that  the  importince  of  a  large  and  complete 
Library  to  the  success  of  University  work  might  be  made  more 
perfectly  apparent  While  experimButal  apparatus  is  requisite 
for  the  teaching  of  Physical  Science,  we  should  remember 
that  books  are  the  apparatus  of  the  brain — the  vital  condition 
of  real  progress,  whether  in  Philosophy,  Science,  Literature, 
or  History.  I  doubt  whether  a  University  can  be  justly 
called  great  until  it  possesses  an  ample,  if  not  a  great  Library 
When  the  University  of  Strasburg  was  reorganized,  on  the 
recovery  of  Alsace  to  the  German  empire,  in  1870,  almost  the 
iirst  thing  thought  of  by  the  public  authorities  was  the  creation 
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of  a  Library.  All  Germany  waH  appealed  to  for  contributions 
of  books,  and  institutions  and  citizenEi  throughout  the  empire 
responded  to  the  call.  This,  and  not  the  erection  of  build- 
ings, was  reckoned  the  first  necessity.  I  earnestly  hope  that 
the  proposition  to  be  made  by  the  Library  Committee  of  the 
Faculties,  that  a  larger  appropriation  than  usual  be  asked  of 
the  Legislature  for  this  purpose  by  the  Board,  will  meet  with 
your  approbation.  I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the 
important  statement  contained  in  the  report  of  Prolcssor  Adams 
on  the  same  subject.  For  the  wants  of  the  current  year  I  beg 
leave  to  suggest  that  an  appropriation  be  made  by  the  Board, 
not  less  than  the  usual  amount,  to  supply  the  books  needed 
for  immediate  use. 

The  Librarian  reports  the  present  state  of  the  General 
Library,  and  of  other  libraries  in  the  University,  as  follows: 

Number  of  volumes  in  General  Library,  29,345 ;  Law  Library, 
4,037 ;  Society  Libraries,  2,100;  Library  of  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association,  1,000;  total  number  of  volumes  accessible  to  stu- 
dents, 36.482;  number  of  unbound  volumes  and  pamphlets, 
8,255. 

Additions  to  the  General  Library,  1,882  volumes,  and  301 
pamphlets;  to  the  Law  Library,  100  volumes. 

The  Museum  of  Art  and  History  has  been  enriched  with 
the  addition  of  a  valuable  collection  of  coins,  mostly  ancient, 
made  by  the  gratuitous  labors  of  Dr.  A.  E.  Richards,  one  of  the 
most  accomplished  numismatists  of  this  country,  formerly  a 
citizen  of  this  State,  but  now  residing  in  Europe.  Genuine 
antique  coins  are  becoming  daily  more  difficult  to  obtain,  and, 
of  course,  more  expensive ;  and  the  interest  manifested  by  Dr. 
Richards  in  the  University,  which  has  led  him  to  make  this  col- 
lection for  its  benefit,  and  thus  to  lay  the  foundation  of  a  uni- 
versity museum  of  coins,  deserves  our  most  hearty  acknowl- 
edgements. 

The  financial  exhibit  of  the  year  is  highly  encouraging.* 
Never  has  so  large  an  income  been  received  from  the  students, 
and  never,  I  think,  has  the  income  from  all  sources  been  appro- 
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priated  fo  better  advantage.  But  an  institution  like  this  can 
never  receive  an  income  adequate  to  its  wants.  The  very  fact 
wliich  is  taken  as  tlie  best  indication  of  prosperity,  the  increase 
of  numbers,  always  increasing  in  the  same  ratio  the  demand  for 
enlarged  accommodations  and  additional  instructors,  dooms  a 
University,  and  especially  this  University,  to  perpetual  want. 
It  is  rich  only  in  its  students  and  ita  graduates.  And  it  must 
hold  up  these  before  the  State  authorities— these,  with  its  faitli- 
ful  efforts  to  do  good  service  to  the  State,  and  to  expend  wisely 
the  moneys  committed  to  its  trust,  sis  the  ground  of  appeal  for 
continued  sympathy,  confidence,  and  support. 

In  the  thirty-nine  years  since  the  doors  of  the  institution 
were  first  opened,  it  has  had  under  its  instruction  not  less  than 
eight  thousand  students;  and  now  at  the  opening  of  a  now  year 
it  has  enrolled  not  less  than  fourteen,  hundred  and  seventy,  and 
will  probably  register  not  less  than  fifteen  hundred.  Of  all 
those  who  have  been  under  our  instruction,  six  thomand  one  h^in- 
dred  and  sixty-dx  have  been  graduated.  These  numbers  indi- 
cate, so  far  as  numbers  can,  the  ivork  which  has  been 
accomplished. 

The  expense  of  the  State  in  sustaining  the  University  thus 
far,  including  the  appropriations  of  the  last  two  years  for  build- 
ing and  other  purposes,  has  been  8570,000.  The  inventory  just 
completed  of  the  real  estate  aud  other  property  of  the  institu- 
tion, gives  us  a  valuation  of  8681,442;  one  hundred  and  ten 
thousand  dollars  in  excess  of  the  cost  of  the  University  to  the 
State  for  nearly  forty  years.  This  excess,  or  babnee,  over  and 
above  the  outlay  of  the  State  Treasury,  is  due  partly  to  the 
donations  of  citizens  and  professors,  but  chiefly  to  the  wise  and 
skillful  management  of  the  Board  of  Regents  in  the  use  of  the 
income  which  the  University  has  received  independently  of  the 
State. 

If,  therefore,  our  necessities,  growing  with  our  prosperity, 
compel  us  to  look  to  the  legislature  for  continued  assistance,  we 
can  point  to  a  record,  as  we  think,  of  great  success  and  useful- 
ness in  the  host  of  youth  we  have  helped  to  an  education,  and 
to  a  most  faithful  and  even  productive  administration  of  our 
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finances,  as  a  just  and  reasonable  argument  for  the  continued 
generosity  of  the  lijgielature. 

Among  the  wants  recognized  by  the  University,  in  addition 
tothatof  abuildingfortheGeneral  Library,isthatof  a  gymna- 
sium for  the  promotion  of  the  physical  development  and  health 
of  the  students.  Physical  training  is  necessary  both  to  health 
and  manhood,  A  sound  mind  without  the  sound  body  loses 
half  of  its  efficiency.  For  several  years  our  students  have  been 
active  in  cultivating  field  sports  and  athletic  exercises,  in  order 
to  compensate,  to  some  extent,  for  the  lack  of  a  gymnasium. 
They  have  also  been  making  earnest  and  commendable  efforts  to 
raise  the  funds  necessary  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a 
suitable  building.  But  the  opportunities  within  the  roach  of 
students  for  creating  such  a  fund, are  exceedingly  limited;  and 
they  cannot  hope,  wdthout  assistance,  to  raise  the  requisite 
amount.  The  struggle  which  they  are  making  deserves  our 
hearty  sympathy.  It  is  said  "  the  gods  help  those  who  help  them- 
selves." And  the  honorable  legislature,  it  is  believed,  will 
respond  readily  and  generously  to  an  appliealion  on  the  part  of 
the  Regents  for  an  appropriation  which,  added  to  the  amount 
obtained  from  various  sources  by  the  students  themselves,  will 
secure  the  building  and  the  requisite  apparatus. 

In  connection  with  improvements  in  building,  will  come  up 
the  question  of  the  remodelling  of  the  north  wing  of  University 
Hall  for  miscellaneous  purposes,  after  the  collections  now  depos- 
ited there  shall  have  been  transferred  to  the  new  museum  build- 
ing. It  is  desirable  that  some  plan  for  the  new  arrangement 
of  the  space  should  be  adopted,  and  the  necessary  expense  pro- 
vided for. 

The  Deans  of  the  Faculties  of  the  professional  schools,  and 
the  professors  representing  the  various  chairs  in  the  Academic 
Faculiy,havepresenteddetailedreportsof  the  work  under  their 
supervision,  which  will  give  an  insight  into  the  internal  opera- 
tions of  the  University  during  the  year,  and  which  are  intended 
to  accompany  the  President's  report.  The  reports  of  tlie  pro- 
fessors, however,  do  not  represent  minutely  the  actual  amount 
of  labor  necessarily  involved  in  their  work.    I  hardly  need 
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remark  to  the  Board,  that  a  lecture,  or  class  exercise  of  any  kind, 
exacts  much  greater  outlay  of  time  and  strength  than  the  hour 
devot«d  to  the  class.  I  append  ;tlso  a  tabulated  statement, 
prepared  by  the  Secretary,  of  the  studies  pursued  under  the 
Academic  Faculty,  and  of  the  number  of  students  attending 
upon  each. 

While  we  entertain  just  feelings  of  pride  in  the  progress 
which  this  institution  has  made  in  the  brief  period  of  its  exist- 
ence, we  must  not  close  our  eyes  to  its  deliciencies.  It  still 
comeL  far  short  of  the  noble  idea  which  was  embodied  in  its 
original  plan  by  the  founders  of  the  State  and  of  the  University. 
Their  views  were  so  comprehensive  and  complete  that  with  all 
our  endeavors  we  can  scarcely  hope  in  less  than  one  more  gen- 
eration at  least,  to  reach  the  outside  limit  of  their  scheme.  The 
idea  which  they  left  to  our  inheritance,  and  which  embraced 
both  tlie  University  and  the  whole  body  of  public  education, 
has  become  identified  with  the  life  and  growth  of  the  State.  It 
is  in  substance  tliis :  That  no  son  or  daughter  of  Michigan  shall 
be  compelled  to  resort  to  any  other  State  or  country  in  order  to 
acquire  any  knowledge  or  discipline  necessary  to  the  welfare  of 
the  citizen  and  of  the  State.  Ei'ery  educational  want  shall  be 
provided  for  here  at  home,  just  asi^erfectly  as  if  no  other  State  nor 
any  private  institution  were  in  existence.  For  the  State  has  no 
right  to  expect  its  work  to  be  done  by  any  other  State,  much 
lessby  any  private  corporation.  Nothing  shall  be  Icit  to  chance, 
caprice,  prej  udicc,  or  narrowness.  The  existence  and  happiness 
of  the  commonivealth  require  that  every  one  of  lier  children 
shall  be  guaranteed  tlic  opportunity  of  making  the  most  and 
best  of  himself.  Jloreovcr,  the  State  must  protect  itsslf  from 
imposition,  charlatanism,  and  quackery  in  the  professions  which 
deal  with  the  interests  of  life  and  property;  it  must  have  safe 
and  sldllfiil  physicians,  and  sound  and  trustivorLhy  lawyers. 
Besides  this,  it  must  have  well  trained  teachers  for  its  youth ; 
scientists  who  will  enable  it  to  understand  and  <levelop  its  nat- 
ural resources;  eivil  engineers  and  architects  who  will  make 
buildings  and  bridges  whieii  will  not  imperil  life ;  mining  engin- 
eers who  will  render  available  its  great  mineral  deposits — min- 
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ing  engineers,  not  trained  in  New  York,  or  New  Haven,  but  in 
Michigan,  a  mining  State.  And,  finally,  it  must  have,  sooner  or 
later,  those  who  will  minister  to  life  through  the  refining 
influences  of  art.  For  art,  too,  was  included  in  the  original 
plan  of  our  education;  and  it  is  a  want  as  real  as  any  other 
which  education  supplies.  Therefore,  the  State,  for  its  own  ulti- 
mate welfare,  must  maintain  the  whole  circle  of  professional  and 
practical  schools. 

All  these  things  entered  into  the  conception  of  public  educa- 
tion entertained  by  our  State  fathers;  and  their  idea,  I  think,  is 
fixed  and  ineradicable  in  the  constitution,  and  in  the  minds  of  the 
people.  It  is  our  privilege  and  duty  to  make  this  idea,  so  far 
at  least  as  relates  to  the  University,  a  reality.  Under  the  good 
providence  of  God  much  has  been  accomplished;  enough, 
indeed,  to  give  us  strong  confidence  in  the  final  completion  of 
the  work. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  congratulate  the  Board  on  the 
prosperous  condition  of  the  institution  placed  by  the  State 
under  their  supervision,  and  on  the  promise  which  it  affords  of 
an  auspicious  future.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  Uiiiversity  of  Michigan: 

GENTi.EME.'i.— The  undersigned,  members  of  tlie  several  Fiicultiea 
of  tlie  University  of  Michigan,  beg  leave  to  present  to  you  the  follow- 
ing memorial: 

On  the  23lk1  of  September,  ISfiO,  your  Honorable  Body  appointed 
a  Committee  representing  the  several  Fa.culties  then  existing  in  the 
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TJniversity,  with  instructions  to  examine  and  report  to  tlie  Board  in 
regard  to  llie  {iropriety  of  establisliing  a  gymnasium  in  connection 
with  the  University.  Tliat  committee  consisted  of  the  following  per- 
sons: M.  C.  Tyler,  Edward  01ney,C.L.Ford,and  T.M.  Cooley.  At  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Bsard,  this  committee  presented  an  elaborate  re- 
port npon  the  subject  proposed  to  them,  which  report  was  spread  upon 
the  records  of  the  Board  of  Regents  and  ordered  printed.  Tlie  report 
was  strongly  in  favor  of  the  estahlisiiment  of  a  University  gymnasium, 
but  in  consequence  of  lack  of  fund?,  the  Board  was  unahle  to  carry 
out  tlte  recommendation  of  the  committee,  although  at  the  meeting 
aforesaid  an  informAl  expression  was  made  in  favor  of  the  plan. 

For  eleven  years  this  subject  has  been  in  abeyance  here,  so  far  as 
any  official  action  is  concerned.  Meantime  evidence  of  the  need  of  a 
gymnasium  has  been  multiplying,  and  within  tiie  past  two  years  the 
students  liave  taken  hold  of  the  matter  with  great  earnestness,  and  by 
their  own  efforts  have  already  raised  a  fund  of  nearly  $1,200  for  the 
purpose,  and  are  still  at  work  to  increase  that  fund.  All  moneys  raised 
by  the  students  for  this  purpose  are  handed  over  to  a  board  of  trustees 
and  are  by  them  to  bo  delivered  to  the  Board  of  Regents,  whenever 
the  Regents  may  be  ready  to  proceed  to  the  erection  of  a  gymnasium ; 
but  it  is  obvious  that  without  a  special  appropriation  it  will  be  many 
years  before  the  students'  fund  can  be  made  large  enough  to  procure  a 
suitable  building.  We  tliere'fore  beg  leave  to  suggest  to  your  Honora- 
ble Body  that  perhaps  it  may  now  be  a  suitable  time  for  measures  to 
be  taken  to  assist  the  students  in  their  earnest  and  laudable  endeavor, 
and  that,  if  it  should  not  be  incompatible  with  other  important  plans 
under  consideration,  it  might  be  well  to  include  an  appropriation  for  a 
gymnasium  among  the  requests  which  you  may  have  to  lay  before  the 
next  legislature.

Beatty, 
under  instructions  from  the  Board  at  their  September  meeting,  I 
wrote  a  letter  to  him  as  follows:  "The  Board  of  Regents  authorize 
me  to  make  you  iiu  offer  of  settlement  as  follows:  I  will  pay  you  Ave 
hundred  and  five  and  fourteen  oue-hundrethsdollara  tobe  paid  to  your 
creditors  who  have  claims  filed  with  the  Board  for  our  information. 
These  claims  as  filed  nmoimt  to  SI.161.30.  If  you  should  accept  this 
ofi'er,  you  would  have  to  settle  with  these  parties  and  determine  the 
amounts  due  them,  and  then  the  above  sum  would  be  divided  pro  rata.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Regents: 

Gestlemen. — The  present  Dynamo-Electric  Machine  belonging  to 
the  University,  which  has  been  placed  in  the  lecture  room  of  the 
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department  of  General  Chemistry,  work^  efficiently,  but  the  proxim- 
ity of  the  apparatus  to  tlie  lecturer  causes  so  inucli  iioiso  that  the 
electric  light  is  oaly  used  about  ten  evenings  during  the  year,  that  is, 
only  when  its  use  cannot  possibly  be  avoided.  If  this  machine  could 
be  placed  in  the  engine  room  of  the  Laboratory  imd  the  electricity  be 
carried  by  wires  to  tlio  louture  table,  the  trouble  from  noise  would  be 
enlireiy  avoided  and  the  useFulness  of  the  appar;itua  enhanced  ten- 
fold. To  do  this,  a  change  iu  the  machine  costingaboufcsis^y-iive  dol- 
lars must  be  made,  and  two  automatic  electric  lamps  must  be  purchased. 
These  lamps  I  believe  will  not  cost  more  than  thirty  doliara  each. 
The  removal  of  the  generating  machine  would  fnrtber  render  it  pos- 
sible to  take  up  and  sell  the  steel  cable  wliich  n^w  transmits  the  power 
from  the  Laboratory  1o  the  Medical  College.  This  cable  can  ]>robably 
be  sold  for  fifty  dollars. 

I  ask  tlio  Honorable  Bonrd  to  authoriao  me  to  make  the  above 
changes  am!  to  purcliase  two  eleclric  lamps,  and  !o  defray  the  expenses 
out  of  appropriations  which  they  have  already  made  for  the  mainten- 
ance of  the  department  of  General  Chemistry  during  the  current  aca- 
demic year.

Your  committee  submit  herewith  a  list  of  all  the  officers,  profes- 
sors, and  employees  of  the  University,  with  the  amount  of  salary  paid 
to  each. 

The  receipts  for  students'  fees  and  Laboratory  deposits  have  been 
compared  with  the  tickets  Is-sued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Regents  and  found  correct. 

The  vouchers  for  contingent  expenses  have  also  been  carefully 
examined  and  agree  with  the  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

Your  committee  record  with  pleasure  the  increased  number  of 
students  and  the  consequent  increase  in  the  fees  received  into  the  Treas- 
ury. This  increase  is  included  in  the  balance  on  the  1st  of  October  of 
this  year,  and  indicates  the  cause  why  the  estimates  for  the  next  year 
show  this  balance  decreased  and  nearly  exhausted.  The  building  of 
the  Laboratory  Enlargement  at  a  cost  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  for 
enlarging  the  building,  putting  in  the  additional  tables,  and  furnish- 
ing the  same ;  and  the  building  of  the  new  museum  cases,  at  a  cost  of 
six  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  give  adequate  reasons  for  such 
showing.  And  the  committee  feel  authorized  in  view  of  these  facts  to 
ask  the  Board  of  Regents  to  submit  to  the  Legislature  a  full  statement 
of  the  reasons  for  the  above  expenditures  and  their  urgent  necessity. 
At  this  date  the  enlarged  Laboratory,  with  its  addition  of  ninety-six 
tables,  is  the  largest  Laboratory  in  the  United  States,  having  two  hun- 
dred and  seventy-eight  tables,  which  are  fully  occupied  throughout  the 
college  year.

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Regent  S.  S.  Walker  announced  the  presence  of  Professor 
M.  C.  Tyler,  who  desired  to  say  a  few  words  relative  to  a  gyn^ 
nasium  for  the  students  of  the  University.  Permission  being 
granted,  Professor  Tyler  addressed  the  Board  in  favor  of  a  "stu- 
dents' gymnasium,"  and  was  followed  by  the  President  of  the 
"Students'  Athletic  Association"  in  a  brief  address  touching 
the  matter. 

Regent  DufEeld  read  a  report  relative  to  the  papers  accom- 
panying the  President's  annual  report. 

The  presence  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Library  Committee  was 
announced,  and  by  permission  of  the  Board  he  read  the  follow- 
ing report: 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Regents; 

The  Library  Committee,  representing  the  various  Departments  of 
the  University,  would  respectfully  submit  the  following : 

1.  The  needs  of  the  Law  Department  demand  the  room  now 
occupied  by  the  Genera!  Liljrary.  In  confirmation  of  this  statement 
we  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Dean  of  the  Law  Faculty. 

2.  The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  students  and  in  the  num- 
ber of  subjects  taught  in  the  various  Departments  of  the  University  has, 
in  a  corresponding  degree,  increased  the  use  of  the  General  Library. 
The  tables  and  alcoves  are  so  crowded  as  to  cause  great  inconvenience 
and  discomfort  to  both  students  and  Faculties.  In  fact,  it  is  simply 
impossible  to  accommodate  the  number  of  persons  now  needing  to 
use  the  Library. 

3.  The  growth  of  the  University  just  mentioned,  and  particularly 
the  iat^e  increase  in  the  number  of  those  studying  for  second  degrees, 
make  well-nigh  indispensable  an  immediate  outlay  of  several  thou- 
sand dollars  for  books.  In  answer  to  inquiries  addressed  to  heads  of 
depaitments  in  the  Department  of  Literature,  Science,  and  the  Arts, 
we  find  that  very  few  subjects  can  be  assigned  for  theses,  on  which 
there  is  any  adequate  apparatus  for  study  in  the  General  Library.  The 
growing  importance  of  this  department  of  our  work  should  not  be 
overlooked. 

4.  The  newly  added  departments  of  Pedagogy  and  Music,  as  well 
as  several  new  Courses  in  Literature,  Science,  and  Art,— all  create  an 
additional  demand  for  books. 

5.  In  view  of  these  facts,  we  earnestly  pray  your  Honorable  Body 
to  memorialize  the  Legislature  at  their  coming  session  : 

(1)  For  an  appropriation  for  a  Library  building  ; 
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(2)  For  an  appropriation  of  not  less  tlian  ten  tliousand  dollars  for 
the  purciiase  of  books  for  tlie  Gene-al  Library.

Gbntlemkn; — I  am  requested  by  the  Faculty  of  the  Homceopathic 
Department  to  recommend  the  reappointment  as  Medical  Examiner  to 
that  Department  A.  I.  Sawyer,  M.  D.,  of  Monroe,  Mich.,  whose  term  of 
service  expired  June  30,  1880.

Resolved,  That  A.  I.  Sawyer,  M.  D.,  be  and  hereby  is  appointed 
Medical  Examiner  for  the  current  academic  year  in  the  HomcEopathic 
Medical  Collie,  in  accordance  with  the  request  stated  in  the  foregoing 
communication. 

The  following  report  was  read  by  Regent  Van  Riper : 

In  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  this  Board,  passed  at  the  Septem- 
ber session  thereof,  directing  me  as  Attorney  of  the  Board  to  investi- 
gate the  matter  of  the  legacy  from  Mary  Porter  to  the  State  Uni- 
versity, I  beg  leave  to  report,  that  I  visited  Chjllicothe  in  the  latter 
part  of  September,  and  upon  investigation  found  that  in  tiie  year  1871 
the  said  Mary  Porter,  who  had  prior  thereto  been  a  student  ia  the 
University,  executed  a  will  giving  to  the  University  all  her  estate,  both 
real  and  personal,  eabject  to  a  life  interest  of  her  mother  therein  and 
her  maintenance  and  support  during  her  natural  life  from  the  personal 
estate  and  from  the  income  derived  out  of  the  real.  By  the  will  the 
Trustee  was  directed  to  piiy  over  to  the  mother  what  was  necessary 
for  her  support  at  such  times  and  in  such  amounts  as  he  should  think 
right. 

At  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  testatrix  the  personal  estate  was 
worth  about  $800,  and  that,  with  the  income  from  the  real  estate,  which 
was  iiut  a  small  amount,  was  by  the  Trustee  as  he  claims  paid  over 
to  and  used  op  by  the  mother  of  the  testatrix,  and  the  claim  is  made 
that  there  was  not  sufficient  property  to  support  and  maintain  her.  It 
is  a  fact  that  the  personal  estate  and  the  income  from  the  real 
have  been  appropriated,  and  the  University  need  not  expect  any- 
thing from  that  source,  and  I  ailvised  our  counsei,  Wm  V.  Lawrence, 
Esq.,  to  talte  no  legal  steps  to  recover  any  portion  of  the  personal. 

I  found  that  there  were  280  acres  of  land  owned  by  the  devisee  at 
her  death — all  of  which  she  by  her  will  directed  her  Trustee  to  sell 
within  two  years  after  her  mother's  death,  and  to  pay  the  proceeds 
over  to  the  University  for  educational  purposes. 
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This  land  is  in  Harrison  township,  12  to  15milea  from  Chillicothe, 
free  from  all  mortgage  liens  or  other  encambrance,  of  a  rough  hilly 
nature,  poor  soil,  not  very  productive  and  badly  run  down  and  neg- 
lected. There  is  a  small  house,  frame  and  log,  and  a  small  log  barn 
on  the  premises. 

The  land  is  assessed  at  from  one  dollar  to  five  dollars  per  acre  and 
the  total  assessed  value  is  $92fi  at  a  valuation  of  forty  per  cent.  The 
land  is  worth  about  $2,000. 

The  testatrix  died  in  1871  and  the  will  was  probated  in  the  same 
year,  and  as  the  mother  was  entitled  merely  to  the  income  from  the 
farm,  no  claim  can  be  maintained  against  this  land  for  her  support,  or 
her  funeral  and  other  expenses. 

The  mother  of  the  testatrixdied  on  the  27th  day  of  August,  1879,  and 
it  will  therefore  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustee  to  sell  the  land  on  or  be- 
fore August  27,  1881.
